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REPORT of the Commissioners appointed to enquire into the: 
Conduct and Management of the Corporation for Paving, Cleanfing, 
and Lighting the Streets of Dublin. 



TN purfuance of the Powers veiled in us by an Aft of Parliament, naffed 
JL in the 45th year of His prefent Majefty, intituled, “ An A 61 to ap- 
“ point Comnuffioners' to enquire and examine into any Irregularities or 
„ o bules ™ ch ma y have tak “> P^ce in conduaing and managing the 
Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the Streets of Dublin , and to provide 
„ the fuf P enfion of Powers and Authorities of the Corporation of 
“ Directors and Commiffioners for Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the faid 
otteets, and for veiling the lame in other Perfons during fuch fuipenfion; 
aiid for the better conduahig and managing the Bufmeis of the faid 
Corporation — 

We have proceeded to enquire into the feveral matters therein referred 
to. us tor inveitigatioii, and we have examined the firft. Diredior,. the firft 
Commiffioner, the Secretary to the Diredlars and Commiffioners, the Trea- 
iurer, Accomptant, and feveral inferior Officers of the Corporation, and 
alio feveral of the Contradlors for paving, cleanfing, and lighting the Streets, 
and fome Officers- adling under a Committee of the Corporation of the 
City of Dublin, commonly called “ The Pipewater Committee,” and- 
fundry other Perfons, whofe Depofitions are fubjoined in au Appendix to 
this Report. And have alfo called upon the Corporation for pavino-, cleanf- 
mg, and lighting the Streets of Dublin, by Precepts, to furniffi Rich Docu- 
ments, and other Information,, as we found from time, to time neceffary to 
enable us to make a Report oil the feveral matters above-mentioned; 
which Precepts likewiie afforded the laid Corporation an, opportunity of 
explaining any parts of their conduft which -femed liable to exception. 
All which Documents and Information ace fubjoined in the Appendix 
hereunto annexed.' 

We likewife referred the Parchment Rolls of Accounts fettled between 
the Corporation and the Impreft Commiffioners, the feveral Abftradts of 
Accounts f urn iffied by the Corporation in confequence of the feveral Pre- 
cepts iffued by us, and the Tax Books, to the particular examination of our 
Secretary and Affiftant Secretary, with iiijunftions to them to make a full 
Report thereon, to point out filch errors as they might difcover therein, and 
any Improvements that might be introduced into the mode of colleflinv the 
Taxes ; to make a comparifon between the manner of. eoUetlitiv thefe 
i axes, and others of a fimilar nature, and prefent to us a correffi View of 
the f unded and Floating Debts of the Corporation, lo far as the latter could 
be afcertaiiied, and alfo a View of their Income, Receipts, and Dilburfe- 
'ments, from the commencement ; and we fubjoin their Report, verified by 
Affidavit, in the Appendix (p. 51.3. 73), to which we fnall have occafion 
from time to time to refer.

And we' find, - 

FirR, as to Paving and Cleansing the Streets: 

That feveral canfes have cotifpired to produce the prefent dangerous 
and neglefted condition of the Streets, as to tne paving and cleaning 
thereof, among, which the following, feem to us to t>e the principal : 
iff. The conftitution of the Board itfelf (confiding of. Six Direftors and Six 
Commidioners) by which the whole patronage of the Corporation, and the 
appointment and removal of all Officers, from the Commiffioner down to 
s«sec. 6. of 16 Geo- the lowed department, is veded in the Diredlors alone, who only meet oc- 
fen't a'nd 'approbation 0 of cafionally, when fpecially fummoned on particular bufinefs, or when one 
? e ceffar d y or rryire Direftors cafually join the ordinary Meetings of the Commidioners, 

SSraVoVmZLr! leaving the, chief weight of the bufinefs, the immediate refponfibility to the 
Public for the. due execution of the feveral branches of Duty confided to 
the Board by the feveral A6ts of Parliament, and the controul over all the 
inferior Departments, to the Commiffioners alone. 

This Conditution has been found, in pradfice, to lead to feveral incon- 
veniencies, fome of which will be more particularly noticed in the fubie- 
queiit part of this Report : but it further appears to us, as well from the 
nature of the thing as from the. Evidence, that it has necedarily weakened 
the authority and influence of the Commiffioners, their controul over the 
fubordinate Officers, and their own fenfe of refponfibility to the Public, and 
by that means introduced a general laxity throughout the whole of the 
adling part of this Edablifhment. 

The Direftors, having little opportunity of obferving the manner in which 
the feveral inferior Departments, are executed, cannot iufficiently feel the 
importance of a due feleaion of Perfons properly qualified for the feveral 
offices which they are appointed to fill ; the Officers appointed cannot feel 
the fame check, dependance on, and controul, from a Board to whom they 
owe no obligation, and whofe cenfures are fubjedt to the revifion of a higher 
Power ; and the Commiffioners themfelves cannot feel in the fame degree 
anfwerable for the conduft of Officers, in the choice of whom they have no 
fhare whatever. 

Thefe feveral inconveniencies will be further illuftrated when we come to 
Rate what has appeared to us, with refpedt to the general condudt of the 
Board and its inferior Officers. 

Second.. The embarraffed Rate of their Finances, which has operated in 
a variety of ways to impede, obRruft, and cripple the exertions of the Cor- 
poration itfelf, and of all the Perfons adling by Contract under the Corpo- 
ration, whether in the department of Paving, Cleanfing, or Lighting.

The fame caufe difarms the Corporation of the controul which the 
8f 5 terms of the Contrafls afford them over the Perfons who have entered into 

Enquiry, p. ip... ij3- re fpefiively, inafmuch as they feel it unjuft to infliQ Penalties on 

breaches of Contrafl which manifeftly refult from the irregularity of their 
ibid. own Payments ; and becaufe alfo, if they purfued that fyftem to any extent, 

while they were unable-on their own part to fulfil the Contracts relating to

ihe times and mode of Payment, they would find it difficult, if not 
impomble, to get perfons to execute the works at all. 

3dly. The poverty of the Corporation completely deprives them of one 
-check which has been found . the moft effeilual.ofall,.and which is techni- 
cally denominated, in a phrafe that has become eftabliffied in the proceed- 
ings of the . Paving Board, “ Running upon the Contraaors,” by which is 
undeiftood, ‘ fending out hired Paviors, and Carts. of their- own, to execute 
„ % Contr ^ as for Pavm g and Scavenging, which have either been 

negleded or inadequately fulfilled by the refpeftive Contraaors, and 
charging the amount, and in fome inftances the treble amount of the 
“ work done, againft the Contra&or.” 

This appears in evidence to have been a formidable prafiice to the fe- s« *. „ f 
veral defaulting Contraaors, fo long as the Paving Corporation were ena 
b!ed to execute it with lufficien? energy -and effeaf k 
appears, that feveral of them have thereby been -compelled to relinquiffi their s ” *«<'"« rfw 
Contradls altogether, and others have been feverely . inured ; but this falu- 
tary inftrument of controul, the reduced ftatc of their Finances has. of late 
years rendered it impoffible for them to exerc-ife, inafinuch as their Funds 
,aVe , been f “® clent pay the ordinary demands of their Creditors, s. ,h= R -a e „« , f 
much lefs to emp oy and pay a number of hired Paviors, and the expence of KftSSttfc 
Keeping and employing a number of Scavenging Carts and Horfes for the P ' 

purpofes above-mentioned. 



4th ly. 7 he Corporation, of late years, have not been able to afford to pro- 
vid- proper depofites for the manure taken oft the Streets wherein to ftore 
1 11 purpe>fe of fale; whereas it appears in evidence, that if “ The 
“ Cor P ora£lon ha( J proper depofites in which to place the manure fo as to keep 
* tflc lcaven gi n g foil of the City in their own hands, they could get a hio-her 
puce for it, and induce Contraaors to come forward, as at prefent manv 
2 P enons Pavmg land, who were Contra&ors, decline offering, hecaufe they 
.can get the foil for nothing/’ 



Third. Another caufe of the prefent ruinous ftate of the Streets with re- 
spect to Paving appears to be, the Corporation having relinquiffied the prac- 
tice formerly purfued (and it-appears on the Evidence with much advantage 
to the Public) of purchafing the Materials for, and executing the Paviiio- 
Work under, the immediate fuperintendence of the Board and their Offi- 
cers ; and having adopted, inftead of that prafiice, the fvftem of doing the 
works by Contract. ' 6 

This fv/lern appears to us to have been productive of many bad confe- 
-queiic.es, and to have mainly and diftinfily contributed, in addition to all 
the other caufes above-mentioned, to the ruinous condition of the Streets. 

Ill the firft place, it appears that the terms of the feveral Contrails, par- 
ticularly thole for Paving and Scavenging, which have been entered into, 
have from the firft commencement of the fyftem been confldered as too’ 
feyer-e, and that it has been univerlally underftood (though it appears in 
evidence that the Board conftantly had extrafis from tbofe Contrails hand-- s« of 
ing up in their Board-Room, and though the Contrails for Pavinv were 
annually tent to Counfel to be reviled) by the Cpmmiffioners and their w - Hom! " - p- s- 8 - 
Officers, and by the feveral Contractors themfelves, that the execution of 
1 e toveral works was in no inftance to be meafiired by a reference to the ^ Di . 
terms of the feveral Contrails, which feem on all hands to have been relin- 
rjUlfhcd and abandoned as abfurd and impraiiicable, infbmuch that it ap- wwr-rn.-nFw)',

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pears in -evidence, that fomc Contractors figned and executed them without 

fo much as reading them, or being accurately acquainted with their contents. 

The want of any regular Randard with which to compare, check, and 
controul the execution of the feveral works, has neceffarily introduced a 
fyRem of general and lo.ofe Certificates from the .feveral Supervifors of 
Paving and Inlpeflors of Scavenging, who have been in the habit of return- 
ing Certificates, that their refpeflive Divifions were in “ good order,” and 

tolerable order on which Certificates, returned without oath, the 
feveral Contractors are generally paid, without further examination or 
infpection of the work, though it appears in evidence that no precife mean- 
ing has been ever affixed to thele terms by the Commiffioners, or any other 
perfoft ; that ..the feveral Contractors and Supervifors differ materially in 
the ideas they refpeciively annex to them, fome affigning ruts of four 
inches, and another ruts of from three inches to a foot, and another ruts and 
holes from four to fix inches deep, as neceffary to conRitute their ideas 
of difrepair ; and one of them acknowledging that they reforted to one 
Randard for fettling their ideas of thole terms as applied to Merrion-fquare, 
and io another as applied to Thomas-Rreet. 

It further appears in evidence, that they never explained, nor were called 
upon to explain thefe terms to the Commiffioners ; that fome of them were 
in the habits of making their Reports on a fuperficial view of the work when 
finifhed, without having attended during the execution of it, though the 
fame perfon acknowledges that- work permanently and fiimfily executed 
might prefen t the fame iurface to the eye. 

This deplorable laxity of fyRem muft have materially contributed, with 
other' cauf'es above Rated, to the gradual decline in the Rate of the Pave- 
ment, which appears in evidence to have taken place ever fince the fyRem 
of contracting was adopted, infomuch that it appears in evidence, that at 
the p relent day “ The old bed of gravel is in general nearly exhauRed 
throughout the City (fee Evidence of Leonard Cornwall, App. p. 87.)' 

For a particular defeription of the manner in which the Pavement was 
.formerly executed by the Corporation, and is now executed by the Con- 
tractors, with the confequencas that have refulted from the latter fyRem, we 
beg leave to refer to the Evidence of Leonard Cornwall, Appendix, p. 86,

e ,-f Fourth. It appears - to us, that the frequent breaking up of the Streets by 
* for the Pipewater Committee, for the purpofe' of repairing and relaying the 
;,f 01,5 Pipes, is one of the caufes that have contributed, particularly of late years, 

• to the prefect ruinous condition of the Streets, and upon this point it has 
appeared to us in evidence, that in the years 1778 and 1779, the principal 
Mains that Ripply the City of Dublin with water were newly laid under 
the direction of Mr. -Mylne, then employed for the purpofe by the Pipe.- 
, water Committee ; that for ten or fourteen years after that (being the 
average period which Pipes cor.Rrutod of the wood beR adapted for iuch 
purpofes have been found to laR) little occafion arefe for breaking up the 
Streets for the purpofe of repairing or relaying pipes; but that fince that 
period from the iapfe of time which operates differently m different fixa- 
tions (owing to the diverfity of foil, and other contingent and accidental 
caufes) it has been found neceffary very frequently, and particularly of 
iat£ years, to break up the principal Streets of Dublin through which the 
Mains run in feveral places ; and fome idea of the extent to which this prac- 
tice has prevailed may be formed from the Evidence of one of the principal

We are fenfible and it has appeared to us exprefsly and clearly by 
evidence that the mconveniencies renting from the neceffary operation

We are hkewife aware, that the' effeftual difcharge o'f thefe fevenl 
duties,- requit ing a minjrte and accurate detail of attendance and infpedhoa 
on the part or the Officers of both Corporations, could not r'eafonably be 
expeficd to be executed in fuch a manner as to preclude all ground fof 
mutual crimination between them, and general cenfure from the Public ■ 
and we -difciaitn, in theprefent inftance, all intention of imputino- Dime 
either to the Pipewater Committee and to their Officers, or to the°Pavin» 

Corporation or .to their Officers; but, with a full fenfe of all -the allowance! 
whim a due confideration of the above-mentioned circumft-nc-s nreffei 
upon our minds it appears to us to be a fafl of undeniable and irrefragable 
■plamnefs That the frequent neceffity of thefe operations of the Pioe- 
M waEer Comm ittee, ra breaking up the Streets, have contributed very

. Fifth.. It appears in evidence, that the bad paving of the Streets greatly wmm. « 
augments the labour and expence of - fcavenglng and cleanfino-, and - ,w th i «“• »"* - p- * 
neg.eci of fcavengmg and cleanfing reciprocally injures the pavement, and tl°cwatr'.sc 
mcreafes the labour and expence of the Paving Contraflor ; and with re- *• rf 
.fpeflto the effea of the bad paving, in augmenting the labour -of the 
foavengei, it appears that in proportion to the neglcS of the ContraSof

uch an extent as to render the office extremely laborious ; and, on the 

other 
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other hand, it likewife appears in evidence, that the negledt in properly 
executing the department of Scavenging is materially injurious to the pave- 
ment, in confequence of the continued operations of the wet fludge and 
mire in loolening the paving Roues,, and increafing occafional bieaches, 
which from time to time occur. 

Sixth As it thus appears from the foregoing Obfervations, that the neg- 
le£t and defe&s in the paving and fcavenging mutually ad and re-ad on each 
other, fo it likewife appears that other very principal and peculiar difficul- 
ties exiR in the way of keeping the Streets of Dublin clean, all which caufes 
may be confidered as affeding, though not immediately the Rate of the 
pavement, and as remotely contributing to its decay. 

iR. It appears that the demand for manure is very inconfiderable (the 
caufes of which feem to be very fully explained in the Anfwer of the 
Commiffioners for Paving, to the 9th and 10th paragraph of our firR Pre- 
cept, to which we beg leave to refer) infomuch that it is with difficulty 
that perfons can be induced to contrad for the cleanfing the Streets of the 
City and in no inRance, except on the terms of being largely paid by the 
Corporation, befides being allowed to difpofe of the whole of the manure 
taken away for their own benefit ; and it appears in evidence, that none 
of thefe Contrads for Scavenging would be beneficial to the Contradors, 
unlefs they had land in their own hands, in the neighbourhood of the City; 
the highefi price paid for the Rreet manure when dry, after the expences 
ofcarrying.it away, pileing, &c. being One Shilling and Fourpence per 
ton; and it requires from three to five tons of wet foil to produce one ton 
of dry. 

2dly. Several very offenfive nuifances exiR in the City of Dublin, fuch 
as dairies, flaughter-houfes, and the pradice of throwing dirt and offal, &c. 
out of the Markets at night ; and it appears in evidence, that none of 
the faid dairies or flaughter-houfes, &c. are provided with Sewers, or any 
other means of preferving cleanlinefs, in confequence of which the filth is 
accumulated in the moR noxious and offenfive manner, and frequently 
fpreads over the adjoining Streets, occafioning the moil intolerable Rench 
imaginable, and greatly increafing the labour of the Scavenger. 

3dly. It further appears in evidence, that a great proportion of the City 
is unprovided with Sewers ; that there is not one main Sewer, in that part 
of the City which lies in the Liberties of Thomas Court and Donore, and 
on the South fide of the Coombe ; and that there are likewife fevera.l parts 
of the City, within the jurifdidion of the Paving Board, in the fame 
fituation. 

4thly. It alfo appears in evidence, from the examination of Mr. Thomas 
Lynefs, who has been fifteen years Infpedor of Nuifances under the Corpo- 
ration, that in thofe quarters of the City which are inhabited by the poorer 
claffes of the people, there are feveral local caufes, befides thofe above-men- 
tioned, which contribute in a very great degree to the filthy Rate of the City, 
and to encreafe the labour of the Scavenger ; and we cannot convey a clearer 
idea of the nature and extent of this evil, than by tranferibing fo much 
of faid Lynefs’s evidence as relates to this particular point. He Rates, that 
“ there are many thoufands of poor room-keepers in Dublin, who have no 
“ place whatfoever in which to depofit their filth, except the Streets, 
“ which is one principal caufe of encreafing the labour of the Scavenger, 
“ befides being an offenfive nuifance; perfons offending as above have 

“ often

“ often , 6ee " brou g ht before the Board and fined; but he confiders this a 
great hardihip on the individuals, in punching them for what they cannot 
help, and m ex a a.mg the fine, which they are unable to pay ” 

He further thinks, “ that in moft of the poor parts of the City, the 
: boufes are unprovided with necefiaries; it would be a great relief to the 
“ Public at large, as well as contribute to the health and convenience of 

individuals, if fuch houfes were provided with neceffaries ; the want of 
neceffanes and Sewers, and a proper means of conveying away their 
filth from time to time, are the caufes of the frequent and large accu- 
“ mulations of filth in the back-yards of the Lanes and Alleys in many of the 
“ clofeft parts of Dublin. Many of thofe heaps of filth have been accu- 
‘ ™ ulatin S ^ years ; the flench is always offenfive, but efpecialiy durin* 
the warm weather.” ° 

The whole evidence of Thomas Lynefs, at leaf! fo far as relates to this 
head, is fully corroborated by the evidence of Thomas M‘Cafkey • and the 
exiftence of the evils referred tp in their evidence is in faft a matter of 
perfefl notoriety to any peffon acquainted with thofe parts of the City in 
which the poorer claffes of the inhabitants refide, particularly in thofe parts 
ot the Liberties of St. Thomas’s-Court and Donore, which lie fouth of the 
Coombe &e.; and though the whole of thofe Liberties, and a great propor- 
tion of the other Diftrifts in which the nuifances above-mentioned are found 
to exift, are net within the Diftrifl of the prefent Paving board, and con- 
fequeutly no blame can attach upon them for the exiftence of thofe 
nuifances, yet, as the removal of them will form part of any comprehenfive 
Plan that may hereafter he adopted by the wifdom of the Leo-iflature for the 
better regulating the Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the Streets of 
Dublin, we have found it neceffary to bring forward thefe fadb to your- 
Excellency’s notice, as infroduaory to fuch Remarks as we (hall fubmit on 
the Lubjefiof the Remedy in the fequel of this Report;, and we further 
obferve, that all this horrible accumulation of nuifances fo' offenfive to the 
view, and dangerous to the health of the Citizens of Dublin, is roeatly 
augmented by the crowded population of the Diftrifts in which they prevail 
7th. It appears in evidence, that the cleanfing of diffbre.it parts of one 
and the fame Street is veiled in different bands, ex. gr. that one fide of a 
Street is within the Jurifdiaion of the Paving Corporation, and another fide 
of the fame Street (asm the inftance of the Coombe’) Within the Wifi, 
cbaion of the Senefchal and Grand Jury of the Manor Court of St. Thomas’s 
Court and Donore; and that in executing their feveral departments, thefe 
leveral Jurifdiaions have no concert one with another, and tjie Streets fo 
circumftanced are never perfe&ly cleanfed. 

8th. It appears from the Evidence, and is a f a a of notoriety, that the 
expence of Paving Work has very greatly increafed iince the eftabiiihment 
of the Corporation ; and that the Prices fixed by the 26 Geo. III. f. j0 . to 
be paid to the Corporation for new pavement, is utterly infufficient • and 
we therefore admit, as juft, that part of the Statement of the Corporation 
bearing date 3d December 1800, That the increafe of the City has operated 
to diminifli their income. 

(See faid Statement, No, 9. of Correfpondence with Government, p. 

a. 1 40.— particular lyp, 140.) ' ' 
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LIGHTING. 

WITH fefpefl of theLighting of the City of Dublin, it appears in evidence 
that the Paving Corporation have contiafied with feveral perfons for light- 
• ino- the City, and that there has been a great fluftuation of the prices paid 

to°the feveral Contraflors during the period that has elapfed Cnee the year 
xy 36 ; that the Contracts appear to be framed with great ftrifitnefs, and 
particularly that the feveral Contrafiors, in the feveral liiccelTve Contrafts 
from the 31ft Auguft 1786 to 1 6th Auguft 1803, were liable, befides 
other penalties, to a penalty of one Pound for every- negfea of providing 
proper perfons to go round the feveral lamps twice in every night, to 
fee them properly trimmed ; and a like penalty of twenty Shillings for 
every neglefl or a’bfence of any fuch perfon employed by them; and a like 
penalty of twenty Shillings for every lamp which fliould be found ex- 
tinguiflied when it ought, by the terms of the Contraft, to be lighted. 

That in the Contradt entered into on the 16th Auguft 1803, between 
the fold Corporation and Mr. William Clarke, thefe feveral penalties were 
reduced from twenty Shillings to ten Shillings, and lome variations of 
lefs confequence were introduced from the year 1797. A copy of feme 
of thefe CoBirkte is annexed to the Report, p. 231— to which we beg leave 

to refer. • 

The following is a fhort Summary of the feveral Coiitrafis entered into 
by the Corporation for Lighting the City, from 31ft Auguft 1786 to the ift 
September 1803, and of the prices refpefiively paid to the Contradtors. 

'1 ftlv. It appears that they contrasted for three years, from the firft Sep- 
tember 1 786 to the 31ft Auguft 1789, with Meffrs. Bray and Howard, at 
the rate of one Pound and Nine-pence per globe, for the whole City ; that 
a perfon of the name of William Bell was a fecret partner in this ContraS. 

2dly. That from the ift September 1789 to the ift September 1792, 
it appears that the Corporation 1 contracted with William Forge and 
William Bell, for the North Side of the City, at the rate of one Pound one 
Sbillinv per globe, and with John Bofhell, Henry Weftray, and William 
Auftinfor the South fide of the City, at the rate of one Pound one Shilling 
per globe. 

3dly. That during the year 1793, the Corporation contraaed with 
William Bell for the North fide of the City, and with Weftray and Clark 
for the South fide, at the fate of One pound Four (hillings per globe. 

4 thly, That during the yeai 1794 and 1795, (aid William Bell con- 
traaed with the faid Corporation for lighting the North fide, and laid 
Weftray and Clark contraaed for lighting the South fide, at the rate of 
one Pound four Shillings per globe. 

5 thly. That in 1796, Meffrs. Bell, Weftray, and Clark contraaed ; 
Bell for the North fide, and Weftray and Clark for the South fide, at the 
rate of one Pound ten Shillings per globe. 

6thly. It appears in evidence, that from the firft of September 1 796, 
the Contraas for Lighting have been entered into by the Corporation from 
year to year (except that the years 1801 and 1802 were included in one 
Contraa) ; that Weftray and Clark alone were Contraaors for the whole 
City, from the firft of September 1796 to the firft of September 1 803, and 
that from the firft of Septembei 1803, William Clark has been foie Cpn- 

traaor 
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tradior for lighting the whole City : That the prices paid for faid' feveral 
years to the faid Contractors, were as follows : 
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It appears in evidence, that during the period included between the 3 1 ft 
Auguft 1786 and ift September 1789, the whole amount of the Wages to 
be paid to the Contradlors for Lighting was £. 18,209. 12 s - that 

the Fines payable for negledfs in the performance of the Contradis during 
the above period were rigidly exadled ; and that the whole amount of the 
Fines levied and dedudted out of the Wages of the Contradiors during faid 
period, amounted to 2,933. ox. $d. 

And it appears further, that during the three following years, from ift 
September 1789 to the ift September 1792, the amount of the Fines' in- 
flidled on William Bell, who was the adding Partner in the Contradl with 
Forge and Bell, for the North fide only was £.55 2. ox. o \d.\ and that, 
though not fo great in proportion to the whole amount of the Cqntradl as 
in the preceding three years, they were rigidly inflidled. 

It appears like wife, that during the whole remaining period that William 
Bell contracted for lighting the North fide of the City (that is, from the 
ift September 1792 to the ift September 1796 ) the fame fyftem ofinflidt-. 
ing Fines with rigour was generally perfifted in ; and that the amount of 
Fines levied on faid William Bell for the North fide only, during faid laft- 
mentioned period of four years, was .£.1,072. 4 x. n£c/. 

After that period, faid William Bell delifted from making any further 
propofal, partly in confequence of his having contradled for lighting the 
Cities of Cork and Belfaft, and partly in confequence of his having been 
embarrafied, from the irregular mode of payment latterly made by the 
Corporation, and by the heavy Fines, (See the Evidence of William Bell. 
P- 7 6 -) 

From the ift September 1796 to ift September 1803, MefTrs. Weftray 
and Clark contradled for lighting the whole of the City, and in the firft 
year of their Contradf, the fame lyftem of inflidling Fines with rigour ap^- 
pears to have been per lifted in, the fum of £". 398. 14 x. 5 d. being ftated 
in the Return of the Corporation to have been dedudted from the amount of 
their payments for the year 1797 ; but from, that period down tcthe prefent 
day, the Corporation have adopted a different courfe, the average amount 
of Fines in each year after the above period having been conliderably 
lefs, and the whole amount of Fines levied from the 5th January 1803 to 
the 29th September 1805 (during the greater part of which, namely, 
from the ift September 1803, William Clark was foie Contradlor) was 
£. 129. 16 x. 4 d. 

And it appears from the evidence of Mr. Mitchell (p. t 13. a. 1 1 6.) that 
the embarrafled ftate of their Finances, and the confequent injuftice of in- 
flidling 
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fii#ing heavy penalties on perfons whofe juft demands they were enabled to 
difcharge, has been the principal* if not the foie caufe of this variation in 
their condu#. 

From the foregoing Statement, it appears, that from the ift September 
1796 to 1 ft September j8o' 3, MefTrs. Weftray and Clark, and from the'- ift 
September 1803, William Clark alone, have had a monopoly of the whole 
Contra# with the Paving Corporation for lighting thofe parts of the City 
within their jurifdi#ion ; and in juftice to thofe perfons it is our duty to 
Rate* that the Contra# during the latter part of the above period, namely* 
from the year 1 798, appears to have been well performed ; William Auftin,. 
the Infpe#or of Globes during that fpace of time, having fworn, that the de- 
fe#s in lighting have rather been diminifhed. 

But we are at the fame time called upon to ftate, as the clear refult of 
the Evidence before us, that the prices paid during the whole of faid period 
have been on an average much too high ; it appearing that the prices paid 
in the Cities of London and Weftminfter for lighting, where the Contra#s 
for keeping the Lamps lighted from fin-fet to fun-rife, appear to be more 
rigidly enforced than in Dublin, are from /. 1. 5 s. Britifh, i.e. £ 1. yx. id.. 
Irifti, to £< 1 . 7 x. Britifh, i. e. £. 1 . 9 x. 2 d. Irifh ; that there is no difference in. 
the price of Oil that can juftify fo great an enhancement of price in the latter 
City ; and William Bell, a man of experience and fkill in thefe fubje#s* 
having fworn, that he would contra# for lighting the City at Five fhillings- 
per Lamp cheaper than the prefent Contra#. 

This great difference between the terms on which the Contrra#s are per- 
formed in the two Cities, appears manifeftly to be owing to two caufes ; 
to the want of competition, and that want of competition owing to the 
embarraffed ftate of the Finances of the Corporation, particularly fince the 
year 1797. 

It appears on the evidence of the above-named Bell, that the embarraffed 
'ftate of the Finances of the Corporation, and the confequent irregularity of 
their payments, was 6ne caufe that induced him to defift from propofing 
after the ift September 1796. And it appears from the evidence of 
William Clark, that of late there has been no competition whatever ; that 
ever fince the building of Sarah’s Bridge, he has been paid irregularly, 
having been obliged during that period to accept of Debentures of the Cor- 
poration in payment, to the amount of Three thoufand Pounds; that the 
general courfe of payment fince has been in Bills of three, four, and feven 
months after date, which (when in want of calh) he was obliged to difcount • 
and that particularly from 25th January 1803 to the 12th July 1805, he 
was obliged to accept of flich Bills to the amount of £. 1 1 ,567. 13 x. 6 \d. ; 
thatheraifed the price of his Contra# for the year ending ift September 
1805, from one Pound thirteen Shillings to one Pound fourteen Shillings 
and 1 d. b ; not in confequence of any difference in the price of Materials, but 
to recompence him for the lofs of intereft on iums due to him by the Cor- 
poration at different periods, fince the commencement of his Contra#. He 
has further depofed. That if the payments made by the Corporation were 
regular, he is convinced there fvould be a competition in the market, and 
confequently the prices would be lower. And it further appears from the 
evidence of William Bell, that if the payment had been always regular, 
his propofals would have been made at a lower rate. 

2dly. 
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idly. It appears that the rigorous manner in which the Fines for ncgleft 
were exacted for feveral years by the Corporation, particularly from the ift Refcr “ i' 1 ' 
of September 1786 to ,ft September 1796, has difeouraged peribns from 
coming forward with propofals for lighting the City. of this, p. 113. 

It has already been Hated to what extent Fines have been levied upon ,, 

William Bell, formerly Contraflor with the Corporation for lighting the 
North fide of the City ; and it appears that this fyftem was perfifted hi for 
fome years with great rigour, feveral Memorials having been prefented to 
the Corporation, particularly in the year lySyand 178S, bythe faid William 
Bell and Partners, complaining of the hardfhips and injuftice fuftained by 

them in coniequenee. of the manner in which faid Fines were inflifted (fee 

a copy of one of faid Memorials in the Appendix)— and no mitigation of lhid 
Fines having been granted in confequcnce ; infomucb, that the faid William 
Bell has ftated the heavy Fines as among the caules that induced him to 
withdraw from the competition in the year 1796: and has further ftated hi 
more, recent evidence, that, though he would undertake to light the Citv of 
Dublin at the rate of five Shillings per lamp cheaper than the Cornoration 
pays at prefent, yet he would not undertake to light the lamps of Dublin 
on any terms under the prefent Board, if the fyftem of Fines was to be ftriftly 
enforced to the extent authorized by the terms of the Contrafl. 

And he further ftates, that he has been informed that a London' Con- 
traftor, who made a very advantageous propofal to the' Board, declined en- 
tering into a ContraS, in confequence of the Corporation having refufed to 
limit the amount of the Fines to be levied for dcfcci in any one m- hf, though 
he required no' further limitation than that they fliould not exceed the 
whole fum to be paid the ContraQor for one night’s lighting. 



CONSTITUTION and CONDUCT of the BOARD. 

THIS Board confifts of two diftiufl Bodies, namely, fix Direcffors, and 
fix Commiffioners. 

It appears, that the Commiffioners have in feveral inftances a concurrent 
power with the Direftors, and can tranfad all the ordinary bufinels of the 
Corporation alone ; but that the following powers are veiled in the Directors 
exclufively; viz. 

iftly. The power of removing and appointing Commiffioners with the 
confent and approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor for 
the time being. Sec. 6. 26 Geo. III. c. 30. 

2dly. The abfolute power of appointing and removing all inferior 
Officers under the Corporation, and' of creating filch new Offices as they 
ftiall think fit, and of regulating the amount of falaries, gratuities, and al- 
lowances, in the mod ample. manner (ibid. Sec. 15) ; leaving to the Com- 
miffioners, or three of them, the power of impending. Officers for fix 
months only. 

3d. The Diredlors are empowered, without the concurrence of any other 
perfon, to eledl fucceffors to fuch of their own body as ihall die or refivn. 
(fee. 7.) 

The Diredlors are invefted with the feveral powers committed to them 
by the Adi of Parliament referred to, fo long as they (hail continue to afi' 
without falary, fee, or reward, and no longer, (fee. 5.) 

J 7 - D A falary 
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A falarv of twenty Shillings per diem, for every day on which not lefs, 
than four Commiffioners Shall be prefent, is appointed fbr each Commil- 
fioner fo attending (fee. to.). And by fee. 16, they are prohibited from 
taking any fee or reward whatfoever (except the allowance thereinbefore 
appointed for them). 

It appears like wife, that the Directors (though not bound to any Rated 
attendances) have, in every inftance, a concurrent power with the 
Commiffioners. 

From this outline of the Conftitution, it appears that the chief powers 
of the Corporation are veiled in the Diredlors; that they are empowered to 
tranfmit and continue thefe powers in fuch perfons' as they (hall think fit 
in the event of vacancy, by death or resignation ; that it is their office “ to 
See Evidence of “ ffiperintend, controul, and diredt;” and “ that the Commiffioners are a 
“ Subordinate Body, appointed, with falaries, to do the laborious part of the 
*04. q P “ bufinefs, particularly the arranging ofContradls, hearing petty complaints, 
“ and other matters of inferior import.” 

It follows, that, fo far as the efficiency of the Corporation depends upon 
a judicious arrangement of offices, a difereet feledion of competent per- 
fons to fill them, and the general exercife of patronage, the refponfibility to 
the Public refts upon the Diredors alone ; and that as to the effedual 
execution of the Works, the due performance of Contrads, and the imme- 
diate controul and fuperintendence oyer all the inferior Officers of the Cor- 
poration as to the actual difeharge of their feveral duties, the chief part of 
the labour and refponfibility is call upon the Commiffioners. 

It is obvious, that on thefe two points, namely, the judicious arrange- 
ment and difpoSition of Offices, and the faithful execution of the duties 
annexed to them, the whole efficacy of the ESfcabliffiment mnft reft. 

And we are of opinion, that the Constitution of this Board is not well 
calculated to enfure a faithful and efficient difeharge of duty on the part of 
the feveral fubordinate Officers of the Corporation, inafmuch as the Com- 
miffioners, under whofe immediate infpedion and controul thefe inferior 
Departments are placed, are divefted of the ufual and eftabhffied means of 
preferving influence and Supporting authority, having no Share whatever m 
the choice or appointment of them, and no power of diftniffing them in 
any cafe whatever. It is true the Commiffioners are veiled with a power 
of Vufpending an Officer for fix months, but we conlider this power, from 
the nature of it, and the hands in which it is veiled, inadequate to the 
purpofe; it is liable to controul and revision ; the perfonS fubftituted in the 
room of the Officer fufpended can have no powerful motive for the adlive 
difeharge of duty ; it is exercifed by perfons who themfelves derive their 
authority from the fame Source, to which they are alfo accountable ; and 
we are warranted likewile by the Evidence in concluding, that it has not 
Ssc Evidence of been found effectual in practice : for though, in this relpedl, the Evidence 
Lord De Biaquierc, 0 f t } ie Diredlor and the firft Commiffioner do not perfedtly agree, yet 
^Mr^Mitchcl], as lX a queftio 11 of experience as to the pradlical efficacy of a regulation, 
S>- 113. ' we conlider the firft Commiffioner, who has been in habits of daily attend- 

ance on the buiinefs of the Corporation from its commencement, as having 
had better opportunities of forming a juft opinion upon the point. 

We have already had occalion to remark, that to this Constitution of the 
Board a certain laxity of condudt, affedting the feveral inferior Depart- 
ments of the Corporation, is to he traced; and from' the view which we 

; . m 
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Ihall now proceed to take of the manner in which the patronage has been 
exercifed by the Directors, it will appear, that their proceedings were not 
always calculated to give full weight and authority to the cenfures and 
Sentence of the Ccmmiffioners, though founded onfall and careful in- 
‘vefigatiotu 

It appears that fome abufes and irregularities have taken place in the 
conduct of the Directors in the exercife of the patronage with which they 
are entrufted. 

1 ft. It appears that at a General Board convened by fpecial fummons, 
and held on the 4th July 1 803, at which two Directors and lix Commiffioners 
were prefent, it was recommended to the Board of Direftors to difmifs 
Mr. Daniel Farrell from the office of Colledtor of Taxes for the North 
fide of the City, and that this recommendation was founded on a fpecial 
Report of three Commiffioners, who, after minute and careful enquiry into 
the condudl of faid Daniel Farrell as Colle&or, reported, “ That from the 
“ general irregularities and confufion that appeared on the face of his 
“ Accounts, there were avocations for which he was more calculated than 
“ that of a Colleflor of Taxes.” 

The proceedings of the Board, and the Report of the three Ccmmiffioners 
to whom the condudl of Daniel Farrell was referred, are contained in the 
pages 18 1 a. 186, in the Appendix, to which we beg leave to refer j at the 
fame time we feel ourfelves called upon to remark in juftice to the Com- 
miffioners, whofe condudt is arraigned by the evidence of faid Daniel 
Farrell, “ That the whole of their proceedings in this inftance feem to have 
been conducted with due deliberation and impartiality, and a juft regard to 
the Public Service; and that the evidence of Daniel Farrell, fo far as it has 
a tendency to throw any imputation on the conduit of the Commiffioners 
towards him, is completely contradiiled by the proceedings themfelves, and 
the evidence of Mr. Samuel Greene, who has given fatisfailory explana- 
tions of paffages of Mr. Farrell’s evidence, and whofe teftimony throughout 
feems to have been given with candour and fairnefs. 

No further proceedings appear to have been taken in this bufinefs until 
the 24th September following, on that day, and on the 27th and 30th of the 
fame month ; the Board of Direitors confifting of three Members oilly on 
the 24th and 27th, and of four on the 30th, proceeded, at the requeft of the 
faid Daniel Farrell, to review the proceedings of the Commiffioners, and 
the Refolution of the Board of the 4th July before; and after examining the 
laid Daniel f arrell, and no other perfon, and after a letter of his dated the 
28th September 1 803, had been read, without, either reverfing, or exprefsly 
affirmmg or pronouncing any opinion whatever on the fentence of the 
Board of the 4th July, recommending the difmiffion of Daniel Farrell from 
his office of Collefior on the North fide of the River, they came to the 
following Refolutions, among others, which are all contained in the papers 
which will he found in the Appendix, p. 18 1. a. 186 : — 

“ Having read the above letter of Daniel Farrell.” 

Refolved, “ That he be appointed principal Storekeeper to the 
“ Corporation, and that he do immediately take an account of 
“ all matters and things, to them belonging, and make his Re 
“ port accordingly.” 

•"“ That he be placed on the Eftablifhment, at a falarv of £.6°. a 

“ year, 
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a year, with fucli allowance, by way of gratuity, as tire Board 
“ {ball think his feryices may delerve.” 

“ That J. Dickfon be continued as Affiftant Storekeeper, with his 
“ prefent allowance.” 

It appears inconteftibly eftabliffied by the evidence of Mr. Mitchell, the 
firft Commiffioner, and of Sir William Homan, the Secretary to the Board, 
and of John Dickfon, now and ever fnce faid 30th September, Deputy 
Storekeeper at the yard at Naffau-ftreet, that the faid Office, ftyled “The, 
“ Office of principal Storekeeper,” and created upon this occafion, to which 
.the faid Daniel Farrell was appointed on the faid 30th September 1803, 
at a falarv of £. 60, and a gratuity of £. 40. was an unneceffary office. 

That the principal department of the office is the care of the yard and 
{lores at Naffau-ftreet, the duties of which, it appears, had been fulfilled 
by John Dickfon, by commiffion from the Board, without complaint and 
without inconvenience to the Public, for three years previous to the appoint- 
ment of laid Daniel Farrell; that the faid John Dickfon has executed the 
chief part of the duty, and been confidered as the refponfible perfon in that 
the principal department of the Office of Storekeeper ever fince, info- 
much that we feel ourfelves bound to conclude, 

“ That this office was, in truth, 'conferred on Daniel Farrell, as he hiin- 
« felf fwears (not from any exigency of the Public Service requiring it) 
“ but as a compensation for his having been difiniffed from his office of 
41 Colledor.” 

Ancl we confider thefe proceedings as affording not only an inflance of 
abufe of the powers veiled in the Directors by the Sec. of 26 Geo III. in 
the creation of an unneceffary office, but alio as an example of the col- 
lifion of authorities to which a Board fo conflituted muft from its nature be 
cxpofed. 

2dly. It appears to have been the pra&ice of the Directors of this Cor- 
poration, in fome inflances, to confer feveral offices on one and the fame 
perfon ; as for initance, Mr. Daniel Farrell appears to be at once principal 
Storekeeper and chief Infpe£tor of Lamps for the whole City, and formerly 
filled the office of Collector of Taxes for the whole of the North fide of 
the City of Dublin, together with that of Lamp Infpe∨ Mr. Thomas 
Murphy is alfo a Colle6tor of Taxes for the 1 ft Divifion, and a Lamp 
Infpe6tor. 

It does not however appear that at prefent any offices, incompatible 
: with each other, are united in one and the fame perfon ; but this appears 
manifeftly to have been the cafe when Daniel Farrell was Colle&or of 
Taxes for the whole North fide of the City and alfo Lamp Infpedtor. 

3dly. It appears that the Dire&ors have not always exercifed due atten- 
tion to the qualifications of the perfons appointed; that feme' old men have 
been appointed, and fome infirm ; that in confequence of their age and in- 
firmities, fuch perfons have been often ill and confequently abfent, and 
that their duties have been call during fuch abfence on other Officers of the 
Corporation ; that till lately the perfons fo employed as fubftitutes for the 
abfent Officers, were paid by the Corporation, whereby an additional 
expence was incurred to the Public; hut on the 8th June 1804, aRefolution 
of the Board was entered into to put a flop to that practice. 

It appears like wife in the evidence of Mr. John Colwell, Cqlledor of 
Taxes for the fecond Divifion, that in confequence of his inexperience when 

£rfi 
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fil'ft appointed, combined with other caufes, feveral Ioffes arofe to the Pub- 
lic which might otherwife have been avoided. 

4thly. It appears in the evidence of John Dickfon, Deputy Storekeeper 
of the Corporation-yard, and alfo Gatekeeper of the fame yard, that a war- 
rant to t.ie amount of forty Pounds in each year is iffued to him by the Cor- 
poration, and a receipt to the above amount is annually figned by him as 
Gatekeeper ; that he pays feventeen Pounds per annum thereof to Mrs. 
Coriitiau S kelly, who relides in the Corporation-houfe, and takes her 
receipt for the fame, which receipt is not produced as a Voucher to the Cor- 
poration, it being of a private nature ; that at the time of his appointment, 
he was informed by the Right honourable Lord De Blaquiere,; that he was 
to pay Inch proportion of his falary to the faid Chriftian Skelly ; that there 
has been a further film of four Guineas a year allowed to him as Gate- 
keeper by the Corporation, under the denomination of Gratuity, the whole 
ot which he alfo paid to the faid Chriftian Skelly from the time of his ap- 
pointment till about two years ago, when the Right honourable Lord Dc 
Blaquiere told lum that he fliould thenceforward have the half of faid Gra- 
tuity ; fince which, the faid Mrs. Skelly receives but two Guineas thereof 
annually. 

It alio appears, that for fdtne time he paid a fum of five Pounds annually 
to Mr. Richards; but. faid allowance appears to hav.e Cnee been difeon- 
tinned by order of the Board. 

This Evidence is corroborated by the Evidence of Chriftian Skelly her- 
felf, who further ftates, that before the appointment • of John Dickfon in 
1800, ftie lived in the Lodge, and was employed to clean the Board-room, 
but that fince that period, fhe removed into Lord De Blaquiere’s houfe, 
and difeon tinued to- clean the Board-room, which has fince been cleaned 
by Dickfon s wife ; and that previous to the appointment of Dickfon, fhe 
received ten Pounds per Quarter by the hands of Mr. Ryan, a Meffenger 
of the Corporation ; and that fhe fuppofed the ten Pounds per Quarter was 
part of the falary of Thomas King her fon, who had fome place under the 
Corporation, but does not recoiled what, and who. has been Butler and 
Manager to Lord De Blaquiere for feventeen or eighteen years paft. 

5 thly . It appears , in the evidence of Mr. Henry Ebling, a Colledor, 
who, upon being afked what office he filled under the Corporation, pro- 
duced a joint-commiffion from the Board, dated the 14th O&ober 1803, to 
himfelf .and Mr. 1 homas King, as Colledor of the Fourth Divifion ; that 
he alone has, ever fince the date of his appointment, colleded the whole 
of the Paving and Lighting 1 axes for that Divifion ; that he has always 
paid half tlm poundage, which amounts on an average to fifty Pounds "a 
year, to Mr. Thomas King, the other perfon named in the commifiion, 
whom he never faw, and who it appears is and has been for many years 
paft, Butler to Lord De Blaquiere, and who never has been in Ireland fince 
the date of his appointment; that he pays Mr. King’s . fhare to Mr. 
Leonard Cornwall, who ads under Letter of Attorney from faid Thomas 
Ling ; that he the laid Henry Ebling alone paired fecurities to the Board 
for the due execution of his employment ; that he did not know the con- 
ditions on which he was to hold this employment until after he had paffed 
his fecurities and received his commifiion, when he was informed on re- 
ceipt of the commifiion, either by Mr. Greene the Accomptant, or Mr. 
Brigley the firft Clerk, that he was to do the whole dyity, and to re- 
ceive but half the emolument ; and it ‘appears that though the commif- 
1 7 * E fion, 
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fien, which bears date the 14th Oaober 1803, was a joint-commiffion to 
him and Mr. Thomas King, that when the books of the Col.eSOTi were 
made out, the ufual warrant prefixed to i'aid book was direfted to Mr. Henry 
Ebling alone, without taking any notice of laid Thomas King ; that in 
the months of January and February ,804 and ,8oj, a Mr. Maguire was 
employed bv the Corporation, to affift him in colie'&ing the arrears ; that 
faid Maguire collecled of filch arrears, in each of thofe years, about one 
hundred Pounds, which would have been loft but for his affiftance ; that 
Maguire was paid Eight-pence in the Pound fees on the film (o co.lefted, 
in addition to the poundage of Eight-pence received by &,d Henry tabling; 
and that if Mr. Thomas King had been on the fpotto do h.s (hare of the 
duty, there would have been no occafioli to have called in the affiftance of 

M Mr' Brio-lev Mr. Greene, and Mr. Leonard Cornwall, whofe names were 
mentioned” n die foregoing Evidence, and a Mr. James Vance, whole name 
was mentioned in the evidence of Meffrs. Greene and Cornwall, were alfo 

examined. . , , , 

MelTrs. Brigley and Greene do not recolleft the convenation with Mr. 
Ebling at the°time of his appointment, though they admit their know-' 
ledge of the terms on which he held it. ■ 

Their evidence, and that of Mr. Leonard Cornwall, fully corroborates 
his teftimonv in every other particular ; and from their examination it 
appears that Mr. Thomas King was in like manner joined in commlffion 
as Colleftor of faid Fourth Divifion with a Mr. Thomas Wharton, who' 
became a defaulter, and was difmiffed, and ablbonded ; and it appears 0.1 
the evidence of Mr. James Vance, that in confequence of his default, an 
experienced CoMor, Mr. Creighton, was removed from h.s own Divi- 
fion to colleft for a time in faid Fourth Divifion ; and it not being thought 
fair by the Board to laddie him with the payment of half his poundage to 
Mr. Thomas King, the faid Mr. James Vance was appointed temporary 
Collector in the Sixth Divifion, and at three or four different times paid 
half his poundage, by direftion of Samuel Greene, to Leonard Cornwall, 
for the ufe of Thomas King; and that he believes the payments lo mace 
by him for the ufe of Mr. Thomas King, were made to compenfate him 
for the Ioffes he fuftained in confequence of the failure and difrmffal of 

^r^Greene being alked, by whofe direftion he had defired Mr. James 
Vance to pay half his poundage to the ufe of Mr. Thomas K mg? anfwered, 
that he did it by defire of Lord De Blaquiere. ^ 

In confequence of this evidence, the Direftors and Commiflioners of 
the Pavinv Corporation were called upon by Precept, dated 26th Odtober, 
to return copies of the proceedings of the Board of DireSors and Com- 
miffioners with refpeft to the faid Chriftian Skelly and Thomas King, 
which copies were furnilhed accordingly, figned by Simon Brigley, and 
are hereunto annexed in the Appendix (p. 188. a. 190.) to which we beg 

leave to refer. , . _ , r . . r 

But we feel ourfelves called upon to make fome Obfervations on theie 
proceedings, as returned to us, and as combed with the Evidence re- 

ipeaively^ ^ ^ procee dings refpeffing Chriftian Skelly ; that though by 

thefe proceedings as returned to us, it appears on the face of them that 
1 - Ghrmian 
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Chriftian Skelly, was oftenfibly joined in the appointment of Gatekeeper 
with John Dickfon, from the 17th January 1800 to the 19th January 
3801, yet there is no evidence before us that the faid Chriftian Skelly ever 
el itc barged any duty to the Corporation (except that of fweeping the Board- 
room) at any time ; and that from the time of the appointment of John 
Dickfon, even that duty was difeharged by John Dickl'on’s wife. 

That the fyftem of iffuing a Angle. warrant to John Dickfon for forty 
Pounds yearly, and taking his receipt for the whole, has fubfifted from 
the time of the faid John Dickfon’s appointment, as well before the 19th 
January iSor (when it appears that C. Skelly was formally fuperfeded) 
as fince ; and in anfwer to Obfervations annexed to thefe proceedings by 
authority of the Board, as we prefume, and figned “ W. J. Homan, Sec.” 
namely, “ that it appears that Mrs. Elen. Hart having never taken pof- 
“ feffion of the office of joint -Gatekeeper, Chriftian Skelly was continued 
“ doing her former duty, and that fhe has received the allowance which 
“ would have gone to Elen. Hart, had Mrs. Hart attended ; and it appears 
“ that from the year 1 793 to the prefent hour, Chriftian Skelly has done 
“ the duty of Gatekeeper or Houfekeeper to the Corporation ; no ad- 
“ ditional expence was incurred to the Public ; the charge under this head 
“ has been the fame from the commencement of the Corporation.” 

It is particularly neceftary to . remark, that Chriftian Skelly herfelf does 
not appear to be confcious of having ever occupied any office whatever 
under the Corporation, or ever having had any claim of right whatever 
upon its funds ; that fhe does not pretend ever to have difeharged any duty, 
fave that of fweeping the Board-room, and that even this duty, during the 
whole of the period to which the evidence refers, was difeharged by 
another perfon ; and that, though no additional expence was incurred to 
the Public by this private arrangement (which we are bound to confider 
and reprefent as one exclufively calculated for the advantage of an indi- 
vidual) the charge having been the fame from the commencement, the 
public bufinefs might in this Department of the Corporation from the 
commencement have been tranfa&ed at a fmaller expence. 

2dly. As to the proceedings refpe&ing the appointment of Thomas King ; 
thefe proceedings are returned by the Corporation without any obfervation 
whatfoever accompanying them, fave a note annexed to the firft appoint- 
ment of Mr. Thomas King, “ that this appointment of joint-Colleblor did 
“ not make any additional charge to the Public;” and two notes fetting 
forth, that Edward Edwards appointed joint-Colle&or with Thomas King 
on the 3d February 1803, and John Hughes appointed joint- Colle&or with 
faid Thomas King on 5th September 1803, never joined, or in other 
words, accepted the office at all. 

On thefe returns we think it neceffary to remark, that the obfervation 
above-mentioned, namely, “ that the appointment of joint-Colleblor did 
u not make any additional charge to the Public,” does not feem to be borne 
-out by the Evidence which has been laid before us. 

What other Ioffes or inconveniencies may have refulted to the Public from 
fuch pra&ices we have not been able to trace ; but it appears from the 
Evidence above ftated, that an additional, though certainly a very trifling 
expence, was incurred in the months of January 1804 and 1805, to the 
amount of the Turns paid in poundage to Mr. Maguire; it is alfo obvious, 
that if the nature of the>duty was fuch as to enable the Officer appointed 

to 
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to difcharge it at a lower poundage, the Public were entitled to the benefit 
of any fuch practicable redudion. For the above reafons, it appears to us 
that the only anfwers made in the way of defence to the above-mentioned 
inftances of abufe and irregularity, are utterly unfatisfadory and infuf- 
ficient: 

That we muft confider Mr. Thomas King, from the commencement 
of his appointment in the year 1799, as having received a penfion out of 
the funds of the Corporation, without any return of labour whatfaever ; 
■that he appears to have been fo much an object of favour with thole whole 
influence guided the affairs of the Corporation, that even the infoivency of 
his partner Mr. Thomas Wharton, was not fufficient to interfere with his 
emoluments : 

That all this appears to have taken place under the immediate influence 
of the firft Diredor, with the knowledge .of every Member of the Board, as 
appears by their having iffued in the very fame month in which the joint- 
commiffion was dated, a feparate warrant to Henry Ebiing alone to colled 
the Taxes of the Fourth Diviflon ; and that no books (without which no 
Colledor could ad) were ever iffued to Mr. Thomas King) : 

That iuch a pradice appears to us to be manifeftly inconfiftent with an 
upright and faithful management of the Funds of the Corporation, and that 
theadmiffion of fuch a principle into public offices muft open a door to in- 
finite abufe, and muft lead to the introdudfion of improper and unqualified 
perfons into the departments of any fervice in which it is allowed to 
fubfift. 

Befides the above-mentioned irregularities and improper pradices, which 
all relate to the difpofition of the patronage vefted in the Diredors, we feel 
ourfelves called upon to ftate fome further abufes which have appeared in 
thecourfe of the Evidence laid before us. 

1 ft. It appears that by the 26 Geo. III. c. 30. fee. 10. the falary of the 
Commiffioners is fixed and fettled, at the rate of twenty Shillings per diem 
each for every day on which fuch Commiffioner ftiall attend, (three others, 
exclufive of Diredors, being prefent). 

. And we find that all other allowance, fee, or emolument, are. exprefsly 
prohibited by the Ad of Parliament (fee fee. 1 6. of faid Ad); neverthelefs 
it appears to have been the pradice ever fince the 3d February 1 787, to 
allow £.7 5.. a year to the firft Commiffioner, under the denomination of 
Rent for a Houfe ; that faid fum was annually paid to James Ormfhy 
Efquire, the firft Commiffioner named in faid Ad ; and that fince the 
refignation of faid Mr. Ormfhy, which took place in or about the month 
of January 1804, the faid fum of ^.75. has been annually paid to Hugh 
Henrv Mitchell, Efquire, who then became firft or fenior Commiffioner. 

Thefe fads appeared on the evidence of Sir W. J. Homan, Secretary to 
the Corporation.; and the faid Corporation having been called upon by 
precept, 1 dated the iSth day of November, to explain by what authority 
they granted fuch allowance, it not appearing to be warranted by any 
public Ad of Parliament relating to the Corporation, they returned in 
atifwer,. Copies of their Proceedings on the fubjed (without any further 
explanation whatever) which are annexed in the Appendix, and to which 
we refer. (Seep.. 207.) 

It likewife appears in the evidence of Sir W. J. Homan, that there is a 
warrant for thirty Pounds drawn every quarter, and iffued to the Secre- 
tary ; 
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tary ; that of this thirty Pounds, the Rim of ten Pounds is paid to and 
among the Meflengers that attend the Board; another Rim of ten Pounds 
is paid quarterly. -out of the faid thirty Pounds to the firR Commiffioner, 
nominally for Servants and Porters, and the remaining ten Pounds is re- 
tained by the Secretary for the fame nominal purpofe ; but that in faft, no 
difburfement is made out of either of thefe Quarterly Payments to the firR 
Commiffioner, or to the Secretary for the ufe of the Corporation, or for any 
public purpofe. whatfbever, but they are merely emoluments annexed to thefe 
Offices refpcftively. 

So far as the Secretary is concerned, it is proper to remark, that this ad- 
ditional emolument is included in the fum of one hundred and ninety-five 
Pounds returned as con Ritu ting his gratuity (fee Return, 1 56. Appendix) 
and the amount of the Secretary’s emoluments not being limited by Aft of 
Parliament as in the cafe of a Commiffioner, the propriety of the Director's 
conduft in this inffiance will depend on the queffiion “ Whether Rich al- 
u ldwances, taken altogether, were a reafonable compenfation for the duties 
“ annexed to the office or not ?” the 15th fee. of the 26th Geo. III. above 
referred to, having veRed in five or more Direftors the power of adjuRino- 
thofe falaries and allowances, and determining the amount of them. 

But the cafe of a Commiffioner Rands upon wholly different grounds his 
emoluments are fixed : the additional allowance of feventy-five Pounds for 
rent, and of forty Pounds per annum for Servants and Porters to the firR 
Commiffioner, does not appear to us to be authorized, by Law, and in this 
relpeft the Directors feem to have plainly exceeded their authority. 

2dly. f he Expences of the Corporation not being regularly clafled under 
their proper heads, it was found extremely difficult to afeertain by any exa- 
mination of ours, in a manner that would preclude exception, how much 
had been laid out on any particular works, or on any particular fervice. 

We therefore found it neceflary to call upon the Officers of the Corpora- 
tion for Paving, &c. by Precepts, to furnifii us with Accounts of Rich Ex- 
penditures as it appeared to us neceffciry, in the progrefs of our Enquiry 
tliRinftly to afeertain, Rich as, the Expenditure of the Corporation Houfe; 

Sarah’s Bridge ; 

Fountains ; 

Salaries and Gratuities ; and 

Law Expences. 

Thefe leveral Expences have been returned upon oath by the proper 
Officers of the Corporation, and the Remarks which we fiibjoin are founded 
upon thnfe Returns, which are in all points admitted to be correft by the 
faid Corporation. 

And firR, as to the Corporation Houfe ; it appears that by 17 fee. of 26 
Geo. III. the Direftors and Commiffioners, or any five of them, are autho- 
rized to take a houfe for the purpofes of the Corporation, and alfo one or more 
warehoufes, &c. and fuch other accommodation which they fhall deem 
necelfarv, for the better carrying on the purpofes of the Act ; but this power is 
limited by the following left. of the fame Aft, which contains a provifo, 
that the annual rent and expences of Rich houfe fhall not exceed the fum 
jC- 2 50. excluRve of taxes and repairs. 

And by the 1 6th fee. of 30 Geo. III. the Directors are further em- 
powered to take additional Storehoufes, and to make Rich alterations Or 
l 7 • F / additions 
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additions to thei'r houfe asthey fall think fit, provided the annual expeaces 

of the fajne altogether fhall not exceed the linn of £. 100.^ 

Theie are the only claufes contained in any Afl of Parliament autho- 
rizing any expenditure on the Corporation Houfe ; and by thefe it appears 
that feid expenditure, from the commencement to the year 1790,' was limited 
to £. 2 jo, exclulive of taxes and repairs, and to the fum of £. 3J0 per 
annum from that period to the prefent day. 

By thefubjoined Return, it .appears that the total Expenditure on the 
Corporation Houfe. from the commencement to the, 'Jth January 180 j, 
f twentv-two years) amounts to £ 1 5,4.83. 1 2 r. 9! d. ; that the average ex- 
pellee of the firft two years, from 17S4 to 1786, was at the 1 ate ot 
r ire. i%s. aid. per annum, ; that from the time of taking the Corpoi a- 
tion Houfe in Dawfon-ftreet in the year 1786 to the year 1790, a period 
of three years and- a half, the average expence was at the rate of 
r .ri 8 s yd. per annum; that the average expence fince that period 
has been at the rate of £. 695. 3 r. per annum; that the excels from .786 
to 1 790, was at the rate of £. 983. S r. 4 d. per annum above the allow- 
ance of r 250 of the AS of 26th Geo. 111 .; and from 1790, when that 
limitation was augmented by 30 Geo. Ill, to £ 350. the excels has been 

at the rate o/£ 3 4S- 3 s - per annum. 

We are aware that the limitation in the 26th Geo. III. of 4. 2 50. per c.n- 
num for rent and expences, contained the following words, “ Kxoluhve ot 
“ Taxes and Repairs and that thereby a certain latitude was given to the 
' Diredors and Commiffioners to expend a paj-t of the Funds of the Corpo- 
ration in taxes and' neceffiary repairs for the purpoi'es of the Corporation, and 
for the better carrying into execution the purpoies of the Ad (lee lee. 17.) 

‘ But it does not appear to. us, that either the letter or the ipint of the 
Ad of Parliament warranted the Diredors in fo profufe an expenditure of 
the Funds of the Corporation as that which appears by thrs Return to have 
been made, particularly in the years x 7 86 and .787; m the. former pf 
which vears, the Expenditure amounted to £ 1,003. ?r, 3 i m * 

latter to £ 2,632. 5 r. 2 dl (exclulive of coals and candles, and other md- 
dental-expenceh and was partly incurred m iitdngup feme dpare rooms in 
the Corporation Houfe, and in building an addition thereto for the accom- 
modation of the firft Director ; and though the article of allowance for 
coals and ca-dles is of fubordinate importance, we cannot forbear remark- 
ing, that the expenditure has been profule; that the allowances of thefe a - 
ticks for the houfe of the Firft Dire%f and Cpmmiffioper, which were not 
difeontinued till , 797, Conffitute the principal part of this item of expence 
and that fo far as the firft Direflor was concerned thefe 

and other accommodations feem to be contrary to the Jpint of the Act of the 
36 Geo. Ill, which fitppfes the Directors to aB without any falary, fee, 

’ The Board of Direftors and Commiffioners having been called upon, by 
Precepts dated refpeffivdy the 2d and 17th of December, to explain^ 
what authority a houfe was appropriated to the firft DifeSor ^ 

accommodation appearing to us to be warranted by any pub “A* Jg , h ° 
to the Corporation, and to ftate alfo, what term and intereft they had m he 
Corporation Houfe, returned the feveral Anfwers to laid Precepts, 
are contained in the pages 209 and 210 which will be found in the Ap 
pendix, and to which we refer. On the firft of t hefe papers, wehave only 
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to remark that it does not Rate any Legiflative provifion on the fubjedt re- 
ferred to, of which we were not before apprized, and therefore appears to 
us to be u'nfatisfactory ; and with refpedl to the fecond, it appears, that the 
.Corporation have only eleven years from the 24th June next unexpired of 
their original leafe, which was for thirty-one years, commencing 24th June 
j yS 6 , which renders the expenditure of fo much of the Public Money on 
fo fhort a tenure the-more improvident and, inexcufable. 

3dlyc It appears, that by the 30th Geo. III. c. 42. fee 3, the Corporation 
• were empowered to apply fo much of their Funds as might be necejjary, for 
the building a Bridge acrofs the River Liffey, at a place called Ifland Bridge. 

And it appears, that by the fame Act the Diredtors and Commiffioners 
were authorized to borrow £. 5,000. (fee. 17 and 21) ; which* -it is pre- 
fumed, was meant to cover the expences to be incurred by fuch undertaking. 

But it appears by a Return made by the Corporation in anfwer to a Pre- 
cept iffued by us, that there has been expended in building laid Bridge, pro- 
curing plans, purchaling ground, &c. and other incidental expences, the l'um 
of £. 12,731. i8r. between the 24th June 1 789. and 31ft December f8oo, 
and between 31ft December 1800 and 5th January 1805, a further fum 
of .£. 150, making together the fum of £. 12,8-81. 18 r. 

It is by ho means intended to bring forward this expenditure as a matter 
of criminal accufation again!! the Direftors and Commiffioners of this 
Corporation. The work is an highly ufeful one to the Public, the plan 
appears to have been judicioufly feledted, and to have been executed in a 
folid and permanent manner. 

And, as there was no exprefs limitation of the expence to be incurred 
therein by the Corporation contained in the Adt of Parliament, and as under- 
takings of this nature are liable in their progrefs to many contingent 
charges which cannot form part of any previous Eftimate, the Diredlors and 
Commiffioners cannot in this inllance incur any feverer cenfure than that 
of “ error in judgment, and having tranfgrelled the limits of foundffiil- 
cretion,” in the application of the Funds entrufted to them. 

But as this Expenditure feems to have mainly contributed, with other 
caufes, to the difficulties under which the Corporation has lince laboured, 

■ and of all the confequent inconveniencies to the Public ; and as the objedl 
for which it was made was not within the fcope for which the Corporation 
was originally inflituted ; and as the whole of this Expenditure was a 
diverlion of the Funds from the purpofes to which they were primarily 
. applicable, and not impofed by any neceffity on the Corporation, it appears 
to us, that it mull; be ranked in the clal's of irregularities in the conduit 
of the Board, which the Commiffion, veiled in us by the Ail on which the 
Enquiry is founded, obliges us to bring forward to the notice 1 of Parlia- 
ment, and of Your Excellency. 

4thly. It appears from the Report of Mr. Hendrick, to which we refer 
for particulars, that the Taxes, which compol'e a great proportion of the 
Income of this Corporation, have not been well colleiled ; neither have 
the arrangements of the Tax Books been as well adapted for the purpofe 
as they might be, nor have the Colleftors been changed from one Walk or 
Department to another as often as they ought to have been (a regulation 
which has been found, highly ufeful in the colleilion of other Faxes of a 
fimilar nature), and that ow'ing to all thefe caufes., there has been a Ibis Scc ^ ,. 

of 
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of £. ii, 19. 3. per-cent, on an average on the whole .of the films 
collected fince its commencement. 

SeC p ' R appears likewife from the fame Report, that feveral errors have crept 
into the Accounts of the Corporation, which have been luffered to remain 
uncorrefted ; and in particular, that the Corporation, in one inftance, over- 
charged themfelves to the amount of £.1,864. 5. 8. which materially 
affefted the Balances ftated in the Accounts between the Corporation and 
the Public, as fettled by the Impreft Commiffioners ; that thefe Balances, 
confequently vary from the Balances appearing in account between the 
Corporation and their Treafurer. 

That the Corporation have omitted, ever fince the year 1 792, to give 
the ufaal Certificate or Difcharge to their Treafurer, and that this oimffion 
has not been fatisfaftorily accounted for. 

That it has been almoft invariably the praftice to decluft all Fines 
impoied upon Contractors, for breaches of Covenants in their Contracts out 
of the amount of the fums payable on their Contracts, and to carry the 
Balances only to the Public Debit, without keeping a diftinft, regular 
account of fiich Fines, by which means it has been difficult, by inveftigation 
of their Accounts, to afeertain the expence incurred under the heads of fuch 
Contracts refpeftively. 

1 hat in general, the expences have not been properly claffed under 
diftinft heads, fo that the Abftraft of Accounts, returned in anlwer to our 
Precept, dated 21ft Auguft, were proved (by fubfequent examinations very 
carefully, and, we are bound to remark, candidly made by their own Officers 
in anfvver to Precepts of a later date, requiring explanation) to have been 
erroneous, as to the amount of feveral heads of Expenditure. 

It likewife appears from the examination of the Treafurer, and from the 
infpeftion of his Accounts, that the Corporation have been in the habit, 
ever fince the latter end of the year 1800, of paying a commiffion of Three 
per-cent, to their Treafurer, for accepting Bills of three, four, and feven 
months date, illued in paypient of Debts due by them, and that this has 
been attended on an average w,ith an expence of £. 200. per annum to the 
Corporation. 

T. hat the Accounts, as fettled by the Impreft Commiffioners, are merely 
the Accounts of the aftual fums received and expended during the year, and 
do not prefent, on the one fide, a Statement of the aClual Annual Expence, 
nor on the other, of the aftual annual Income. All which irregularities 
and errors are more particularly detailed in the Report already alluded to, 
and to which we refer. 

5th. It appears in evidence, that a praftice prevails of allowing theirOfficers 
to take depofites from the Inhabitants where private Works are to be done ; 
that when this work is done, and paid for by the Officer, the amount is 
deducted out of fuch depofite, and the overplus (if any) refunded ; but none 
of thofe fums ever come into account with the Corporation or the Public. 

6th. It appears to us in evidence, that almoft all the depofites for Manure 
are within the Circular Road, though the terms of the Contracts with the 
leveral Contraftors for Scavenging, and the exprefs provifions of the Aft 
of Parliament, require that all fuch depofites Ihould be made without the 
limits of the Circular Road. (109 fee. 26 Geo. III. p.204.) 

7th. We have taken a view of theaftual Expence of the Eftablifliment 
compared with its Income, and we find the Total Expenditure of the Cor- 
poration 
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poration from the commencement in 1784 to the 5th. January 1S05 
(exclufive of any repayment of Money borrowed on Debentures, Bills, 
•or Notes) during that period, was £. 597,51 1. 19. 9!, and that of the

'being in the proportion of £. 19. 7. 4. per-cent, excluiive of any expences 
•contained under the head of Incidents. 

The Law Expences appear to be high, amounting on an average to 
£.2j6. 1 6 . 4. per annum, and one inRance occurs of Waite of the Public. 
Money, which, though inconfiderable in point of amount, marks a degree of 
negligence in the ad miniffi ration of the pecuniary concerns of the Corpora- 
tion ; namely, that although the Paving Contrafts were confidered as a dead 
letter, and a mere form and ceremony which many of the Contractors did 
not fo much as read, and though the Lighting Contra&s have been, with 
little variation, the fame lince the commencement of the Corporation, it has 
been the uniform pra&ice to fend drafts of thefe Contra&s every year to be 
perufed and amended by Counfel. 

We have already noticed the creation of one unnecelfary office, in the in- 
Rance of Daniel Farrell : 

The unwarrantable expenditure of £.75. P er annum for rent of a Houfe, 
and £. 40. per annum under the name of Allowances for Servants to the firffi 
Commiffioner : 

The like allowance of Houfe Rent, and£. 40 per annum, for like nominal 
purpofes to the Secretary : 

The expenditure of £.2,331. 5. 3. in the years 1786 and 1787, on the 
Corporation Houfe, in buildings or repairs, which do not appear to us to 
have been warranted by Law, nor required for the Public Service : 

All thefe appear to us to have been inRances of abufe and mifmanage- 
ment of the Revenues of the Corporation: and though the ERablifhment has 
been in thefe inRances unrieceffarily loaded, and has been on the whole an 
expenfive one to the Public, theConRitution of the Board itfelf, and the want 
of due attention in the feledlion and appointment of Officers, have concurred 
to prevent it from having been as efficient as it might have been made for 
the Public Service. 

And, upon the whole view of the conduft of this Corporation fince its 
commencement,, we find ourfelves compelled to report, m anfwer to the 
Commiffion given us by Parliament ; 

That the feveral Works contra&ed for and executed under the feveral 
A6ts, have not, in general, been -well and fufficiently executed, particularly 
the paving and cleanfing the Streets; and that the Revenues, and other fums 
applicable to thefe purpofes, have not been either collected or expended to 
the beR advantage. 

But w r e think ourlelves likewife bound to Rate, that the Corporation 
have had confiderable difficulties to Rruggle with, particularly in the depart- 
ment of cleanfing the Streets; that thefe difficulties have been much aug- 
mented by theembarraffed Rate of their Finances ever nnce the year 1 794 '» 
and that the expences of their ERablifhment were neither the foie nor the 

j ^ G principal 
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principal caufe of their embarraffments, as will appear by the following 

.Statement : 

The Expence of Sarah’s Bridge amounted to - - £.12,881 18 o 

The Expence of the Fountains - ------ 10,889 13 11 

The excefs of the fums expended -in cleanfing, over and . 
above the amount of the Compofition of £. 2,000 
per annum paid by the City - - - - - - - 3%$9 7 *3 7 

Making together the fum of ----- £.62,669 5 6 

Thefe expences fufficiently account for the pecuniary embarrafsments of 
the Corporation ; and, though the expences of the Eftablifhment have contri- 
buted to fwell the amount of the prelent Unfunded Debt, it mud: affuredly 
be conlidered as principally owing to other caufes. 

But as the poverty of the Corporation appears to be a very principal caufe 
of the dangerous and negle&ed Rate of the Streets in r^fpeft of paving and 
cleanfing, and of the enormous price paid for lighting the fame ; and as the 
Directors and Commiffioners feem, in their anfwer to the 9th and 10th 
quaere of the firft Precept ilfued by the Commiffioners of Enquiry, to reft 
their defence upon their pecuniary difficulties, it becomes material to con- 
fider what fteps were taken from time to time by the faid Corporation to 
make their fituation known to Government in fuch a manner as might lay 
the foundation (not merely for temporary relief) but for the application 
of a permanent and effectual remedy, by equalizing the Revenues and Ex- 
pences of the Corporation. 

And for this purpofe they were called upon by our Precept, No. 1. “To 
ftate what fteps had been taken by them from time to time to inform Go- 
vernment that the Income of the Taxes and permanent Income had not 
kept pace with the unavoidable increafe of their Expences ; and if Govern- 
ment was fo informed, to ftate if any, and what proceedings, did take place 
thereon. 

In anfwer to which Precept, they furnilhed a feries of Correfpondence, 
commencing the 22d February 1794, and ending the 28th Auguft 1805, 
together with a copy of a Petition prefented to Parliament in the Seffion 
of 1804, which are all annexed in the Appendix (fee pages 132. a. 149.) 

This Correfpondence may be divided into three claffes. 

1 ft. The .Correfpondence with Sir John Parnell, the Right honourable 
Thomas Pelham, and his Excellency Earl Camden, commencing 2 2d Fe- 
bruary 1794, and ending 24th March 1798 (No. r. a. 8.) 

2dly. The Correfpondence with the Right Hon. Ifaac Corry and the 
Right Hon. Charles Abbot, commencing 3d November 1800, and ending 
1 6th November 1801 (No. 9. a. 16.) 

3dlv. The Correfpondence with Sir Evan Nepean and Mr. Secretary 
Marfden, (N° 17. a. 33.) which, as it contains no new ftatement of the ge- 
neral lituation of the affairs of the Corporation, maybe laid out of the pre- 
fent confideration. 

We are of opinion, that none of the Statements laid by the Corporation 
before Government contained fuch a full and explicit reprefentation- of 
their affairs as to enable His Majefty’s Minifters to come forward to Par- 
liament with any proportion for permanently relieving them from -their 
difficulties, and that if all the applications from time to time made by 
them for pecuniary relief had been complied with, fuch relief would have 

proved 
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proved merely palliative, and have only removed for a time the preffure of 1 
difficulty, without laying any foundation for the future equalization of their 
Income and Expenditure. 

As to the firft clafs of Correfpondence (No. i. a. 8.) it appears by this 
Correfpondeuce, (Nos. 4. a. 5,) that the Corporation obtained the content 
his Excellency Lord Camden to borrow the fum of £. 10,000, upon their 
Funds ; that this confent was obtained upon a reprefentation, that the Un- 
funded Debt of the Corporation on 25th March 1797, amounted to 
£.11,742. 18. iof, and was accompanied with the following obfervation 
from Mr. Pelham : — “ His Excellency alfo diredts me to recommend to your 
“ ferious attention the neceffity of preventing the accumulation of further 
“ Debt, as otherwife a confiderable portion of the Funds of the Corporation 
“ will be abforbed in payment of Intereft ; and that you will carefully avoid 
“ the undertaking any works but fuch as are indifpenfable, and the expence 
“ of which may be within the compafs of your annual Fund to difcharge.” 

It would appear from the fame clafs of Correfpondence (Nos. 6, 7, and 8) 
that the Corporation then fet out upon a plan of equalizing their expences 



to their Income; for, with a view to that objedl, they reduced the number of 
their lamps ; and having reprefented the neceffity they were under of lo 
doing to Mr. Pelham, they were called upon to furniffi an Eftimate of the 
additional Expence which would be neceffaryXto keep up the full number of 
lamps ; and having furniffied fuch Eftimate, amounting to £.2,666. 17. 6. 
faid fum was iffued out of the Treafury by order of the Lord Lieutenant, and 
paid to the Corporation over and above the laid fum of £. ic,ooo borrowed 
in purfuance of the A 61 of 37 Geo. III. and of all other Funds. 

But it clearly appears that this 1 Loan of £.10,000, and this Grant of 
£.2,666. 17. 6. afforded no permanent relief to the Corporation ; for in the 
firft place, it appears that the Eftimate or Computation on which the Out- 
ftandingDebt, fuppofed to be due on 25th March 1 797, was ftated to amount 
to £. 1 1,742. 1 8. 1 of, proved to be erroneous, and that the Debt due on that 
day was in fatft £. 2,829. 19. 10. more, and ought on fair grounds of compu- 
tation to have been rated confiderably higher than £. 1 1,742. 18. iof ; the 
Corporation, in eftimating the amount of faid Debt, having taken credit for 
outftanding Debts due to them to the amount of £.5,1 60. 7. 1. of which 
only £.2,330. 7. 3. appears by their own Returns to have been received 
(See Mr. Hendrick’s Statement, p. 7 1 .) 

When the Corporation came forward on the 3d November and 29th 
December 1800, with new ftatements of their difficulties to Mr. Corry, 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer, the outftanding Debt of the Corpora- 
tion to the 25th March 1801 was computed to amount to £.9,063. 9. 1 1.; 
and it was further reprefented, that, if immediate relief was not afforded, 
the outftanding Debt would amount, on the 5th day of January 1S02, to 
the fum of £.11,446. 12. 4. (lee N° 12. of 2d Clafs) although the annual 
Parliamentary Grant, which had amounted only to £.5,000 from the 25th 
March 1794 to 25th March 1798, had been augmented, from the laft- 
mentioned day to £.10,000. which has been granted in aid of the Funds 
of the Corporation every year fince. 

And it appears that there was a further communication in the month of 
November 1801, with the Right honourable Charles Abbot, then principal 
Secretary of State for Ireland, and the Corporation being then exprefsiy 
called upon by him to make a full ftatement, fpecifying how their embar- 
raffments were incurred, they referred to the Paper, N J 9, formerly laid 
■before Mr. Corry on the 3d November 1800 ; and alfo prefented an Efti- 
mate 
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mate of the Expences of the Corporation for one Quarter, to end 25 th 
March 1802. — (See fame, N° 14.) 

From the laft-mentioned document it appears, that the Revenues of the 
Corporation for laid Quarter would fall Ihort of their Expences during laid 
period, by a fum of £.2,969. 15. 8. exclufive of all confideration of out- 
Randino- or unliquidated Debts, and confequently, that if Parliament had 
then voted the fum of £.11,446. 12. 4. the amount of the outftanding 
Debt fuppofed to be due the 5th January 1802, in aid of the funds of the 
Corporation, it could have only ferved to relieve them for a time from the 
preffure of difficulty, leaving the caufes which had produced thole diffi- 
culties in full operation, and the complaints of the Corporation and the 
Public without effectual or permanent redrefs. 

But as the Corporation feem particularly to have relied on the paper, 
N° 9. intitled, “ Origin, Conftitution, Powers, Revenue, &c. &c. of the 
“ Paving Board,” and as that paper contains a more full and diftiiift 
ftatement of their affairs than any of the other documents returned as part 
of their Correlpondence, it calls for fome Remark : And we obferve, 

1 ft. That the caufes of the deficiency are very imperfe&ly fet forth, in- 
afmuch as fome of the principal and. real caufes of fuch deficiency were 
withheld, namely, the expenditure on Sarah’s Bridge and the Fountains. 

adly. That though the expences of the Eftablilhment were then noto- 
rioufly the fubjedt of general complaint, the faid Statement made no attempt 
to explain or defend their expences, nor did it challenge any enquiry into 
the merits thereof. 

3dly. Though it ftated generally inadequacy of Income to defray the 
amount of necelfary Expenditure, it contained no fatisfaffory Eftimate of 
the probable future Expence of the Eftablilhment, nor any alfurance what- 
ever that any ipecific relief afforded by Parliament would prevent the 
neceffity of future applications for relief. 

"We confider the Eftimates unfatisfadlory for the following Reafons : 

1 ft. They are merely Eftimates. offExpence to prevent the accumulation 
of Debt on the principles with refpedt to Paving and Cleanfing on which 
the Corporation were then proceeding, without any allufion to any errors 
in their lyftem which might require further expence to corredh 

2dlv. Though all the former Eftimates which they had given in,- in 
order to obtain aid from Parliament, had proved erroneous, and particu- 
larly though it appears that (notwithftanding the loan of £.10,000. in 
1797, a'nd though they then profeffed to proceed on a plan of equalizing 
their expences and income) they were indebted, on the 25th March 17 98, 
in the fum of £.9,034. 16. 9 ; yet the Eftimates contained in faid docu- 

ment were not accompanied with any attempt to explain the caufes of 
thefe errors in all their former Statements, and confequently could not be 
relied upon as corredft, especially as the Eftimate fent by them to Parlia- 
ment in the very fame year in which the Statement was given in, appears, 
by their own Ihewing, to have been erroneous to the amount of 
£.5,870. 10. 7. ; 

4thly. The faid Statement contained no admiffion of the imperfect 
manner in which the Streets were then paved and cleanfed, no explana- 
tion of the manner in which the pecuniary embarraffments of the Corpo- 
ration had contributed to reduce them to the ftate in which they then 
were, nor any expofition of the principles on which the Corporation pro^ 
•ceeded in conducing their Works, fo that for aught appears by that State- 
ment, 
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ment, the ru-inous Rate of the Pavement might have proceeded from vices 
in the Conftitution, and mifmanagement in the condudt of the Board, and 
confequently even a permanent augmentation of Income might not have 
proved an adequate remedy. 

Though faid document contained no fatisfa&ory grounds for permanent 
increafe of Income, it contained abundant proof that the grant of a fpe- 
cific fum to difcharge the exifting Debt would prove a mere palliative, in- 
aftnuch as it reprefented a permanent and growing deficiency of Income, 
of which the accumulation of new Debt in every fucceeding year muft 
be the inevitable confequence. 

We therefore feel ourfelves bound to conclude, That the feveral State- 
ments from time to time fent to Government, were fome of them erroneous, 
and all unfatisfa&ory : 

That they were more calculated to procure temporary relief than per- 
manent remedy : 

That no full Statement of their Cafe, laying a fatisfadlory ground for per- 
manent relief, is contained in any of the Documents returned to us; 

And that fo far as they reft their cafe, as having made full reprefentation 
of their adtual fituation to Government, they have not fupported their 
Statement by fufficient proof. 



REMEDY. 

HAVING taken a view of the feveral Caufes which have contributed 
to produce the prefent dangerous and negledted fituation of the Streets of 
Dublin, with refpedl to Paving and Cleanfing, and of the Conftitution and 
condtuft of the 'Board of Diredlors and Commifiioners, fo far as they 
appeared to us relevant to the feveral objedls of enquiry fuggefted by 
Parliament : — 

We proceed to fulfil the commiffion vefted in us by the Adi under which 
we have been affembled, and to point out fuch Remedies as feem beft 
fitted to prevent the recurrence of the evils complained of, and to place 
the fyftem of Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the City of Dublin, on a 
better foundation in future ; and the Obfervations we have to fubmit on 
this branch of the fubjedl are naturally fuggefted by, and flow out of, the 
preceding part of this Report. 

And Firft, it appears to us, that the Conftitution /bf the prefent Board, 
however plaufible or well intended the grounds may have been on which it 
was originally created, is radically vicious, and ought to be totally changed; 
a fyftem by which fuperintendence, controul, and patronage, are all vefted 
in one fet of men, bound to no regular ftated attendance on the bufinefs of 
the Corporation ; and all the laborious detail of routine duty, the checks 
over fubordinate Officers, the managing and arranging of Contradls, and 
the payment of all perfons employed in the Works, are all caft upon 
another, muft of neceffity weaken the fenle of refponfibilky in the latter 
branch of the Corporation ; and with refpedf to effectual refiftance to the 
Diredtors on the one hand, where the circumftances of the cafe might 
feem to require it, or the energetic exercile of authority in enforcing the 
difcharge of duty in the fubordinate departments in the other, muft re- 
duce them to a ftate of inefficiency and weaknefs; and all the evils which 
a 7. II in 
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ill theory might have been anticipated from Rich a Conftitution, feem to 
have been realized in the Board of Directors and Commiffioners of the 
Paving Corporation. 

It therefore appears to us to be a conclufion, founded on the nature of 
things, and confirmed by adhial experience, that any Board or Boards which 
may hereafter be conftituted by Parliament for the purpofes of conducing 
the Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting of the City of Dublin, fhould confift 
of one fet of relponfible and efficient Officers, having in themfelves the 
foie appointment of all the inferior Officers, and a complete controul over 
every fubordinate Department. 

That fuch a. Conftitution only can poffiefs the energy and vigour necef- 
fary for condu&ing, with effedl, fo laborious and complicated an Eftablifh- 
ment as that of the Paving, Cleanfing, & c. of the City of Dublin, under 
•every poffible modification of it, muft be, and that even that Conftitution, 
however well modelled in its original frame and conftrudlion, muft certainly 
fail of attaining its objedt unlels 'the feledtion of the perfons in whom the 
fiupreme controul and immediate refponfibility to the Public are vefted, is 
•conducted with the foundeft and moft impartial difcretion, governed by a re- 
gard to perfonal integrity, profeffional Ikill, and peculiar aptitude to the 
office in the perfons fo appointed, and by fuch confiderations alone. 

Whether it may be.moft prudent and advifable to veft the condudl of the 
whole of this Eftablifhment, embracing fo large an extent of duty, in one 
Board, or to divide the City into two or more Departments, to be placed 
under the controul of feveral diftindt Boards, is a queftion on which we do 
not prefunie to decide. Increafed energy of local fuperintendence would 
be the probable refult of the latter fyftem, which, on the other hand, would 
certainly be attended with increafed Expence, and perhaps vexatious dif- 
cuffions as to the apportionment of the Revenue. 

'I he queftion. however is naturally fuggefted by this confideration, that 
the deplorable ftate of thofe diftridls of the City of Dublin which are 
comprifed within the Liberties of St. Sepulchre’s, Thomas Court, and 
Donore, with refpedl to Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting, the great evils 
which refult from the claffiing of fo many feparate and diftindt jurifdiclions, 
and the dangerous confequences which muft refult to the health and com- 
fort not only of the Inhabitants of thefe Diftridts, but of the City at 
large, from the nuifances which abound in thofe parts of the City being 
fuffered to remain unredrefled, neceftarily lead us to recommend, as an 
eftential part of any new Syftem which may be adopted by Parliament, — 

That all local jurifdidtions, fo far as they relate to Paving, Cleanfing, and 
Lighting, fhould be abolifhed, and that the whole City fhould in thefe 
refpedts be placed under one Government, armed with fufficient powers 
to corredt the local abufes which abound, and which we have already 
touched upon. 

The confequent enlargement of duty and refponfibility arifing from fuch 
an extenfion of the jurifdidtion to which the powers of the exifting Corpo- 
ration reach, muft neceftarily demand the moft ferious attention previous 
to the final decifion of the queftion alluded to. 

2dly. The eviis that have refulted to the Public, from the pecuniary em- 
barraftments of the exifting Corporation, clearly evince the neceftity of 
making an effedlual provifion in any new arrangement which may be 
adopted by Parliament to prevent the recurrence of fuch inconveniencies 

in 
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m future, by eftabUIhing a Fund adequate to the annual Hated and contin- 
gent expences, as well as to the growing Exigencies of the Corporation (in 
cafe any fuch fliail arife) and fuch checks upon Expenditure as ihafl prevent 
-the accumulation of any Floating, Unliquidated Debt at the end of any 
year. The Remedy in this refpeft branches into three heads : 

ift. The removal of the prefent Debt, whether Funded or Floating 
adly. The reduffien of the Expences of the future Eftabliftiment.° 
3 <%. Improvement in the Colleftion of. the Revenue. 

We flail obferve on each of theft Branches in order. 

As to the firft Branch, the removal of the prefent Debt, whether Funded 
or Floating : 

It appears from the Report of Mr. Hendrick, hereunto annexed (fee 
fame, p. 61. Appendix) f

Of the Funded Debt, the fum of 4.33,041. 7. 9. was a Debt contrafled 
by a former Corporation for Paving, Cleanfmg, and Lighting the Streets 
of Dublin, and conftituted part of the fum of 4.45,271. 9. 4 1. which, by 
the 4th lee. 26 Geo. III. was charged upon the Funds of the exiftinv 
Corporation. ° 

It likewife appears, that the exifting Corporation (whether providently 
or not is foreign to the prefent confideration) have incurred feverai very 
heavy expences, feme of which have arifen out of Works undertaken for 
the benefit of the Public at large, and not for the exclufive benefit or ad- 
vantage of the Inhabitants of the City of Dublin, as in the inftance of 
Sarah ? s Bridge. 

Others from Works of a permanent and' ufeful nature, not properly 
chargeable oil an annual income, as in the inftance of the Fountains. 

And another from the deficiency of the compofition, made in the year 
1 784 with the Corporation of the City of Dublin, for cleanfino the Streets 
thereof. 0 

By the eredlion of Sarah’s Bridge, and the works con- 
nected with it, the Corporation incurred an expence

Thefe fums taken together, and. added to the amount of the Debt of 
£■33,041. 7. 9. transferred from the former to the exifting Corporation, 
make a grofs total of 4.95,710. 13. 3. which exceeds the whole amount 
0 ’ Funded and Floating Debt of the Corporation, computed: to the 
jth January 180.6, by a fum of 4.10,284. 14. 5. (without including the 
ium of 4.3.1,5.63. o. 5f. being the amount of the in.tereft paid- by the- 
prefent Corporation from the year 1784 to the 24th June 1805, on the

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fum of £.33,041. 7. 9. the Debt transferred from the former Corporation 

to the prefent, by the A61 of 1 784. 

This view of the circumftances, which have mainly contributed to the 
prefent great accumulation of Debt, is fubmitted to your Excellency’s 
conlideration as a ground for relieving the Revenues of the Corporation 
from a burthen now too heavy for them to bear, and for providing for the 
payment of this Debt out of the general Funds of the Country. 

It will appear in the Sequel of this Report, that it will be neceffary 
to provide a large fum of money for putting the Pavement of the City of 
Dublin, now in a hate of almoft total ruin, into thorough and complete 
repair, the intcreft of which fum muft be provided for by an augmentation 
of the Paving and Lighting Taxes on the Inhabitants of the City of 
Dublin. 

If in addition to this new burthen arifing out of. the neceffity of the 
cafe, the Inhabitants of the City of Dublin were like wife to be loaded 
with the fum neceffary to make provifion for the Debt above-mentioned, 
this additional weight of local Taxation would be in many inftances very 
heavily felt, and might be arraigned as in fome degree unjuft and in- 
equitable, inafmuch as it would laddie the Citizens of Dublin with the 
payment of Works conduced in part under the fandlion of Parliament, 
and calculated as much for general as local advantage. 

Second. The Redufpion of the Expences in conducing the bufinefs of 
the future Eftablifhment, prefents another means of improving the Funds of 
the Corporation ; but the amount to which this Redudtion may be eftimated 
we find it very difficult to afeertain. 

The poverty and bad credit of the exifting Corporation has, in every 
Department of their Works, contributed to augment their Expences, info- 
much that the annual lofs to the Public arifing from this caufe, in the 
article of Lighting only, may be hated at £.1,500. and the annual lofs in 
com million to the Treafurer at £.300.; but except in thefe inftances, 
the amount of lofs arifing from this caufe cannot be even roughly cal- 
culated. 

We feel ourfelves, however, well warranted in Rating, that the redudion 
of Expence under this head cannot amount to lefs than £.2,000 per 
annum, without entering into the conlideration how far the annual 
Expences of the Eftablifhment, under the head of Salaries and Allowances, 
are capable of being reduced ; a queftion we do not think ourfelves ripe 
for the difeuffion of until the plan for conducing the Paving, &c. of the 
City of Dublin, fhall be finally digefted and arranged. 

The extenfion of jurifdidtion which has been fuggefted as a neceffary 
branch of the proje&ed improvement, may lead to fome additional expence 
fufficient to countervail any faving that might be now ftated as likely to 
arife from the abolition of unneceffary Offices. 

3dly. Improvement in the Collection of the Revenue. 

It appears from the Report of Mr. Hendrick, that this is capable of 
much improvement. 

1 ft. It appears that the average lofs on the Paving and Lighting Taxes 
from the commencement to 25 March 1805 has amounted to £. 11. 9. 3. 
per-centum on the total fum colle&ed, making an annual average lofs of 
£.1,942. 1. 4. whereas the lofs on the Foundling HolpitalTax for the 
laft five years, fince the colle&ion of it was placed on an improved footing, 

has 
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•lias amounted to no more than £.2. o. 2. per-centum on the total col- 
ledtion ; and the lofs on the Paving and Lighting Taxes, calculated for the 
fame period, amounted to £. 12. 2. 5. per-centum. 

We therefore feel ourielves well warranted in concluding, that, hy a 
more improved plan of Colledtion, occafionally changing the walks of the 
Colledlors, and by a more vigilant fuperihtendence on the part of the 
Corporation over their condudf, and by the adoption of fome other regu- 
lations as a minute infpedtlon of this Department will neceffariiv fugged:, 
the lofs may be' reduced nearly one-half, and an additional Income of at 
lead: from £. 600 . to £.800. will be thus acquired to the funds of the 
Corporation. 

The Income of the Paving Corporation arifing from local Tax, amount- 
ing to £.19,000 per annum or thereabouts, and that of the Foundling 
Hofpital to not more than about £. 8,000, a large allowance is made in 
this Eftimate for the increafed proportion of lofs which might be fup- 
pofed to arife on the colledtion of the larger fum. 

Third. It has already been dated, that, from the period at which the 
Board of the exiding Corporation relinquhhed the pradtice of purchadng 
the Materials for paving and executing the Work under the direction of 
their own Officers, the Pavement of the Streets of Dublin has been in a 
continual date of decline, infomuch that the bed or fubdratum of travel 
is at this day almod entirely exhauded. 

This decline thus fixed in point of commencement, to the time at 
which the fydem of executing the Works by Contradl was fird adopted, 
prefents at fird view a drong argument againd perfevering in fuch a 
fydem in future. 

But, though the plan of condudting fuch Works by the Corporation 
themfelves may poffefs many advantages, and that of executing the Works 
by Contradl be liable to many objections, we are by no means induced to 
conclude by any Evidence that has been laid before us, that the evils 
which have in fadt refulted from the courfe pur fued by the Corporation 
are infeparably connedted with the lydem of executing Works by Contradl. 

They appear to us to have proceeded not fo much from the nature of 
that fydem, as from what we mud term the abfurd plan on which the 
Corporation proceeded ; namely, 

That of requiring Contradlors to fign Contradls, the terms of 
which, by univerfal agreement, were never meant to be enforced. 

The deplorable laxity as to the manner of. Certifying introduced by this 
‘Sydem, has been already noticed as one caufe mainly and didindtly con- 
tributing to the ruinous date of the Streets, and necelfarily fuggeds the 
following Cautions, — . Either , that the lydem of executing Paving and 
.Scavenging Works by Contradl fhould be abandoned, and all fuch Works, 
executed by the Corporation themfelves, or, that they fhould be adopted 
under the modifications fpecified in Major Taylor’s Anfwer to the 5th 
Quaere of the Commiifioners, or at lead that the Contracts for each Lot or 
Divifion fhould be framed, after mature deliberation of all circumdances, 
in dich terms as the peculiar fituation of fuch Lot or Divifion may render 
pradticable, and that all Certificates by infpedling Officers of Works con- 
tradted for being executed in fuch a manner as to entitle the Contradlors to 
payment, fhould be grafted on and re-echo the Claufes of fuch Contradls in 
all elf?ntial points, and be given in upon Oath. 

17. I Fourth. 
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Fourth. In the manner of keeping the Accounts of the Corporation feme 
material and obvious defers in the prelent Sy.ftem demand obfervation and 
corre&ion. 

i ft. It appears, that with refpeCt to the Paving and Scavenging Con- 
tracts, no regular Account has been kept of Fines received under any diftinct 
head appropriated to fuch fpecilic purpofe ; feme Account has indeed been 
kept of the amount of the pecuniary - Forfeitures from time to time in- 
curred by and impofed upon fuch. Contractors, and when the time of pay- 
ment on the foot of fuch Contracts arrived, the amount of fuch Penalties 
was deducted out of the fums. payable by the terms of the Contracts re- 
flectively, and the Balances only charged to the Public in the Accounts ; 
but this we conceive to be an irregular practice, and weftrongly recommend 
that a diftinct Account be in future kept of all Fines impofed on Con- 
tractors, as well for the lake of preventing confulion, and as a guard againft 
Fraud, as for the purpofe of exhibiting a criterion by which the manner 
in which the feveral Contracts are performed may be from time to time 
eftimated, and of afeertaining with precilion the amount of the Expehces 
incurred under each particular head of Contract on the very face of the 
Accounts. 

2dly. A fimilar irregularity pervades almoft every item of the Accounts 
of the Corporation, infomuch that it is impoffible by the moft careful exa- 
mination of their Accounts by perfpns not couverfaut with their proceed- 
ings, and affifted by perfonal recollection, to afeertain the amount of the 
Expenditure that ffiould be clafted under any one head. 

We do not ascribe the prevalence of fuch a lyftem in the mode of keeping 
thefe Accounts to any improper intention on the part of thofc who have 
been concerned in the management of this Corporation ; on the contrary, 
we have experienced on the part of the Officers ailing under their direction 
a dilpolition to facilitate and .forward our enquiry, by unravelling thefe 
blended and intermixed charges, and arranging them, when fo required to 
do by Precept, undertheir proper heads. 

But the ftate of their Accounts would have prefented difficulties almoft 
infuperable in the way of our inveftigation without the co-operation of the 
Officers of the exifting Board ; and although the evils connected with fuch a 
practice have been thus in a great meafure obviated, fo far as the objeCts of 
the prefect enquiry are concerned, the irregularity complained of is mani- 
feftly calculated in its own nature to cover mifapplication of Funds, by in- 
volving the Expenditure cf public Money in obfcurity,to impede the free and 
accurate examination of the Accounts, and to blind enquiry, and therefore 
ought moft fcrupuloufly to be avoided by every public Corporation. 

3dly, The practice already animadverted upon, of fuffering the inferior 
Officers of the Paving Board to accept of depollts of money from the Inha- 
bitants for the execution of private works, and of accounting with the per- 
fons making fuch depollts after the works have been executed, without 
bringing the films fo. received into account with the Corporation, ought to 
be utterly abolifhed in any new lyftem which may be adopted: This practice, 
has likewife been attended with another inconvenience ; when any indi- 
vidual was defirous to have any fuch private work executed, the courfe was 
to apply to the Corporation for a Licence fo to do, through the medium of the 
Officer, which Licences appear to have been granted of courie upon the 
report of the Officer, without further examination. There is reafon to think, 
that in confequence of this practice, the Streets were more frequently 

broken 
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broken np for the private accommodation of individuals than a due regard to 
the public convenience would have juRified ; and the praft ice of allowing the 
whole of the tranfadtion to be conduced between the Individual and the 
Officer, without any check from the Corporation, had a manifeR tendency 
to augment the evil, and to hold out temptations to the Officers of making 
perquifites to themfelves. 

We therefore Rrenuoufly recommend, that in future no fuch Licences 
ffioulci be granted, except after mature and careful enquiry into the circum- 
ftances of the application by the Board ; and that all fums received from 
the inhabitants and expended, therein, ffiould be accounted for with, and 
appear in the public Accounts of the Corporation. 

Fifth. With retped to the mode to be adopted in future of laying down 
and keeping in repair the Streets -of Dublin, and properly cleantmg the 
fame, we beg leave to apprize your Excellency, that the fdbjed is encom- 
palTed with much difficulty ; that this department of public duty has paffed 
through a variety of fucceffive Corporations, and has never been conduded 
by any of them for any great length of time in fuch a manner as to give 
fatisfadion to the Inhabitants of the City of Dublin.’ 

That in the Seffion of Parliament holden in the 24th year of His MajeRy’s 
reign, a Ipecial Committee of the Houfe of Commons of Ireland was ap- 
pointed to enquire into the caufes of the then dangerous and negleded Rate 
of the Streets of Dublin, who made then a Report in the fame Seffion, which 
we have annexed (p. 228, in the Appendix to this Report) and to which 
we beg leave to refer. 

That although it appears, that the failure of thefe feveral fucceffive Cor- 
porations has proceeded from a variety of caufes, Rich as, injudicious and 
ill-timed Expenditure, unfkilful Workmen being employed, the facrifice'of 
public advantage to private and local convenience, and fcantinefs of Funds 
(fee laid Report, p. 228.) and in the cafe of the exiRing Corporation, to the 
general caufes as well as particular errors of management (already detailed) 
which in a great meafure account for their want of fuccefs -; and though- 
all thofe caufes may be avoided in future, yet we coniider the adtual failure 
of fo many fucceffive plans adopted for this purpole as evincing an inherent 
difficulty in the undertaking, which ffiould awaken all the attention of 
Government, more efpecially as the prefent exhauRed Rate of the Pave- 
ment creates an abfolute neceffity for renewing it in all the principal Streets 
of Dublin with as much expedition as the funds which may be appropriated 
for that purpofe will admit of; and as .the permanency of fuch new 
works, and the fuccefs of any future Corporation in preferving them i,n 
proper repair, will in a great degree depend upon the plan which ffiall be 
■now adopted, and the maimer in which it ffiall be carried into execution. 

There are three fpecies of Stones, which may be reforted to for this 
purpofe. iffi. The Granite. 

2dly. The Arklow Stone. 

3dly. The Pebble Stone, now in ufe. 

iR. As to the Granite. — With this defcription of Stones, the principal 
Streets and Squares of London are paved ; and with refpedt to the advantages 
attending this mode of pavement, feme general cautions as to the manner 
in which it ffiall be ufed, and the feveral modifications under which it 
may be adopted, we .have availed ourfelves of the profeffional Ikill of one. 

of 
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of the Members of this Board (Major Taylor) who has been fo kind as to. 
-giveanfwers to feveral quaeres fubmitted to him by hisbrother Commiffioners^ 
which we have annexed to this Report, to which we beg leave to refer 
(fee fame Appendix, p. 216 a. 2 1 8.) On this Ipecies of pavement we have 
to oblerve, that it hands recommended by the advantages of fnperior per- 
manency and folidity above all others ; that it does not admit of fuch a po- 
lifh as to become dangerous : 

That it can be furnifhed from the hills in the neighbourhood of Dublin : 

That it would be highly defirable (if it were poffible) to introduce it 
univerfaliy in all parts of Dublin : 

That it will beadvifable to adopt it at lea]} in all the principal thorough- 
fares of the City. 

But we fear that the great expence attending it will be deemed an in- 
fuperable obftacle to its general adoption, at leaft for many years. 

2 dly. The Arklow Stone. — An Eftimate having been preien'ted to Par- 
liament in the year .1784, for Paving the principal Streets of Dublin with 
Arklow Stone, we have enquired into the merits of that Ipecies of Rone 
for pavement, and we do not find that it poffefles any one advantage over 
the Granite ; that the diftance of the place whence it is furnifhed would 
probably render it more expen five than the Granite, and that being liable 
to polifh by wear, it is divefted of one circumftance that peculiarly recom- 
mends the Granite Stone for the purpofes of Pavement. 

For thefe obfervations we acknowledge ourfelves indebted to the fame 
Gentleman who has furnifhed the Remarks on the Granite (See anfvver to 
9 th quasre from Commiffioners to Major Taylor, p. 218, Appendix.) 

^dly. The Common Pebble Stone. 

The advantages of the feveral fpecies of Pavement refpeaively, together 
with Eftimates of the expence of each, are fully fet forth in the Anfwers of 
Major Taylor to the 12th, 13th, and 14th quaeres of the Commiffioners, to 
which we beg leave to refer ; remarking only, that though the firft expence 
of the Granite Pavement would be conliderable, a very great having would 
arife in the annual expence of repair, fo far as it fhall be found pradticable 
to adopt it; and that in ftreets of great thoroughfare, this will be found a 
circumftance of the greateft importance. 

But whatever plan it may be thought advifable to adopt refpe&ing the 
Pavement, we beg leave to repeat the caution fuggefted in an early part of 
this Report, and confirmed by the obfervations already referred to of Major 
Taylor : 

“ That no expedient which human fkill or ingenuity can devife, would 
“ be fufficient to keep the principal Streets in order, fo long as they fhall be 
« liable to be continually broken up by the Officers of the Pipewater Com- 
“ mittee, for the purpofe of repairing and relaying the main pipes which 
“ run through faid Streets ; and that it will confequently be neceffary, that 
“ all general repair of fuch Streets ffiould be poftponed till the Pipewater 
“ Committee fhall have carried into execution lome of the plans, which 
“ we underftand are now under their confideration, for renewing the mains, 
“ and fupplying the City of Dublin with water on an improved fy ft era.” 

And the great importance of coming to a well-founded decifion upon this 
lubjedt, induces us to recommend, that, before any one of thefe modes of 
Pavement fhall be permanently adopted, a trial fhall be made of them upon 
a fmall fcale in fome of the Streets of greateft wear, in order that fome 

comparifon 
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'comparison founded on local experience may be made of their comparative 
merit as to durability, iafety, and firmnels. 

The cleaning or Scavenging the Streets of Dublin is likewife attended 
with many and peculiar difficulties. 

And it will appear, that the Same want of SucceSs which has attended 
the. Several plans for. keeping the Pavement of the Streets of Dublin in re- 
pair, has likewife been experienced by the .perfons who have fucceffively 
been entrufted with the cleanfing and Scavenging thereof ; and fugged: the 
fame observations as to the neceffity of vigilance -and exertion to prevent 
the recurrence of the fame evils in future. 

By the Report of the Committee of the Houfe of Commons already re- 
fered to, arid by the fee. 21. c. 58. it appears, that antecedent to the paffino- 
of 23 arid 24 Geo. III. c. the cleanfing of the Streets, &c. in the City 
of Dublin had been conduced and managed under the direction of the 
Corporation of the City ; and that the expence thereof had been defrayed 
by them out of the Revenue arifing by the Tolls and Cuftoms thereof, which 
were granted for the above and other purpofes of the fame nature. 

That upon an average of the then lalt ten years, the fum of £. 2,01 3. 
had been yearly expended by the Said Corporation for the purpofe of 
cleanfing the Streets. 

That while this Department was. conduced by the Said Corporation, it 
was the practice of the Paving Commiffioners then exifting, and of others, 
to run upon the perfons who had contracted with the Corporation, to carry 
away as many cart loads of ftreet dirt as they could find, and upon applica- 
tion being made to the Paving Commiffioners, verified by affidavit, the per- 
fons fo applying were referred to the City Treafurer for the payment, of 
the fettled Fines, which appear to have been at the rate of .five Shillings and 
Five-pence per cart for every load of manure, dung, dirt, &c. fo carried 
away. 

It further appears by the faid Report, that no directions had been given 
for four years then laSb palt, for levying the Penalty on the bonds of the 
Scavengers for negleCt of their Contracts, or any other mode ufed to com- 
pel them to do their duty (fave that of deducting the five Shillings Britiffi 
per cart, fine); but it appears that applications for fitch Fines were frequent, 
as well on the part of the Supervifors appointed by the Paving Commif- 
fioners, as of other perfons. 

It appears alfo, that when the carts employed by the Paving Board pro- 
ceeded to execute what the Supervifors conducting them conceived to be 
their duty, and to take away the dirt accumulated in every Street in default 
of the Contractors employed by the City, their authority to do fo was difo 
pitted, and frequently refilled by force bv the City Contractors, and that 
contefts took place on fuch occalions between the carts and Carters of the 
Corporation and thole of the Paving Board, dangefous to the peace, and 
difcreditable to the Police of a well regulated City. 

Tfiat the cleanfing of the Streets, which it appears had colt £. 3,000. in 
the year immediately preceding the Report, in aCtual dilburfement of money 
to the Contractors over and above the value of the manure, was greatly, in-' 
terrupted from thefe caufes, and it was accordingly enaCted by the 23d and 
24th of His prefent Majefty c. 57. fee. 21. That the faid Corporation: 

17. K IhouLdy 
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fhould “ pay- to the Directors and Commiffioners of the Paving . Cor- 
** porationthe annual fum of £. 2,000. out of the Revenue of the City of 
W: Dublin arifing from the Tolls and- Cuftoms thereof, towards enabling 
“ the fa id Directors and' Commiffioners to defray the expence of cleaning; 
** faicl Streets,. out of the funds thereof applicable to the lame;” which 
arrangement was further confirmed by the 26th Geo. III.'c. 30. fee. 44.. 
which has continued ever lince. 

From' the foregoing foatement, it appears, that though fo large a fum was* 
ex-pended annually by the Corporation of the City of Dublin in cleanfing; 
the Streets, the work was by no means effectually performed ; a much 
greater fum has been annually expended every year lince by the Directors 
and Commiffioners of the Paving Board (fee -Mr, Hendrick’s Statement 
p. 58; Appendix) yet the objeCt- of keeping the Streets clean has been by 
no means obtained. * 

In other great Cities, the cleanfing of the. Streets (fo far from being at- 
tended with Expence) is a productive fource of Revenue to the Inha- 
bitants.- . 

This- linking contrail between the City of Dublin and other great Towns 
proceeds from a variety of caufes, which are fully detailed in the- Anfwer 
of the Directors and Commiffioners of the Paving Board' to the 9th and 10th 
quaere of the firlt Precept (fee p. 15- 1).- But as this is a point of peculiar 
importance to be- attended to in any new arrangement, as well from its 
immediate influence upon the health dnd comfort of the Inhabitants of the 
City' of Dublin, as. With a view to- the prefervation-of the Pavement, we beg 
leave lhortly to' recapitulate the caufes let forth in the paper referred to; and 
; to add .fuch Obfervations upon the fubjeCt as may lead to the application of 
feme effectual Remedy. 

The caufes liated in-the faid Anfwer of the Directors' and Commiffioners. 
are as follows : 

ill. The local fituation of Dublin, bounded on one fide by the Sea, on 
another by Mountains, qii another by the Phoenix Park, in confequence of 
which the demand for manure is, inconfiderabie and the price conlequeiitly 
low. , 

adly. ' The heavy Duty (amounting to a prohibition)' namely, £.2. per 
ton imp’ofed' upon every ton of ffreet dirty &c.- carried away by any fhip or 
veffel (except fuch, as come coallways with provifi'oiis) by 26 Geo. III. c.. 
19. (An ACt'fcir the Improvement of the Harbour,) 

3d. The high Tolls payable on the carriage of manure by the Canals.. 

' „ 4th. The nature of the ‘gravel in the neighbourhood of Dublin,, which- 
’ is ®;il limefloiie, and retains the moiffure'like clay. 

5;th. jfk want of Sewers, back-yards, and neceffaries, in many parts- of 
the Cityv'ih Confequence of which the Inhabitants throw alii their filth into- 
/,. the' Streets,' thereby frequently rendering thole which have been lwept one’ 
day equally dirty and offehfive the next. 

• , . Them are two other caufes alluded toby the DireCtors.and Commiffioners 
% jof .the -Paving Corporation ; viz. 

jvi ft. The loofe and. fl'ovenly manner in which Hay and Straw, and moll 
hvj.0th.br- articies^ are brought to market, and removed from thence through 
T .the Streets. - 

2d. The praClice of conveying dung, coal allies, and rubhilh in open 
carts. 

But 
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But as to the firft of thefe, it does not appear to us materially to contri- 
bute to augment the evil complained of ; and with fefped to thefecond, it 
is exprefsly prohibited by the 26 Geo. III. c. 30.- fee. 109. 

In addition to thefe caufes it is to be obferved, - that the ruinous date of 
the Pavement of late years has contributed greatly to augment the quan- 
tity of ftreet dirt, and to increafe the labour and expence of Scavenging, 
and that the want of Sewers, back-yards, and other neceffary accommoda- 
tions for the removal of filth, &c. prevails in ftill greater degree in the Dif- 
trids of the Gity not comprifed within the jurifdidion.of the exifting Cor- 
poration. 0 

Thefe Caufes are refolvable into two ; viz. 

iff. The extraordinary accumulation of dirt, arifirig from the local cir- 
cumftances above Rated. 

2d. The want of a fufficient demand for it. 

In deviling a Remedy, the attention mull be direded, 

ill. To the means of diminishing the extraordinary accumulation of 
ftreet dirt. 

adly. Of increafing the demand for it. 

As to the former Branch, the following Remarks occur : 

lft. That it is of peculiar importance in this point of view, that a corn- 
pad, folid, and durable Ryle of Pavement Ihould be- adopted in the principal 
Streets, which mu ft greatly contribute to prevent the accumulation of filth, 
as appears from the nature of the thing, as well as from the Evidence already 
detailed in the preceding part of this Report ; and the Diredors and Com- 
miffioners of the Paving Corporation in the Paper already referred to, allude 
to the Ryle of Pavement adopted in London, as one principal caufe of the 
contrail: between that City and Dublin in point of cleanlinefs. 

adly. That it will be necelfary hereafter; ftridly and vigilantly to en- 
force all the exifting Legiflative regulations againft thefe nuifances, which 
•particularly contribute to increale the accumulation of filth, &o. filch as 
the conveyance of dung in open carts, and to adopt fome new provifions 
with a view to the fameobjed. 

3diy. It will be neceffary to take a furvey of the prefent Rate of the 
main Sewers of the City of Dublin ; to examine whether all parts thereof 
are properly provided therewith-; and to caufe -new Sewers to be made 
from time to time,- as funds will admit, whenever they lhail appear 
neceffary. ' 

Thefe two Iaft remarks apply principally to thofe diRrids-of the City which 
are included within the Liberties of Saint Sepulchre’s, Thomas’s Court, 
and Dbnore ; the deplorable Rate of thefe Diftrids with refped to nuifances 
.and filth of every kind, loudly calls for the interference of the Legiflature; 
Rome idea of the extent of thefe evils may be formed from the evidence of 
Melfrs. Pound en and Greennam, fubjoined to this Report (p. 1 03. a. 104, 
Appendix) and to which we refer. 

But it is impofiible for any per fun that has not vifited thefe- parts of thp 
City, to form an adequate conception of their fituation. 

Thefe nuifances chiefly confiR of 

i ft. Dairies and Slaughter-houfes, and in fome inftances, Carrion -houfes. 

2d. The want of back-yards, of any other means of difpofing. of their 
filth. • 

3d. The want of Sewers. 

As 
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As to the firft, the only adequate remedy would be, to prohibit the exercile 
of thefe trades within the limits of the Circular Road. But if fuch a re- 
ftridtion fhould be deemed, objectionable, it will be at leaft neceflary to en- 
force, by very ftriCt regulations, an attention to cleanlinefs. ex. gr. 

It appears that not one of thefe Dairy-yards or Slaughterhoufe-yards are 
provided with Sewers, or any other regular channel for carrying off their 
filth ; when main Sewers (hall be conftru&ed in thefe parts of the City, 
it will be juft and equitable to compel the Owners of thefe Dairy-yards, 
&c. to provide themfelves at their own expence with Sewers communi- 
cating with the main Sewers, with open iron grates placed over them. This 
one regulation would produce a confiderable abatement of this nuifance. 

As to the fecond, the nuifance has already attra&ed the notice of 
the Legiflature; for by the 26 Geo. III. c. 30. fee. no. it is provided, 

“ That if it fhall be proved before the faid Directors and Commiffioners, 

“ that there was not any yard, dirt-hole, or other receptacle for faid 
« coal afhes, or other rubbifh belonging to the Houle or Tenement 
before which the fame, or any of them, fhall be laid, that in fuch cafe 
“ it fhall and may be lawful for the laid perfon or perfons who fhall be 
“ fined as aforefaid, to deduft from the rent payable by him -to his 
“ Landlord, the one-half of iiich Fine as he, fhe, or they, fhall have been 
* l obliged to pay.” 

The Legiflature has thus already recognifed the equity of impofing on 
the Landlords of houles thus circumftanced, a portion of the Fine incuried 
by fuch negleCt ; but we beg leave to fubmit, that the lemedy appears to 
have been inadequate, and that the principle, which appears to us to be 
perfectly juft, arid free from exception, has not been cariied -fufficiently' 
far. 

It is manifeftly contrary to every principle of juft ice, that the wretched 
occupier of a ruinous Tenement, unprovided with back-yard or neceflary, 
fhould be lubjecl to any Fine for depositing filth in the Streets, or wherever 
elfe they can, when they are unprovided with all other means of difpofmg 
of it ; and on the other hand, it is a faCt of notoriety, that the immediate 
Proprietors of thefe Houles are frequently perfons in opulent circumftances, 
refiding in other quarters of the City, who ought to be compelled by Law 
to remove the caufes of this offenfive nuifance. 

The Tenants are mere occupiers from week to week, or from month 
to month, having no intereft but that of temporary fhelter in the rooms 
they inhabit, and bound by no covenant, exprefs or implied, to keep their 
Tenements in repair, or to fupply any deficiency of accommodation wlftch 
they may require. 

Under thefe circumftances, we fubmit that the exigency of the cafe, 
and the enormity of the grievance, juftifies the application of a ftrong Re- 
medy;, and we beg leave to fuggeft, as a meafure for confideration, 

That the Commiffioners who fhall- be entrufted with the fuperintendence 
of the Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting of thefe Diftrifts, fhould be em- 
powered by Law toimpannel a Jury to enquire into the ftate of fuch 
negle&ed, unprovided, or ruinous Houfe or Tenement, within a limited 
Diftrift ; the caufes of fuch negleCt or decay, the names, refidence, and cir- 
cumftances of the Proprietor ; to eftimate the fum or lums which may be 
neceflary to put fuch Tenements into a proper ftate of repair, including all 
neceflary accommodations for cleanlinefs, and to enquire and find at 

whole 
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whofe coft the fame ought by Law to be repaired; and if the perfon or perfons 
who fhall appear to be lb bound, fhall negledt to repair fame for fix months 
after fuch verdicft, and due notice thereof, that in fuch cafe the faid Com- 
miffioners fhall be empowered either to raife and levy the amount of fuch 
.verdidf, by diftrefs and fale of the goods and chattels, or by civil Bill 
againft the perfon named in the verdidl, and to expend the fum fo levied 
in the neceffary repairs of fuch Houfe or Tenement, under the diredhori of 
their own Officers, or to pull down fuch Tenement to the ground, firft 
giving due notice to all perfons concerned. 

It may likewife be found nfeful to arm the perfons who fhall be entrufted 
with the management of the Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the Citv of 
Dublin, with powers to fummon before them the Owner or Proprietor of 
fuch negledled Houfe Or Tenement, and to fine fuch Owner and Proprie- 
tor in any fum not exceeding Twenty Pounds, if he fnall negledl, for the. 
fpace of three months after fummons, to remove fuch obftrudlions to 
cleanlinefs as fhall be found to exift in any fuch Houfe or Tenement as 
aforefaid ; and we have ftrong reafon to believe that the neceffity of fome 
Regulations of this nature, calculated to compel the Owners of Houfes and 
Rooms let to the manufadturing and labouring Poor to pay more attention 
to provide the neceffary means of cleanlinefs, is very generally felt, and 
that fuch Regulation would be well received by all defcriptions of perfons 
in the City of Dublin, except fuch as are immediately interefted in fup- 
porting thefe nuifances. 

We are aware that if any fuch provifion fhould be adopted, it will be 
neceffary to be more explicit in framing Claufes for carrying it into effedh 
We fuggeft the above Remarks as containing the outline and principle of 
the propofed Regulation, not as a full defcription of the means of putting it 
into the form of a Law. 

But as the above-mentioned Regulations may not be approved of; as 
many cafes exift to which they would not be at all applicable; as the opera- 
tion of them, if adopted, would be flow; and as the exigency of the cafe 
requires the immediate application of fome remedy, we beg leave to re- 
commend what has been fuggefted by fome of the perfons who have been 
examined (and who have had many years experience of the nature and 
extent of the evil, and who have ftrongly felt the injuftice they were 
fometimes under the neceffity of exercifing in the difeharge of their duty 
as Infpedfors . of Nuifances, on levying Fines on perfons for throwing 
dirt into the Streets, though unprovided with any other means of difpofino - 
of it) : 

Namely, That Carts fhould be font round everyday into fuch Streets or 
Lanes as may require it (with bells to give warning of their approach) 
to carry away all forts of dirt, & c. from the Houfes of any Inhabitants 
who may wifh to make ufo of them, without any charge whatfoever; and 
that after this fyftem fhall have been fully eftablifhed, and notified through 
any Diftridh, Fines fhould be rigoroufly exafted for every breach of the 
Law, with like powers to the Tenant or Occupier to deduift a moiety of 
the Fines out of the rent payable to the Landlord, as they are invefted with 
at.prefent. 

And, in addition to the above meafure of fending round Carts, the follow- 
37. L ing 
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jug claufe of 1 1 Geo. III. c.29. fee. 32. (Britiffi) may be thought worthy of 
adoption in fome parts of this City: 

“ The Commiffioners may caufe moveable or fixed duft-boxes, duft- 
holes, or conveniencies wherein dull and allies may be depofited, for the 
“ Scavengers or Rakers, to be erected and placed in fuch of the Streets 
“ &c. as they judge neceffary ; and the Occupiers of Houles or Tenements 
“ are every day to caufe all their dull and allies to be depofited in the 
“ faid boxes where any fuch Ihall be, or in default thereof, to keep all 
“ fuch dull and alhes in their Houfes until the fame Ihall be carried 
“ away by the Rakers ; and in cafe fuch perfons Ihall depofit any alhes or 
dull in any part of the faid Streets, &c. except in fome of the duft- 
“ ’ holes, &c. where fuch Ihall be ; or if any perfon Ihall depofit in the 
‘‘ faid duft-holes, & c. any dirt, dung, or filth, other than dull or alhes 
f or Ihall lay any dirt, dung, &c. in any part of the faid Streets, &c. 
every perfon lb offending Ihall forfeit Ten Shillings.” 

3dly. With refpeft to the want of Sewers, it has appeared in evidence 
before us, that there is not a main Sewer in that Diftria of the City that 
is South of the Coombe, in the Liberties of Thomas-Court and Donore, 
and it would be fruitlefs to attempt any plan for its improvement without 
making provifion for fupplying this great defeQ. 

By the 26th of His prefent Majefty, c. 30. f. 40. the DireSors and Com- 
miffioners of the exifting Corporation are authorized and empowered to 
make Sewers and Drains of fuch dimenfions, and to Rich extent, and in 
fuch Streets and other places in Laid City, as to them Ihall feem expedient 
and neceffary, provided the Inhabitants Ihall contribute towards the ex- 
pence of the fame in luch manner as Ihall feem meet to the faid Directors 
and Commiffioners ; and the mode of afeertaining fuch proportion is regu- 
lated by the following feSion of the fame Law : but as in many Streets 
through which it would be neceffary to carry fuch Sewers, the Inhabitants, 
from poverty, would be utterly unable to contribute towards fuch expence; 
as great difficulties would be experienced in attempting to fix any portion 
of faid expence on the Landlords or Proprietors ; and as the mealiire re- 
commended would be conducive not merely to local convenience and 
comfort, but to general utility, and forms a neceffary part of any compre- 
henfive plan for the general Improvement of the Paving and Cleanfino- the 
City of Dublin, we fubmit that this, and other fimilar expences of a local 
nature, muff be defrayed out of a general Fund, which it will be neceffary 
to create before any ftep can be taken for remedying' the inconvenieucies 
under which the Inhabitants of this City labour at pretent from the fitua- 
tion of the Streets. 

Before we clofe this branch of our fubjefl, it is proper to obferve, that 
the removal of the heaps of filth that have been accumulating for years in 
fome Lanes and Alleys of this Diftria, a nuifance which has been fully de- 
feribed in the Evidence, mull precede any Regulations for the prefervation 
of Cleanlinefs. 

The prefent Expence of this inditpenfable meafure would not, it is appre- 
hended, be confiderable, and the recurrence of the evil will be prevented by 
■the propoled Regulations in future. 

Having 
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Having thus taken a view of the feveral meafures which have oc 
■curred to us, as proper to be adopted in order to leffen the quantity of 
itreet dirt, we proceed to fuggeft fuch means as may be adopted with ad- 
vantage, in order to increafe the demand for it, and thereby diminifh the 
expence of Scavenging; and with refpedt to thofe impediments which arife 
from the Regulations which it has been thought neceffary to make to pro- 
mote the improvement of the Port of Dublin, and the Regulations with re- 
fpeft to the Tolls impofed on the carriage of dung by the Canal Companies, 
we do not feel ourfelves competent to decide whether they are capable of any 
modification with a view to facilitate the removal of Rreet dung or not, 
but fubmit the confideration of this queRion to thewifdom of Parliament ; 
obferving, that, as it involves not only the comfort and convenience of the 
Inhabitants of the City of Dublin, but the improvement of Agriculture in 
the Counties adjoining the Capital, we entertain confident hopes that the 
Companies who are intereRed (with a view to the objedis particularly com- 
mitted to their management) in fupporting thefe Regulations, will take a 
large and liberal view of the fubjedf ; and that the Canal Companies in 
particular, from a laudable view to promote the general advantage of the 
Country, may be induced to confider how far it may be pradticable for 
them to afford greater encouragement to the export of manure from 
Dublin. 

In England, the Capital in point of cleanlinefs, and the Country in its 
agriculture, have the advantage of fome local Regulations for the encourage- 
ment of the conveyance of manure, fuch as the following claufe of the 
14 Geo. III. c. 82. (Britifh.) 

“ Waggon, Cart, or Carriage employed only in Hufbandry, or carry- 
“ ing only manure or lime for the improvement of Land, or Hay, Straw, 
“ Fodder, or Corn unthrefhed (excepting Hay or Straw carried for fale) 
“ fhall be weighed at any weighing Machine.” 

It is earneRly to be wifhed, that a fimilar Regulation fhould be adopted 
in this Country. 

adly. It has appeared in evidence, that in confequence of the embar- 
raffed Rate of the Finances of the exiRing Corporation, they have not been 
able to afford to provide proper yards in convenient Rations for the purpofe 
of depofiting and piling their manure that they have no place whatfoever 
for that purpofe at the North fide of the City, and are at prefent under the 
neceffity of making ufe of the yard of Mr. William Clark, their Lighting 
Contradlor, at Arbour-hill, and of a piece of waRe ground, belonging to 
J. C. Beresford, Efq. near the CuRom-houfe, without receiving any com- 
penfation whatever. 

It likewife appears, that Rreet dung, when piled and dryed, has not 
heretofore produced to the Corporation more than at the rate of one Shil- 
ling and Four Pence per ton, but we have reafon to believe that higher 
prices are paid for it ; and a man of the name of Leonard Cornwall, who 
is Chief Infpedlor of Scavenging for the Corporation, and has been many 
years in their employment, has given it as his opinion, which we think has 
weight, and well deferves confideration — “ That if the Corporation had 
“ proper depofites in which to place the manure fo as to keep the Sca- 
“ venging Soil of the City in their own hands, they could get a higher price 
“ for it, and induce Contradtors to come forward, as at prefent many 

“ perfons 
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6< perfons having Land, who were Contradtors, decline offering beeaufe they 

“ can get the foil for nothing.” 

We therefore recommend, that the perfons who may be entruRed with 
the cleaning of the Rreets of Dublin, may be efpecially inflru&ed to pro- 
vide a competent number of yards for depofiting the Rreet dung in places 
convenient for carriage and export, and that means fhould be taken to notify., 
vto the Public as generally as poflible,. the fituation of fuch yards, and that 
they are provided with manure ; that faid perfons fhall be at all times 
provided with a fufficient number of carts to cleanfe at leaf; a large portion 
of the City themfelves, and to run upon fuch perfons as fhall contrail for 
the other parts. 

By thefe means the objedl of keeping the Streets clean will be at all 
events obtained, and a foundation will be laid for opening a more extenfive 
demand for an article which it is at prefent the IntereR of the Contradtors 
to depreciate by every means in their power. 

This Department has been attended with fo much lofs to the Corpora- 
tion, that though the Expenditure for Scavenging in money adtually paid, 
has amounted to the enormous fum of £.76,261. 17. 10. the produce of 
Dung fold has amounted to but £.945. 18. yk; and we have further to 
remark, that at prefent there is every inducement to the Scavenger to 
negledt the regular performance of his duty ; the longer it is fuffcred to 
remain in the Street, the more condenfed, and confequently the more valu- 
able it becomes; and the labour and expence of removal are in the 
fame proportion diminifhed. But the quantity is increafed fo.as amply to 
reward the Scavenger, by a partial removal of the dirt, while the nui- 
fance to the Inhabitants- remains without complete redrefs, and the injury 
to .the Pavement becomes irreparable. 

6th. The great increafe in the expence of Paving neceffarily fuggeRs a 
revifion of the Prices which the Corporation are empowered to demand by 
26. Geo. III. for new Pavement. The prefent Prices are utterly inadequate; 
and it appears from a former part of this Report, this has been one fource 
of the embarraffments of the exiRing Corporation, -and muR always be ex- 
perienced in confequence of every extenfion of the City until the prices 
.fhall be properly fixed: the amount of fuch prices mull depend on the Ryle 
of Pavement which may be adopted. 

There remains one important Branch of Enquiry, fuggeRed to us by Par- 
liament : 

“ What will be a reafonable Limitation .of the Expences of the 
“ ERablifliment in future ?” 

And we confider ourfelves well warranted in Rating, that if the Corpo- 
ration fliall be relieved from the Debt contradled in the manner pointed 
out in the 2d head of this Branch of our Report, and an adequate fum raifed 
for putting the Streets of Dublin into thorough repair, and for the conRruc- 
tion of proper Sewers where lame Riall appear neceflary, the prefent Reve- 
nues of the Corporation will be fufficient not only to preferve them m a 
Rate of repair, and to adopt all neceflary meafures for promoting cleanli- 
nefs, but perhaps gradually to lay the foundation of a finking Fund, which 

may 
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may ferve, under judicious management, to relieve the Citizens of Dublin 
from any new Tax which- may be impofed in order to meet the prefent 
.emergency. 

In order to make this pofition clear, we ;fhall firft take a view of the aug- 
mentation of Income which would refult from the arrangement we have 
ffuggefted. 

1 ft. The Funds of the Corporation would be relieved from 

the Payment of annual Intereft to the amount of - £. 2,820 — - — > 
2d. They would be relieved from all the Expences arifing 

out of poverty ------ 2,000 

.3d. Their Revenue, by improved Colledion, will be augmented 

from £. 600 to £. 800 - - - - 800 — - — 

'Total Augmentation - £. 5,620 — — 

And we conceive that this would furnifh an annual Income which, under 
a careful adminiftration, would be adequate to the ftated annual expence 
of the Corporation (though the Diftrid of St. Sepulchre’s, Thomas-Court, 
and Denore, Ihould be included within the jurifdidion thereof) for the 
following Reafons:: 

1 ft. Under all the difficulties of the exifting Coiporation the Floating 
Debt in nine years, from .1797 to 5th January 1806, has amounted to 
the .fum of £. 17,425. and no more (for, though the adual Unfunded Debt 
of the Corporation on that day will amount to £.22,425. yet, as they 
have paid off a fum of £.5,000. borrowed in the year 1790 out of their 
income, we think that fum fhould be deduded out of the eftimated 
Amount of the Unliquidated Debt when we are only computing the excefs 
of Expenditure above Income) making an average acceffion of Debt, 
in every year, of £.1,936. only; and we think it fair to conclude, that 
the fum expended by the exifting Corporation in paying Contradors for 
very imperfed repairs of ruinous Pavement, would be amply .fufficient, 
under the fyftem recommended in the former part of this Report, to keep 
the Pavement, once well executed, in repair; and that although the expence 
of Scavenging might be greater than thofe of the exifting Corporation for 
a few years, and until an improved lyftem ft all be thoroughly eftablifhed, 
we think it- clear, that by attention to the feveral matters already fuggefted 
by us, and by fuch other cautions as adivity and vigilance will not fail 
to fuggeft to the perfons who may be traded with the fupedntendence of 
-the Paving, Cleanfmg, and Lighting the City of Dublin, a confiderable 
laving will be .accompliftied in this article of expeace. 

adly. We are of opinion. That, after the principal Streets of the Liber- 
ties of ..St. Sepulchre’s, Thomas-Court, and Donore, ffiall have been put 
into thorough repair, and the neceffary Sewers conftruded, the Tax de- 
rived from thofe Diftrids of the City will be fufficient to defray the annual 
-expence of Lighting, Cleanfmg, and keeping .the Pavement in repair, 
within thefe Diftrids. 

It muft be remembered, however, that the foregoing Statement luppofes 
a fufficient fum of money railed to commence a thorough repair of all the 

ir. ' M principal 
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principal Streets, including thofe in the Liberties of St. Sepulchre’s, Thomas* 
Court, and Donore, on a plan that will afford a reafonable profpe& of per- 
manence and durability, and to condruft the neceflary Sewers in all parts 
of the City. 

What fum will be requifite for thefe purpofes, we have not data fufficient 
to afcertain at prefent ; thus much we are enabled to Rate with Pome con- 
fidence, that the fum of ‘Twenty thoufand Pounds , appropriated for fuch 
purpofes by the Act of 45 Geo. III. will not be fufficient ; and we wifh it 
to be explicitly underflood, that it will, in our judgment, be neceflary that 
the intefeft of the him to-be raifed, or borrowed, mud: be defrayed by a local 
Tax, foas to leave the exiding Funds of the Corporation free from all in- 
cmnbrances ; and the great inequality of Taxation that anfes from reforting 
to the Miniders Money as a dandard whereby to edimate the amount of 
other Taxes, induces us drenuoufly to recommend that fome other criterion 
of value fhould be reforted to in apportioning fuch new Tax, or at lead: 
that the valuation made of Houfes, with a view to afcertain the “ Miniders 
Money,” diould not be confidered as concludve evidence of value. 

In fome Paridies it may be perhaps found to be a fafe guide, in others 
not; and we beg leave to prefs this fubjeft upon the attention of your 
Excellency, and of Parliament, from a convidlion of its importance, not 
only with a view to the produftivenefs and facility ofcolleftion of fuch new 
Tax, but alfo to the general principles of equity which ought to prevail in 
■every inch arrangement, and with a view to enfure the Efficiency of the 
Funds, provided for the purpofes of Paving, Cleanfmg, and Lighting the 
City of Dublin; and to prevent an accumulation of Debt aridng from 
•contingencies which cannot now be forefeen, or provided againd. 

W 7 e beg leave to recommend, that it fliall be drongly imprefled upon 
the perfons who may be entruded with this department in future, that 
they are on no account whatever to contract Debts, or fuffer. the expences 
•of the Corporation to outrun their income, but that it will be their duty 
indantly to communicate to Government the exidence of any new, unex- 
pected, and unforefeen caufes, which may lead to increafe of expence or 
•embarraflments of any fort, in order to afford an opportunity to His Majedy’s 
Miniders and Parliament to apply fuch remedy, from time to time, as they 
fhall think fit. 



And having now fubmitted to your Excellency’s confideration the refult 
of the Evidence that has been laid before us, and fuch Remarks as have 
occurred to us thereon, we fhall conclude by obferving, That additional 
proviflons for guarding againd thefe inconveniencies which the Inhabitants 
of the City of Dublin have fo long complained of, from the date of their 
Streets, will neceflarily occur to fuch perfons as may be entruded with this 
Department in the courfe of their experience That it is only by a careful 
attention to the fafts which fuch experience may furnifh, that the Remedy 
for fuch evils can be rendered complete ; and we would therefore drongly 
recommend, that the perfons who may be entruded with the Paving 
Lighting, and Cleanfing of the City of Dublin, may be required every 
year to lay before the Lord Lieutenant for the time being, for the confl dera- 
tion 
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non of his Excellency, and of Parliament, a Report of their Proceedings 
containing a particular detail of any difficulties they may have encountered 
any deficiency of the ex.fi, „g Law, and fuggefting fuch Remedies as ma^ 
from time tune feem advifable and proper to be adopted ; and we think 
that fuch Report would not only be ufeful in itfelf, but highly fatisfaftory 
to the Inhabitants of the City of Dublin. 7 7

T • lft. It appears that thefe Books of Taxes or Rentalls are intended to contain the respec- 

tive rate of each Tax chargeable annually on every Houfe, Building, or Place liable to the 
Report from ^ and ^ each year ma de out preparatory to every 2 5 lh March, the period at which 
J.&J. Hendrick, t h e Taxes become payable, and the time from whence they have heretofore commenced 
v 'their annual Collection. 

That then luch of the Taxes as are left uncolledied, during any year, and which are Hated 
to be recoverable, are added to the Books of the enfuing year, under the head of Arrears ; the 
remainder is loft to the Corporation, the A& of the twenty-fixth of the King directing that 
no Houle or Place {hall be charged for more than two years arrears at any one time. 

Thefe Books or Rentalls are lodged in the Office of the Corporation, and the Collectors 
have each their Books correfponding therewith for the ufe of their rel'peclive divifions. 

... During the progrefs of the Coile&ion, it appears that Books containing the Receipts to 
•be iffued by the Collectors are delivered to each of them from time to time by the Ac- 
eomptant, to whom are returned the Checks remaining in the fame Books from whence 
the Receipts have been taken, together with a ftatemenl of the amount of Taxes received 
by the Collector, for fuch Receipts. . 

* That the Collectors pay money weekly to the Treafurer, on account of their Collection, 
and at the end of each' Quarter they ftaie their Account upon Oath, and pay the Balance 
thereof, deducting their Poundage. 

That a Clerk in the Officeof the Corporation takes the Checks above-mentioned, and polls 
into the Rental!. Books the amount of the Tax Hated to have been received thereby, which 
at the end of each year are tolled up by another Clerk, and the amounts thereof are an- 
nually brought into the Accounts of the Corporation, from the totals Hated in the Rentall 
Books. 

There' are alfo two other columns in thefe Books; one for the Arrears then due, the other 
for the amount of the Sums received on account of tliofe Arrears in the following year ; 
the difference between the two columns, if the tolls were correCily made (which we obferve 
is not the cafe in ionic inftances) would give the amount of the lot's in each year s Collection, 
but thefe differences do not appear to have been regularly noted or brought forward. 

Mr. Simon Br’igly in his Evidence agrees with thefe Statements, and adds, that there is 
no check on the Colle&ors, except as before-mentioned. 

It alio appears from the Evidence of the feveral Collectors, that the fame general conduct 
prevailed refpecting their Department as hereinbefore Hated. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

2nd. Thefe Tax Books being the foundations of the Colleftion, we beg with deference to 
fubmit our opinion, that Books for the collection of thefe Taxes might be better arranged 
than thofe delivered to us, and Ihould convey a more regular and explicit view oi the fitua- 
tion of every Houfe in each Street; and, we conceive, that a Colie&or having, only Inch 
Books as thofe referred to us for his guide, would find much difficulty to aicerlain the 
Houfes corre&ly, if he did not previoully poffefs fome knowledge of their filuation ; this 
has been proved by the evidence of Mr. John Colwell, who declares that fome Ioffes hap- 
pened in his colledtion from this caufe at his firff appointment. 

The valuation of Houfes for Minifters Money being the flandard by which the Paving and 
Lighting Taxes are affeffed upon Dwelling Houfes (there is another ftandard for affeffing the 
Taxes on other places) we have reafon to believe thefe Books require alfo fome amendment 
in that particular, the Minifters Money being in fome inftances not corre&ly ftated. 

But as the valuation of Houfes for Minifters. Money is a matter of much importance to 
the prefent cafe, as well as to other local Taxes, we beg to explain what is meant by that 
valuation as connected with local Taxes.- . . ‘ _ 

According to the exifting Adis of Parliament, the Paving and Lighting Taxes are rated 
or affeffed, so far as they relate to Dwelling Houfes, according to the valuation of (or mode 
• of valuing) each Houfe for the fupport of the Minifier within the refpedlive Parifhes. 

It has frequently come within our knowledge, and feeras to be generally admitted, that 
thefe valuations for Minifters Money of Houfes in Dublin bear no juft proportion to their 
true value, and differ very materially according to circumftances in the feveral Parifhes ; 
we learn that fome of them have been valued, upwards of fixty years, and find that, in 
many inftances, the Houfes fituated in the pooreft Parifhes, and in the pooreft part of 
other Parifhes, inhabited by peiTons of middling or poor circumftances, are valued, and of 
courf’e taxed, much higher than better Houfes in other parts of Dublin, inhabited by opu- 
lent perfons, fully able to bear the payment of whatever augmentation of Taxes might fall 
to their {hare by a more equitable and correct valuation of fuch Houfes. 

And as not only the Paving and Lighting Taxes, but the feveral other local Taxes of 
Dublin are affeffed according to the ratio of the valuation of Houfes lor Min. Hers Money; 
it is obvious that this unequal valuation of Houfes for Minifters Money leads to very 
great, and, in fome inftances, enormous inequality of Taxation; and chat as well with a. 
view to more 'effectual Colledtion of Revenue, as to the more equitable apportionment of 
Taxes on the Inhabitants of Dublin, the fubjedt is worthy the mtift ferious conficleration. 

We would have taken the liberty of enlarging more upon this fubjedt, and to have Hated 
feveral circumftances to prove this pofition ; but they are fo extenfive, and occur fo often 
in almoft every ftreetin Dublin, that confidering it not immediately requifite in the prelent 
enquiry to introduce at this moment fo extenfive a ftatement a 3 the detail of the various 
inequalities of valuation for Minifters Money would impole upon us; we have contented 

. ourfeivfs 
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.<ourfekes with (rating the evil ; and if at any future period it may be deniable to profecute 
a further enquiry, we will readily bring forward l'uch Statements upon this fubiedi, as our 
• experience will enable us to explain. 

We have obl'erved, from the Tax Books, that it was a frequent practice of the Col- ‘ 
letfors to receive the Tax for one year from perfons who owed two. The Collediors in V 
Alien- evidence give us a reafon for fo doing, that they fuppofed fuch perfons were then un- 
able to pay more; but this practice leaving too, much latitude for the dii'eretion of a Col- 
lector, we conceive it Should be fubjecft to fome control or regulation, cfpeciallv if the 
•iyftein of Suffering the Collediors to remain unchanged for feveral years' in the lame Divilion 
Should be perfevered in. 

Under the feveral circnmftances herein-hefore mentioned, refpecfting the Tax Books or 
dleb tails, and the Ioffes which appear to have arifen in the colicdcibh of the Paving and 
Lighting Taxes ; we have, in obedience to your particular commands on, this fubjedt, availed 
ourielves of the experience we obtained during the feveral years we have been employed in 
managing and arranging the collection of the 'fax for the Foundling Hofpital, arifni”- in a 
-Similar manner from the Dwelling Houles in Dublin, to draw fome companion between the 
.produce of the Taxes of each Institution, and to form the Statements we have made, and 
which follow. 

We have feledted the Books of the Paying and Lighting Taxes for the year ending the 25th 
March 1805, .becauS'e it appeared from the general Accounts furn idled” bv the Corporation 
that a greater Sum had been. colledted during this, period for Paving and Lighting Taxes 
than in any former year for the Jaft ten years ; and thefe Books being the beft evidence 
before ns, we compared them with the Books of the. Tax colledted for the Foundling Hos- 
pital for the year ending the 24th June 1S05, during which period no greater exertions were 
ufed in the collection of the Foundling Hofpital 'lax, than had been employed for Some 
years paft. 

And we here beg to obferve that thefe Taxes being made payable at different periods of 
the year, it was not poilible to make a defer companion, the periods not prccifely cor- 
responding iu commencement and termination. 

Upon the comparison thereof it appears that the Corporation for Paving, &c. have loft 
(beSides their other Ioffes of Taxes) during the year ending the 25th March 1805, the 
following Sums, charged on Houles which during this correlponding period had paid 
the Foundling Hofpital Tax, and which being then two years due to the Paving Corpora- 
tion, were irrecoverable by them after the 25th March 1805 ; viz.

This lofs lias arifen upon Dwelling Houfes only, exclufive of what may have arifen from 
Abe various other places fubject to Paving and Lighting Taxes, and not Subject to the 
Foundling Hofpital Tax, which is confined to Dwelling Houfes only. 

During the examination of thefe Books, the comparison has been made as favourable as 
poffible tor the Books of the Paving and Lighting Taxes ; we have endeavoured that it 
Should be as correct as poffible, and we believe it to be fo ; but the Statements in the one fet of 
Books not entirely agreeing with thole of the other, fome difficulties arofe which determined 
us to give up every doubtful point, and leave it out of the Account, and to bring no Ioffes 
into this Statement but fuch as arofe on Houfes that clearly appeared to have paid the Found- 
ling Hofpital Tax during the period above-mentioned. 

And as the Paving and Lighting Taxes , are greater than the Foundling Hofpital Tax, and 
from the inequality of the valuation for Minifters Money, upon which thefe Taxes are 
founded, it might be fuppofed that more difficult)' .would ante in the collection of the Paviqg 
and Lighting Taxes than in others of lefs amount ;

In compliance with your further directions that we fhould ftate the probable future annual 
amount of the Paving and Lighting Taxes, if collected in the beft manner, and the fums 
which it would be necellary to pay in Poundage to the Collectors, and to Hate an outline of 
the arrangement necellary for putting this department on an improved footing, and how 
far that which has been fuccefsfully adopted in the collection of the Taxes of the Foundling 
Hofpital for feveral years part may be taken as a model. 

We now beg to add, that it is impoffible at prefent to ftate from the books of the Paving 
and Lighting Taxes, with any degree of precifion, what would be their probable future 
annual amount, if collected in the belt manner. 

In order to afcertain the annual amount of thefe Taxes chargeable on the Public, it would 
be requifite to make out an entire new fet of Books for each Tax, in a correCt manner; and 
it might probably require the experience of a year or two completely to afcertain to what 
amount the Collection could be improved under judicious management. 

Hie Collection is certainly capable of much improvement, but without a very precife 
examination, we cannot venture at prefent to eftimate that improvement at a greater l'um 
than from <£. 600 to «£. 800 a year. 

Hie mode which has been fuccefsfully adopted in the collection of the Taxes of the 
foundling Hofpital for feveral years, is perfectly applicable to the management of the 
Paving and Lighting Taxes, and is as follows : 

The whole bufinels of the Foundling Hofpital Tax is under the management and controul 
of a Supervifor, who annually makes out the books for the collection of the Tax. He 
apportions the Parifhes relpeCtively to f'uch of the Collectors as feem molt qualified to do 
the bufinels belt, invariably changing them every year from one Parifh to another; the 
controul of them and the examination of the Accounts reft upon him, he is bound to 
report to the Board upon the ftate of the collection, and upon the conduCt of each Col- 
lector; and as his reports are always enquired into with attention, no Collector has been 
continued whom he had occafion to report againft.

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j This is briefly the outline of the practices which have contributed to improve fo much

J than' compenl'ate for any additional charge incurred thereby. 

With refpeCi of the Poundage for Collection, it does not feem that the fame analogy 
would apply ; the advantages to the Collector of the Foundling Hofpital Tax is lei's, and 
the trouble greater, in proportion, than to thofe of the Paving and Lighting Taxes ; the 
former having to refort to a greater varietyof places, much more extended from each other, 
within a circuit of two miles from the Caltle ; the collection of the Paving and Lighting- 
Taxes is confined to certain diftriCts within the Circular ltoad, where the Tax can be more 
eafily obtained, which with the large Sums paid for Public Buildings, renders it altogether 
more beneficial to that Collector; and when proper perfons as at piefent can.be found to 
colleCt the Foundling Hofpital Tax at Nine Pence per Pound, it is fuppol'ed that perfons 
equally proper would in a fimilar manner undertake the collection of the Paving and Light- 
ing Taxes lor each Parilh, at the general rate of from Six Pence Halfpenny to Seven Pence 
per Pound, which feems to be the average of the Poundage paid to thefe Collectors at 
prefent, under the regulation in which it is apportioned, namely, each of Six Collectors 
has feveral Parilhes ciafled together for his Divilion, from which he is leldom changed, and 
a Poundage is refpeCtively allotted for five of the fix Divifions, from Five Pence to Eight 
. , Pence per Pound ; the other Divilion at One Shilling and Five Pence per Pound (a ) ; each 

lit Divilion, 0 6' j s arranged according to the l'uppofed trouble in collecting fuch Divilion. But if the

" " n r throughout the Parilhes according to merit, the colled! ion would molt probably be better 

■Hh o -i done, and each Collector, if deferving, would be full as well compenfated at the end of the

The number of Colledtors to be employed would depend on circumftances, but it is 
generally fuppofed that the bufinefs is beft done when but few are engaged; the Poundage 
lieing lei's divided, the amount then falling to the fliare of each ColleCtor becomes a 
greater inducement to aCtive and proper perfons to undertake the bufinefs, and to go 
i through it with correCtnefs and alacrity ; audit is very probable that this bufinefs in the 

hands of four or five fuch Collectors, who would devote their entire time and attention to 
the duties of that employment, would be better done than in the hands of a greater 
number.

3dly, There are alfo feveral fums by way of Compofition annually charged upon the 
Corporation of the City of Dublin, which are regulated by the ACt of the 26th of Ilis 
prefent Majefiy ; viz. 

For Cleanfing the Streets of Dublin, £. 2,©oo per Annum. 

For Paving certain Parts of the City, £. 300 per Annum. 

The Corporation of the City of Dublin are alfo liable to pay £.50 per Annum for the 
Pavement round Stephen’s Green, and £. 20 per Annum for lighting the globes or lamps 
at the Manfion Houle, Tholfel, and Market Houfe. 

All thefe fums have been regularly paid by the Corporation of the City of Dublin, and 
included in the Annual Accounts of the Diredtors and Commiflioners for Paving, &c. as 
appears in the General Abftradt, in page 62, except in the inftance of >£.425, which in the 
year 1786 was included by miftake in the amount of Paving Taxes colledled during that 
period. The Sum of £. 50 for Stephen’s Green .has been latterly included in the Accounts 
of Taxes,, and received by the Tax Collectors. 

It appears that the laid Annual Compofition of £. 2,000 per Annum for Cleanfing, paid 
by the Corporation of the City of Dublin from the year 1784 to the 5th January 1805, 
has amounted to the lum of - -- -- -- -- .£.

CASUAL RECEIPTS. 

It alfo appears that feveral fums of Money have been received by the Paving Corpora- 
tion (arifing out of cafual circumftances, which are not regular fources of their Revenue) 
being paid from time to time towards reimburfing them for various expenditures previoufly 
made by them. 

We find it impoflible out of the Accounts before us to form an arrangement under dif- 
tinCt heads of fuch Receipts and Expenditures, or to make any ftatement to prove whether 
fuch traufaCtions have been attended with profit or lofs to the Corporation.

Several large Sums of Money having been borrowed and received by the Corporation for 
Paving, &c. on Debentures blued under the authority of ACls of Parliament iince their 
incorporation, we think it may be proper in this place to ftate the amount received, and the 
origin and nature of this Debt, and what the amount of the Funded Debt (exclufive of the 
Floating or Unfunded Debt) of the Corporation appears to be at prelent, together with the 
annual intereft payable thereon.

This Statement contains, in as concife a view as poffible, the amounts of the feveral 
Report from Receipts and Difburfements of tin: Diredtors and Commiffioners for Paving, &c. during each 
t jt , ■ ,, period of their Accounts, from the commencement of the Corporation in the year 1784 to 
J.i&J. J Iniand;. t | ie Q f January 1805, according as they are relpedtively hated in the Abltradts furniflied 
^ J -by them purfuant to Precept dated the 21ft Augult 1805; and as the refpedtive amounts 
therein correfpond with the tranicripts of the Accounts of the Corporation pafled from time 
to time with the Imprelt Commillioners, we have taken them as our guide to form this 
Ar rangement. 

We have alfo added, in pp.66 & 67, another general view of the fame Receipts and Pay- 
ments of the laid Corporation, feparately hating in diltincSt columns the amount. of Cafli 
received or paid for Debentures blued or paid off, and for fuch Bills or Notes as have 
appeared in the Public Accounts, to which there may be occaflon to refer, when the fub- 
jedt of the Floating or Unfunded Debts (hall be examined. 

We alfo think it may be necelfar-y to notice fome Errors which have at different times 
crept into and been continued in the Accounts of the Corporation, becaufe they interfere 
with making correct balances in fome of the Accounts under confideration. 

The firft Error we lhall notice is an overcharge to the amount of £. 300, which occurred 
in the Accounts of Mr. W m Bell. 

Mr. Bell was formerly concerned in the Lighting Contrails; and during his examination 
before this Board, he furnifhed Copies of his Accounts current for ten years with the 
Paving Corporation, which Accounts being referred to us, it became neeeffary that we 
fliould compare them with the Accounts of the Corporation pafled during that period with 
the Imprelt Commillioners, from whence it appeared that Mr. Bell having in the year 1793 
made application. 10 the Paving Board for fome payment, he then received their draft on 
their Treafurer for £. 300, drawn at four months date from 29th March 1793, which 
became due on the ill of Auguft 1793 ; the Accounts of the Corporation were then made 
up for the Imprelt Office to the 241I1 of June in each year, and although it was not their 
tuual cuftom 10 introduce the amount of tiny Payment made by draft on their Treafurer pay- 
able at any future day, until it became due and was paid, yet in this inltance it appears 
(that die payment of this Bill to William Bell for £. 300 due iff Auguft 1793, was in- 
cluded in the Accounts of the Corporation for the year ending 24th June 1793 palled with 
the Imprelt Commiffioners, and that the fame was again inferted in their lublequent 
Accounts for the year ending 24th June 1794, by which means the Corporation for 
Paving, See. had taken credit twice for the lame Sum. 

In order to afeertain whether this Sum relied with the Corporation or their Treafurer, we 
referred to his Accounts for that period, in which this Bill appeared to be charged only 
when paid. 

The fecond head of Error we lhall notice is the difcordance between the balances in the 
Accounts between the Corporation and their Treafurer, and thofe hated in the Accounts 
furniflied by the Corporation to the Imprelt Commiffioners to limilar periods. 

The feveral Accounts of the Treafurer with the Paving Corporation, from his commence- 
ment in the year 1785 to the 5th January 1805, haying been furniflied purfuant to 
Precept, we entered into an examination of them to fee how far they correi'ponded with 
the Accounts of the Corporation delivered at the Imprelt Office, from whence it lias ap- 
peared, as well as from other correfponding circumftances, that his Accounts were fur- 
nilhed to the Corporation every year, together with his vouchers for the lame, which 
when examined and compared by the Directors or Commiffioners, or by their Accomptant, 
she Accounts for the Commiflioners of Imprelt were arranged therefrom, and fent together 
with the vouchers received from him. 

.But as it appears that the refpedtive balances of the Treafurer’s Accounts did not agree 
with thefe Public Accounts, Mr. Samuel Greene, Infpedtor of the Accounts of the Cor- 
poration, was called upon to ftate the caufe of fuch differences. 

When he depofed, that the balances of the feveral Accounts delivered by the Corpo- 
ration for Paving, &c. to the Imprelt Commiflioners ought to agree with the balances ol 
the Accounts fluted between the laid Corporation and their Treafurer, “ Provided the Im- 
“ prell Commillioners made no difallowances or inlupers, however their levcral balances 
<f have not agreed, becaufe feveral Errors have crept into and been continued in the State- 
<c ments given by the faid Corporation to the Commiffioners of Account, and fome Anall 
“ Errors have happened in the Treafurer’s Accounts, and that he has made out an accurate 
** Statement of thefe feveral Errors, which afeertain the true balances of thefe, Accounts; 
<< and that if fuch Errors were properly arranged in the Accounts, the balance of the 

Treafurer’s Account and that of the Corporation with the Imprelt Commiflioners would 
• <f agree, if their former difallowances were admitted or regulated.” 

The faid Account of thefe Errors having lince been obtained by Precept, a Copy thereof 
is fubjoined in page 392, which will explain each particular Error. 

The third head of Errors we lhall notice is in the column of Taxes inferted in the 
foregoing General Statement in page 62. 

The feveral amounts of Taxes received as Hated therein have been taken from the Ab- 
ftracSls of the Receipts and Dilburfements of the Corporation, furniflied in anl’wer to the 
Precept of the 21 It of Augult. 

On a minute inlpection into the Accounts of thefe Taxes, it has appeared that fome 
Errors have taken place and have been continued uricorre&cd in the Accounts of the 
Corporation from whence the above-mentioned Abflradts were taken. One Error occurred 
in the year 3786, by including in the Account of Taxes the Sum of £. 425 received from 
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i e C o^T 0ra o° n of the Cl 7 of , DubIin as their Compofition for Paving. Another Error of I 

f; 1,8 7‘ 5 ‘ 8 ' *? mentioned ^ !>ave occurred, for which the Corporation overcharged them- Ra ' , 
ielves for Paving and Lighting Taxes 111 their Account with the Public of the 24th Re P°^ frorn 
June 1792, which, together wathfome other Errors in Taxes of leffer import, are included Hendrick. 
m the laid General Statement of Errors before mentioned. 

- Jt appears that the amounts of Poundage for the Col lectors of Taxes have can fed fome 
irregularities m the Statements taken from the fuel Abftracis, as in feveral inftances they 
have been flowed to pay ihemfelves by deducing the amount of their Poundage out of 
tlie Sum collected by them, m which cafes the balances of laid Taxes, after dedudiim the 
Poimdage, have on .y appeared in the Public Accounts, without diftinguilhing the amount 
of Tax colledled or the amount of Poundage paid. b 

But as the Abftra&s of the Receipts and Dilburfements of the Corporation did not <nve 
an explicit view of the amount colledled, it was found necefiary to call, bv Precept of°tbe 
24U1 September, for a particular Account of the leveral Taxes collected durinc each 
vear ending every 25th Ma.rch, being the annual period, for elofmg the Accounts of 
faxes, which is the Account copied in page 57, and having been ftated by Mr. Greene to 
oe Correa and e.vclulive of all Errors and deductions for Poundage, it has been taken bv 
us accordingly as our guide in the feveral Statements we have inaderefpeiSling the Taxes. 

Ihe feveral other Errors mentioned in the Evidence of Mr. Greene are fully let forth in 
the Statement before-mentioned, and he has ftated if their amounts were accordingly in- 
cluded m the 1 ubhc Accounts of the Corporation, that the balance thereof vvoulcf a^ree 
■with the balance of the Treafurer’s Accounts on the 5th of January 1805. ° 

Therefore if the total, amount of thele Errors were regulated in the Public Accounts 
it feems that inflead of the balance of £.g68. 9. 1.. which appeared in the Accounts of 
toe f av i n g Corporation furniflied to the Impreft Coinmiflioners to remain in favour of the 
rubhc on the 5th January 1805, it would appear that a balance of /. 1,100. 2. 1. 

would be m favour of the Paving Corporation, and which is the exact balance which 
appeal's by the Accounts of the Corporation to remain due by them on that day to their 
Treat urer. J 

But before we conclude this fubjedt, we think it ncceiTarv to remark that thefe Errors 
we have alluded to feem to have been mere Errors of the perfons then employed to 
arrange the Accounts of the Corporation, and are brought forward to your notice merely 
on account of the influence they, neceflarily had on the balance of the Public Accounts as 
we have already ftated. '

BILLS or -KOTE& 

As for the tranfa&ions of the Paving Corporation with refpeft to Bills or Notes, it an- 
pears that they are of a twofold nature : 

lft. Bills drawn on the Treafurer which were immediately difeounted, and on which 
no charge, except forDilcount, appears in the Treafurer’s Accounts ; thefe are the Bills 
let forth in the Statement in pp. 63. 65, 66, 6c 07, and are the only Bills which appear 
in the Accounts with the Imprelt Commillipners. 

2nd. Bills at long dates drawn on the Treafurer and pafled in payment of Accounts due 
bv the Corporation to the leveral perfons who had dealings with them, and on which the 
lreaiurer charged a commillion of three per cent, lince the 28th November 1800. 

This clafs of Bills does not appear in any column of the Public Accounts. The entry of 
the reipedlive payments to fuch perfons who might have been paid by inch Bills, does not 
uiltinguiih whether the payment was made to them by Bill or Cafh. 

Our knowledge of this branch ol the trail ladtions of the Corporation was derived from the 
■examination of the Treafurer -and liis Clerk, and from his Accounts with the Corporation, 
m which laid Bills appear to have been regularly charged when paid. 

EXPENDIT U R E S. 

re *P et ^ °f Several funis contained in the- foregoing Statement, as llie Accounts of 
the Dilburfements ot the Paving Corporation, we beg to make a general remark, as relating 
•to the whole ; namely, that thele feveral lums are merely the payments made by the Corpo- 
lation during each period of the Accounts, without leparately diltinguilhing whether for 
<lebts prcvioully due by them, or for expences incurred within that period. 

It does not appear in any of the Accounts that the actual expence of the Corporation, 
during each of thefe periods, has been' diftinguiihed ; and Mr. Greene, their Accomnlant, in 
his Lvidence, dates, that it would not be in his power to make out an Account of the amount 
of the Floating Debt, or of the exceeding* of the expence of the Corporation above their 
income at the dole of -each paft year; and that the Accounts delivered to tiie Commillioners 
■of Imprelt contain only the amounts of Cafh adlualiy paid. or. received within the periods of 
luch Accounts relpedtively, but do not include the actual expence of fuch period. 

rroin whence it is evident, that at this time no other than a General Statement of their 
wnole expence, during the entire period of their Accounts, can be made out.

Having already obferved that the Accounts from whence this Statement has been taketl 
■did not convey <;xplicit information upon each i'u bjeet, as fome of the payments were not 
kept within their own clafs, but intermixed throughout others ; we could not afcertain the 
adtual amount of each Expenditure any further than we have done by carrying into this 
Arrangement the amounts of each clafs, as we found them in thefe Abllradts from the Cor- 
poration ; and as their refpedtive amounts, according to their Abltradls, will be found in this 
General Arrangement, there does not feem to be any particular observations for us to offer, 
except that the manner of regulating the feveral Fines impofed upon the Contractors for 
Scavenging and Lighting-(as hereinbefore mentioned in page 63) bv deducting them from 
their rel'pective Accounts, and entering the balances only in the payments, has, in many 
inftances, prevented the real charge for fuch Contracts, or the real amount of luch Fines 
from appearing, which perhaps might have been better explained if the total amount of 
each had been arranged leparately in each fide of their Accounts.

FLOATING OR UNFUNDED DEBT. 

As we mentioned the difficulty of forming an Account of the leveraf expences, or of the 
Floating or Unfunded Debt of the Paving Corporation at the end or any particular period, 
we will now Rate the amount of their feveral Expenditures, with the amount of the Debts 
■due, fo as to give a general view of their total expences, and to deduce from as far back as 
poffible a progreffive view of their Floating or Unfunded Debts, that we may Rate the 
aggregate amount of them together, with their Funded Debts at the prefent day. 

it appears from the feveral Accounts, as well as from the Evidence of perlons examined, 
that the Corporation generally had money fufficient in the Bank, or their Treafurer’s hands, 
to enable them to pay with regularity the feveral perfons with whom they had dealings, until 
about the year 1790 or 1791, when it appeared that, under the power granted to them by 
the A6t of the 30th Geo. III. they had occafion to increafe their Funded Debt, by 
^borrowing the Run of £. 5,000 on Debentures, which ieem, by their obfervation annexed to 
the Account of the expence of Sarah’s Bridge, to Lave been borrowed upon the occafion of 
that building, then going forward. 

And it alio appears, from the Evidence of their Treafurer, that in the years 1791 and 1795 
•they had occafion to borrow the fum of <£.4,000 and <£.2,000 on private fecurities, through 
■the medium of their Trealnrer, and that about the lit July 1793, the Corporation commenced 
-the practice of drawing Bills ofi Exchange on their Treafurer, payable at Lome diftant day, 
■and given them in payment to perlons having demands on them, when they had not money 
in hands to pay as ufual, which practice has been fince continued. 

It appears that from tire year 1790 the Paving Corporation received the following Grants 
from Parliament, force of which were -larger than they had heretofore uiually received ; viz.

Q ■ — When had you the firft. connection with the Paving. Board, and how ? 

A . — In 1789 fucce'etleci in partnerfbip with Mr. Wettray, after the death of Mr. Bpfhell, . 
and- continued in partnerlhip with Mr. Wettray until his death, about 1802 from thence he 
waS foie Contractor for the whole City. 

When Wettray and Clarke contracted for 1797' and ' 1 79$' the pried -for- the former year 
was X . 1.-30.V for the latter £-i- 6 ;, but does not know or recollect if any competition for 
the contraCt-prices pf lighting in 1801 and 1802, £.1.14. &. ■, and in A 803, .when Mr.. 
Clarke becanie foie Contractor, the price was £. 1. 9. 

Allows that the difference of price might arife from competition in the market, or the 
price of oil, or both. 

Price of lighting in 1804, '£. 1 . 13. Says the advance was on account of the price of oil 
principally,- and alfo of other materials. 

Price of lighting in 1805, £. 1. 14. Tf:. Says no great difference in price of materials 
ufed, but charged fuch advance to reconipence him for the lofs of iritereit of money due to- 
him by the Corporation at the commencement of that ContraCt. - 

In 1 803; 1804, and 1805, believes there might be fome Contractors propofing for the two 
firft years, but does not know of any Contractors propofing for the lalt year, nor for the 
preient year. : Says the Commiflioners did advertife for Contracts. 

, That to elucidate the above Evidence, he fays he has been paid a part of- his Contracts by 
Bills drawn on Alderman Sankey, their- Treafurer, at three and four months, and fometimes- 
longer, which Bills were ufelels to him until nearly due, and then lie was obliged to pay 
difeount on them when he wanted the money. 

That he is fatisfied and believes- if the Directors and Commiflioners paid punctually in 
cafli there would be competitors in the market, and confequently the prices lower.

Mr. William- Clarke, foie Contractor of Lighting, attended, and continued his exa- 
mination. 

lie faith, That in the year 1789 there were four InfpeCtors of Globes, and that for fome 
years back the number of InfpeCtors-has been increafed to eight.

6 per cent, on thefe fums was regularly paid to you by the houfe of Leighy 
an.d Biaquiere till Edward Leighy died, and that finqe that time the interest has been paid 
to you by the houfe of P. B. Biaquiere, the laft receipt to him being- for intereft up to the 
.lft of Auguft 1804; that in the fummer 1804 you demanded payment of your money, and 
gave notice to Mr. Warren, my Attorney, that. you fhould put thefe bonds in liiit againft 
me, and that in the month of November in that year I executed deeds, aligning to you fo 
much of mv income as lhould ditch arge -the debt ; namely, an order on the XVeafury to 
receive my Penfion from the 25th December. 1805, until both bonds fhould be difeharged.

States, that during foine years ago, previous to about the year 1802, the Fines were- 
dedudled out of payments for his Contrabf, that fince that period he has -paid in money

Saturday, igth October 1805. 

William Clarke> Contractor .for Lighting., continued his examination on oath. 

Saith, that the principal- part of the dirt collected by the Corporation for Paving from 
all parts, as- well from the north as the foitth fide of the City, when Arbour Hill is the molt 
convenient place, is at prefent depofited in a yard he has there. 

He pays no confideration for the fame; and a Contractor for Scavenging, David Don- 
nelly, finding it moil convenient, aifo drops there fome part of the l'cavenging foil he- 
collects- in the lots he eleanfes. 

He pays twenty guineas a year for the yard in which the dung is laid, which he took 
for his own convenience when he was a Contractor for Scavenging ; there is alfo an ex- 
pence in throwing it up; and, upon the whole, he would not give £. 40- a year to the 
Cofporation for the foil left there for him. 

He believes that moftly all the depots for laying down the fcavenging foil are within- 
the Circular Road. 

The queftion alked- Mr. Clarke on Wednefday the nth of September laft being now read 
to him, together with the anfwer he then made thereto, being as follows: 

Q . — Did Mr. Clarke lend any money to arty other of the DireClors or Cammiffioners 
at any time fubfequent to the commencement of his Contract for Lighting? 

A . — He did ; but declined mentioning any- perfon’s name. — 

He was now called upon to Hate the names of any. DireCtor or Commiffioner for Paving 
to whom he had lent any money lince the commencement of his dealings with the 
Corporation. 

He anfwered, that he did lend money to Mr. James Orm fbv, who was then a Commif- 
fioncr, who now owes him to the amoun t of about £. 1,000 principal by his bond, for which 
he has judgment entered ; there is fome inlerelt due thereon, but he does not recollect 
how. much. 

Mr. Clarke declares that he has not lent money to any Director or Commiffiefter on their 
bond, except to Lord De Biaquiere and Mr. Drtlflby ; that Tome of them have owed him. 
money in the courfo of his trade as a brewer, but which has been- moftly paid. 

Mr. Clarke further ftates that the fu.in of £■ 1,000, or thereabouts, due to him by Mr. 
James Ormfoy, was lent to him in Imaller fums from time to time, without any fecurity, 
except Tometimes-he gave- him notes for the money when lent; but previous to Air. Ormfoy 
going to England, he fettled the account with Mr. Clarke, and gave him his . bond for the 
aniquift before, dated. 

Mr. Clarke ftates that he has alfo lent money at different limes on noles bf Mr. Mitchel,.- 
fo.r IVnall fums, but they have been paid. 

Mr. Clarke did not lend any money to any other Dire&or or Commifiioner.

Wiliiaar Bell attended, fworn, and depofeth. 

<3 — If lie contracts at prefent to light any part of Dublin ? 

A . — 'The Liberty of Saint Sepulchre's.

A —To light on the fame terms as thofe paid by the Corporation for Paving, &c. and i& 
leave it to the Senelchal and Grand Jury to regulate the further allowance for the fame. 

G.— Is it part of his Contra£ to light the lamps from fon-fet to fun-rife? 

. ** !s ' exprefiecl irt the ContraiSf, but at prefent he begins to light abont half pafl 

fx- o clock, and the lamps are generally lighted at half paft feven, and he believes continue 
Burning until the morning twilight, and -that he confiders himfelf bound to keep the lamps 
lighting train twilight in the evening until the morning twilight ; penalty threepence for 
each lamp that goes out and remains unlighted for one hour.

1800 was appointed Book-keeper ; fucceeded Mr. Davis, who, he thinks, is a Captain in the 
Army of'Relerve ; thinks Mr. Davis was leven years in the employment 

The duties of his office are to infpe# all the Bills and Accounts which may be prefented 
for payment, and to fee that they are agreeable to Contra# and the orders ot the board ; to 
keep the different other Accounts of the Corporation, and the Colle#or’s Accounts. 

He keeps a regular and cliilin# Account of all Money paid and received, and there have 
always been fuch Books kept in the Office ft nee his appointment; he received the Books ot 
Accounts belonging to the Corporation from his predeceffor.

amount of the Floating Debts, or exeeedings of Expence of -the Corporation above their 
Receipts, at the dole of each patt year ?

ration are lodged in the Impreft Office at the clofe of eacli year’s Accouuts; a great 
number 01 the charges are for different years running into each Accouut. 

Q j) oes the Corporation for Paving ever give Bills on their Treafurer, to perfons for 

their Accounts, when there is money in the Trealurer s hands ? 

J, —They have done fo. 

He Hates that the Accounts delivered to the Commiffioners of Impreft contain only the 
amounts of calh actually paid and received within the periods of l'uch Accounts refpe#ively, 
but do not include the actual expence of Inch period. 

Monday the 14 tk October 1805. 

Samuel Green, Infpe#or of Accounts, attended and continued his examination on oath. 
That the outftanding' Bills drawn by the Board on the Treafurer, and remaining unpaid on 
the 2Qth September 1805, amounted to the fum of 553 10.10. 

The Accounts are furniffied by the Treafurer to the Corporation every year up to tlie 
period of doling the Public Accounts, and then examined by the Board ; the irea Hirer 
delivers up the vouchers for the purpofe of their being delivered to the I uipreit Office ; former y 
difeharges upon fuch Accounts were given by the Board for the latisfaction of the ireaiurer, 
but not latterly. , , ,, 1 

The Accounts of the collection of Taxes are made up every quarter by the bo I lectors, anu 
fworn to by them refpectively ,• the Accounts are examined by Mr. Green; the Collectois 
deliver into the Office the Books containing the cheques of the receipts cut out by them, 
the amounts of which are refpectively pofted into Rental Books ; the Collectors are cliaige 
with the lum collected thereby, and getting credit for the fums paid in c uring each quarter, 
they then pay the balance of the lame; Mr. Brigley pofts the Rental Books from the cheques 
of the receipts ; Mr. White totts up the Rental Books, and tlie amounts thereof are annua y 
brought into the Accounts of the Corporation from the totals ft ated in toe rental Books ; no 
Account is taken of the Ioffes every year, the totls at the end of the Books only ihewingtne 
Jols ; tiie Board dire# the Colle#ovs to make a return previous to every 25th March in eacu 
year of the probable lofs of the Taxes for Paving and Lighting, which orders he conceives 
have been generally complied with, and that the Accounts remain in the Office, and tnai 
the Dite#ors and Commiffioners of Paving, &c. have examined the Collectors minutely 
iefpe#ing thefe Returns* 
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Tuefday the r$th OBober 1805. 

Samuel Green attended purfuant to order, and continued his examination on oath. 

He Hates that a Committee of the Commiflioners of the Paving Board, con filling of 
Hugh H. Mitchell, Robert Alexander, and Richard Cane, Efquires, about the month of 
April 1803, were appointed by the Board to inveftigate the Books and Accounts of Mr, 
Daniel Farrell, then Collector of the Taxes for the firfiand fecond divifion ; this Committee 
made a Report to the Board, which is entered at large in the proceedings. 

In confequence of their Report, he believes, Mr. Daniel Farrell was removed from his 
Collediorfhip by the Board of Directors, and he believes that Mr. Daniel Farrell was called 
before the Committee of Commiflioners at the time of their inveftigatiou to explain his 
Accounts, and defend himfelf. He does not recoiled! having heard that Mr. Farrell ever- 
applied to have are-hearing; the order for his removal appears upon the Books; he does not 
recoiled! to have heard that any re-hearing took place either by the Dirediors or Commil- 
fioners, although it might have taken place at the time when Mr. Farrell was appointed Store- 
keeper by the Dire&ors in September 1803; if any fuch took place, it (hould appear on the 
■books of the Dired!ors; Mr. Farrell’s books, at the time ot his removal, were lodged in the 
Office in the ufual way, he having doled his colledlion for the year ending the 25th March 
.1803, and another Collector was appointed to fucceed him, who was ofl eourfe furuilhed with 
new Collecting Books; he never heard that the appointment of Mr. Farrell as Storekeeper, 
■by the Dired!ors in September 1803, was given to him as a compenfation for the hardihip 
and injury he f'uflained by being deprived of the employment of Colledlor. He does not 
•recoiled! to have defired Mr. Farrell to go to the Trealurer to get back the twenty pounds he 
had paid to him by order ot the Board, for the Tax received by him from the Lying-in HofpitaJ, 
and which he had not accounted for at the time of collediion, nor does he recoiled! having 
written a letter to Mr. Farrell to that effedt. He believes the inveftigatiou before the Sub’ 
■committee was caufed by the Imprefl Commiflioners, Hating, that it appeared Mr. Farrcl 
had received the faidTax, for which he alledged he forgot to cut out a printed receipt from his 
Cheque Book The Rental Books are prepared for the collection to commence immediately 
after the 25th March in each year. The Taxes Hated in the cheques of the Receipt Books to 
have been received by the Colledtors, are polled into the Rental Books by Mr. Brigley, in which 
he has latterly been aflifled by Mr. Wade ; the cheques of the receipts returned by the Col- 
ledtors ; Mr. Green takes the amount of the Taxes collected from the Statement made at the 
back of thei'e Receipt Books, when delivered to him by the Clerk, who polls the amounts of 
the receipts into the Rental Books ; he examines the Collectors Accounts returned quarterly, 
to which the Colledtors are fworn before the Board, and he fees that the balance has been 
duly paid to the Trealurer after deducting tlie Colledtor’s poundage, or any overpayments 
•either made by him or any inhabitant. 

Tuefday the 22d OBober 1805. 

Samuel Green attended, and being further examined, depofeth : 

He does not recoiled! having given the Connniffion to Mr. Ebling, as Colledtor, it not 
being within the duties of his office fo to do. He does not remember having exprefled 
furprife at his accepting the Commillion on the terms of paying half the poundage to Mr. 
Thomas King, though he might have done fo. He acknowledges to have delired Mr. 
Vance to pay half of his poundage of the fix tit divifion for the ufe of Thomas King, who 
was joint Colledtor with Wharton in the fourth divifion, and this he did by directions of Lord 
Pe Blaquiere, and he fuppofes the reafon of fuch direction was becaule Thomas Kiim was 
join Collector with Wharton, and received half the poundage from him. 

He Hates that any money which appeared to have been received by Thomas Wharton and 
not accounted for was afterwards received from his fureties, and that l'ome time after 
Wharton failed, a Mr. Edwards, then living in England, was offered the employment of 
joint Colledtor of the fourth divifion by the Directors, which he refufed, in confequence 
ot which Mr. King came over to and remained in Dublin for a few months. He never 
knew that Mr. Thomas King did any duty as Collector ; no Books were ever ill'ued to him for 
that purpole, and he believes Mr. King had leave of abfence from the Board. 

He believes that the acting Collector under the circumfiances before mentioned was the 
perfon called upon to give fecurity. 

Saturday the 26th 0 Bober 1805. 

Samuel Green attended, and being further examined, depofeth : 

Mr. Green being alked if the balances of the feveral Accounts delivered 03- the Corpo- 
ration for Paving, &c. to the Impreft Commiflioners flioulcl not agree with the balances of 
the Accounts Hated between the laid Corporation and their Treafurer; he lavs they 
ought to agree, provided the Impreft Commiflioners made no difallowances or inl'upers; 
however, their feveral balances have not agreed, becaufe feveral Errors have crept into 
and been continued in the Statements given by the faid Corporation to the Commiflioners 
of Account, and l'ome fmall Errors have happened in the Treafurer’s Accounts; and de- 
ponent further faith, that he has made out an accurate Statement of thei'e feveral Errors, 
which afeertains the true balances of thei'e Accounts, and that if fuch Errors were pro- 
perly arranged in the Accounts, the balance of the Treafurer’s Account and that of the 
Corporation with the Imprefi Commiflioners would agree, if their former difallowances 
were admitted or regulated. 

And 
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And Mr. Green being now defired, he produced the Statement of the Errors he al-. 
ludes to. 

He aifo ftafes, that the Treasurer's Accounts with the Corporation, and the vouchers 
thereof, are furniflied either annually, or at fuch (h or ter periods as required, to correfpond 
with the dates of the Accounts for the Imprefi Office, and that the laid Accounts when 
delivered in from the Treaftlrer have generally been examined by the Board, but always by 
deponent ft nee his appointment, according to the duties of his office ; but deponent cannot 
affign any reafon why the certificate ufually granted to the Treafurer after tiie examination 
ot his Accounts, has not latterly been given to him, except that feme ■•fin all Errors in the 
Treafurer’s Accounts, which deponent ftated to the Board, were the caufe of fuch certi- 
ficate not being given ; and deponent having produced the find Statement to the Clerk of 
the Treaturer, he admitted that fuch Errors had been made therein, but deponent cannot 
fay why they have not been rectified. 

Monday the 2 d December 1805. 

Mr. Green was called upon to ftate what was the items which compofe the fever al ex- 
pen fes that are included under the head of Wages and Allowances in the Return made by 
the Paving Corporation to Precept of the 2d November lafi, with refpeil to Salaries, 8cc. 

His anfvver is, that lie muft refer to the parchment roils from which he took thele totals; 
he can take upon himfeif to fay thus much upon memory, that they included allowances 
to the two head Infpedtors of Scavenging, for provender for horfes, and a charge under 
the head of Paving to the Overleer of Hoads, and iund-ry allowances to feveral perl’ons 
cafually employed who have no conuniffions, and does not include the expenfe of the 
allowance ot great-coats, hats, boots, (words, and fire-arms. 



Saturday 2iji September 1805. 

Philip OrmJbxj. Philip Ormfby, Contractor for Paving the weft part of the fifth divifion, attended, fworn 
and examined. 

Saith, he has a Contrail with the Corporation for Paving, &c. to pave on the weft part 
of the fifth divifion, and a fecond Contrail for one half of the Coomb, the City part; fays 
his Contracts are each for three years, one at £. 550 per annum, the other at £. 25. 6. 8. 
for keeping the pavements in repair. He found the fireets at his commencement of thofe 
Contracts in tolerable good repair ; he has done work for the Corporation prior to thefe 
Contracts, which was running or jobbing work. He never has received or read his prefent. 
Con trails, though he figned them when he was called upon by the Corporation, and de- 
clares that lie does not know the conditions of them. There was now read to him a certain 
part of his Contract, namely, “ that part which provides that he lliall pave with round or 
“ pebble ftones, of not more than fix inches or lefs than three inches diameter, to be laid 
“ in a bed of found, frefli, well-lcreened gravel, of four inches in depth at lcaft, and not 
“ the old bed or foil, which he engages to remove and convey away as the work goes 
“ on and being afked if he complied therewith, he thinks he has complied with part of 
the Contract, except that which relates to the bed of gravel, inflead of which he ufes lime, 
rubbifh, and a linall quantity of gravel on the iurface of it; when the pavement is finilhed, 
he covers it with gravel, only removing the coarfer part of it with the fhovel ; lie is badly 
paid for his work, the Corporation now owing him about £. 700 (for his own Contrail) 
that of his deceafed brother-in-law. Pal. O'Brien, to whom he is executor, and whofe 
Contract he is fulfilling, after giving him a bill at nine months for £. 150. and one at four 
months for £. 150, and £. 50 paid in cafli. 

He always obtained a certificate from the Supervifor, at the foot of his bill, that the work 
was 'in good order; but cannot 1 fay whether the Supervifor was fworn by the Board or not 
to fuch effeil. When he paves over main pipes, or repairs any breaches made by the Pipe- 
water Committee, for their works, he receives the fame payment of 6|d. per yard, and 110 
more, which the Pipewater Committee pays to the Corporation for Paving, according to 
the bills furniflied every three months ; that he confiders the powers vetted by law in the 
Corporation of the City of Dublin, or the Pipewater Committee, to break up at their 
option the fireets, for the purpofe of the Pipewater Works, highly injurious to tiie fireets in 
his divifion, and is a principal means of keeping them out of order. 

That if he was regularly paid he would be more ailive, and in doing his work better, be- 
caufe the want of money prevents him from employing fuch perfons as are able to do the 
work in the beft manner; he was never fined under his Contract,' but- the Corporation let 
men to run on his work, for which he expeils they will charge him, and has been here- 
tofore charged for fuch.

<Soyle Field. Boyle Field attended, fworn and examined. 

Saith, that lie has a Contract with the Corporation for Paving, to pave and keep in repair 
certain fireets in the third divifion ; has been a Contrailor for twelve or fourteen years 
back ; his prefent Contrail is for three years, ending 13th December 1805, al £. 952. 19. 3. 
per annum; he found fome of the fireets at the commencement of this Contrail in good 
repair, and others in very bad repair ; he has read his Contrail, and knows the covenants

Monday the 23d September 1805. 

James Middleton attended, fvvorn, and depofeth : 

That he is firft Supervifor of the firft divifion for paving, feavenging, and for nuifances, 
and for granting licenfes for opening ground; he has been near twelve years in that em- 
ployment in the fame divifion ; has no other employment under the Corporation ; has £. 40 
(alary, and £. 30 gratuity ; this employment takes up his whole time; has received inftruc- 
tions from the Board to fee that the works are done according to Contract, abfiract of which 
Contra& is potted up in the Paving Houle, which ContraCi. for Paving declares, that the 
Contra&or lb all pave with round or pebble ftones, of not more than fix inches or lei's 
“ than three inches diameter, to be laid in a bed of found, irefh, wcll-fcreened gravel, of four 
“ inches in depth at leaft, and not in the old bed or foil, which he engages to remove and 
“ carry away as the work goes., on faith that this part of the Contract never was fulfilled, 
the Contractor alledging that three times the linn would be fcurcely fufficient to execute the 
fame ; allows he never reported thefe circumitances to the Board ; he never was fvvorn to 
execute the directions of the Board fo far as relates to the Paving Contracts, but has been 
l'worn not to take bribes ; that if the Contractor put two inches of gravel under the work, 
without carting away the under bed, he conceives the work not badly done, according to 
the general practice ; and, if the ftones were inch a fize as he could approve of without 
taking the dimenfions of them, he thinks the work was better done at the commencement of 
his employment than at prefent, as.he believes the Contractor of his diftriCt now ui’es as little 
gravel as lie can. 

When lie finds fault with the work as not being done to his fatisfaCtion, the Contractor 
•replies if he was paid his money due he would do the work better. 

He believes that part of his divifion is not fo well cleanled at prefent as it was forne years 
ago, and thinks the imperfeCt feavenging prevents the pavement from being kept in good 
•order, as the .water lying on it injures the pavement. ■ It is a part or his duty to fee that the 
inhabitants {weep before their doors before a certain ‘hour in the morning, and to fine 1'uch as 
•do not comply ; acknowledges that in his divifion it was better clone lali winter than any 
■winter prior thereto ; he cannot ar.lwer to what amount the Fines for footways nncleanfed 
may amount to ; he has feen the pavement in his divifion in a worfe ftate than ic is at prelent, 
.and hehasl'een it better, at prefent he confiders it in tolerable order ; he confiders the Itreets 
to be intolerable order when there are no deep ruts in them, that is, from three inches to a 
foot deep; he confiders himlelf able to do the duty of bis divifion by himlelf, if he ufed n 
good deal of additional exertion. He confiders the repairs for the Pipewater Vv orks to be 
very injurious to the pavements; when he receives money from the inhabitants for licenfes 
to break up ftreets or footways, he does not return the money to the Corporation, but retains 
the money in his hands to pay the Contractor when the work is done, palling the inhabitant 
an accountable receipt at the foot of the licence. He pays the Contractor as foon as the 
bill is furniflied, invariably returning the furplus (if any) to the inhabitant, or receiving the 
difference if not a fufficiency lodged. 

He was appointed upon the recommendation of Lord Carhampton. 

Tuefday the 24 th September 1805. 

James White. James White' attended, fvvorn, and depofeth : 

That he is firft Supervifor of the fecor.d divifion ; has been above eleven years in this 
employment; has no other employment under the Corporation; has *£.40 a year Hilary, and 
a gratuity optionally given of £. 30 a year ; has no fees or other emoluments whatfoever; 
this employment occupies all his time. 

AbftraCls of the Contracts are potted up in the room at the Paving Houfe ; has received 
directions from the Board to fee the works arc done agreeable to find Contracts ; he knows 
that the Contracts for Paving ftate that the Con traCtor fhal! “ pave with round or pebble 
“ ftones, of not more than fix or lei’s than three inches in diameter, to be laid in a bed of 
“ found, frefti, well-fattened gravel, of four inches in depth at leaft, and not in the old 
“ bed or foil, which he engages to remove and carry away as the work goes on ;” but lie 
never faw this part of the ContraCt fulfilled, as the Contractor cannot, nor never attempts 
that depth of gravel, or. that feleCtion of ftones ; the Contractor always removes and draws 
away the old bed or foil in his divifion. He has not reported the deficiency of gravel or 
ftones, becaule the Board was in poffeftion of it. 

At the time of his appointment he was {worn to an oath of office, that the Contractors 
fliould ufe good materials, and on his negleCt of tiling fuch to report to the Board, and 
latterly has been (worn not. to take bribes, &e.; he has reported from time to time that the 
Contractors have done their work well, and fometimes he nas reported that it has not been 
done well, hut does r.ot grant a certificate until lie fees the work in good order. 

He did certify that his divifion was in good order early laft month ; he calls the pavement 
in good order when a foot pafienger cannot be incommoded, and when a carriage can go 
with fafety ; he only certifies every three months, and then finds the pavement in the order 
he deferibes. He would be able to do the bufinefs himlelf in fummer, but does not con- 
ceive he would in winter, there is Inch a multitude of nuifances in winter he could not do 
it effeCfually without affiftanee ; yet allows there is an InlpeCtor of Nuifances at each fide 
of the river at £. 100 per annum each; lie thinks the paving work is now as well done as 
at the commencement of his employment; his divifion is better cleanfed for fome months 
latterly than it has been heretofore, and allows that the lcavenging of the City in general 
has been in a Ihameful ftate, although his divifion has not been fo bad as others ; he lias 

frequently

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-frequently reported the Hate of his divifion to the Board ; it is a part of his duty to fee 
the inhabitants fweep before their doors before a certain hour in the morning, and to line 
fuch as do not comply ; he confiders the footways better cleanfed than formerly ; he cannot 
anfwer to the amount of -Fines levied for fuch ; he confiders the repairs of the Pipewater 
Committee to be extremely injurious to the pavements ; when lie receives money from the 
inhabitants for lieenfes to break up the ftreets, he retains the money in his hands to pay the 
Contractor, returning the overplus to the inhabitant. 

He was appointed by the Board of Directors, under the nomination of the Right Ho- 
nourable John Beresford. 

Friday the 2Jth September 1S05. 

Connor Fitzpatrick, Contractor for Raving, attended, fworn, and depofeth: Connor Fitzpatrick. 

Contracts for paving the Whole of the firft divifion for three years from ife July 1804, at 
£. 350 per annum ; has been employed four years and three months ; has received his Con- 
tract, has notread it, nor heard it read ; does not pave with itones alforted according to the 
ContraCt ; does not lay them in gravel of four inches in depth, could uot do it, nor 110 Con- 
tractor in Ireland ever did ; it would require io(l. or i2d. per l'quare yard to find the itones 
which might be deficient, and to pave with a bed of gravel four inches deep, exclufive of the 
old materials, to repair the pavement in an old paved ftreet; and in a new ltfeet to mould 
and level the ground, to find the Hones as deferibed in ContraCt, and lay them in a bed of 
gravel four inches deep, he could not undertake to do it lei's than qs. 8d. per fquare yard ; 
and in the repairs he now does in the principal itreets it coils him from 8d. to is. a fquare 
yard ; but in the itreets of lefl'er intercouile it cofts him but little or nothing. lie only 
draws away the coarfe part of the old bed or foil in repairing the itreets as the work goes 
on. He ui'es lime rubbiih and burnt fand he gets from the founderies, but no coal allies ; 
he covers the repaired pavement with new grayel, but not fereened, He Hated no objection 
when called upon to iign his Contract, he thought he would be as fafe as another. The 
Corporation owes him about £. 435 in all ; he has not been regularly paid ; the payments 
to him were fometimes in money, and fometimes in bills at three and four months, for 
which he has difeount to pay ; if regularly paid he does not think he could do the work 
cheaper, but he thinks he coufd do it better, became he is at this time obliged to pay intereft 
for the money to pay the labourers he employs ; when he made, his ContraCt he thought 
the payments would be regular. 

The Supervifors certify for his work, but does not know if they are fworn ; the Corpo- 
ration never run upon him, but have charged him Fines. 

He believes his divifion is in as good repair as any other in Dublin ; he confiders the 
pavement in good repair when there are no ruts deeper than four inches ; he keeps two 
paviors and himfelf, and fometimes three engaged; he pays them by the day. if he com- 
plied with the terms of his ContraCt, the ftreets would be better paved and remain longer in 
repair ; the Officer always attends to view his works. He confiders the repairs' of the 
Pipewater Committee . as highly prejudicial to the pavements, and a principal means, of 
keeping them out of order ; he charges 6fd. per yard for fuch repairs, which he receives 
from the Paving Corporation quarterly ; the Supervifor pays him regularly for repairs done 
for private individuals. He never gave any fee or gratuity to any perfon connected with 
his ContraCt. Some of the ftreets in the divifion are kept clean, others not ; lie thinks the 
fcavenging at the foil th fide of the river Liffey to be very bad, and worfe than formerly ; 
hut at the north fide it was in the old way, but always bad enough.. 

Says, he believes the fcavengers in fome ftreets carry away the dirt once a week, in others 
not once in three weeks; the want of cleaning very often prevents him from repairing the 
pavement, and very often he is obliged to remove "the dirt himfelf on one fide, or to pay 
men for doing it; the dirty condition of the ftreets contributes very much to break up the 
pavement and to injure what has been done. 

Monday the 30 th September 1805. 

James Vance, firft Supervifor of the fixth divifion of paving, cleanfing, and nuifunces, j amcs r ance , 
attended, and being fworn, depofeth as follows : 

Was firft appointed as fecond Supervifor about October 1803, and was appointed firft 
Supervifor during the month of Auguft laft ; was appointed by the Directors under the 
recommendation of Ccnnfellor Kiuglbury; has not, given any money in consideration of his 
appointment, except £. 1. 14. if. ■given a fee for making out the Coimnitlion ; he gives 
up as much of his time as he thinks necefiary ; in the fumnier time bethinks he could 
do fomelliing more than the duty of his divifion, but in winter lie thinks he could not; lie 
has no other employment under the Corporation, or in any other Situation ; has taken an oath 
of office not to take bribes or be a Contractor, but to no other cffeCt ; has £. 40 Hilary, and 
<£.30 gratuity per annum ; has no fees of office whatfoever, and never received any bribe, 
fee, or reward, from any perfon whatfoever, in right of his office qf Supervifor. 

lie never recollects reading the, Contracts for Paving ; has read the AbfiraCt of them 
polled up in the Board Room, which ftates, “ that he, the Contractor, (hall pave with 
“ round or pebble ftones, of not more than fix or iels than three inches in diameter, to he 
“ laid in a bed of found, fiefli, well-fcreened gravel, of four inches in depth at lead, and not 
“ in the old bed or foil, which he engages to remove and carry away as the work goes on.” 

The Contractors do not comply with that part of the ContraCt; lie never knew them to do 
fo, becaufe they could not do it without inevitable ruin to themfelves at the price they hold 
the ContraCt at. The Contractors tile lime rubbiih in filling Huff in the paving; he has fome- 
times 
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times found them paving without gravel, and made them flop until they got gravel, and 
take up what was done; they ufed a thin bed of gravel, fo me times not an inch, and i'ome- 
times more; the generality not always cover the pavement with gravel; he certifies the 
Pavior’s Bills before he is paid ; he never certified but one without the affiftanee of the 
other Officers ; he makes a certificate, but not upon oath ; the divifion is in tolerable repair ; 
the Ablhact hung up in the Board-Houi'e is not the rule by which he judges of the work ; 
he thinks it in tolerable repair, and is warranted in making the ulual report, if the outward 
appearance is -even and free from ruts and boles, fomething from four to fix inches deep, 
lie reports from the oullide appearance of the Itreets; Itreets paved in a’ fubliantial or 
ilimly manner may have the fame outlide appearance, 

fie has never been examined by the Corporation, or any Perfon authorized by them, as 
to what he meant by tolerable order; the bills are paid upon the certificate he gives ; he is- 
perfectly convinced that the Directors and Commiffioners know that the Abfirai-t of the 
Contract is not complied with which is poited up in the Board Houle ; his attention was 
never directed by the Board, cm- any perfon authorized by them, to attend to laid Abltract 
as the rule' of his conduct, to the Contractor, as he recollects. 

The Contractors complain very loudly of not being paid punctually; it is reafonable to 
think they would do the work better, and keep it in better repair, if’better paid. He has 
•frequently reported to the Board, that he did give notice to the Contractor to repair the 
Itreets; the Contractor, as well as he recollects, generally complied in repairing them; he 
'believes they always complied with the notice. 

He was through thegreatelt part of his divifion to-day, which he thinks well cleaufed at 
prelent. 

He does not know the terms of the Scavenging Contracts; except by hearfay, having 
never read them. 

The Scavengers do not fweep or cleanfe the ftreels in his divifion two days in each week ; 
there are feme ft reels they do not cleanfe once a month, and feme Itreets do not require 
{dean ling once a month ; never reported to the Board on their neglect; he never conceived it 
necellary. to do lb. They do not carry- away the duff in dry weather two days. in each 
week ; he never oblerved it carried away between eleven at night and fix in the morning ; 
the Contractors do not always keep the channels free, but the lvveepers keep the lewer-grates 
free. 

In general the footways arc not fwept before nine o’clock in the morning, as directed by 
the Act of Parliament; never reported to the Board that they were not lwept. In dirty 
weather it is impoffible for the Officer to go roundbis divifion and fine every houl’e; he thinks 
it would have good effect if the fyftem of lining was ftendiiy perfilted in, but having been 
for a year and better employed as a Collector of Taxes in the fifth divifion, and at another 
time in the third divifion, he had not the fame opportunity of fining or taking notice of the 
dirty foot-ways as other Sirpervifors had. 

When he grants licenfes to the inhabitants to break up the ftreets, he receives a depofit, 
out of which he pays the expen ces, and returns the overplus, if any. 

He is convinced that the repairs of the Pipewater Committee in their works is very in 
j u nous to -the pavements. 

Tucfday the 22 d QElobcr 1805. 

James Vance attended, and being further examined, depofeth. 

That he never aCted as temporary Collector, nor under any appointment within the fourth 
■divifion ; lie has aCted as. Collector occafionally in the third, fifth, and fixth divifions, but 
•when he acted in the fixth divifion he had no permanent employment under the Corpo- 
ration ; he has paid the half of his poundage, on his collection of the fixth divifion, to Mr. 
■Leonard Cornwall, for the tile of Mr. Thomas King, amounting to ,£. 16. o. 4. which, 
according to the beft of his recollection, he paid by the direction of Samuel Green, and made 
the payments ot that fum to Mr. Cornwall, at three or four different times, within the laft two 
years and a half. • ; ' 

Being allied whether he knew why he was directed to pay part of his poundage of the fixth 
divifion to Mr. Thomas King, he ftates that a Mr. Wharton and Mr. King were joint Col- 
lectors of the fourth divifion, the latter, he believes, being to receive from the former either 
half of the poundage or a certain allowance; but in conlequence of Mr. Wharton’s mifcon- 
ducl in the collection, he was difmifled, and it being found necellary to appoint an additional 
Collector, an experienced Collector having been put into the divifion Mr. Wharton held, 
deponent was ordered to the fixth divifion, and he believes the payment lb made by hint for 
•Mr. King, was to compenlale him for the Ioffes he fuftained in conlequence of the failure 
and dilmiflal of Mr. Wharton. 

Deponent prefumes it was not thought fair by the Board to faddle an experienced Col- 
lector, who was removed from his own diltriCt, with paying half the poundage to Mr. Thomas 
King, and therefore he, as the temporary Collector employed, was directed to pay it. 

Titefday the lji Odlober 1805. 

Patrick Donnellan. Patrick Donnellan, firft InfpeCtor of Scavenging for the north fide of the City, attended, 
fworn, and depofeth, That the duty of his office is to (end the Corporation carts and lweepers 
to the lots in the hands of the Corporation, to be cleanfed, and alio to fee that the Contractors 
for Scavenging do their duty. 

He was appointed in the year 1793 by the Directors, under the recommendation of Lord 
Do Blaqtiiere: no money was then or fince given by him to any perfon in confederation of

He lias continued in his office under the Corporation fince 1793,. except for the fpaco of 
about eigJituen months, during which he was difmifled on account of having anarried the 
■widow or a Contractor for Cleanfing, who .then continued tile Contract: was reiutiated on 
iLjoru ue Blaquiere s return to Dublin, aboultwo months a^o. 

A paper <>f inftri^ions was handed to him on his ftrfi appointment, which has fince been 
altereo ;■ but a paper ot general inftrufihons is potted in the Board Houle to guide the duties 
of bis office He makes a weekly return on oath to the Board of the fweepers employed : 
the Board ifFue a warrant to the Storekeeper, who receives t'lie money from the Treasurer, 
and pays the men. - J * 

' The perfons who furnifh the hori'es and drivers furnifh their bills on oath every quarter. 

■and th6ir returns are confirmed by the drivers’ oath, which return he cheques before it is 
iworn to. 1 

There are Several Con traitors for cleanfing employed in his divifion, to the number of fix. 

He has react the Contract tor Scavenging;' the Contractors do not fulfil their duty as fiated 
in the Contracts ; they do notiweep or cleanfe every ftreet two days in each week ; there arc 
many ltreels they do not fweep or cleanfe once a month ; there are foihe ftreets they cleanfe 
in whiter thrice a week ; they do not comply with that part of the Contract as to take away 
the dull m dry weather; they generally remove the duft from four to nine o’clock in the 
morning, when the prels of other ifeavenging work gives them time to do fo, and not elie 
He thinks it would be always proper to keep the channels and fewer-grates free, but this is 
not done except when there isfrofi or fnow, or heavy rain. Thinks there has been no year 
m which he has not been obliged to run feveral times with the Corporation carts on the 
Contractors. He thinks the fcavenging of the City has been worfe done for the Jaft three 
years than formerly, and afligns the following realons : 

That the Contractors for Paying do not ufe the proper gravel in the work, nor execute it 
in a proper manner ; they firft pick up the itones, and then pick up the black fluff, and level 
it with rubbilh, over which they iprinkle a final 1 quantity of fand, in which they bed the 
ltones; they then take the fineftpart of the fame rubbifli to flop the joints, over which they 
ftrew a little land, and tile firft fhower of rain that conies forces up the biack fluff, and is a 
principal caufe of the dirt of the flreets ; and he is every day a witnefs of that mode of pro- 
ceeding, which is univerl'al in paving the ftreets. 

• He thinks if the ContraCls for Paving were properly executed, it would be a great means 
to leflen theexpenfe and trouble of cleanfing, and if the black fluff was covered with even 
two inches of good gravel, it would very much leflen the work of fcavenging ; he thinks, in 
many, lnftances,. the old bed which remains is better fluff to fix the ftofirs in than the rubbifli 
which is commonly ufed as filling fluff in the repairs of the ftreets. He further Hates, that 
horn a want of a f efficient number of carts belonging to the Board for three years part, but 
especially during the laft year, he has been prevented not only from cleanfing the ftreets in 
the hands of the Corporation in a proper manner, but likewile from running oh thof'e Con- 
traetors who had failed to do their duty; he flutes that that part of his divifion in the hands of 
the Corporation is not in general fo well eleanfed as thole lots in the hands of the Conti-adors, 
during the laft three years, for want ot carts. The Corporation receive 1s. 4d. per ton for 
the foil, when laid down convenient to the, canal, if dry ; when a confiderable quantity of 
water is mixed with the foil, it will lake five carts to make a ton, when Jefs wet, three, and 
when it is in its dryeft ftate, two. He ftates that the Corporation have at prefent no place 
tm • ot Dublin todepofit the foil; part of it is laid down in a yard belonging to 

Mr. H illiam Clarke, at Arbour Hill, which is given to him for permillion to leave it there, 
and the other part is left in a piece of vvafte ground, belonging to Mr. I. C. Beresford, near 
the Cuflom Houfe. 

Concludes his Evidence by obferving, that until a thorough alteration flialltake place in 
. the manner ot paving the ftreets, no material improvement can take place in refped of the 
Scavenging, except by a great inereale in the number of carts employed, and of courie a 
tJuiich heavier expence. 

Friday the 4th October 1805. 

George King attended, and being fworn, depaled as follows;: George King.

has read his Contract; feme of the ttrcels he cleanfes twice a week, tome or them he does 
not; he acknowledges that the two Liffcy-ftreets, Swift’s-rp.w, Strand-itreet, Sampfon s- 
Jane and M‘Cann’s-lane, are not cleanied twice a week, but genera ly once a week, al- 
though they want cleanfiug the moil in his diflrict; he clemiles ilenry-ftreet, iVJoorc- 
itreet and part of Abbey-ftreet, oftener than the bye-lanes, .which waut it molt, becaute 
the inhabitan ts com plain' of them more than of iuch bye-lanes or ftreets above mentioned, 
and becaute he is more apt to be run upon by the Corporation carts for the principal ltreets ; 
‘he lays tome of the foil outfide the Circular Road, but a good deal of it within the tame, 
in Mabbot-ftreet and M ayor-tireet. , .. , 

He ii olds about fix or feven acres of land; he thinks if the ftreets were better paved, 
the fcavenging would not be to heavy ; there are ibme of the lanes in his lot not paved, 
namely, Sampfon’s-lane, M'Canh’s-lane, and part of Oil-lane. 

He has received to the amount of £. 1 50 for the toil he gathered during the year he held 
the lots N os 21 and 2 4; when he fold it to the boats he delivered it by Ins own carts; 
but cannot at prefent afceftain the amount lie fold from his tublifting Contract, not having 
vet ibid all the manure of laft year, therefore cannot .form any computation of its value. 
He ftates that if he kept more holies and carts, and cleanted his lots better, the value 01 
the foil fo obtained would not reimburfe him for the extra expenie, there being to 1 mall a 
demand for it at prefent.

llis duty is to fend out the Corporation carts and fweepers to the lots in the hands ot 
the Corporation, and alfo to fee that Contractors for Scavenging do their duty, and to run 
upon them if they do not; h.e likew.iie .yiiits four or five times in each week the depohts 
where the foil is laid, to fee it is properly done, and that the carts do not delay; but acknow- 
ledges that fuch depofits are feldoin made at the outfide of the Circular Road, either by the 
Corporation or the Contractors, agreeable to Act of Parliament. 

He has been employed under the Corporation, fince its commencement; was appointed by 
the Directors, having been employed under the former Corporation ; never gave any perlcm any 
confideration iu conlequence of his appointment; the duties ot his office fully employed his 
time in. l’um.mer and winter; he has one afiiltant at prefent, and fometimes he has had two,, 
.when a number of carts were, employed by the Corporation ; never, took, any oath ot office 

until about nine months ago, and then according to the printed form. ' , r 

Has a Hilary of £. 50 and a gratuity of £. 50 a year, with 2s. 2d. a day for provender lor 
a horfe, which he provides himtelf. 

Has no other emoluments of any kind ; for feveral years paft he made up his own 
accounts on oath of the men he employed; he received the amount thereof .from the 
Treafurer, and paid the men ; but within thefe four or five years paft lie delivered the bill 
on oath, and the warrant was made outin the name of- Dick fon, the under Storekeeper, 
who pays the men. ... . . .. ; £ « 

He thinks that during the prefent year there are three or four perfons who contract 
for fcavenging on the fouth fide of the City, but in former years the number was greater, 
there being then fewer lots in the hands of the Corporation ; he has read the Contracts tor 
Scavenging ; the Contractors do not fulfil their duty accordingly ; they do not iweep^or 
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cleanfe every ftreet, &c. two days in each week ; there are many ftreets they do not cleanfe II. • 

once a month ; there are many open ftreets that do not require to be cleanfed twice a week 4 Evidence. 

they do not comply with that part of their Coo trait in removing the, duft in dry weather v < 

between eleven at night and fix o’clock in the morning ; when they remove it they carry it 
awav between four and nine o’clock in the morning ; but this work is not done, but when the 
preis of other feavenging work gives them time to do it, not having a fufficient number ot 
carts to do both effe&ually. . . , . 

The eh vnnels and (ewer-grates are not always kept clear or open, but they are particularly 
.attended to after a great tall of rain or lhow. He thinks the feavenging ot the city is worfe 
done now than formerly, and thinks that a principal caufe antes trom the paving, which 
was better done, and with better materials, in former years than of late ; formerly the pdvmg. 

.was done by. the Corporation themfelves, who purehaled the different materials ot good 
.quality, and a Supervifor was obliged to attend to lee the work executed in a durab.e 
manner; the workmen Hint picked the old bed, upon which they laid about one inch ot the 
belt gravel; on this the -Hones were placed hi a perpendicular manner, with the final point 
downwards, and the joints broken in placing them; and an overleer attended and took it up 
ao-ain if not executed in this manner; the pavement was then covered with good gravel, and 
fwent lo as to work into the crevices as much of the gravel as they would receive alter 
fweeping; a fmall quantity of gravel was Itrewed over it. That mode of paving was carried 
on until the lyftem of .Contractors commenced, within twelve years or thereabouts. 

■ The Contractors at firtt did their work tolerably, endeavouring to keep as near as they 
.could to the old method. After Tome time the execution gradually grew worie and worie, 
until it came to. its prefent date, which is done in the following manner: 

. The Contractor at prelent digs up, but does not carry away the old bed ; he throws a part 
of it on one fide on the furface, and puts in a ip rink ling of loamy bad gravel; he then lays 
.the dones as often on the fides as on the ends, and covers them with part or the old bed 
•laid alide for that purpote initead of gravel, and thro ws a particle of gravel over the whole, 
which cannot fink into the joints already filled with the old bed ; this imperfect paving lias 
lie thinks increafed one-third the expenfe of feavenging in tome parrs or- the city, be- 
caufe after verv heavy rain the old bed oo/.es up, and the ftones laid on the fides are torn up 
by the carriages going over them, and the whole becomes a mats ot midge. , 

He is of. opinion, that the Contractor cannot at prefent execute the work in the fame 
manner the Corporation did formerly for the prices now allowed, becaufe the old bed of 
gravel is in general nearly exhanlled throughout the c.ty, but particularly m lliofe ftreets 
which are low and great thoroughfares; lie thinks if the city was payed in the fame durable 
manner it was before the fyftemof contracting commenced, it would lave at lealt one-thud 
in the. expenfe of feavenging. ■ . . , , , , 

He has obl’erved the abufes above Hated ever fmee the fyftem of Contracts began ; he has 
made feveral sports to the Corporation, that the bad materials conftantly ufed m the paving, 
and the imperfeCt execution of the work, have very much increafed the expenle of lea- 
n 4 ., and has ftated and Ihewn it to the Supcrvdots ; nouvitMtanding theie repeated 
reports! he does not think that any effeannl amendment has taken placenn the pavement of 
the ftreets, although he knows that leveral Contractors have been fined, and made to take 
up and re-execute the. fame in the pretence of the Superyilor m a proper manner. 

He has now at work for the Corporation, on the louth fide nineteen carts, and on the 
north fide fieven, four of which are hired 



to which if twenty more were added, they would 



he adequate to cieanl'e tire whole of the City, and make the Contraflors do toeir duty., as 
things now ftand, he cannot keep the ftreets in order, nor can he run upon t.re Contrectois 
and the lots in the hands of the Corporation arc in a much worfe hate t han thofe. of ft be Con.

years; he has been in Ireland, deponent thinks, about two years and an half ago, and doc.3 
not believe he lias been in Ireland (3 nee his joint appointment with Mr. Ebliag" in October 
3803. He never knew iVlr. Thomas Ring to do any part of the duty of a Collector. 

He Hates that a Mr. Wharton had been a Collector of the fame divifion before Mr. Ebling, 
and afterwards Mr. Vance, both of whom, to his own knowledge, paid half the poundage to 
Mr. Ring; that when Wharton became unable to make good his* payments to the Corpora- 
tion, deponent took his books of Collection' from him by order of the Board, in confequence 
of which, he believes, Mr. Ring was written to by order of the Board to come to Dublin ; and 
he believes the caufe of Wharton’s failure, as above mentioned, proceeded principally from 
his 'drunken nets and idlenefs. When Mr. Ring came to' Dublin, in April or May 1803, he 
informed Mr. Cornwall he was about to take the collection on himlelf, but thatTie vvould 
much rather retain his fituation with Lord Be Blaquieie, and remain as I10 was before; that 
about three weeks afterwards Mr. Ring tcild him, that tire Hoard would fettle the matter bv 
appointing a perlon to do the duty, who Would pay him half the poundage, and give fecurity 
for the whole collection, and this would enable him to go back again '’to Wales, which he 
accordingly did’ a fhort time after. 

He ftates that before Mr. Ring left Dublin a perfon of the name of John Hughes was 
appointed a Collector to the fourth divifion; but, as deponent is informed, declined aCting 
When he learned that he was to pay half the poundage to Mr. Ring. 

It appears, 'by reference to a book of collection, that a warrant made out for John 
Hughes/ addrefled to linn, was prefixed to laid book, dated 17th September 1803, and (igned 
He Blacjuieve, T. Burgh, Ja s Ormlby, H. H. Mitchell, W. Liglitburne, R. Alexander Jun r

He does not know of any other inftance, except the above, of any perfon not doing 

duty who receives any part of the poundage of a Collector. 



Saturday the $th October 1 S05. 

Tmmas Lynef,. Thomas Lynefs attended, and being fworn, depofed as follows : 

That he is InfpeClor of Nuifances for the fouth fide of the City, in which he folely acts 
unlels by fpecial orders of the Board. J ’ 

Was appointed about fifteen years ago as InfpeCtor of Globes for the north fide, which 
employment he held nearly ten years; was appointed InfpeCtor of Nuifances about five 
years ago. 

The duties of his office are as ftated in the return from the Corporation ; he has taken the 
oath of office according to the printed form, and has aifo taken the oath as aeohftable. 

He was appointed by the Directors, recommended by the late Right Honourable William 
Brownlow. 

He has a falary of £. 60 a year, and a gratuity of £. 40. a year ; has no other emolument 
or. fee, &c. whalfoever ; he never did pay any confideration. to any perlon in confequence 
of his appointment; his employment occupies the entire of his time; he attends from one 
tp two o’clock at the Board Houfe every day. 

Has no perfon to affift him in his employment under the Corporation ; the Claufes in the 
Act of 26th George 111 . he confiders as the guide of his conduCt refpeCtiftg nuifances ; many 
of thele nuifances continue in full force, notwithftanding that he and other Officers have 
exerted them fel yes to fupprefs them, and the Board likewile by Fines. 

He ftates that in Ihomas-llreet, and the Liberty in general, many of the footways, in dirty 
weather, are fvvepL, and many are not; that feveral Fines have been levied without caufing 
any effectual reformation ; the enforcing of Fines for dirty footways is fo odious to the 
inhabitants (it was efpeeially fo during laft winter) that it is a fervice of danger to the Officers 
to whofe lot that duty falls; the reafon why it has been particularly dangerous to the Officers 
laft winter was, becaufe the inhabitants were irritated againft the Board, in cohfequence of 
the ftrects not having been fo well paved and cleanled as formerly, and were glad to ffiew 
their relentment on their Officers. 

He has read the AbftraCts of the Contrads for Paving, which are polled up in the Board 
Houfe ; not one of the Contractors has fulfilled the terms of the, Contract. 

He reports to the Board only when he fees a deficiency of gravel; he confiders the pave- 
ment of the ftreets in good order, when lie fees no Hidden ruts or holes of three inches in 
depth or more; he confiders the ftreets in worle condition during the two laft winters, efpe- 
cialiy as to fcavenging, and that the ball fcavenging injures the pavement, and that the bad 
paying increafes the Scavenging ; he never poltponed reporting in confequence of the foiici- 
tation of a Contractor ; he has been felieited to poitpone his report by’ John Gahan, 
Contractor for Paving, but would not comply; he perfevered in the reports, and run upon 
that divifion, about four years ago, to the amount of £. 1,100 or £. 1,200, infomuch as to 
oblige Galian to give up his Contract ; he likewife run upon Philip Ormlby, to the amount of 
£. 70 at one period, and at another time £. 160, as near as he recollects ; the former Fine of 
<t. 70 was double the cofts, being inflicted as a penalty by the Board ; he does not think that 
the Fines levied on the fcavenging and paving of the “City for the laft two vears have borne a 
proportion to the neglect in the execution of the work, and he accounts for this bv obferving 
that he behoves the Board was not able to pay the Contraaors for Paving as ufual, and a 
principal part of the fcavenging being in the hands of the Corporation, they had not a 
fufficiency of carls to clean l‘e their own lots, and of cour.fe could not run with fuffieient 
promptitude -and regularity upon the Contraaors who were deficient. 

Pie begs leave for the, good of the Public to ftate to the Comniifiioners of Enquiry the fol- 
lowing l»as, which have come within his-own knowledge in the courfe of long experience. 

- . There 
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There are many thoufands -of poor roomkeepers in Dublin, who have no place whatfoever 
in which to depolite their filth, except the facets ; which is ene-prineipal caufe of increafing 
the labour of the fcavenger, befides being an offenfive nuifanoe. Perfons offending as above 
have often- been brought before the Board and fined ;. but he confiders this a great hardfhip 
on the individuals, in punilhing them for what they cannot help, and in exacting the fine, 
which they are unable to.pay. The only remedy which occurs to him to redrefs this evil, is 
lo have a cart with a bell to pafs thole ftreets at a certain early hour in the morning, in which 
fuch perfons might have an opportunity to depofite their dirt; and he thinks if any of them 
omitted to avail themfelves of this opportunity, it might then be juft to inflict the punifinnent 
for their negleift. He further thinks, that in mortof the poor parts of the City the houfes are 
unprovided with neceffaries ; it would be a great relief to the. Public at large, as well as con- 
tribute to the health and convenience of individuals, if fuch houfes were provided with necef- 
faries and fevvers, and a proper means of conveying away their filth from time to time ; are the 
caufes of the frequent and large accumulation of filth in the back yards of the lanes and alleys 
in many of the clofeft parts of Dublin; mauy of thefe heaps offilth have been accumulating for 
years ; the flench is always offenfive, but eipeeially during the warm weather. 

He confiders the dirt accumulated in and flowing from the numerous dairies in. the City t.o 
be an offenfive nuifance, and always contributes to increafe the labour of the fcavenger. The 
proprietors of the dairies have frequently been fined by the Board upon the foregoing account, 

lie alfo confiders the flaughter-houfes to be ftill more offenfive and dangerous imifances 
than the! dairies; and they have been frequently fined by the Board. 

The pracliee of throwing dirt and offal out of the markets and flaughter-houfes into the 
, ftreets during the night, is another nuifance, more grievous, if poffible, than any he has men- 
tioned ; and. although the Board have frequently fined the offenders, the practice ftill conti- 
nues as extenfive as ever. He thinks, that if all markets and dairies, within the . City were 
provided with fewers and grates within their own concerns, communicating with the main 
fewers, it would be the means of leffening the. evils above fluted. He cannot fuggeft any 
other remedy lhort of the removal altogether of dairies and flaughter-houfes outflde the bopnds 
of the City. 

Monday the 7 th October 1S05. 

John Dickfon attended, and being fworn, depofed as follows : 

That he is a Gatekeeper at the Corporation Yard, was appointed in 1800, and about -three John Vklfott. 
months afterwards was appointed Storekeeper ; has no other employment under the Corpora- 
tion.- The duty of his office, as Gatekeeper, is to attend the gate and not to let any thing out 
without an order from the Board. 

The duty of his office as Affiliant Storekeeper is to take care of all diftrained goods brought 
in, and the carts of the Corporation. He has done the entire duty, of the Storekeeper ever 
fince his firft appointment. Mr. Farrell, as Head Storekeeper, comes occafionally, but does 
no part of the bufinefs fince his appointment over him about two years ago. Me was ap- 
pointed Gatekeeper at the recommendation of General Nugent to the late Mr. Leahy, and 
Mr. Leahy recommended him Lo Lord De Blaquiere, who had him appointedito the place of 
Storekeeper. 

Thefe employments occupy his whole time, having no perfon to affift him in them. Never 
took any oatli of office; laas £. 1 5 la I ary, and £. 10 a year gratuity, as Storekeeper. 

A warrant, to the amount of £.ao, is each year ill'ued to him by the Corporation, and a re- 
ceipt for the above amount is annually figned by him, as Gatekeeper, £. 1 7 of which he pays 
annually to Mrs. Skelly, who refidesin the Corporation Ho.ufe, and who paffes her receipt to 
him for the fame; but’ that receipt is not produced as a voueher to the Corporation, it being 
of a private nature. At the time he was appointed to the place of Gatekeeper, he was in- 
formed by Lord De Blaquiere, that he was to give fuch proportion of his fulary to Mrs. 

Skelly , and he accepted of the employment upon thefe conditions. 

He further fiates, there was a gratuity of four guineas a year allowed by the Corporation, 
but paid by him to Mrs. Skelly, from his appointment in 1800, for which he figned a receipt 
as Gatekeeper. About two years ago, when Lord De Blaquiere was latt in Dublin, his, Lord- 
flfip told him Lhat he fliould from thenceforth have the one-half of the laid gratuity, which 
lie has received ever fince, Mrs. Skelly getting no more than two guineas. He fiates further, 
that he did pay £.5 annually out of his faiary as Gatekeeper to John Rickards; but this 
allowance has been lately difcontinued by order of the Board. 

He receives every week from Mr. Cornwall and Mr. Donnellan, Head Infpeclors of Sca- 
venging, fworn accounts of the men employed as fweepers of the ftreets during the week, the 
amount of which he draws from the Treafurer by the warrant of the Board, and pays the 
taen every Saturday evening ; and every month he fettles thefe accounts with Mr. Green, 

\vhich he is fworn to before the Board. 

He has 110 affiftant whatfoever in ibis bufinefs, nor does Mr. Farrell interfere in it. 

Monday the yth October 1805.

His employment occupies the entire of his time ; he has no.perfon to 
affifi him in his employment under the Corporation. 

The Claufes in the" ACt of the 26th Geo. 111 . -he -confiderS as the guide of his conduct 
refpecting nuilances. Many of thel'e nuifanees .continue in full force, uotwithRar.ding that 
he and other Officers have -exerted thcmi'elves to i'upprefs them, and the Board like-wile, 
bv fines. 

' B estates that, for the lad two years, the general date of the footways has been very dirty; 
•and when he has endeavoured to red refs this evil by expobulating with the inhabitants, be 
generally met with very bad ufage, and fometimes lie lias been locked up in the ho.ufe when 
•he has attempted to diltrain. Thinks that during the lad winter the inhabitants were more 
irritated againit the Corporation for Paving, &.c. and afitgned the dirty dreets as a re a Ion 
for being To. He has read the AbftraCl of the Contract polled up in the Corporation IToul'e 
■for .Paving, and thinks he knows the contents of the Scavenging Contracts; he thinks that 
■thefe Contracts have .never been fulfilled. He conlidcrs the ilreets in worie condition, as to 
.paving and fcavenging, ‘eluting the two lad winters than heretofore, butelpecially during the. 
lad winter; and affigns ..the following realbns (or the paving being lo much worie : did, the 
negleCt of the. Contractor in not paving in a proper manner, and with (uitable mateiials; 
Secondly, the frequent breaking up of the dreets. by the Pipe-water Committee ; and, thirdly, 
■the bad fcavenging has injured the pavement. , 

Thinks that the imperfect mode of pavement may in Come degree increafe the fcavenging; 
.and that this lad budnefs has been very im perfoCtly done, by the Corporation not having a 
fufficient number of -carts to clean lb their own lots, and to run upon the Contractors when 
iin default. 

He agrees in opinion with Mr. Lynefs as to the d tuation of a great many of the poor room - 
beepers in Dublin, in being entirely unprovided with places in which they could depodte their 
'filth, except the dreets; and alfo of the hardlhipof punilhing individuals for -what they cannot 
.help, by attempting to exaCt a fine they are unable to pay ; and he further thinks that in 
•the (mail lanes and alleys this evil might be. in a great meaiuce redreffed by fending a cart 
with a belbout at an early hour to receive their dirt. 

He dates, that many houies in his didrict .are unprovided with back-yards -or neceffaries, 
.which obliges the inhabitants to throw their dirt into the ftreet. There are two ilaughter- 
ihoufes in his didrict, in Sampfon’s and M'Cann ’s-lane, exclufiye of others in the markets, 
which he condders as very' offend ve nuilances,. the occupiers of which have been frequently 
fummoned before the Board, and dned, without having produced any permanent good 
elfeCt; he thinks that thole nuilances would be greatly redrained if the markets and 
.flaughter-houfes .were provided with grates and fewers to communicate with the main 
•fewer. 

He has frequently feized lilh, fruit, and vegetables, &c. expo fed to fale on the footways of 
the dreets, and given them away, under the orders of the Corporation.; but does not think 
that thole exertions have been attended with any permanent good effect.. 

He has frequently. found, when he has attempted to interfere in iuppreffing this nuifanoe* 
.the grealed reftdance from the individuals offending as above; and the multiplicity ol his 
-other avocations prevented him .from repeating his efforts as often .as might . be iufficient to 
put an effectual ftop to the evil. 

Tuefdai/ the S th Q&ober s. 805. , 

Allen Cajj'etly. Allen Caffedy attended, was fworn, and depofeth. 

That he is fird Supervifor Gf the Third Dividon, and Overfeer of all the Roads from the 
pavement to the Circular Road. The duties of his office, as fird Supervifor, are as dated in 
the return from the Corporation for Paving, &c. and read lo him. He was appointed fird 
Supervifor about the month of May 1801, aud Overfeer of Roads about October a 802 or 
1803, but does not recolleCt which year. He. was appointed by the Directors, he believes 
under the recommendation of Lord de Blaquiere. He has never given any money or other 
conlideration to any perl'on in confequence of his appointment. Thefe employments occupy 
his entire time, aud he has no other employment whatfoever. Has no ped'on to affilt him 
under the Corporation. He has taken the printed oath of office, as (hewn to him. He has 
a falary of £. 40, and a gratuity of £. 30 a year as -Supervifor, and a i'alary ol £’.30 a year 
as Overfeer of Roads. 

He knows the contents of the Contracts for Paving, and faith, that none of the Con- 
tractors execute their work conformable thereto. Tie did live feveral years in London, and 
has lately been there; and dates, that in molt of the dreets they life l'quare pavement, which 
cods 7s. 6d. Britilh per l'quare yard, including all materials.. He knows that in London 
certain individuals pay conliderable fums for pennifliou to cleanfe particular paridies, on. 

• ; account 
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account of the value of manure ; but in Dublin, the low price of manure obliges the Corpo- 
ration to pay conliderable fums for 1'cavenging. 

He bates that, before laft Baiter Term, the Corporation of Paving furnilhed the City and 
County Grand Juries with fworn eftimates for repairing the Roads from the pavement to 
the Circular Road, one half of the expence of which was to be borne by the Corporation, 
and the other half to be preiented by the Jurors; the City Grand Jury granted the preient- 
ment, and the County Grand Jury refuted; lb that the roads within the former were repaired 
during the lait fummer, and are now in good order, whilii thole of the County are in very 
bad order, dangerous at prelent, and he thinks will fcarcely be paffable during the enfuing 
winter. 

Tuefday the 8 ih OSlober 1805. 

James Campbell, attended, was fworn, and depofeth. That he is Overfcer of Works ; 
has no other employment under the Corporation. He is a bricklayer by trade, and does 
but little bufmefs in that way, his time being molidy employed by the Board. '1 he duties bf 
his office are as bated in the return from the Corporation for Paving, Sic. He was appointed 
in June 1804, by the Dire&ors, under the recommendation of Mr. J. C. Beresford. He 
fucceeded Richard Kenny, who was fufpended, but not rebored. He has not given any 
money or con liberation to any perfon in confequence of having this employment, lie 
receives c£.6o a year as gratuity (and no more), and it is fo bated in the warrant under 
which he is paid. Has no other perfon' to abift him in this employment. He never took 
any oath of office, having no commiliion from the Corporation. He bates, there are forty- 
four fountains in Dublin ; that all theie fountains are in fufficient repair to anlvver the pur- 
poles intended, except two, namely, oneoppolite the Rotunda, and one at the lims-Quay ; 
lie however is of opinion that many of theie fountains are gradually failing into decay, on 
account of the friction of the iron-work: is of opinion that two of theie fountains are placed 
in fuch btuations as ate of not much public utility, namely, in Leel'on-plaee and Mernou- 
fquare. 

He thinks there are parts of Dublin, but efpecially in the Liberty, where the erection of 
additional fountains would be of great life, and confi'dered by the inhabitants as contributing 
very much to their comfort and convenience. He thinks the want of punctuality in the 
payments of the Corporation, for this lalt year or two, has been the means of fulpending the 
making and repairing of neCeffiiry fewers. 

He bates, that the crofs pallages of the City are in a ruinous condition, and which he 
attributes to the embarraffinent of the funds of the Corporation. 

Monday the 14th OSlober 1805. 

Daniel Farrell attended, was fworn, and depofeth : 

He is Superintendant Lamp IufpeCtor for the whole City of Dublin, joined with Wil- 
liam Aultin. 

He is principal Storekeeper of all the Stores ; namely, one at the Corporation-houfe, 
another at Liffey-breet, and another' at Church-breet. 

The brftis uled for keeping all things belonging to the Corporation, and for lodging the 
dibredes taken for Taxes ; the fecomi is uled for keeping the lamps, lamp irons, oil, 
cotton, and other materials belonging to lamp-lighting; the third is ufed for keeping the 
carts, watering-carriages, brooms, bones, and all other materials relating to the 1'caven- 
ging and paving bubnefs. 

As principal Lamp Superintendant, he was ap|>ointed about feven years ago. As prin- 
cipal Storekeeper, he was appointed between two or three years ago. 

The Stores in Liffey-breet were taken during the Rebellion in 1 79^-> *' or purpofe of 
keeping the materials for lamp-lighting; the lamplighters at that time refufing to a (St, and 
the Corporation being obliged to employ other perion-f then for that purpofe. The Stores in 
Liffey-breet have ever fince been retained. 

There are at this time forty-two lamplighters conbantly employed by the Contractor 
for Lighting, and about eight lupernumeraries, together with two meii who are conbantly 
employed by the Corporation in cafe of accidents or inattention of the others; and theie 
two men attend the two Superintendants, every night, to remedy any negleCt. 

He was bill appointed Lamp lufpeCtor a very few years after the commencement of .the 
Corporation, which office he has held ever bnce, but was appointed principal Superintend- 
ant about leven years ago, as before bated. 

lie was fourteen years a Collector of Taxes, for about the lab ten years of which he was 
CoileClor for the whole north fide of the City ; he ceal’ed to be Collector of the laxes about 
three years ago. 

He has had no other regular appointment to any other office but as before bated, but has 
occalionally aCled in mob other employments under the Corporation, during, the beknefs or 
abfence of Ibme of the other Officers. 

He was originally appointed, by the Directors, under the reqncb of Lord Buckingham- 
fliire. 

He never gave any money or confideration in confequence of his appointment, and has 
never given any ffiare of his Hilary to any perfon. As Lamp IufpeCtor, he has no perfon to 
affib him in his office; no perfon could affilt him, as he is obliged to make his return week;y 
on oath. As principal Storekeeper, he bates, that James JNevill, an InipeCtor of Globes, 
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11 . has permiflion to live in the Lodge at the Stoves in Church-ftreet, and his wife has charge 

l&cidenec, of the gate, with directions not to let any tiling out except by orders of Mr. Farrell, or .the 

X ^ 3 Infpector of Scavenging. Patrick Donnelian ufes the Store-yard in Church-ftreet in courfe 

of his -employment as Infpector Af. Scavenging. . 

That John Dixon, as Gate-keeper, has permiffion for himfelf and family to live in the 
Bodge -at -the Corporation-houie. He.does not know that Dixon , is Adiftan.t Storekeeper, 
though he may act as fuch, aud it has not been notified to .him from the Corporation that 
he was fo appointed. Mr. Dic-k Ion has a key of the Stores, and lb has Mr. Farrell. 

Mr. Dickfon receives the didreffes when brought in by the Collectors, hut delivers them 
•out’ when ordered by Mr. Farrell, which he cannot do without fuch order; feQ the belt of 
Mr. Farrell’s -knowledge, Mr. Dickfon had no- -key, nor no charge of the Stores at the 
Corporation-houfe, previous to Mr. Farrell’s appointment as Storekeeper, at which time the 
Board ordered two keys to be made, and one of them .to be given to Mr. Dickfon. 

Mr. Farrell judges, from his opinion, that the. reafon of Ids’ appointment to the place of 
•Storekeeper, was, he believes, given to him as compenfation for the employment of Col- 
lector of Taxes, of which he was w/jujili/ deprived , being charged with frauds in the Col- 
lection of the Taxes, to the amount offome thoufands of pounds that he infifted on a Trial, 
which he folicited and obtained from tlie Diiectors, and there did not then or . fince appear 
that there was the value of one farthing again It him, notwitlvftanding lie was made to pay- 
twenty pounds he never owed ; that when lie paid the twenty pounds to the Treafurer, he 
produced the receipt to Mr. Green, the Inlpectur of Accounts, who then perfopally defiled 
him, and on that day wrote, him a letter, deliring him to go and take it back again. 

He confide is Mr. Samuel Gipen, the Infpector of Accounts, to be the author of the in- 
judice done to him as above Hated, having received a letter from Mr. Green, .defiring him 
•to bring in and deliver up all the books of his collection of the Taxes, which books he 'de- 
livered up accordingly ; that the day lie -folicited his trial before the Directors he had the 
Minute Book of the Directors and Commiffiduers for Paving, See. fearclied, and no copy of 
fuch letter, or order for the fame, was found. 

That the trial he had was before the Board of Directors, only confiding of the following ; 
-viz; Lord De Blaquiere, Mr. Kinglbuiy, Mr. Burgh, and Mr. J. C. Beresford ; that fince 
. that trial, liis books have never. been delivered to .him, although often depiar.ded by him, and 
that he has loft feveral fums of money by the. retention thereof, amounting to the Him of 
.about two hundred pounds, and that he believes the reafon he w;is nyt reftoied. to the of- 
fice of Collebtor, was becaufe the .Directors did not ohuie to throw him again into the 
■hands of liis enemies, having had a converfation to that effect with fdme of them. 

He has no employment under the Corporation in any fituation but as hereinbefore dated, 
and has no employment otherways under any inftitution. 

He has taken no oath of office, except the printed form, ftiewn to him. He has a 'falsify 
■as a Superintendant of Lamps £. too a year, but no gratuity ; as principal Storekeeper, he 
.has afalary of ,£.6o and a gratuity of £. 40 a year; he does not receive any other emolu- 
ments nor fees under the colour of his offices. 

Mo perfon lives in the Stores at Liffey-ftreet, and ho perfon has a key or accefs thereto 
hutMr. Auftin and Mr. Farrell. 

As Superintendant of Globes, he goes out about the lighting time, moftly every evening, 
.and frequently at different hours during the night, except when abfent_ by leave, which 
ieldom happens more than once a year. 

He thinks he knows the contents of the Contracts for Lighting, although he has not read 
them thefe two years pad. 

The Contractor does hotfulfil the terms -of his Contract: it is impoffible to keep the Lamps 
lighted from fun-fetto fiui-rile at the prelent prices, it would require three pounds per lamp 
to do fo : all the red of the Contract he thinks- poflibie to.be fulfilled. 

The duties or his offices mod iy employ the entire of his time. He dates that diftreffci 
-are not often taken from the inhabitants for non-payment of Taxes, and of courfe that dift- 
tre/fes are Ieldom brought into the Stores at the Corporation-houfe ; but didreffes are fre- 
quently brought in for nuifances. 

■ Mr. Farrell having here dedred that Mr.'Dickfon be fent for, and having alfo. defired that, 
the dies fhould be produced containing the orders for delivery of the goods put- of the Stores, 
it has not appeared that any orders dilcharging goods by Mr. Farrell, as Storekeeper, were 
contained thereon; but Mr. Dickfon admitted that Mr. Farrell had once apprailed fomc 
didreffes. 

Mr. Dickfon produced his commidion as Storekeeper, dated the 2id day of July 1800. 

Tuejddy the 1 $tli October' 1805'. 

Simon Bri”tey. ' Simon Brigley attended, was fworn, and depofeth. He is fecond Clerk in the' Secretary’s 
Office. He- holds no other employment under the Corporation, hut aids as Secretary occa- 
fionally in the abfence of the Secretary. The principal, part of the duty of his office is to 
pod the Rental or Tax Books from the cheques of the receipts delivered in by the 
Collectors. 

He was appointed in March 1796 by the Directors, under the recommendation of the late 
'Lord Rilwardeu, then a Director. There was no moftey or other- confideration given for his 
employment, except the ufual fee to the Secretary. He has not fince given any diare of 
.his falary to any perfon w-hatioever ; lxis Mary is £.40 a year, and has a gratuity of 
£cao alfo. 

He 
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He and the other Clerks mu Watty -affifi each other, as occafion requires.. His employment Mi 

at the Paving-houfe generally occupies five or. fix hours each day, and fome times more, on Evidence.- 
p-reffing oecaiions. L . » 

He has not taken any oath of. office ; he receives no emoluments or fees under colour of 
his office. 

The Rental or Tax Books are polled by him, 'or. Mr. Wade, who occafionally aliifts him 
(they are- totted by Mr: White). The charge part of the books are compared by the diffe- 
rent Clerks in the Secretary’s Office, and the Collectors with the books they col left' from- 
winch they- are to agree.. Mr. Brigley totts the checques of the receipt books returned by 
the Collectors, and lees that they agree with the account Hated in thole receipt books 
There is no checque on the Colleaors, except the above, . refpe&ing the. tax they Collet- 
Each Colle&or Hates his own account every quarter, and (wears to the lame. J 
He has known that accounts have been Hated for fome years back to tlie Commiffioners of 
fudi arrears as may probably be loft on the 25th March in each year, which the Board have 
enquired into. 

As far as the polling of the Rental or Tax Books goes, he confiders thefe books may be 
corre6l evidence. . - J 

He dates, that latterly he has not obferved any irregularity or negledl in the Colle&ors • 
but when Mr. Farrell was Collector, he was fomewhat irregular, which he thinks might be 
occafioned by hurry of bufinefs, having a very large diltricT to colle&,.and being alfo a 
Lamp. lnfpedtor.. . 



Monday the iijlOciobe.r 1805: 

Simon Biigley Laving attended, and being further examined, Hates, That he does not (L.M, 
recollect to have delivered any meffage from the Board to Mr. Ebling when he gave him his ° ' V 

commiffion, but underftood that Thomas. King, was to receive part of Mr. Ebjmo-’s emolu- 
ment, though he was to do no part of the duty. 

He thinks that Mr. Thomas King had a part of the poundage out of the Fourth Divilion. 
befoie Mi. Ebling s appointment, and that he did no duty as a Collector, lie never having 
obferved that he acTerl in that capacity. There was a man of the name of Wharton in the 
collection of the Fourth Divifion before Ebling was appointed, who, he believes, had homas 
King joined with him in the appointment..

George Creighton attended, was fworn, and depofeth, That he is a CoMor of the 
luxes, and at prel'ent he colle&s the Sixth Divifion. 

He has been a Coilc&or under the Corporation fince its commencement, and employed 
hi ieveral divifions, He has been occafionally changed from one divifion to another: but. 
he has- tometimes held the fame divifion for live years or. more without being changed. He 
was a Collector of Raving Taxes before the commencement of this Corporation, and was 
continued by them. lie never had any other employment under the prefeht Corporation. 
-He has never given any money or other confideration- to any. perfon, in confideration of his 
employment. No perfon affitls him, nor has any perfon ever collected for- him. He de- 
livers- the accounts of his -collection every quarter on oath. 

He has a poundage of is. 5 d. per pound, which annually amounts to the fum of about- 
«W°, and upwards. 

He does not now collect any fines -levied by the Corporation. He does not recolledl to 
nave fworn to any of the lilts- of arrears returned- annually by him to the Corporation ; his 
nts contained a true ltatement of all the arrears of his divifion, and to which be could have 
Iworn if defired.

He Kates, that Mr. Leonard (Cornwall lias, a letter of attorney fiqm Thomas King to receive 
his moiety of ffie po'undage,;\vhic.h was produced, to deponent before He made any payment 
for the fame'; and he produces receipt from Mr. Leonard QprnwarLfor,,^. 21. 14. 4. which 
he fays is for the quarler ffiidihg tlie.

Mr. Green, or Mr. Brigly, he can t tell vyhich, on 
delivering him his commiffion, infol;medhim, that he vvas. fo do, the whole duty, and receive 
but half the emoluments; and exprelled furprize that he would accept of it on Inch

He does pot, nor never did, hold any other, employment under the Corporation, .XSo 
perfon collected for him at any time; but during the firft quarter he had a perlon to allilt 
him, who always went in his. company. , . . ■ y..-. .. • -. • , , 

He ftates, that in the months of January 1804 and 1805, Mr, Maguire wqs appointed by 
the Board to aflill him in. collecting the arrears, in which heconfiders he was uleful, having 
collected in each year about the lum of £. 100, the half of which he iuppofes might have 
been loll but for . Ills abidance. Mr. Maguire was paid ,8 d. in the pound . on the money eol- 
ieCled by means of his affiftance, exclufive, of the poundage of 8 d. on the fame received by 
deponent, which he included in his general account, 

He further ftates, that if Mr. Thomas King, the perfon joined with him in his cpfomilbon, 
had been in Dublin to , do his lhare of the duty, there would have been no occafion what-

Thoinas Murphy attended, and being fworn, depofeth, He is an- Tnfpedor of Lamps For the Thomas Murvhv 
fouth fide of the City, and was appointed about four years ago ; and he is Collector of Taxes * 

for the Firft Divifion, to which he was appointed about June 1804. 

As Infpedor of. Lamps, his falary is £. 40 a year, and a gratuity ot£. 20. As Collector, 
lie has a pound age :of fixpen.ee jn the pound, which was always allowed to him in his quarter’s 
accounts, but does not recoiled how much it amounted to. 

Me was appointed Infpedor of Lamps under the recommendation of Mr. Charles Bufli, 
and as Colledor by Lord De Blaquiere. He never has paid any money to any perfon in con- 
fequence of his appointment. 

He has no perfon to aflift him in the duties of either of his employments. A perfon named 
Humphry Byrne, who is a Lamp Infpedor, was lent by order of the Board about February 
laft to aflift him in his colledion, it being backward in confequence of his being appointed 
late in the year. This Mr. Byrne collected about £. 60 of tax and arrears, aft of which 
would have been loft If he had not been appoi nted to. aflift him. 

He fucceeded Mr. Hatch in his colledion, and found many arrears in his book at the 
commencement. 

The cheques returned by him to the Infpedor of Accounts always correfpond with the 
receipts given by him. As Infpedor of Lamps, he goes out every third night at the lighting 
time in the evening, and again between eleven and twelve o’clock, and fometimes later. He 
has hitherto been able to do the duties of both offices, but it has been fevere on him. 



Friday the 25th October 1805. 

Patrick Scott attended, and being fworn, depofeth. That he does not hold any place under Patrick Scott. 
the Corporation for Paving, &c. but he is Clerk to their Treafurer ; which employment he 
has held fince September 1791. 

Abofat the time of his commencement, the Treafurer was in the habit of lodging the money 
of the Corporation in the Bank of Ireland) whenever the fum in his hands amounted to up- 
wards of ot. 2,066 ; but afterwards the money remaining in his hands unappropriated not 
ulually. exceeding the luin of £. 2,000, he of courfe made no lodgements thereout in the 
Bank. 

He ftates that the accounts of the Treafurer have been ufually made up to the feveral pe- 
riods at Which the accounts Of the Corporation were defired to be made up for the Impreft 
Office, and accordingly the laid books containing the ftatement of the receipts and ditburfe- 
ments of the Treafurer were delivered to the Directors and Commilhoners for Paving, or to 
fome of their Officers, together with the feveral vouchers -for the fame ; and that heretofore it 
was ufual for the Treafurer to receive a certificate from the Corporation, purporting that his 
accounts 'ha'd been examined by them, and found correct and fair, and ftaling the balance 
then remaining in his favour, or againii him, as the cafe appeared; which certificate was 
figned either by the Board or the Secfetary for them. This practice has been entirely .'dif- 
continued fince the date of tile certificate lie produces of the 3d December 1792. 

The Treafurer very often exprefled his ubeafinefs to this deponent at not receiving fuel » 
certificates as heretofore, in confequence of which this deponent feveral times applied to 
Mr. Green, the Accountant of the Boardj Who there verbally informed him, thatthe accounts 
had been audited and found corfddV; but deponent does not recollehl:, that he or the Trea- 
fufer were called upon to be prefent at any -liich inveftigation. 

He 
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He ftates, that it was about the year 1792 or 1793 when the Treafurer ceafed to keep air 
account with the Bank of Ireland for- the money, lodgements of the Corporation; and he be- 
lieves that the entire of the. receipts and diiburfements of the Corporation went through the 
Treafurer’s hand's. • 

From the year, 1791, and for fome time before, the falary of the Treafurer was <±.150 a 
■year, but for five or fix years pall his falary has been increafed to <£.225 a year; he has 
alfo had an emolument fince the year 1800 of three per cent, on the amount of the drafts of 
the Corporation accepted by him in favour of period's to whom they were given in payment 
of debts due by the Corporation ; but for the drafts of the Corporation which he accepted 
for their accommodation, for the purpofe of being dHequrited at the Bank, Tie did not charge 
any eotnmiffion, nor any expence more than' the difconnt he paid. 

He ftrftes, that he believes the' Corporation did not draw bills on the Treafurer when he had 
money of theirs in his hands exceeding the amount of his engagements for them juft coming 

^ "lie can give no reafon why the balances ftated in the accounts for the Impreft Office differ 
from the balances in' the Treafurer’s accounts, as he does not make up the accounts fent to 
the Impreft Office. ...... 

The Treafurer never charges the Corporation with the amount of any bills drawn oy tnem 
.on him, .which they deliver V payment of debts, until they are due and paid. 

Saturday tlie 26th Oeluber 1805. 

Daniel Dunleavy attended! and being fworn,.depofeth. That he’is'Colle&or of the Paving ; 
and Lighting Taxes for the Third- Divifion. . . , . 

I-Je ]n« no other eftablifhed emplovment under the Corporation, but is fometimes employed ■ 
to tranfcribe bufinefs under the orders of the Board ; he has been a Collector fince 1797. 

It Ir.YM.o- been now Hated to M r: Dunleavy, that feveral Ioffes of tax appear to have anien . 
in his divifion from houles. which have paid their tax accruing to .other Corporations; 

In anfwer to which he ftates, that the charge for Paving and Lighting Taxes being larger 
than the charge for other taxes, lie finds it more difficult to colie&them, from the inability 
of the perfons to pay him fuch films ; that for feveral arrears appearing in the books- lie has 
diftieflfes lodged in the Stores of the Corporation, and that the payment ot luch arrears do not 
generally appear in tire tax -book's; becaulethe Board poftpone their orders tor felling them as

John Calwell attended, and being fvvnrn, depofeth, That lie is Colleflor of Taxes for the 

q^atkI tfivifion in which he has been employed for- about a year and a half. 

S He ha?nothad any perfon to affift him in the colleaionby order of the Bonrd, hot having 

Right Honourable John ' 
and not being well aegnainted 

with the ltreets of Dublin, and as the fituation of the feveral houfes were not regulaily « 
ranged, in the books delivered to him, in the 01 dot they Hand in the ftreets, it was vet, drffi- 
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foult for him to afcertain their re fpciffive charge, or to difcover which of them were liable to 
the arrears. 

He Hates, that at his commencement a large amount of arrears appeared in his books to be 
•due by feveral Houles of that divibon.; but acknowledges, that after the 25th March 1805, 
when lie recommenced the collection of that divifion, he became better acquainted with the 
relpdclive situations of the houfes, and did then collect the tax of two years out of fomc of the 
fame houl’es where an arrear had been loit during the preceding year ; and that in eonfe- 
quence of his inexperience, and the irregularity of his books, and the door-numbers being 
fume times improperly Haled -in them, he conceives that feveral Ioffes have arii'en which might 
otherwife have been avoided. 

He receives a poundage of five pence on the amount of his collection, which laft year 
amounted to .-£.So, or rather more. 

Deponent is of opinion,, that if the Paving Board would allow a Conftable to accompany 
-the Colie&ors, or enable them to employ a perfon for that purpofe, it would tend to improve 
the collection, becaufe their appearance with them induces .perfons to pay who -otherwil’e 
-would refufe. 

Tuejday the zgth October 1805. 

Hugh'Croften attended, and-being fworn, depofeth ; 

That in the year 1783 he was appointed affiltant to his father, who was Storekeeper in 
the Pipe-water Works ; and he -has ever fince continued in the Stores. 

That M r. M filing was appointed Engineer, as well as he recollc6ts, in the year 1 777 ; that in 
the years 1778 and 177 9, he perfected two principal -mains, one for the -north, and the othev 
for the fouth fide of the City, conftrubted of elm timber of {'even inches bore, with their 
proper fervices. 

He ftates that the elm pipes laft on an average fourteen years ; he has known cafes in which 
it was found neceffary to renew them at the end of ten years ; in l'ome inltances they have 
been found to laft thirty years or more; the variation depends on the foil, and other circtim- 
, fiances : can ftate from the belt of his belief, that the greateft part of the mains laid down 
by Milling in 1778 and 1779 have been renewed fince thofe periods. 

He believes that deal timber, when, it could be got of good quality and proper dimenfions, 
will laft as long in the ground as elm ; but it does not anfwer fo well 'for large pipes. 

He ftates that for fourteen years lublequent to 1778 and 1779, namely to 1792 and 1793, 
the mains then laid down required little or no renewal ; but from the laft-mentioned period to 
the preterit time, repairs have been progreffively going on, which mull necefiarily have oc- 
cafioned the ftreets wherein the mains were laid to be more frequently broken up for occa- 
-fional repairs ; and he thinks that this fyftem mull continue until the Pipe-water Works (hall 
foe put upon the improved plan, now under the confideration of the Pipe-water Committee. 

He ftates that no improved plan can be devifed, the execution of which will not necef*- 
• far ily require a great proportion of the principalftreets to be broken up ; .the extent to which 
;this will take place, will appear by the projected lines of the new pipes, which are intended 
to be laid from the.propofed new refervoirs, and a plan -of which he thinks can be obtained. 



Saturday the 2 d 'November 1805, 

Hugh Crofton attended, and being further examined, depofeth : 

He ftates, that under the exifting fyftem, whenever mptures take place in the pipes, it 
may be and is often necelfary to open the pavement in -feveral places, before the rupture 
can be difeovered. 

Q. Whether it is his opinion, that the taking up of the pavement for the repairs of the 
pipes, and filling the fame, and paving, in wet ground, is injurious to the pavement ? 

A — The pavement Ihould not be done when the ground is in that ftate; the wet fluff 
Should be removed and filled with dry. 

Q — If thefe precautions are neglected, muft not the breaking up of the ftreets for their 
-repairs be injurious to the pavement ? 

A — Gertainly. 

Saturday the 2d November 1805. 

Andrew Coffey attended, and being fworn, depofeth ; That he is in the care of the Works 
-t>f the Pipe-water Committee, doing the duty of Engineer until further orders from 'the 
Corporation. 

He has alfo been Contradlor for their Works fince the year 1786. 

He ftates that it is the duty of- f he Pipe-water Overfeers to give notice to the Paving 
Corporation of the openings they intend to make for repairs of the pipes, and frequently 
"the Officers of the Corporation for Paving get notice verbally from the Ovcrfeer of the Pipe- 
Water Office of their intention to fill <up the ground fo as to make ready for .paving. 

He ftates, that the Supervifbr of Paving does, not always attend at the. time of filling the 
ground, becaufe it would be impoffible for 'him to be at feveral places at one time. 

He lays that the openings are rammed and trodden as the Act directs, except when the 
■ earth thereof is rendered very wet, either by the water of the pipes or wet weather, in 
which cale the Paviors take o.ut. the wet Hodge and put in dry -fluff, previous to paving.

Evidence. purpofe of carrying on and perfecting their Works has been a principal means of keeping 

' ‘ , the paving of .the streets in a bad liatef 

. A. — He does not think that to be the cafe at all.; his reafon for that opinion is, that he 
has obferved the pavement generally to be in a worfe hate in thole parts of the ftreets where 
-there are no main pipes laid ; and he hates that new pavement, according to his experience, 
•would never be good old pavement if it did not ftand when it was firft made. 

He has known new pavement rutted and injured by the carriages when firft gone upc-n, 
and he confiders that the frequency of breaking up the ftreets, for the repairs of the pipes, 
would not be injurious to the pavement, if the paving was properly done over inch openings. 

Mr. Colley being aiked within what time the propoled. improvements in the Pipe-water 
Works can be completed ; 

He ftat.es that ' the intended • new refervoirs, with the feveral attached works, with lines of 
pipe to conueCt with the mains now in the ground, may be completed in about twelve 
months from their commencement. 

Mr. Coftej' ftates that in the event of the new fyftem of mains being adopted, he pre- 
fumes that the old mains which became ufelels would be taken up, and would neceflarily 
caule the part of the ftreets through which they run to be broken up ; and he cannot take 
upon himfelf to fay in what time a general -new iyfteni could be effected, as it would take 
him i'oine time to confider of it. 

Monday the 4th November 1 805 . 

Sir W*-J. Homan.' Sir W m J. Homan, Bart: Secretary to the Directors and Commiffioners for Paving, &e. 
attended, and, being fworn, was examined. . 

Q . — How long have you been Secretary to the Corporation? 

A . — Since the latter e,nd of the year 1798. 

Q. — What are the duties of your office ? 

A . — To attend the Boards, to take down the minutes, and to figti the orders of the Board. 

Q . — How many Commiffioners attend each day ? 

A . — Four always, and fometimes more, but never diftnilled for want of attendance. 

Q . — How long does the Board attend each time ? 

At - — They meet every day at. one o’clock, they fit for an hour, fometimes two, and fome- 
times more, according as the bufinefs requires. 

< 3 .— Have you ever known difficulties or embarraffments to arife in the bufinefs of the Cor- 
poration from the circumfiance of the Commiffioners being divefted of all patronage in thfe 
appointments of Officers or Servants ? 

, /t . — I do not recoiled! any particular inftance of inconvenience, but- certainly .the Com- 
miffioners would have more authority, if they had more influence ; the Commiflioners have 
power to lufpend the Officers of the Corporation for negleCl of duty. 

Q. — By what ftandard were the certificates of the Supervifors for Paving meafured by the 
Board of Directors and Commiffioners, as it is Clear on all hands that the Contract was not 
the ftandard ? 

A . — The general idea was, , that the divifion or ftreets under’ Con traCt were in as good 
order, as under the circumftances of the finance of the Corporation might be expected. 

Q . — Did the Directors or Commiffioners ever fettle any precife meaning for the terms 
<s good order ,”, “ tolerable order ?” 

A.— The expreffion itlelf being general, precludes the pbffibility of a regular ftandard. 

Q.— Was not the want of a regular ftandard a principal means of allowing 'the different 
perions employed to i'uperintend and execute the paving to form very different ideas of the 
lame work ? 

A.— Doubtlefs that cannot be denied. 

Q - — Has it not been the courfe to make payments to the feveral Contractors for Paving, 
011 the returns of the Supervifors, that their divifion was in good' order, or tolerable order, 
without further examination ? 

A. — It has. 

Q.— Has it been the practice to examine the Supervifors as to the aCtual ftate of the ftreets 
m their divifions, or their ideas (the Supervifors) as to the meaning of thole returns when 
/ they receive them ? 

A . — I do not recolleCt any fuch particular examination. 

Q. Has it ever been the practice of the Commiffioners to cheque the return of the Super- 
vdons, ftating the ftreets to be in good or tolerable order, or to lufpend the payment to 
the Contractor upon any obfervations made by themfelves on the ftreets fo certified ? 

A. It is not their common practice to do lb, but there may have been inftances which 
i do not recoiled. 

Q— Are the Supervifors ever 'examined by the Commiffioners as to the manner in which 
they execute that part of their duty which relates to the levying fines on the inhabitants 
for not keeping their footways clean ? 

A . — Frequently

Q.— Have you not obforved that the paving and lcavenging of the ftreets of Dublin have L — “ 

been in a very bad ftate for fome years pad? 

A . — I have, but I think the fcavenging worfe than, the paving., 

G- — ‘Have not the returns of the Supcrvifors during that period been drawn up in the 
ufual form of good order and tolerable order, and the payments lan&ioned by the Board ac- 
cordingly ? 

A . — 1 believe they have. 

Q . — What do you think was the principal eaufe why the pavement and fcavenging of the 
ftreets have been in the ftate deferibed for fome years pair? 

A . — L am lure the principal eaufe is the want of a iuffieiency of money. 

Q.t—Do you know any other eaufe but the want of money to prevent the Commiffioners 
from putting tire ftreets into better repair during, the laft three years ? 

A . — l cannot recollect any particular inftanceof neglect, but if there had been more at- 
tention paid, the work would have been better done ; but no attention could put the ftreets 
into fufficient repair without more money. 

G.— -Were the difficulties under which the Paving Corporation laboured, particularly re- 
fpedting the Pipe-water Works, ftated to Government? 1 

A . — I think it has been ftated, but this Board is in poffeffion of all the documents re- 
lative to the Paving Board’s communication to Government. 

G. — Have the Board ever made any particular enquiry into the manner in which the 
paving has been executed, after the ftreets have been broken up for the purpofe of repairing 
the pi pes ? 

A. — They have. 

G— Have they not afeertained by fuch enquiry, that there were faults committed in the 
execution of the refpetftive duties impofed by law, as well on the part of the Officers of the 
Pipewater Committee, as of the Paving Corporation ? 

A . — They have. 

G. — Do you confider the payment of 6|d. per fquare yard front the Pipe-water Committee 
to the Paving Corporation to be an adequate compenfation ? 

A. — I think not. 

G. — Whether from your experience and information you' think the paving of the ftreets 
would be better done by the Corporation purchaling the materials and executing the work 
themfelves, or by Contradls with different perfons? 

A. — I think the Corporation doing it themfelves would be better, as they thereby would 
become more immediately refponfible. 

G. — Whether the Contrails for Lighting were uniformly advertifed in any but the Dublin 
papers ? 

si - — They have been advertifed in the London, Briftol, and Liverpool papers, but cannot 
anl'wer for its being uniformly done. 

G. — Do you know John Dickfon who fills the office of Affiftant Store-keeper in Dawfon- 
ftreet ? 

A — I do. 

Q- — Whether do you cGnfider him or Dan* Farrell the ailing Officer'in the above Stores ? 

A . — I direil all the orders for the Store-keeper from the Board to Dan' Farrell, but I do 
not know who executes them ; but the orders for the payment of fweepers, and fmall matters 
given by the Commiffioners and direiled to the Storekeeper, are paid by Dickfon. 

Q. — Did not Dickfon hold the office of Store-keeper in Dawfon-ftreet, by commiffion, 

.prior to the appointment of Farrell? 

A. — He did. 

Q- — Did he not from the time of his appointment, until the appointment of Daniel Farrell, 
execute the entire duty of the office of Store-keeper in Dawfon-ftreet ? 

A .— He did. 

Q- — Is not the attention to the Store-yard in Dawfon-ftreet the moft laborious part of 
The duty of Store-keeper ? 

A. — [ believe it may be. 

Q- — Do you know of any inconvenience that refulted to the Public, or to .the operations 
of the Paving Board, during the period when Dickfon adled alone ? 

A. — I do not, I never heard of any complaint. 

Q.-— Do you know of any inftance in which the Dirediors refufed to confirm an order of 
the Commiffioners for the fufpenfion of any Officer ? 

A . — I do not, but recoiled! inftimees of their having confirmed fuch fufpenfions, 

G. — Do 
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D-.— Do-you recolle& any perfon or perfons who. have been difmifled by tlie Directors, in 
confequence of complaints from the Commiffioners, having been afterwards re-appointed, or 
_,put into other offices? 

A . — I do, in. the inttanceof Pat k Donnellan, who was difmifled as fnfpedtor of Scavenging 
in confequence of being concerned in a Scavenging Contract ; and in the inftance of Dmi 1 
-Farrell, who was removed-from the office of Collector, and appointed principal Store-keeper ; 
.the proceedings in both which lalt-mentioned- cafes are before the Cominiflioners of Enquiry.

< 2 ; — Do you know what were the reafons for reviving the office of principal Store-keeper, 
to which Dan 1 Farrell was appointed in 1 803? 

A . — [ cannot poffibly fay, it was done by the Diredlors. 

Q . — Do you know of any extraordinary fervices rendered to the Corporation by Dan 1 
Tarrell, that gave him a'meritorious claim for particular reward ? 

A. — I believe him to -be a uferul Officer as Lamp Ini’pedlor, and I have heard he was a 
•ufeful -and- confidential perton during the Rebellion. 

Q . — What were the circumftances that rendered the creation of the office of principal 
-Store-keeper neceflary ? 

A. — It is not for me to judge. 

Q . — Have any fadts come to your knowledge tending to evince thenoceflity of fucli an 
-office ? 

A. — l cannet-fay -that -I recollect any. 

Q . — Who filled that officebefore, and how long was it fufpended ? 

A. — I do not know or recollect; think Leonard Cornwall was foie Store-keeper before the 
-appointment of Dickfon. 

Q.— What, were the.principal caufes of "the Law expenfes of the Corporation ? 

A. — -Opinions for the direction of the -Board in points of -doubt, and revilals and correc- 
tions of Contracts, and expenfes of Acts of Parliament, and Law Suits in Cafes of Appeal 
from the judgment of the Board. 

Q . — Were the Contracts annually revifed by Counfel ? 

A. — They were all except the Scavenging Contracts, which have been latterly printed. 

Q . — You are requefted to -explain the nature of the payments to the Secretary for Law 
lExpences ? 

A . — A fee of one guinea is allowed on each Cafe fent to Counfel prepared by the 
• Secretary, -without being -lent to the Law Agent ; the warrant for the payment of the amount 
is dually made out expveffive of the Fees to the Secretary, and the Fees to Counfel ; thefe 
lees for preparing Cafes amount to about twenty-five guineas in each year to the Secretary, 
•and are included in the £. 40 efiimated as Fees on Officers appointed, and other incidents 
Hated in the return of his ialary and allowance, prefented by the Corporation to the Com- 
wniffioners of Enquiry. 

Q . — How is the £. 75 allotted to the Secretary for providing meceffiiry accommodation 
for the 'Secretary’s Office difpofed off. 

A.—~ It is paid to the Secretary in lieu of apartments, which apartments he had a right to, 
but with which he could not be accommodated without inconveniencing the Corporation, 
by occupying the rooms in the Corporation-houfe now applied to the accomnpodation of 
.the Clerks, and was- confidered by the Dire&ors as a more advantageous bargain for the 
Public, than fitting up the Secretary’s apartments in a fuitable manner, and giving the ufual 
-allowance of coals and candles. 

Q. — What expenfes are incurred by the Secretary for the ufe of the Board creating the 
£. 40 Hated in the lift before referred to ? 

A. — I do not know what might have been the origin of it, but fince my appointment, I 
Lave uled and confidered it as a part of my pay. 

■Q.—What expenfes are . incurred by the Secretary for feryants and porters employed in 
‘Corporation bufinefs ? 

A. — None ; there is a quarterly warrant drawn for £. 30 in favour of the Secretary, 
.£. 10 of which is handed to the Fir ft Commiffioner, £. 10 is paid to the meffengers who 
attend the Board, and £. 10 is referved by the Secretary, making that £. 40 a year Hated 
in the before-mentioned lift as an allowance for fervants and porters. 

Q . — On what account is the £.10 per quarter paid to the Firft Commiffioner ? 

A. — It is paid to him nominally for fervants and porters in like manner as to the 
Secretary. 

Q . — Has the Fiift Comrn-iffioner-any further emoluments or allowances, befidcs the £. 10 
-quarterly, in addition to his 1 alary? 

A . — The former Firft Commiffioner. had a houfe adjoining the Corporation-houfe, in which 
■be lived; and Mr. Mitchell, the preient Firft 'Commiffioner, is allowed £. 75 a' year for the 

-rent 
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rent of a houfe, and now lives in Dublin ; he formerly lived in Merrion. Mr. Mitchell has 
all'o a liable adjoining the Corporation-hoiife which was taken for his accommodation when 
he lived in the country, and has not yet been given up. 

Q. — Has any of the other Commiffioners auy allowance over and above their falaiyr 

A . — Not fix pence. 

Q. — 'Is the houfe formerly occupied by Mr. Ormfby now in the poffeffion of the Board ? 

A. — It is not. 

Q . — Was it purchafed by the Board for Mr. Ormlby ? 

A . — It was not ; I believe Mr. Ormlby paid a fine for it. 

Q . — 'How often do the Directors attend as a Board of Directors? 

A . — Their attendance is entirely optional ; there are no ftated meetings. 

Q. — Does not the laborious part of the attendance, and the immediate controul over the. 
Subordinate Oflicers, fall upon the Commiffioners alone ? 

A. — The compulfory part of the attendance falls upon the Commiffioners, and the abfence 
.of the Diredtors does not impede the bufinefs of the Corporation. 

Q . — Is the labour of the Commiffioners in any refpect lightened by tire Board of 
'Directors ? 

A . — I do not know that it is. 

Q . — Has each of. the fix Commiffioners a particular diftridi of the City under his fuper- 
in tendance, for which he is more immediately refponfible ? 

A. — Yes, each Commiflioner has a particular divifion, to whom the fubordiuale Officers 
-of that divifion are more immediately accountable., 

Q. — Are the returns of the Supervifors to the Board of the ftate of the ftreets, with refpedi 
of paving and cleanfing, made upon oath r 

A . — No particular oath is required nor confidered neceffary for the daily and common 
.reports. 

Tacfdciy the 12th "November 1805. 

Richard Homan attended, and being fworn, depofeth, 

That he is Supervifor of the Pipe-water Works for the north fide of the City, which 
office he has held for five years. 

He ftates that the duties of his office are to attend to all openings made in the fireets in 
his divifion for the purpofe of laying down mains, or repairing them, and all'o to lee fuch 
-openings filled and clofed as directed by the A (ft of Parliament, and all'o fee that the Con- 
tractors ftaunch the works. 

Q . — Have you uniformly complied with the dirediions of the A 61 , in giving regular notices 
:to the Pavino; Corporation of all intended openings ? 

A. — I have. 

Q. — When fuch openings have been filled ready for the Paviour, have they been rammed or 
•trodden, and delivered up to the Supervifor for the purpofe of being paved as directed by the 
Act; and does the Supervifor of the Paving Board attend to lee whether the lame has been 
properly executed ? 

A . — They are properly filled and trodden, but the Supervifor of Paving never ftands by 
to fee the work is duly executed ; but if upon going his rounds afterwards he finds the 
work imperfectly done, he or the Paviour complains to the Paving Board. When the 
ground is wet it is difficult to comply with the terms ot the Act; fometimes the Officers ot 
•the Pipe- water Committee are obliged to replace the wet fluff with dry. 

Q.—T> 0 you think that pavement done in the earth fo filled and trodden will be more 
liable to fink than pavement executed on old ground ? 

Ah — If it is let to lie a couple of days before paved, and then paved with proper care and 
.proper materials, it will {land as well as if executed upon old groutid ; but thole precautions 
are not generally obferved by the Paviours. 

Q, — Do you from your experience believe or admit, that the frequent openings made by 
the Pipe-water Officers arc a principal caul’e ol the fireets ot Dublin being in Inch a bad ftate 
of repair ? 

A . — I am very fure they are not.

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ITe dates, that the duties of his office are to attend to the repairs of all the works at that 
fide of the water, to keep an accurate account of every matter that is done, and lee that it 
is properly done and charged, and to fee that the openings in the ilreets for Inch repairs 
are filled and clofed as directed by the Aft. 

Q • — Have you uniformly complied with the directions of the Act, in giving regular notice 
to the Paving Corporation of all intended openings? 

A. — In cal'e of failure of the mains or fervices, I purfue the fame method which has been 
praftifed for many years back, of giving the Paving Board a written notice of the probable 
places which may be opened for fuch repairs. 

Q — When fuch openings have been filled ready for the Paviour, have they been rammed 
or trodden, and delivered up to the Supervifor for the purpol’e of being paved as directed bv 
the Act ; and does the Supervifor o,f the Paving Board attend to l'ee whether the fame has 
been properly executed r 

A.— They are trodden generally; in fome in (lances either ramming or treading would 
be impollible, when the ground is wet; the Paving Supervifor generally attends; i do not 
fee him always, but I reft allured the Supervifor is f'atisfied, or he would not let the paving 
be finifhed ; fome inftances. have happened, within my knowledge, where -the Supervifor has 
fotiud faults, which were infiantly attended to by me, and finifhed to his fatisfaftion. 

Q ■ — Do you think that pavement done on the earth fo filled and trodden will be more 
liable to link than pavement executed on old ground ? 

A. — I am of opinion, that if the openings on the Pipe-water Works were executed in a 
proper manner, they would Hand; 1 have f'een leveral of them that were well done, which 
have flood. The Paving Contractors in general object to ufe the proper quantity of good 
materials on the Pipe-water openings, on the pretence that they muft be again repaved; 
my opinion is, that if the proper portion of good material was u led at firlt, that the frequency 
of repaving the openings would not occur. 

Q .~ Do you from your experience believe or admit, that the frequent openings made bv 
the Pipe-water Officers are a principal caufe of the fireets of Dublin being in fuch a bad 
Hate of repair? 

A- — It is my opinion, that the openings in the Pipe-water Works fhould not afford reafon 
to injure the pavement, nor cb they, except in one inftance, namely, in the Fifth Divifion, 
through which the principal mains run; the Pipe-water openings are allowed to remain 
unpavecl for a coniiderable time, and this negleft of the Paving Contractors affords ground 
to the Public to impute blame to the Pipe-water Committee, on whom in faft none ought to 
attach, in my opinion. 

< 2 - — ; Whether it is poffible to pave the openings made by the Pipe-water Committee 
immediately after they have repaired the pipes in wet weather, in luch a way as to render 
the pavement durable ? 

A. — I do not believe it poffible to have good pavement done in wet weather. 

Monday the lS th November 1805. 

A. G. Sankey Efq. Henry Gore Snnkey, Efquire, Treafurer of the Directors ahd Commiffioners for Paving, 
&c. attended, and being fworn, depofeth. 

That, as well as he recol lefts, he has been their Treafurer about twenty years. 

Q . — When the money in your hands amounted to upwards of £. 2,000, was the furplus 
always lodged in the Bank ? 

A. — I believe it was always the cafe except where proviiion was neccffary for demands 
payable in a day or two. 

Q - — Were your accounts, as Treafurer, made up annually, or otherwil’e, to correfpond 
with the periods of the accounts prefeuted by the Corporationfor Paving, Sec. to the Jmpreft 
Office ? 

A. — The accounts were made up annually, or to fhorter periods when required by the 
Paving Corporation; I cannot fay whether they exactly correfpond with the dates of the 
accounts for the Jmpreft Office, but J fuppofe they did. 

Q . — To whom were the laid accounts ufiially delivered ? 

A. — To the heft of my recollection, they were brought into the Board-room, together 
with the vouchers for the fame, and delivered to the Board or their Officer. 

Q. — Were fuch accounts always examined by the Board of Direftors and Commiffioners, 
or were you ever required to attend the Board during fuch examination ? 

A . — 1 lake for granted they were examined by the Board; I have occafionally attended, 
but do not recollect having fluid during the whole time of any one examination. 

Q ■ — Were certificates given to you, as Treafurer, that fuch examination had taken place? 

A.— The laft certificate from the Board was dated 3d December j 792, for the accounts 
ending 24th June 1792.

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Q.— Can you affign any reafon why this practice was difcontinoed by the Board ? 

A . — l cannot. 

Q' Bid you - ever apply to the Board to know why the certificate was not granted 
by them ? 

A.— I never allied them why, but requeued they would fend the difchargc ; and the anfwer 
returned, to the heft of my recollection was that it fliould be done: but" it was never done 
fubfequent to 1792, and my mind was eafy, becaui'e the balances were taken up from the 
Lift account ftated, and continued in the weekly abftra&s which were regularly delivered to 
the Board.

Q — Was there ever any Certificate granted by any other perfon but the Board ? 

A . — There was a report ftated by their Infpe&or of Accounts on the 9 th December 1707 
purporting that he had examined the accounts up to the 25th March '1797, which he had 
found correct, and which I confidefed as a discharge of my account up to that period. 

Q - — What Hilary has been allowed to the Treafurer by the Corporation, and, if aug- 
mented', Hate the periods when laid augmentation look place? .* 

A . — From May 1785 to June 1790, "Hilary £. 100 per annum ; from June 1700 to Chrift- 
ntas 1799, £. 150 per annum ; from 1799 to the prelent day, £. 225 per annum' 

Q - — At what period did the- practice of drawing bills on the Treafurer commence? 

A. lo the belt ot my recollection, I was not drawn upon by the Corporation to any 
■confiderable amount until the year 1793 ; but recoiled lending them £. 4,000 in March 1791', 
£. 1,000 in the month of Juue fame year, and £. 1,000 in December I792. 

Q • — Pleafe to deferibe the nature .and purport of the bills drawn on you by the Corpo- 
ration, for which the laid commrffion of three per cent, was charged ? 

A.— They were bills frequently drawn at very long dates, and to large amounts, payable, 
in favour of feveral perlons to whom the Corporation was indebted, to which there was no 
perlonal relponfibility in any of the members of the Corporation who figned them, and which 
for the accommodation of the Board and the Public I accepted, and of’courfe was bound lo 
pay them when due, whether I had funds of the Corporation or not in my hands ; and l beg 
leave to add, that from the ill July 1793 to the . 15th February 1S00, I had accepted bills 
of exchange for the Paving Corporation to the amount of £. 34,690. 2. iif. for which 
there was no charge of per centage,.but about that period not wilhing to continue a practice 
which, from the tenor of the drafts, was not accompanied with any perlonal relponfibility, 
I was then afleed by the Board, what I would charge for accepting iuch bills in time to 
come? to which I anfwered, three percent, which was agreed to ; and I beg leave to Hate, 
that by an average I have made of my Hilary and the entire of my emoluments from 1785 
to the prelent day, the whole of my income from the Corporation, as Treafurer, amounted to 
no more than £, 212. 10. per annum. 

Q. When money was borrowed from you or the Bank by the Corporation, what was the 
rule followed ? 

Legal intereft was charged, but no comm idiot), nor any intereft account kept for 
loccalional advances. 



Friday the 22 d November 1S05. 

Robert Pounden attended, and being fworn, depofeth as follows : 

That he lives in Chamber-ftreet, in the Liberty of Donore. 

Q. — How long have you lived there ? 

A . — I have lived either in Thomas-court or Donore near twenty years. 

Q . — Are there any nuifances offenfive to the inhabitants, and injurious to their health, 
-in tliat quarter of the City ? 

A . — i think there are feveral. 

ill. Carrion yards, for killing or receiving dead horfes ; particularly one in Miii-ftrcet, 
and another near to it. This is much complained of by the inhabitants, as well as the 
praftice of carrying the carrion publicly through the itreets, and hus'been represented as a 
nuilance to the Grand Jury, but Hill continues. 

2dly. Dairy-yards, of which there are great numbers in the -Liberties of Thomas^-court 
•and Donore, and within the City. 

.'idly. The paving and cleanfing, which are very badly conducted. - For two years this 
neighbourhood was without lamps; and this year it is lighted in- certain Hreets only, by 
J'ubfcription. 

4thly. The want of main lewers, as I know of no main fewers within the Liberties fouth 
oftheCooiube. This defedt contributes greatly to increale the filth of that quarter of the 
•City. ■ 

5tbly. Great accumulation of dirt and filth in the courts, alleys, lanes, See. of the Liberties. 

6thly. Great heaps of Hrcct dirt, &c. which are heaped up in a place called Sally Park, 
idole by the Hream that fupplies the Liberties with water; one end of this heap is within 

a few 
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a few yards of this dream, which, being lower thaw the dunghill, receives whatever oozes, 
from the entire heap; and what renders this nuii’ance more difagreeabie is, that the offal of 
flaughter-houfes is frequently mixed in the heap. In addition to the nuifances on that 
ftream, there are neceffaries, piggaries, dye-yards, tan-yards, and feveral others, too 
numerous to mention. 



Friday the 22 d November 1805. 

James Greenhorn. James Greenham attended, and being fworn, depofeth as follows: 

That he has lived from feven to eight years in the Liberties of Donore, and has been ac- 
quainted with that neighbourhood about ten years. 

Mr. Greenham having been prelent; and heard the depofition of Mr. Pounden, he con- 
firms the lame in all its parts. 

In addition. to the eircumftances which render the ftream of water impure, he adds, that 
the perfon who draws the dirt and filth to the dunghill at Sally Park, 'very frequently drives 
the cart a great way through this ftream, and wadies, the dirt from the cart. 

He alfo ftates, that many of the houfes of the poor people in the Liberty are deftitute of 
back-yards and neceffaries, and obliged to throw their dirt into the ftreet; and many others 
who have back-yards are deprived of the ule of them by their landlords, who ui’ually occupy 
part of the houfe ihemielves, and referve the yards for their own ufe. 



Saturday the 23 d November 1805. 

Lord De Btap/iere. The Right Honourable Lord Dc Blaquiere, Firft Dire&or of the Corporation for Paving, 
Cleanfing, and Lighting the Streets of Dublin, attended, and being lworii, depolcth 
as follows : 

Q. Gan your Lorddiip inform this Board why the Corporation was originally compofed of 
Directors without falaries, and Commillioners with Hilaries, and what were the duties of the 
Directors as diftinet from the Commillioners, and of the Commillioners as diftincSt from the 
Directors ? 

A . — I thought it would be for the advantage of the Public, and contribute to the better 
execution of the works, that there fliould be a let of gentlemen without Hilary, to luperintend, 
controul, and direct, and that there Ihould be another let under them with falaries, to do the 
laborious part of the bufinels, particularly in the arranging of Con trails, hearing petty 
complaints, and other matters of inferior import ; I thought it neceffary in fome inftances, as 
particularly mentioned in the Act of Parliament palled in the year 1786, lo give the Com- 
miflioners a concurring jurifdiition with the Directors; upon that principle I brought that 
bill into Parliament, and the feveral bills which relate to the Corporation. 

Q . — How was the patronage to the appointment of the Officers of the Corporation ufually 
exercifed by the Directors, whether by rotation or otherwife ? 

A . — By rotation in every inftance. 

Q . — Does vour Lordftiip think that the influence and controul of the Commillioners over 
the iiibordinate Officers is materially weakened by the patronage being in the hands of the 
Directors ? 

yl . — [ think certainly it is not, bccaufe it appears to me that it would not be for the 
advantage of the Public, if a concurring power of appointment was veiled in the Directors 
and Commillioners, it being always intended that the latter fliould Itancl in a fubordinate 
capacity to the former, by whom, with the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant, they are 
appointed to their offices. 

Q . — Did the Commiffioners <?>ver complain to the Board of Directors, that the want of 
power in them prevented them in many inftances from enforcing their orders over the 
f.ibordinate Officers of the Corporation? 

A . — I do not reeolledt that the Commiffioners ever made any fuch reprefen tation to the 
Board of Directors ; and in relpett to its preventing the Commiffioners from enforcing their 
orders over the fubordinate Officers, it is utterly impoftible it could do fo, becaufe by the 
26th of the King, the Commillioners, without the Directors, are empowered to “JiiJ'pend 
“ any Officer for mfconduCL for fix months, if they lb all think proper, and to appoint any 
“ perfons to act in their room during fuch Hi fpenlion, and to allow to luch perlons the full 
“ Hilary which the Officer or other perfon fo lufpended would otherwife have been entitled 
. ‘■‘.to.” I think it not at all impollible, that the Commillioners of the Paving Board, in 
common with the reft of mankind, may have no objection to the exercife both of power 
and patronage; but as Comniillioners of Paving, i think it ought not to-be vefted in them. 
It belongs properly and elfentially, as 1 conceive, to the controlling power alone, and that 
power is the Board of Directors. 

Q.—lhs 
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Q . — Has the City been better lighted fince Mr. Clarke became foie Contrador than it was 
before ? 

A . — I think to the full as well, and I am rather difpofed to think better, becaufe the fines 
fince he commenced have been leffened in a very great degree.

Q , — What was the principal reafon which induced the Board to inflict fo large penalties 
on William Bell, Lighting Contractor ? 

A. — I fuppofe it was for his neglect. 

Q . — Were propofals for Contracts in general advertifed for in the public Papers ? 

A.- — L believe there, never was a Contract made without advertifing; I did myfelf, by 
defire of the Board, often advertife in the Englilh Papers, and did prevail on feveral perfous 
to come over for the purpofe of eftablifliing a competition for lighting, one of whom, within 
thefefew years, I do believe would have taken tne Contract on advantageous terms to the 
Public, but he was deterred on hearing of the tardy payments of the Board. 

Q . — What were the reafons that induced the Board to depart from the fyftem of exacting 
fines with the fame ftridnefs in the lighting as heretofore ? 

A . — My opinion is, that the Board did not relax in ftridnefs, but that the diminution of 
fines was caui'ed by the work being better done. 

Q . — Why ten (hillings inftead of twenty (hillings for f offering lamps to go out was altered 
in the Con trad for 1803 ? 

A . — .[ vvas not in Dublin at the above period, but think that it would be prqiofterous, unjuft, 
and oppreflive, to inflid even the fine of ten (hillings for fuch negled. 

Q . — Have the Diredors and Commifiioners found by experience that the fyftem of 
exading fines with' ftridnefs had the effed of deterring perfous from coming forward with 
propofals ? 

A . — I do not think that fines were ever levied or impofed with unneceffary feverity ; a fine 
to the greateft extent has fcarce ever been inflided, and yeti think the power ot fining to 
fuch an extent was not an unwife meafure, as a cafe might ariie which would call upon the 
Board to punifh to the uttermott of their power. The Contractors, 1 believe, have been 
generally fatisfied with the moderate exercife of the powers of the Board, and I do not 
believe that in any one inftance it has deterred a Contrador from coming forward. 

Q. — If propofals more beneficial to the Public than Mr Clarkes as to lighting had been 
made fince the year 1803, would the embarrallments of the Corporation, and their con- 
fequent difability to difeharge the debt due to him, have precluded the Board from doling 
with fuch propofals ? 

yl . — I believe it would. 

Q . — Were the terms of the Paving Contrads ftridly enforced by the Corporation ? 

A. — The}' certainly were not. 

Q , — Will your Lorcfthip be pleated to affign the reafons why they were not ? 

A.—h happens in many infiances, that the gravel found under the pavement is' fo good, 
that four inches of new gravel would be a watte to -put there, and fome places may require 
more; the allowance under the Ad for paving a fquare yard is entirely inadequate to the 
expence of doing it; (tones of an exact dimenfion are at no times eaiy to be had, and at 
the prefent moment the Corporation have funds for providing neither ; and yet 1 thins the 
power given under the Contrad to the Board is not unwile, for the reafon I aftigned as to 
the Lighting Contracts. 

Q . — Did the Board ever examine the Supervifors as to the actual ft ate of the ftreets, or 
as to their opinion of the meaning o( their returns to the Board as to the ltale ot the 
pavement. 

A. — Continually; 

Q, What were the reafons that induced the Board to depart from the fyftem generally 

followed prior to the laic ten or twelve years, namely, by adopting the exiftmg (yltein 
Of Contrads, inftead of paving the ftreets by perfons employed by the Corporation ? 

A . — \s I believe and am pretty Cure, it was .found that Contractors did the work at a 
much cheaper rate than we could do it ourfelves; and L believe we have now no lots under 
our own diredion, but fuch as we have not been able to make Contrads (01. 

a— Does your Lordlhip think that the pavement of the ftreets has been as well executed 
fince the iylrein of Contrads commenced as it was before that period when the materials 
were purchafed, and the work done by perfons acting immediately under the Corporation t 

A . — 'flic work, in my opinion, has not been fo well done by the Contractors as woen it 
was executed bv the Board, but it has been much cheaper; and I beg leave to repeat again 
that the want of means lias made our doing the work ourfelves impracticable ; and the check 
upon the Contrador, by employing our ow n Pa vi ours to run upon him, being truttruted by 
want of funds, has been one great reafon of the bad pavement ot the ftreets. 

Q .— Has not the decline in the pavement of the ftreets been obferved by the Board 
ihemfelves, in common with the other inhabitants of the City of I ubiin . 

A. — Certain !v ; and for the reafons aligned in my auiwer to the preceding question. 

37 . “ Dd Q.—Vid 
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11. oat 'the receive, during She whole of this period, the fume reports from 

Fritlence. theSupervifbfs of the ftreels being in “ good order/’ and “ tolerable order” ? 

j A. — No. Reports were frequently made, 'that the flreets were generally in tolerable order, 

and Come of them in very good order. 

Q . — Are the accounts -o-f the Treafurer ufually examined by the Directors or Com- 
miiiioners ? ’ 

A . — I believe moftly by the Commiffioners; I have feldom or never ftridly examined dnto 
thofe accounts myfelf. 

Q . — W hy was not the certificate of the Board attached to the Treafurer's accounts €ub- 
ife<jiientto 1707? 

Jt . — I really do not know. 

< 2 - — Could your Lord (hip ftate the reafons why the Dire&ors were induced to appoint 
Mr. Daniel Panel! to the place of Store-keeper, after he had been dil'eontinued ; 



A.—i believe the proceedings of the Directors upon this bufinefs have been fnrniflied to 
your ‘Board ; Daniel Farrell was fufpended for a miftake in his accounts to the prejudice of 
the Public, in an .article to the amount of about twenty pounds ; the Committee of the 
Paving Board, who made that examination, reported, that though they thought his accounts 
were irregularly kept, and that he was not qualified as well as lie ought to be for the office 
of a Receiver, recommended, as I recoiled, to the Dkedors, that he tliould be in fome 
other way provided for; .and the tefiimqny of Donleayy being fo very ftrong in his favour, 
the ihredors thought it Would have been very great injuftice to an excellent Officer to have 
<1 if milled him from his ooilediou, without placing him in fome fituatioa that would be an 
equivalent to it. 

Q . — Is a Store-keeper a neccffiny Officer to the Corporation ? 

A- He is fo necefiary, that Daniel Farrell the Store-keeper having obtained fourteen 
days leave of abfence wbilft I was in England in the year 1803, the Paving Board thought 
it necefiary, even for that ffiort fpace of time, to appoint a Store-keeper to do the duty 111 
his abfence; Mr, Leonard Cornwall, one of their., principal Officers, was accordin')-!/ 
appointed lor lliof’e fourteen days, the Board, as I fuppofe, not thinking it fafe to trull tlfeir 
Stores to John Dicklon his deputy. A Store-keeper was appointed from the commencement 
of the Corporation ; the office of Store-keeper was difconlinued for a Ihort fpace of time 
but how it came to be fo difcontinued I do not remember. 

Q. Has Mr. Farrell dilcharged the duty of Store-keeper fince his appointment in a fatis- 
iactory manner ? 

r yJ r~j ^nnot fpeak with any great preeifion upon this point, having been moftly in 
England 'lince his appointment; but l believe if the gentlemen who compoi’e the Commiilion 
ol Enquiry {hall think proper to fearch further into this bull riels, and that if what I have 
liearcl as the depofition ol John Diqkfop has been truly dated to me, Mr. Farrell will be 
^abie to dilprove every part of that evidence which tends to throw blame upon him. 

Has your Lord (hip any further explanation to give this Board on the cafes of Chriftian 
1 v n anc thorn as King, beyond what has been ftatecl in the copy of the Proceedings of the 
Directors on thefe points already before the Board ? " 

A— Firft, as to Thomas King, he is an old fervant of mine ; Henry Ebling and he are joint 
Receivers ; but the Public are not-puf. to greater expcnce by this joint appointment, than 
it there was but one perion, the poundage continuing the fame as 'it has been for a great 
many years ; Thomas King is now on leave of ablence, but he is ready to attend to his 
duty it it is found necefiary to call upon him : as to Chriftian Skelly, I beg to refer to the 
written ftatement already before this Board ; file has been doing the duties of her office with- 
out lntermiliion finee her firft appointment, which is ten or twelve years fince, although by 
iome accident her name was diicontinued for a Ihort fpace of time. 

Q R- Has J our L °Mlhip any other matter to ftate, or any papers or documents to lav before 
the Commifhoners ol Enquiry, lor the purpofe of explaining the condud of the Corporation 
lor Raving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the Streets of Dublin ? If lb, you will pleafe to ftate 
tiem now, or it they confift of Papers give them in to be annexed to your Evidence ?

given to me in writing, and that I may be allowed to fend an anfwer in writing to it, which 
1 will do in an hour.

, a e> U . t ^ lat ^ think it would give the Commiffioners of Enquiry unnecefiary trouble, 
,■ e S ene |' a ‘ ftate and condudl of the Paving Corporation was very fully let forth in the 
antwer lent to your Precepts 9 and 10, in a letter to you of the 16th of lalt month ; I Ihall 

never- 
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neverthelefs avail myfelf of your indulgence, and add, to what has been already ftaled, 
l'ome few obfervations which occur. 

When I brought the. firft Bill into Parliament, I hefitated not to leave the debts of the 
ancient Corporation as a lien upon cur funds, becaul'e the Coach Tax was to make a part of 
them, which tax I well knew would prove fo productive as to enable us to clear off that debt 
at no diftant day, it then producing about £. 7,000 per annum, and its prefent produce being, 
as I underftand, about £. 40,000 ; but I believe the Government of the country was as well 
aware of this as myfelf, and though this lax had been conceded to me, l was defired to 
commute it for an annual grant; five Lhoufand pounds was the fum, which, in the words of 
the Act, to which you may refer, was granted in lieu of the Coach Tax to our Cor- 
rporation. 

After a very few years, we found this debt lo be very burthenfome, and at length it be- 
came intolerable; we made repeated reprefentations to Government upon the dillreffed ffate 
of our finances, and more than once lo Parliament. Occafiorial aids were granted, as you 
will fee in tiie Paper N° 16, annexed, but no folid relief was ever obtained ; for inlteacl of 
relief, in thefe eight or ten years .pair, the- difficulties, of the Corporation have increafed to 
fuen a degree by the advanced price on every article in which we are concerned, that it is 
a matter of aftonilhment to me, how they have been able to get on at all. At times, to 
lave expence, we took down l'ome hundreds of the lamps, which, by order of Government, 
and furely a very proper order it was, we were direCted to replace. In the year 1 707, coals, 
candles, &c. were dil'continued in the firft Director’s and firft Commiffioner’s hyufes, fee 
Paper N° 14 ; k was a paltry laving, but it was all the Board could do ; meanwhile every dif- 
ficulty was redoubling upon the Corporation. The Compofition paid by the City for clean fing 
the ftreets under the ACt of Parliament is £. 2,000 a year ; it cofts the Paving Board at this 
time near fix lhoufand pounds, fee Paper N° 4. 

In the year 1786, the Corporation paid for lighting the globes £. 1.0. 9. for each, they 
now pay £. 1. 15. fee Paper N° 7 ; the price of oil was then £. 19 per ton~ it is now £. 50, 
lee Paper N° 8, arid yet the tax continues the fame as at the eftablilhment. 

By the Paper IN° 15, a ftatement is made of the unforel’een expences which the Corpora- 
tion have incurred fince its inftitution ; it amounts to c£.uo,i68. 3. Thev haye in that time 
received grants in addition to their own proper funds, the fum of £. 42,606. 17. 6. They have 
paid therefore in unexpeCtedclaims no lei's a fum than £. 67,501. 6. if. a fum nearly equal, and 
which would have nearly enabled them to difeharge not only their own incumbrances, but 
the debts a'ifo of the old Corporation. I beg to repeat again, that under fuch circumftances 
it is matter of aftonilhment lo me how they have been able to go on; and if I was not fo 
materially concerned in thefe' tran factions myfelf, 1 think I fliould be difpofed to fay, that 
the conduct of the Corporation deferred not centime, but praife. 

I requeft that Gentlemen would be at the trouble to perufe the items in Paper N° 15. 

The charge for the intereft, N° 1, of the debt due by the old Corporation, it was very 
natural to l'uppofe they would be relieved from, when it appeared it was not in their power 
to pay it. 

Ten thoufand pounds for a fupply of water for the ufe of the poor, N° 2, is an expence that 
will never be regretted by any Gentleman of your Commiffion, or I believe by any man. 
alive. 

It was expeCted that the coft of Sarah’s Bridge would have been defrayed by a mortgage 
upon the fines for nuifances, which at that time went to a large amount, but the fines have- 
greatly diminilhed ; and whether this has arifen from a ftriCter obedience to the law, or from 
neglect in levying them, il is nolr for me to fay, perhaps it may be owing to both, but Sarah’s 
Bridge remains, and nobody, I believe, would wilh that it were pulled down. 

Upon the article of Cleanfing, N° 4, the fum of £, 37,770. 10. 4\. has been loti, but upon that 
fubjeCt fo much has been laid that i t is unneceffary to trouble the Cornmillioners with another 
word ; the lot's of £. 1.5,332. 19. 2. N° 5, by Lighting, Hands in the fame predicament. Perhaps 
I have been too difful'e in the ftatement l have made ; but knowing the cry which has been 
railed againft the Corporation to which I belong, I have felt it my duty lb to enlarge, and 
as a further duty which I owe to myfelf, I think I am bound to Hate, and I hope I may do 
it without offence to the Gentlemen who compofe the Commiffion, that I have feen with 
great concern, that an enquiry of this nature fiiould be fo long carried on, involving, as 
tinted by one of your Precepts, the refponlibiiity and characters of the Gentlemen of the 
Paving Corporation, without any communication being made to them, except by thofe 
Precepts during the progrel's of it ; and that witneffes have been examined whole evidence, 
if divulged, --ana affeCting them, might have been explained or refuted. Under thefe circum- 
ftances, it is impoffible for me to know whether any charges have been made againft the 
Corporation, and ftili more impoffible, if any have been made, lor me to refute them; but I 
cannot end, without begging your permillion to acknowledge the polite attention Ihewn to 
me upon my examination.

Hugh Henry Mitchell, Efq. Firft Commiffioner of the Corporation for Paving, Cleanfing, " ^ 

and Lighting the Streets of Dublin, attended, and being fworn, depofeth as follows : II . H. Mitchell, Efq* 

Q . — How long have you been a Coramiffioner of the Corporation for Paving, Cleanfing, 
and Lighting the Streets of Dublin ? 

A. — I have been a Cominiflioner from the. commencement of the Corporation in 1784. 

Q . — Was the City of Dublin very badly lighted antecedent to the ift September 1796 ? 

A . — I cannot exactly recollect the ftate of the lighting of the City at that period ; but when 
the funds of the Corporation were in a flourilhing Hate, the fines were exacted rigoroufly. 

Q. — Did a rigorous exaction of the fines depend upon the ftate of the finances of the Cor- 
poration, or did it proceed from a variation in the manner in which the lighting bufinefs was 
conducted ? 

A .-— It depended upon the firft of thefe caufes. 

Q . — Has the City of Dublin been better lighted of late years than heretofore ? 

A. — I think it was better lighted fome years ago, becaufe there were more lamps at that • 
time ; as to the mode of lighting, it is nearly the fame. 

Q . — What were the caufes of the charges for additional wages to Lamplighters in the 
Accounts for the years 1798, 1799, and 1800 ? 

A. — -The caufe why additional wages was allowed to Lamplighters, which appears in the 
Accounts of the Corporation of 1798, 1 799, and 1800, was in conlequence of a memorial from 
all the Lamplighters to the Board, letting forth the very low wages which they then received, 
and the very high price of all the necelfaries of life; and it being then the period of the 
Rebellion, the Board thought it prudent and right to allow them fome addition to their wages, 
to encourage them to light the globes in proper time in the evenings, and to keep them 
lighted to a late hour in the morning, as it was dil'covered there was a combination among 
the Lamplighters, and their intention was to leave the City in total darknefs, to favour the 
deligns of the rebels; the Board at prelent do not allow any addition whatever to the Wages 
of the Lamplighters, and they are entirely paid by the Contra&or. 

Q . — And for additional allowance of oil in the year 1803? 

A — This being the period of the Rebellion alio, the Board thought it right to order the 
Lighting Contractor to give out an additional quantity of oil to the Lamplighters, in order 
that the globes might be lighted at a very early hour in the evening, and continue burning 
till it was far advanced after daylight in the morning. 

Q. — What were the reafons that induced the Directors and CommilBoneb to reduce the 
amount of the fines for differing lamps logo out, from twenty fliillings to ten (hillings, in the 
ContraiSl figned for the lit September 1803 ? 

A. — So far as I recollect, the Contractor for that period-refufed to enter into the Contract 
without that alteration being made. 

Q . — Explain why fines were not impofed in the years 179.8 and 1803 on the Lighting 
Contractor ? 

A. — In addition to the caufe already affigned, namelv, the pecuniary embarraffments of the 
Corporation, thele being the years or rebellion, the difficulties of the Contractors to ftllfil 
their agreements were further increaled by thole events. 

Q. — Have the Directors and Commiffioners found by experience that the fyftem of 
infliCt mg lines with rigour, formerly purlued by the Corporation, had the clFedt of deterring 
perfons from coming forward with propofals ? 

A. — 1 think it had, as feveral perfons who came to Dublin from England, were deterred by 
the magnitude of the fines which the Diredtors and Commiffioners were by the Contracts 
authoriled to impofe, and by the rigorous manner in which they had been exacted, 

Q. — .By what ftandard were the certificates of the Supervifors meafured by the Board of 
Dirediors and Commiffioners, as it is clear on all hands that the Contract was not the 
itandard ? 

A .' — I hey reported in general terms on the ftate of the pavement. 

Q. Did the Diredtors or Commiffioners ever fettle any precile meanirjg for the terms 

good order,” — ■" tolerable order ?” 

A . — The Supervifors were often defired to be more explicit in their reports, and fome were 
fent back to be corre&ed. 

Q.- — Did they ever examine the Supervifors as to the aCtual llste of the ftreets, or their 
(the Supervifors) ideas as to the meaning of thole returns, when they received them ; was 
the monev paid on thole returns, without further examination ? 

A. — The Supervifors were. frequently examined as to the meaning of their returns. With 
refpedt of the payment to the ContraCior, it was made piirfuant to the agreement of the 
Contract ; if the work was not well-done, the ‘ContraiSor was obliged to repave it.

A . — Very often.

Q ■ — Have they not received uniform good reports during the whole of the above period: 
from their Supervifors ? 

A . — The Supervifors- have reported according to the ftate of the ftreets>.but the ContraClor 
has hot been paid until he produced the ultra! certificate from- the Supervifor ?■ 

Q . — -Mas not the form- of the certificates been the fame during the lad ten or twelve years ?' 

A. — 1- think they were nearly written in the fame ftyle undform as at prelent. 

• Q . — Was it the pra&ice to pay. the Paying Contractor, until a certificate was obtained of 

good order,” — “ tolerable order ?”. 

' A . — They were fometimes paid- money on account; I believe- the- balance was never paid 
until fitch certificate was obtained. 

Q. — Have not fudh certificates' been obtained during that whole period from- the Super- 
vifors ? 

A . — I believe they were. 

Q.— Has it not been notorious, that during the whole of the above period, the practice of 
ufing lime rubbifh, inftead of gravel, for bedding the pavement, has prevailed ? 

A. — fn many cafes it has been done.' 

■. Q- — Were fiich practices tolerated by the D'ire&ors and Commiffioners in confequence of 
their being unable to pay the C'dntraCfors, or have they crept in inconfeq.uence of the nes>leCl 
o'; the Supervifors, or have they proceeded from botii thole caiifes ? 

A . — Such practices were not tolerated by the Directors and Commiffioners; when limes- 
rubbifii or improper materials were ufed, i t mult be owing to the neglect of the Officer. 

Q. Were there many complaints from the inhabitants of Dublin to the Board refpeCllng 
the bad paving and cleahfing, and what did the Board do iuconlequenee of thofe complaints"? 

A.-A There were many complaints, and the Board gave immediate orders for nuiiances to 
be removed, and the ftreets to be repaired. 

. Q.— Do yon think, if the payments were regularly made to the Paying Contractors, they 
could have afforded to execute their Contracts in a ibiid and durable manner? 

A. — Infinitely better than the prefen t ftate, 

Q - — Do you confider the refponfibilitv for the due execution of the feveral works under 
the care of the Corporation, refts on the Commiffioners alone? 

A . — Not entirely alone on the Commiffioners; they give directions to have the neceflary 
works done; the Directors have as full powers in this relpeCt as the Commiffioners, and do 
fometimes attend to the bulinefs of the Corporation, as well as the Commiffioners ; the chief 
part of the bufmefs of the Corporation is done by the Commiffioners. 

Q .- — Has the interference of the Directors, or their exclufive right of patronage' in the 
appointment of Officers, ever impeded the Commiffioners in their exercife of their neceflary 
coiitroul over the feveral perfons employed therein ? 

A . — 1 do not think they have ever impeded the progrefs of the works. 

C 3 - — Have the feveral perfons, from time to time appointed by the Directors, been com- 
petent in point of age, capacity, experience, and activity, to execute the feveral departments 
committed to them, with advantage to the Public ? 

A.-—1 here has certainly been fome old men appointed, and fome rather infirm; but we 
have feveral aCiive perfqiis in the employment of the Corporation. 

— Have thofe perfons in general difeharged thofe duties in a proper manner? 

A ■ — In confequence of their age and infirmities, they have very often been ill, and confe- 
qucntly abfent ; but other perfons in the employment of the Corporation have, u» thofe cafes, 
been l'uffered to do their duty during their ablence. 

* 3 - — ‘Are the perfons fo employed paid by the Corporation, or by the perfons fo abfenting 
themfelves? 

A. — The Corporation have not paid them ft nee the 8t!> June 1804, u refolution of the 
Board having then been entered into to that effeCl.

Q. — Arc the accounts of the Treafurer examined by the Directors or Commiffioners, or 
any of them l A . — They are frequently examined by the Commiffioners. 

< 2 . — Why has not the ufual certificate been given to the Treafurer, on furnifhing his 
accounts, as formerly ? ... ... 

A. — Something might have occurred during the examination of the accounts, which 
might have caufed the certificate to be poftponed; I allow its not being done muft have 
been an error. 

Q, Why was the allowance of three per cent, given to the Treafurer on all bills accepted 

by him for the Corporation, for the payment of perfons to whom the Corporation was 
indebted ? . , 

A . — [t was allowed by the Board as a compenfation to the Treafurer, in coniequence or 
Jiis acceptance being given on their drafts, and confequenl refponfibility being engaged for 
the accommodation of the Board.

Q — Has any enquiry been made whether any evils refulted, or good enfued, from the 
' practice of not changing them uniformly ? - . , . . 

A . — I always recommended it as a good meafure, to change the Collectors in their 
divifions. 

Q . — Are the books of the taxes, the accounts of arrears, or the caufes thereof, or the Col- 
lectors themfelves, ever examined before the Directors or Commiffioners, or any enquiries 
made into the caufes of fo much Ioffes arifmg from the taxes ? . 

A . — The books and Collectors are fometimes examined, and the aniounts of their col- 
lections l'worn to quarterly ; the Accomptant makes particular enquiry into the caufes and 
.Ioffes arifing ■from .the taxes. 

Q . — Has the Board ever examined into the collection of taxes, and compared- the Ioffes 
with thofe of other .Corporations; paying Houfe-tax? 

A . — 'I hey have not, as well as 1 can recoiled, except in one particular inftance, Hated m 
the proceedings of the Sub-committee, in the cafe of Daniel Farrell, in the month of April 
1803, a copy of which proceedings were delivered to the Commiffioners of Enquiry.

Firft Supervifors — Are to have the Infpecftion of their Divifions as to Scavenging and 
Nuifances; are to confult and aift with the Overfeers of Scavenging; are to be entirely 
accountable for the Pavement, which they report according to the printed Form ; are to 
deliver Licences, on the Orders of the Board, as is done at prefent; are accountable for all

Under InfpeCtors of Globes— Their duty has been tire fame tliefe many years pa ft : they 
have their nightly weeks, and their infpection of the clean line Is and ordering of the. lamps 
by day, on which thev make their Report on deficiencies and neglect; it is u duty to be 
aVcejftained only by die diligence in the execution of it; to attend on Wednefday. 

Storekeeper— To keep a Book, in which every article brought in Ihould be regularly 
entered and difeharged. 

Overfeers of Works— To overfee, and verbally or in writing, report upon all works of 
Mafonry, Crols Paflages, Arkiow Pavement, Fountains, and Sewers; to level, furvey, and 
eft i mate ; when beeafion calls for it to attend the Board. 

Collectors— They are to do their beft in the collection of the Taxes, hut they niuft expeft 
in future, that when on Examination it llia.ll be found that the Taxes are loft, without ap- 
prizing the Board thereof two months before the time expires, that the Collector fhall make 
.rood die fame on the fettling of his annual Accounts; tire Collector is to call on thole per- 
sons of the Corporation who are Conllables, whenever he dial I want affiftance, in diftiainiug 
for the collection of the Tax; the Colle&or to give into the care of the Storekeeper all 
diltreifes for Taxes that are not redeemed within fix days after the diftrefs is taken, - with 
a note, fpecifying the perlbn’s name,, the ftreet, and the particular of the l ax. 

General Orders— Every Officer of the Corporation is to underftand it to be a part of his 
duty to report to tire Board, or to one of the Commiffioners, every Nuifance which lie fhail 
obferve, or which fhall come to his knowledge, which is out of the refpeCtive departments, 
remembering that Nuilances in their own Divifions, and other matters, are to be ordered to 
be removed or done, as the.cafe may be, without waiting for particular InltruCtions.

Tranfcript of ‘State of Paving Corporation, delivered to Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 
2 2d "February 1794. 

The Paving Corporation wi(h to have the power of borrowing, on their own Funds, any 
fum not exceeding £. 5,000, upon any terms which fhaVl notclalh with the public Loan. 

The debt of the Corporation is £. 58,000, ,£.43,000 of which was incurred by the old 
■Corporation ; their income is about £. <25,000 per annum. 

They have been in the habits of paying in ready money for all their works, which they 
-conceive to be the means of laving much money to the Public, and for this end they have 
conftantly borrowed any money that was immediately wanted on their own perianal fecurity ; 
but the interelt on thel'e linns having been difallovved by the Commiffioners of the Iinpreft 
Account in their Report this Seffions of Parliament, renders it neceflary for them to make this 
application ; and they earneftly reqnelb that the Chancellor of the Exchequer will have the 
goodnefs to accommodate their Corporation fo far as to inlert in fome public Bill a Claule to 
ihe foregoing effedl, if he fllall fee no objection thereunto.

The following Reprefentation was agreed to, and ligned by the Board. 

Paving Houfe, Dawfon-ftreet., 6th Januarv 1797. 
The Paving Corporation being in the utmoft diftrei's for money, not upon grounds that are 
new or unexpected, but fuch as have been reprefented to Government fo long fince as the 22d 
February 1794, and having on account of the difficulties which appeared in raffing the public 
money, forbore to urge their wants in the manner which their prefent dffi relies now force 
them to do, mo ft earneftly folicit the aid of Government to borrow, upon their own funds, any 
linn not exceeding ten thoufand pounds, without which it will be impoffible to carry on the 
bufinel's of the Corporation. 

They take leave to fubjoin a tranfcript of the State of their Affairs above mentioned, which 
was delivered to the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the22d February 1794. ’ 

And alfo, the Examination of the Firft Diredtor of the Corporation, taken by the Com mi f- 
lioners of Impreft Accounts, and extradled from the Report made by the laid Commiffioners 
•to Parliament in their lixteenth Report, which they conceive and hope to be full and l'atis- 
■fadtory.

Examination of Firft Director of the Corporation, taken before the Commiffioners of Im- 
preft Accounts. 

The Firft Dire&or being alkcd with refpe<ft to the general Expenditure of the Board, which 
appeared to be increafing every year, he replied, “ That this mult necellarily be the cate whillt 
" , lc P l ' e * e 1 nt madnefs or folly of building prevailed ; that upon a matter of fo general nature, 
he could not peak upon oath, but proceeded to Hate, that at the creation of the prefent 
“ Corporation, the funds were found lb perfedtly inadequate to the expence, that Parliament 
granted in aid £. 5,000 a year out of the general revenues of the Kingdom : that in pro- 
portion to the increafe 111 extent of the City, in the lame proportion did this aid become 
lefs and inefficient; the expence of Scavenging, for example in 1786, was no more than 
ot. 2,100; in nut year, it amounts to £. 3,400 and upwards, although the Contribution 
received from the City out of their Tolls and Cuftoms, for this fpecific purpofe, amounts to 
no more than £. 2,000 per annum, the fum at which it was originally affeifed. A great 
expence has been incurred by the Corporation in the new Sewers, and other works, in' Inch 
“ new streets as come under their direction 1 tire Affeffinents levied not being equal to the 
ex pence ; and 111 the article of Lighting in , 7S6, the Contrnfl was made at tw-ehty fliillings 
and mne.pence, the Corporation now pays £.1.4. for eacli Lamp, which upon fix thoufand

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<c Lamps and upwards that there are now in the City makes another considerable increafe 
« of ex pence, and which he apprehends, when taken together, will fully account for the whole 
■“ in created expence of the Corporation.”

My Lotus and Gentlemen, Dublin Caftle, 22d April 1797. 

I have re eived a Letter dated the 15th inft. from J. P. Conroy, Efquire, your Secretary, 
with Statements of the Accounts of your Corporation, and the Outftanding Debt on the 
25th of March laft, amounting to the Sum of £. 11,742. 18. lof. towards the difcharge 
of which it is your intention, with the Lord Lieutenant’s approbation, to borrow the Sum 
of £. 10,000. purfuanl to the provifoes of the -Aft palled in the prefent Seffion of Parlia- 
ment, an Ex trail from which Mr. Conroy inclofed in his Letter; and having laid the faid 
Letter and Papers before the Lord Lieutenant, l am commanded by his Excellency to 
figmfy to you his approbation of your borrowing the faid Sum of £.10,000. to be applied 
towards the difcharge of the Debt before-mentioned accordingly. 

His Excellency defires you will lay before him an Eflimate of the Charges to be defrayed 
by your Corporation m the year to the 25th of March 1798,. and of the Funds for the pay- 
ment of the fame. 

Ilis Excellency alfo dire&s me to recommend to your ferious attention the neceffity of 
preventing the accumulation of further Debt, as otherwife, a confiderable portion of the 
Funds of the Corporation will be abforbed in payment of Interefl, and that you will care- 
fully avoid the undertaking any works but fuch as are indifpenfable, and the expence of 
winch may be within the com oafs of your annual Fund to difcharge.

We have the honour to acquaint you, for his Excellency’s information, that in confe- 
quence of your Letter, dated the 22d of April laft, we have, to the utmoll of our power, 
by a vigilant attention to economy in all our works, endeavoured to bring our Expences 
within our Income, and have tried every experiment in the Lighting the City, in order, if 
poliible, to prevent the accumulation of Debt ; and we are very lorry to be obliged to 
acquaint his Excellency, that we have found it.abfolutely necefTary, from the ift of October, 
o reduce the number of our lamps, as the only means by which we can keep our Expences 
within our Income. r r

how far it might be expedient for him to dired you to continue the full lighting of the 
City, and to defray the Expence in fuch manner as may appear proper. 

And it appearing that the number of Lamps now lighted in the City are inliifficient, and 
that many accidents may occur if the ftreets are not better lighted, his Excellency has 
commanded me to fignify to you his defire that you will continue the full lighting of the 
City to the 25th March next, and that you will return to me an Eftimate of the Expence 
which will be incurred thereby, beyond the amount which can be defrayed from the Funds 
for lighting the City under your management, in order that the fame may be laid before 
Parliament.

13. in the Lord Mayor alone for City and Suburbs, and the Senefchal 
of each Liberty, with Church wardens to inlpedl. 

By 13, 14 Geo. 111. c. 22. in the Lord Chancellor, the Archbiihop of Dublin, the Chief 
.Indices of IC. B. and C. P. the Lord Chief Baron of Exchequer, the Speaker of 1:1. C. the 
Provofr, &c. V. P. of Trinity College, the Lord Mayor, Recorder, Sheriffs, and Reprefeu- 
tatives in Parliament of the City of Dublin, the Reprefentutives of the County of Dublin, 
the High Sheriff of the County of Dublin, the Lord of the Manor of Thomas-Conrt and 
Donore, with the Senelchal of the lame, the Senefchal of St.- Sepulchre’s, the Dean of Chrift 
Church, the Dean of St. Patrick’s, fifteen Aldermen, fifteen Common Council men of the 
Corporation of the City, and thirty-feven other Perfons individually named, five of whom 
were a quorum, and aflillecl by diviiional Committees. 

Amended by the 1 5 and 16 Geo. ! 1 1. c. 20. 

By the 21 , 22 Geo. IK. c. Go. in leveral other Commiffioners. 

And in 1784, in order to remedy the inconveniencies and the mifapplicalion of the ex- 
penditure which arofe from the ineffedlual execution in the various perfons, to whom 
under former, Acts had fallen the management of the funds, and administrations of. the powers 
granted for the purpofe of Paving, Lighting, and Cleanling, and removing Encroachments, 
i\uifaaces,,aqd Annoyances in the City and Liberties of Dublin, and the Suburbs thereof, and 
for the advantage of placing the ordering, directing, and managing of the cleanling 
■and lighting, the ordering, defigning, and making of all common fewers, drains, and vaults, 
under the care of the lame Directors and Commiifioners, who ihould have the direction and 
inanagemen t of the paving of the ftreets. Act 23, 24 Geo. HI. c. 57. was palled, appointing 
certain Directors and Commiffioners therein named to be a Corporation for the above 
purpofes. 

This is. the Inftilution of the Paving Board. 

And in 1786, in order to remedy the confufion arifing from the multiplicity of former 
Adis made for the above purpoles, another Adt was palled, which Adi, 26 Geo. III. c. 61. 
contains all fuch parts of laid former Adts as were proper to be continued, with fuch alte- 
rations and additions as are therein contained. 

By Adi 28 Geo. III. c. 42. the agreement by the Corporation to pay Pipewater Com- 
mittee £. 150 a year, to enable them to extend their Waterworks for the better fupply of 
fountains, was confirmed. 

And in 1790,’ an Adt was palled, increaling the powers of the Diredlors and Commiffioners 
for Paving, which Adt was amended and continued by another Act palled in 1 797. 

And by an Adt of Parliament palled in the 40th year of His prelent Majefty, that part of 
the Liberty of St. Sepulchre’s called Harcourt-ftreet, is placed in every refipedt as ftreets in 
the City of Dublin under the jurifdidtion of the Diredtors and Commiffioners for Paving, 
&c. 

And appeal from adjudication of Diredtors and Commiffioners for Paving, See. is removed 
from jurildiction of Selfions to the Courts of Law. 

The execution of the powers under thefe Adts is veiled in fix Diredlors and fix Com- 
miffioners; incorporated, and named Diredlors and Commiffioners for Paving, Cleanfing, and 
Lighting the Streets of Dublin. 

Diredtors act without falary, and eledl fucceffors tG fuch of their number as die or refign. 

Five Diredlors and Commiifioners are empowered to contradl for an houfe, warehoufe, 
ftore-yards, ftables, &c. at not above £. 250 per annum, and the majority of Diredlors may 
take additional llore-houfes within the Circular Road, and make alterations and additions in 
their Corporation Houle, not to exceed the further annual expence of £. 100. 

Five of them, with Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor’s content, may remove Com- 
miifioners and appoint others, not- being Members of Parliament, and may appoint, remove, 
replace, take lureties from, and appoint falaries for fuch officers, clerks, and fervants, as they 
may think fit; three of them may fufpend for fix months, and fubftitute other officers, &c. 

The lenior Dired'tor prefent has a calling vote. 

Commiffioners have twenty ILillings for each day on which four of them attend, to be 
afeertained by Secretary’s entry, verified or. oath before the Imprell Commiffioners. 

All powers veiled in Diredtors and Commiffioners may be exercifed by the majority of 
fuch of both, or either, as attend at any meeting ; three are a quorum (unlefs otherwife 
diredted) ; any number may adjourn. . 

Nine are neeeffary to make bye laws and other regulations for the government of the 
Corporation, and they may alter and amend them, fo as not contrary to law. 

Corporation may lumrnon (on complaint on oath) parties and witneffes, and fine 40 
Shillings for refident not appearing, and re-fummon ; may admiuifter oaths, may hear and 
determine complaints made upon oath, touching any offence within the province of their 
jurifdidlion, and on convidtion adjudge penalties, as preferibed by the Adt againft which the 
offence is committed. 

All Contradls with the Corporation are founded on public advertifements. 

REVENUE. 

The Revenue arifing from Paving Tax, Lighting Tax, Compofition for Cleanfing, Fines 
on Nuifances, and Parliamentary grants. 

Paying Tax is affeifed at the rate of is. 6 d. per year per pound of the rent of all houfes, 

warehoufes. 
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warehoufes, &c. as valued for Mini fters Money, and warehoufes, ftables, void fpaces, dead 
walls, Stc. at a rate of is. 6d. a year for every yard of running meafure, or at is. per pound 
of the yearly value, which ever is lovveft. 

Public Buildings at the rate of 4 d. per fquare yard in front to the centre of the ftreet.

Lighting Tax is affeffed on houfes within the City, and in Harcourt-fcreet, valued at 
fMinifters money) <£. 20 a year and upwards, at is. 6d. in the pound ; at £. 10 and under 
«£• 20, one fhilling in the pound ; under £. 10. nine-pence in the pound. 

Public Buildings 4 d. for each fquare yard in front in the centre of the ftreet and bridges, 
4 d. for each fquare yard between the battlements, and warehoufes, offices, ftables, dead walls. 
See. either is, 6d. per yard running meafure, or is. per pound of the yearly value, which ever 
is loweft. 



The cleanfmg of the Streets, &c. of Dublin, before palling the A& of 23 and 24 Geo. III', 
had been conduced under the direction of the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens, 
and the Expence thereof defrayed by them out of the Revenue ari'ing from the Tolls and 
Cuftoms of the City; and by the 26th Geo. III. c. 45, they are empowered to compound 
with the Directors and Commiilioners for Paving, Sec. for the above work at «£. 2,000 per 
annum.

U S E. 

The utility of the Paving Corporation would appear moft evident by a retro fpective view of 
the Hate of the City, previous to its inititution, when the Streets were almoft impaffable from 
filth, and the obftruCtions of fign-pofts and annoyances of all forts ; but the public benefit from 
the Corporation is not merely a negative advantage, for though the Corporation was faddled 
not only with the negligence but with the debts of its predecelfors, amounting to upwards 
of £. 35,000, the Paving and Lighting, together with the Footways and Crofiings, are now 
as good as the extent and population of the City will well admit of. 

Forty-three Fountains have been ere&ed, which are no lefs of fervice than ornament to 
the City, and Sarah’s Bridge has been built arofs the River Liffey, and kept in Repair for 
feven years without Toll. 

DEBT. 

Works of fuch extent could not have been carried into effect without involving the 
Corporation in vaft expence far exceeding its ordinary revenue. The Corporation has, 
therefore, under the l’anction of Parliament, raifed Loans at fundry times amounting to 
£. 35,000. 

In the year 1792 the Intereft on Sums amounting to £. 53,000, borrowed at £. 5 per-cent, 
and £.6 per-cent, by the former and prelent Corporation, was reduced to £. 4 per-cent, 
making an annual faving of Intereft of <£.767. 9. 7.

{beets are" generally formed on wide roads and leading avenues, it commonly happens that the 
houfes are l'mall, and the Tax of courfe wholly inadequate to the extent of Pavement and 
range of Globes required ; and in the interior of the City, where large houfes are ufually 
built, and the Pavement made for the firft time by the CommiHioners ot Wide Streets, it fre- 
quently happens that the houfes of feveral ftreets are taken down, and the entire fpace con- 
verted into one ftreet or place, thereby confiderably increafing the expence of preferving the 
Pavement, and diminilhing the Taxes which ul'ed to lupport it.

Eirl't, the very high price in the article of oil, whereby the prefent Contratt for Lighting 
is inereafed nearly two-thirds more than it was at the commencement of their Inhibition. 

The Corporation, in the year 1786, having made its Contratt for lighting the public globes 
of the City at lb low a rate as =£.1.0. 9. per globe per annum * — the Contrail for lighting the 
enduing' year is made at £. 1. 14. i£ per globe per annum, which inereafed rile in the price 
of lighting 5,890 globes in the City, amounts to the Cum of .£.3,938 per annum, and, 110I- 
with dan ding inch inereafed expence, the rates and affeffments of the Lighting Tax have not 
been inereafed, but have ftill continued on the fame lcale they were when the Corporation 
gol the- lighting of .the City, executed, as before-mentioned, at nearly two-thirds lels than 
what it now cod them. 

Secondly, the expence' of cleanfing the fireets of the City of Dublin (which, fince the 
origin of this Corporation, has inereafed nearly double) has within thefe lad years rifen con- 
liderably, and which for the lad year amounted to upwards of £,2,000 per annum more than 
the fum which this Corporation receives from the City towards defraying that very necefiary 
■expence, which, together with the general rife (as before dated) has materially inereafed the 



ex pence. ' . 

That by tire Aft of the 26th of Ilis prefent Majefty, feet. 4. it is emitted, that the fum ot 
£. 45,271. 9. 4f — £. 35,271. o. 4 of which was clue by the former Corporation — fliall be 
chargeable on the funds of the" prelent’ Corporation, and the interelt thereof difeharged out 
bf fafd funds, in coniequence of winch your Petitioners were necefiitated to pay out of their 
iimds as interebon £. 45,27 1 . 9. 4 § , from the year 17S4 to the year 1 JQ-> the annual fum 
of£. 2,387. 9. 7. whereof £. 1,787. 9. 7. was for a debt accrued before the prefent Corpo- 
ration was edabliflied. 

That in the year 1792 the debt was paid off by them, and a new loan made at <£. 4 per 
-cent, on £. 33,000, part of the debt of the old Corporation, amounting to the annual fum of 
£. 1,320, which two fums being put together would now amount to £. 30,139. 16. 8. without 
charging the annual lot's of interelt on the fame, and which has been all paid for interelt on 
a ,d,eb.t which tliev never incurred, and which, if added to the principal ot laid original debt, 

would 
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would amount to the fum of £. 65,411. 6 . of, a fum nearly equal to the whole debt of the 
Corporation. 

Your Petitioners beg leave to ft ate to the Honourable Houfe, that they have paid tire 
fum of 5,000 out of their funds thi^year, to di lb barge and pay off Debentures for fo 
much borrowed, purfuant to Act of Parliament palled in the 30th year of His prelent 
Majefty, which has increafed their Boating or unfunded -debt from £. 15,400 to upwards of 
£: 20,000. 

Your Petitioners alfo beg leave to Bate to -the Honourable Houfe, that they have every 
rcafon to believe that the increafed price of lever-al articles was occalioned by the War, anil 
other difficulties anting therefrom ; and they humbly i'ubmit, that if the -floating or -unfunded 
debt affe&ing them amounting as Bated to upwards of £. 20,000 was dii charged, the future 
-expence oftheyear might be brought within theufual income. 

Your Petitioners therefore pray this Honourable Houfe to take their -cafe into confide- 
-ration, and you will be pleated to grant inch ailifiauce as this Honourable Houfe that; 
think fit.

The Fines received for nuifances are paid into the hands of the Treafurer of the Corpora- 
tion. The Fines levied on the Scavenging Contradtors, are deducted from the refpedtive con- 
tracts. The Fines levied on the Lighting Contradtors, from 1786 to the 25th March 1797, 
have been dedudled from the accounts of the Lighting Contractors. The Lighting Fines 
from the 25th March 1797 to the 5th January 1.802, amounting to the fiun of £. 648. 16. 5. 
was ordered by the Board to be received by Daniell Farrell, one of the principal lafpec- 
lors of Globes, and out of faid Fines, he was directed to pay himfelf a falary of £. 100 per 
annum, and alfo to pay William Auftin, another principal Infpedtor of Globes, the annual 
allowance bf«£.

As the Commiffioners of Enquiry are anxious to afeertain, by the moft authentic evidence, 
thecaufes that have produced fo great a decline in the repair of the ftreets of Dublin for 
.feveral years paft, and why they have been fo imperfectly clean led during fo great a part of 
that time, they are fully prepared to hear, and to coniider dilpaflionately, fuch additional 
■oblervations as the exifting Corporation may have to iubmit on a point which fo materially 
concerns its charadier and refpeciability. 

To which the following Return was made; viz.

Iam ordered by the Pire&ors and Commiffioners for Paving, &c. to date in anfwer to 
Precepts No. 9 and 10, received in your letter dated the 21ft Auguft, and moft iatisfaclo- 
rily explained to them by your letter to me of the 2d September, requiring “ the Directors 
“ and Commiffioners of Paving will be pleafed to ftate whether, according to their belt judg- 
“ ment and belief, the agreement made with the feveral perfons employed by them for 
" paving, cleanfing,or lighting the ftreets of Dublin, were executed in conformity to contract, 
“ and if not, to ftate whether the penalties contained in laid contract were, or were net, 
“ punctually enforced ; and whether the perfons employed by them to report 0:1 the execu- 
“ tion of thefe works did, or did not, dilcharge their duty in a proper manner ; and whether 
“ the Directors and Commiffioners ever felt themfelves obliged to pafs over omiflions on 
<£ the part of thofe Contractors, who had failed to execute the ieveral works in a proper and 
,s durable manner, injconlequence of arrears having been due to them, when default occurred 
“ for work they had already executed:”- — 



That they have frequently, where their engagements with Contractors were unfulfilled or 
broke, levied fines, more or lefs, according to their direction, as the cafe required, as will ap- 
pear on a reference to the Account thereof tranfinitted to you in my letter of the 17th inlt. 
except in cafes where the Board found it neeeflary, and conceived it confiftent with juftice, 
to difpenfe with the ftriCt fulfilment of the contracts. 

That in reference to thole cafes in which the Board has conceived it right to mitigate or 
pafs over the fines on Contractors, and that it would have been oppreflive anti unjuft to im- 
poi’e them, I am defiled to explain, that in confequence of the embarrafl’ed ftate of its 
finances, the Board have often failed in being punctual in the. dilcharge of the Contractors 
■claims, which, in many inftances, the Contractors have made the grounds of their defence, 
when complaints have been preferred againft them by the Officers of the Corporation, and 
have too frequently had in their power, and did.fhew to the conviCtion of the Board, that had 
they been funded with an adequate fuppiy of money, they would have been enabled to 
fulfil and properly execute their engagements ; that befide this, many unforefeen accidents 
occur which very much hinder their work, and bear very heavy upon them, tome of which 
I am directed to mention. 

The Contractors for Paving complain that they fuftain a great lofs in confequence of the 
levels being frequently altered under the direction of the Wide Street Commiffioners, the fe- 
pavemenl of which does not become permanent for a confiderable time after, and nut until the 
ftones are twice or thrice relaid : That the openings conftantly making in the ftreets, for the 
building of vaults, fewers, &c. and the continual breaking in of the old Sewers induces confi- 
derable lofs to them : That the eternal breaking up of the pavement of late years under the 
-authority of the Pipewaler Committee, parti, cuiariy in conrie of the kill and prefent years, 
is a great nuifanee to the Public, and grievonfiy hard upon them, as the new pavement 
over thefe openings is unable to refill the weight of carriages, and it becomes neeeflary to 
take it up twice or thrice before the proper level and liability thereof can he reliored, and in 
-winter it is often found impoffibleto do this work. The Commiffioners will judge of the extent 
of this nuifanee by perufal of the notice received the 23d September from the Pipe water 
Committee, in which no lefs than 24 ftreets are to be opened together, as ... . 

foiled in the margin^; nor are inch notices unfrequent. ; and .that although all t em ber fgo^^ames^s-ltreet 
■thele difficulties may be generally forefeen and expeCted, it is impoffible to Thomas-itrcct, ' Vicar-ftleet’ 
provide lor them in a contract, but demand feparateiy, as they occur, the Canmn-lwll, I'rancis-ftrcet, 
utmoft coilfideration of the Board, whole conduct is and always mull be guided Bridgcfootrttre'ct, Uiher's- 
by ciicumltances.

That in cafes where the Paving Contractors have of late been difficult in the performance 
of their duty, the Board, from not having ready money to pay hired Paviours to run upon them, 
have been prevented from 'continuing this method of punifliing them. 

That 
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That in regard to Lighting, I am ordered to acquaint you, that the Contractor for that 
branch has alto his .-ditiic.ulti.es to encounter; that, independent of the iofsand embarraffinenfc 
created to him from very large Turns being owing to him by the Corporation (at this time 
upwards of <£S,ooo, many others occur, fuch as the breaking of his globes by tempeftuous 
weather, and by drunken and mifchievous people, See. which accidents he ftat.es to have c ft 
him, in one year, upwards of =£.800 ; that when complaints againlt the Contractor were con- 
nected with thefe or other accidents which could not be prevented, and when the Board iaw- 
no criminal negled of duty attached to him, the fines, which otherwife would have been 
levied, were either mitigated or not i'mpoled ; and the Board direct me to reprefent, that they 
do not conceive they had any ground to complain of the condud of the Lighing Contrac- 
tor; that the weekly Reports of their Officers, always taken upon oath, were generally fa- 
vourable, and from their own obfervation, and the teftimony of unprejudiced perfons, they 
have no hefitation in declaring their opinion, that Dublin is as well lighted as many parilhes 
of equal extent in London, and much better than i'onie (though in the latter City there are 
thoufands and thou lands of private globes, whereas in Dublin there are of thefe regiftered 
globes no more than 56. 

And in refpeCl to Cleanfing, I am direded to ftate to you, that the part of the city under 
the immediate iuperiutendance of the Board is divided into 29 lots ; that thefe lots were ad- 
vertized from time to time, as they fall out of contrad, but from the advanced price of labour 
and forage, they have of late years received very few propofals, and for the enfuing year 
only ten ; that. there are many circumftances peculiar to this city which combine to make the 
cleanfing of its ftreets very difficult and expenfive, and that lb long as they exift, there is 
little probability of its becoming lei's f'o. The prohibition of taking for ballaft any thing but 
fand, railed from the bed of the river by velfels leaving the harbour, the high tolls impofed 
onthe canals, acts as a prohibition to the removal of any great quantity of manure. The 
adjacent lands do not open an extenfive field for the ul'e of this article ; on one fide of the 
city is the Park, on another uncultivated mountains, and moft of the remainder is bounded 
by the fea ; that in oonfequence the value of manure is very inconiiderable, and fcarcely 
worth the purchafe ; that the loofe and flovenly manner in which hay, ftraw, and mole 
other articles are brought to market, and removed from thence through the ftreets, tends 
much to that quick and obfervable accumulation of dirt which is complained of, and that 
the open carts ufed in the conveyance of dung, coal allies, and rubbilh, add confiderably 
to the nuilance. That in many parts of the city the inhabitants, from not having lewers or 
any accommodation backwards, throw the water and all kind of filth accumulated in their 
•houles into the ftreets or lanes, thereby frequently rendering thole which have been fvvept 
one day, equally dirty and often five the next. 

I am direded to add, that the commuted allowance of £.2,000 per annum from the city 
for cleanfing it, pays very little more than one-third of the prelent expenee. That 20 years 
ago, when the cleanfing of Dublin was placed under the luperintendance of this Board, when 
the expence attending it was lb moderate, and the City very confined compared to its prelent 
extent, ihe allowance was not more than lufficient; that for the laft year cleanfing has coft 
the Corporation <£.5,335, and for the laft 21 years £.76,192, exceeding the ftaied allowance 
for that period by £. 36,192, thereby creating an immenfe addition to the debt in which the 
Board was involved by their predeceflbrs ; that the part of the metropolis contained in the 
Liberties of the city, the baronies of St. Sepulchre and Donore, are not (in rel’pedof cleanfing) 
under their jui ifili&ion ; and they cannot l'upprels the defire they feel of removing from the 
public. mind an imprellion, that, thefe d i Uriels (which abound with lb much filth) are under 
tiie Officers of tiie Paving Board ; and obferving, that the opinion received of the conduit 
of tins Board, by thole, who: judge of it from the ftate of the ftreets of thefe Baronies, 
in 11ft have been unfavourable. 



In regard to the companions which are conftantly made of the ftate of this city and Lon- 
don, in vefped of cleanfing, the latter has many local advantages which Dublin has not; 
among others, the way in which hay and ftraw, and all articles for market, are conveyed ; the 
uie of all carts not filled for the removal of' 'rubbilh, &c. being prohibited; the nature of the 
pavement, for the laving of which an immenfe f'um was granted by Parliament, and which 
N.B. His Excellency Lord ^Idom broke up for the laying or repairing the water conduits ; the nature of 

Hard wi eke liavino- oblerved li;e gravel which abounds in the neighbourhood of London, and is ufed in its 
this circumitance to the pavement, and which is not retentive of moifture, whereas that in the neigh- 
Board, they at his higgethon .bourbopd of Dublin is all Limeftone, and retains the rain- like day, all tend to 
tned Sea Sand, but^ found p revent t } ie creation of filth, or the fpoiling of the pavement. Waggons loaded 
°t."P ini • w j t h manure being turnpike-free, the encouragement given to the conveyance 
of it coaftvvays, by the river and inland by the numerous canals, renders it an article 



always in demand ; added to this, the practice of fifing both cinders and allies in the 
burning of bricks, and the exclufive right of clearing the afii-holes being veiled in the Sca- 
venging Con tractors, render thefe contrads fo much fought after, that, in (lead of being ati 
expence to the Public, the parties pay for the liberty of the f'cavenging; and notwithftanding 
thefe circumftances, the parochial taxes are much higher in London than Dublin. 

The Board learn from many of their Officers examined by the Commiffioners, that their 
enquiries have been particularly di reded to afeertain whether the Contractors generally 
have been compelled to execute their works in find conformity to the words of their 
con trad. In the paving and lighting contrads, they certainly have not; the Board found 
this form of con trad in ufe at the creation of this Corporation, and dire 61 me to fay, they 
could fee no benefit that would have accrued to the Public by their departing from it ; it did 
not prevent their feeing that the ftreets were well paved and well lighted. 

Although 
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Although they might under the contract force the Contractor to put 4 inches of new 
gravel under the pavement, yet ,if they found that in particular alliances two inches was fuf- 
ficient, and in fome cafes when the old ground was lb good that it required no new gravel 
at all, the Board did not fee the neeelfity to put the Contractor to fuch an unnecedary ex- 
pence at the prelent moment, when every working article which they want is lo much in- 
-creafed in price ; it would be impolhble, without paying the Contractor double the fum which 
he receives, to oblige him to put four inches of new gravel every where, independent of the 
-confideration ofits not being necelfary. 

It is the fame in lighting ; the contraCt obliges the undertaker to keep his lamps light from 
Yun-fet to fun-rife ; "were the Contractor compelled to do this, an additional allowance of 
perhaps ten thoufand pounds a year would not luffice, and yet the terms of the contrail may 
not be unwife. It may be very expedient that a power Ihould be veiled in the Board, to 
■finefor a non-fulfilment of the contraCt, when this breach of engagement has been found 
an annoyance to the Public, and this for twenty years pall has been the rule of their conduCt; 
■oir the other hand it may occur, and it has occurred, that a HriCt fulfilment of their engage- 
ment was necelfary, and this was the cafe in the years ^yS and 1803, when the Board com- 
pelled the Contractors to light their lamps from fun-let to fun-rile, which every body 
may remember. 

And in reipeCt to the management of this part of their bulinefs, I am directed to Hate 
what, upon enquiry, the Board have uuderftood are the prices paid for lighting by other Bo- 
dies and Corporations.

So that in all thefe infiances, the contracts of the Paving Board, coin pared with others* 
■are made with infinite advantage to the Public. 

Obfervations like thefe might be made aimoft upon every item ; it is impoffible for the 
Board, although the contraCt requires it, to pay for Hones oi a ceitain-evennei’s and meafure 
without money, and the Board contends that the powers given them by the terms of thefe 
contracts cannot prove injurious to any of their works. In the mode which they conduct 
themfeVves, it does not opprel's the Contractors, but that it does give the Board a facility in 
■•enforcing the orders of the Corporation, for the benefit of the Public. 

The Contractors have found the powers veiled by the contracts in the Board to have been 
exercifed with l'uch moderation and diferetion, as to have induced them to re-enter into fuch 

■ Contracts, trailing the iiiue to the Board; othervvife, the Board ventures to afl’ert, no Con- 

tractor could he found to have entered into fuch contraCt for any term their finances would 
have enabled them to advance, and the Board has no doubt this conduft has produced great 
advantage to the Public. . 

That, in addition to what. has been {aid of '-the unfavourable impreffion created upon the 
-minds of the inhabitants of this City, yyltp have had no opportunity of confidering the lubjeCt, 
who are uninformed of the difficulties under which the Board act, and the impofiibility of 
their doing the duties of their truft withtheir prefent means, to which the Hate ot that part 
of the City not -under their jurifdiCtion materially contributes, they lament that no opportu- 
nity has yet offered itleif of Hating thefe faCts to the Public, which they are confident would 
undeceive the minds of thofe who may have harboured prejudices againfl their eonduCt. 
They have ordered me to Hate fome of thefe matters at length, and are ready to proceed 
• farther ; and they entertain no doubt. but that the faCts, fo far as they are Hated, will prove 
■Satisfactory to the Gentlemen who compofe the prefent Commiffion of Enquiry, and that 

■ impartial jnfiice will fee no intentional negleCt of duty, no crime in the Corporation, but 
their poverty.

The Allowance to the Secretary for providing for the- 
necefiary Accommodations for tranfading the 
Bufinefs belonging to the Secretary’s Office 
To reimburfe Expences for the Ufe of the Board.

each individual at the ciofe of each of the year’s accounts of laid Corporation, from its 
commencement to the 5th January 1805, as a eonfklerable part of the works of the Corpo- 
ration have been executed, exclufive of Contracts, and are therefore running accounts and 
bills with various perfons, and confequently the expence of one year mu ft run into that of 
another, by reafon of the Board not having had the means to pay oft’ all the demands 
ngainft it at the dole of each year’s account. 

I am likewife directed to obl’erve, that all the Vouchers for the Payments made in each 
year, have been regularly lodged in* the Impreft Office at the time of furnilhing the Accounts 
of the Corporation, as directed by the 24'th of the King. Should the Commiffioners of 
Enquiry judge fit, they can be furnifhed with the Floating Debt of the Corporation for the 
1 aft three years, as nearly as had; been ascertained, as a particular and difti net account has 
been kept for that period of all the outftanding Bills and Accounts that became due at the 
ciofe of each' of thole years, the Commiffioners of impreft Accounts having latterly lequired 
the amount of the Floating Debt of the Corporation to be returned them.

It would feem as if the then Directors thought they were warranted to appropriate an 
apartment in the Corporation-houfe for the Firft Diredlor ; and it is .probable they did not do 
it without the authority Of Tome law opinion. 

The Corporation were of opinion, that by the Adis of the 26th and 30th of the King, they 
were authorized in appropriating, apartments in the Corporation-houfe for the Firft Diredlor 
provided the rent of- the houfe, warehoufe, ftables, and ftore-yards, did not exceed £.250.’; 
and by the 30th of the King, .£.100. is added to make additions, &c. making in the whole 
£■ 35°- P er annum. 

The refidence on the fpot of the Firft Diredlor was, they prefume, deemed necefiary by' 
the Corporation, for the better carrying on the feveral purpofes of thefe Adis. 

This is certainly a quellion in which doubts may be entertained ; but the Legiflature having 
added i.100. per annum to the funds formerly applicable to the Corporation-houfe during 
the public refidence of The Firft Diredlor therein, and the Commiffioners of I inpreft Ac- 
counts, adling under an oath, to thebeftof their ikill and judgment to execute the powers and 
trufts vefted in them by the 23d and 24th Geo. IIL cap. 26. which -powers are to examine 
upon oath " into all corrupt and fraudulent or improper pradlices, or oLher mifeondudl, in 
“ the expenditure, application of, ordering or accounting for, i (filing or receiving all and 
“ Angular the monies raifed or received by virtue of any Adi or Adis of Parliament for 
“ Paving or other purpofes; and the Commiffioners of Impreft Accounts being further 
bound not to include in the difeharge part of any account to be ftated by them any article 
“ expenditure which does not appear to them to be agreeable to the intention or import 
of the grant to, or truft repofed in, or legal powers vefted in the parties to whom Inch 
“ grant has been or fliall have been made; and being by that oath bound to report all 
“ defects, frauds> or illegalities (if any fuch had been pradlifed or had appeared) in the 
“ account or expenditure of money in the Paving Corporation, and never having fuggefted 
“ any regulation or other matter in their judgment expedient to be. adopted for the” better 
“ diredling, enforcing, and fecuring the honeft, juft, and effedlual expenditure of future 
" grants of money in refpedt of the Corporation-houfe or refidence of the Firft Diredlor,” it 
Js to be prefumed, ' that if any irregularity had been, they would not have fuffered it to be 
continued, as it has been, for a period of nearly twenty years, in which time it leems in, a 
great meafure warranted by the Legiflature itfelf.

M. A JOIl TAYLOR’S Opinion is requfifted on the following Points, by the Com- 
miifidners of Enquiry into the ConduCt of the exiting Corporation of Paving in 
Dublin. 



Q. x . Tf he thinks the fquare pavement may be introduced into the principal ftreets of 

Dublin wi;h advantage ? , • , , • » ,i n . r 

A. i 1 think that the fquare pavement may be introduced into the itreets or 

Dublin with lfte‘grrt»Wft' advantage, becaufe it is calculated to fta'nd more firm, 'to 
wear more equally, and lokoep the ftreets more level and fmooth than the pebble 
pavement. 

Q. -2 .-. — To dcfcribe the quality of the done beft fuiied for fquare pavement ; the places 
contbnious to Dublin where it can be conveniently procured; thebelt iize and form of the 
paving {tones ; and bow far this done refembles that ufed for the pavement ot London, as to 
•hardnels, durability, and lately topafieirgers. , - . 

A. 2.— The, granite done, from all experience, is the bed for paving the carriage- 
ways of the Itreets of great towns; Dal key Common and Bullock turpi til the bed 
quality of gra.nite, perhaps luperior to that of Aberdeen, which is now, and has been 
made life of lor the lad 40 years in the Itreets of London with approbation and 
increaling demand. In the greatefHhoroiighfer.es, Inch as the Strand,, Pleeddieet, 
and Ludgale-hill, it lads oil an average about live years, in Holborn feven years, and 
io on in proportion; but in the wide ftreets and fquares in the weft end of the town, 
i t has not been found uecelfevy to renew it for twenty or thirty years. The granite of 
Dalkey refembles the done ufed in London in every particular, but. is rather of a 
liner grain and cloier texture, and iuppofed to be of a harder quality, lor which 
realm? it may be expected to lad longer. As to the lately of pafiengers, it mud be 
far more favourable than the round pebble bones now ufed, which are Imooth at 
hid, or the green porphyry or limedone, all which polifh, whereas the granite does 
not polifii. . . 

The u filial fize of each paving done is from fix to eight inches deep, lour or five 
inches thick, and from five to nine inches long, draight fided, fomewhat thinner at 
the under bed than at the top, and fiat o.n the face of. the under bed. It is not meant 
that dunes of various depths from fix to eight inches are to be ufed iudiferiminately, • 
but only the greater depths for ftreets of much thoroughfare, thole for each ftreet 
being of the lame depth

ft. 3. — To date how long he thinks the fquare pavement would lad in ftreets of great, 
■final 1, and middling thoroughfare, without being io much worn out ns to require to be taken 
uo, new laid, and confiderably repaired. 

* yi. 3. — It is luppoied that fquare pavement, formed of .Dalkey done, would fed at 

lead as long in the ftreets of Dublin as the Scotch bone does in London, for although 
there are not io many carriages in the ftreets of Dublin as there arc in thole of 
London, the fmall car wheels 'are more injurious to ftreets and roads than thole or the 
carts and carriages ufed in London ; .certainly fome repairs of new-laying, or even 
replacing a few of the doues would be frequently required, becaufe it is impoffible to 
find dones that would wear exactly alike ; but while the earth in the ftreets is fo often 
bol'ersed by raifing the water-pipes and -I'ewerS, I cannot venture to date with pre- 
cifion how long any pavements would band, without repairs, or What .the extent of 
thole repairs might occafionally be. 



Q. 4. — To enumerate the chief advantages which he thinks would refult from the fub- 
fritution of fquare pavement for pebble pavement, and whether or not the former might be 
laid down with advantage to a proper width in the centre of the principal ftreets only, 
leaving the ddes and channels of thei'e ftreets to be paved as heretofore. 

A. 4. — It is imagined that laying a part of the centre of the ftreets with fquare 
pavement would be advantageous and prudent {-fay from 14 to 20 feet broad; leaving 
the ddes paved with the fir. ailed of the round pebbles as at prefent. 

Bui in the narrow ftreets, l'uch as.High-ftreet, fee. and in great thoroughfares, fuch 
as Townlend-breet, lower end of Abbey-ftreet, &c. it would be adviibble to lay the 
whole of fquare pavement. The advantages would be in the permanency and 
fmoothnefs of the pavement, and an incalculable laving in carriages, horfes, har- 
uels, &c. to the Public. ^ ,

fpecific fum is paid annually to each Contractor for keeping the, Pavement of a certain Mifce/hmecm, 
-number of ftreets in repair ? . •> 

A. 5. — The fy-ftem of Contracts, under certain regulations, is, perhaps, the beft way 
of obtaining value for the money given ; but they fhould invariably be made for fome 
Specific performances, not for matters indefinite or depending upon opinion; there- 
to re _ the mode of contracting for keeping in repair a certain number of ftreets for a 
particular fum, and during a fixed period, is objectionable ; but if the ftones, under 
certain fpecifications, and the gravel, by weight or meafure, were f urn idled by con- 
tract, the fyftem would be more perfect. The application of the materials 'to the 
repair of the ftreets, as it became neeeffary, might be entrufted to one Infpector, who 
might have power to order the payment of the workmen, either by piece or by time, 

, or occafionally by both, and have the whole relponfibility upon him for the due 
performance of the work. 

Q. 6. — Should he think the fyftem of Contracts ought not to be continued, to ftate how . 
the pavement ought to be done in the fir ft iuftance, in new ftreets, and how beft kept in 
repair in old ftreets, enumerating the articles which fhould be purchased by contract, and 
the fuperintendence neeeffary to be eftablidied for the purpofe of lecuring the proper 
execution and repair of the pavement in time to come ? 

A. .6. — As to the mode of doing the new work of pavement, perhaps the beft mode 
would be as stated in the anfvver to the laft query, viz. a Contractor may be found to 
furnifh the ftones (prepared as already defcribed) laid down on fome of the quays in. 

Dublin, at fixed rates according to the different fizes ; the gravel might in the 
fame manner be provided by the Ballait Office, at fome moderate rate not much 
•exceeding the real coft to that office ; and the work might be done under the direction 
of an Inlpedtor, who would adopt the cheapeft way of carrying the materials through 
the city to the different ftreets, and of fettling with and ordering the payment of the 
people employed. This mode might extend to keeping up the pavement in future. 

A rigid account might, from time to time, be exacted from the Infpector, of his 
proceedings, which would keep him to his duty, and it might be proper to leave 
only the infpccSlion and vouching the accounts in his hands, the money being paid 
by another officer on his certificate being produced. 

Q- 7- — To ftate the reafons which induce him, as a profeffional man, to think that it 
would not be advifable to fpend a large fum of money on the new paving of thole ftreets of 
the city of Dublin through which the principal water-conduits now run, until the improve- 
ments under the confideration of the Pipewater Committe, fhall have been completed? 

A. 7. — It would be evidently injudicious to expend much money in laying down 
the fquare pavement in thole ftreets of Dublin where there are many main pipes, 
while it is in contemplation to alter the fyftem of conveying pipe water through the 
city, becaufe every alteration of thefe pipes muff, under the prefent mode, break up 
the ftreet, loofen the earth, and unfettle the fpace for fome diftance on each fide of 
the pipe. The earth filled into the fpace cannot be l’o folid or compact as it was 
before for a long time after it has been again put down; every compreffure of that 
earth mult caul’e a derangement of the pavement ; and as the timber pipes are now- 
old, they will more frequently want repairs ; the ftreets muff, therefore, be oftener laid 
open, and the evil mult neceffarily encreafe, untifyhe principal main pipes fhall be 
made of metal. 

But if there are fpaces in any part of James’s and Thomas Streets, under which 
there are no water pipes, or where the pavement would not be difiurbed in railing 
the pipes, it might be advifable to lay a carriage way of fquare ftones on that 
ground, perhaps a narrow carriage way might be laid on each fide, provided the 
clear ground fhall happen to be at the fides. 

It is not my intention in this place to offer any place for the better conftrudlion 
of the water pipes, although the., prefent fyftem is evidently defe&ive. It feems 
ineonfiflent, while the canals embrace the two fides of the city, both now capable of 
furnifhing an abundance of water to the inhabitants, that aim oft the entire of this 
lupply fhould be thrown into the city baton at the weft end, and from thence- 
diilributed through the city in pipes of great length. M ight not fmall batons along 
the fides of the canals be formed} as cefspools for the water to fettle and refine in, 
from which it might be diftributed through the nearell ftreets in pipes of com- 
paratively fmall diameter at a great faving of expence. Thefe fmaller pipes might 
be laid clofe along the fides of the foot paths, where the raifing for repairs could 
neither caufe much inconvenience to the public, nor derange the pavement ; pro- 
vided always, that the more peifedt fyftem of building large lewcrs along the ftreets, 
for the difeharge of the water from the houfes, fufficient to allow a man to pafs, 
with a ledge on one fide on which to lay the water pipes, cannot be adopted ; but 
whatever improvements may be propofed to and landtioned by the authority of the 
Pipe Water Committee, it is molt evident that the execution of thefe improvements 
ought to go hand in hand with the better pavement of the city. 

Q. 8. — Whether the common pebble ftone, now ufed in the pavement of the ftreets of 
Dublin, might not continue to be ufed with advantage in the ftreets of leaft wear in the 
city, as well as on the fides of the principal ftreets ?

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-4. 8. — The great fault of the pebble ftone pavement, is, that the (lones are not 
properly afforted or , laid down of nearly equal fize, but of various fizes, fome large 
and fome fmall, but in general by far too large. ° 

7 lie paving by contract has induced the Pavior to employ large (tones, as they 
cover more ground and become cheaper to him. J 

It would be advifable to affort the pebble paving (tones that (liall be taken up from 
thole parts of the ftreets, where it (hall be deemed necefiarv to employ granite 
fquare (tone, and by laying the I'm all eft of them, or thofe which come neared to 
•the fizes prefcribed by the former Contrails, viz. not more than fix, nor lei’s than 
three inches every way. 

It appears to me, that the latitude or difference of fizes is too great, and that the 
nearer they could be got to four inches, Co much the better would the pavement be • 
and that in no cafe (lion Id they be larger than five inches, or lefs than three. Under 
thefe ieftrietions in the fizes, 1. am of opinion that the pebble pavement ought to be 
employed in the (treets of lead wear, and on the fidesof thofe (treets which (hall be 
paved with the fquare granite (tones. 

“Q- g . — Whether the Arklow {tone has any advantage over the granite ftone ? 

A. g — The Arklow (tone, if it is of that defcription which has been employed in 
the paving of Effex Bridge, and Skinner Bow, it has no advantages over any defcrip- 
lioii of done, and ought not to be employed in pavement, as it polifhes and becomes 
i’o fmooth by wear, as to render it dangerous for liorfes, or even for foot paflengers. 

Q. to. — 26 Geo. ill. Sec. 50. The following rates are fixed for flagging and making 
footways, carriage ways, and fewers, in new. (treets; namely, nine pence ner foot for the

A. 10. — They are (ufficient for fewers and footways, but not for pavement. 

Q. 11 .—To date, as near as may be practicable, what would be the expence per fquare 
yard of the granite pavement? . 

A. 11. Square granite pavement would cod, on average, fix (hillings and lixpence 
the fquare j'ard. r 

Q. 12. —Would there not be a confiderable faving to the public in the annual expence of 
keeping it in repair ? 1 

A. 12.— The granite pavement would lad ten years without any repairs, on an 
average of all the dreets. 

Q. 13.— What would be the expence per fquare yard of the bed pebble pavement, exe- 
cuted with (tones properly fele&ed and afforted ?

The Memorial of William Bell 

Humbly fheweth, 

That your memorialift was many years ago, and long previous to the eftablifhment of your 
Hon b:c Board, a conliderable dealer in oils, and principally concerned in lighting the ftreets of 
Dublin, and was then, and is lull in poffeflion of the mofiextenfive ftores, cifterns, and other 
conveuiencies for that bulinel's, in this city. 

That in or about the month of June 1786, John Bray obtained a Contract from your 
Hon” for lighting the entire of this city, in the name of himl’elf and Peter Howard (his 
father-in-law); but being totally unprovided with cifterns, or the other neceflary conveniencies 
for conducing the bufinefs, and likevvife having a high opinion of your memorialift’s know- 
ledge in the bufinefs, he was induced to apply for his alliftance therein ; and, in coniequence, 
articles of partnerftiip were entered into between laid John Bray, your memorialift, and 
Arch d Armltrong (his particular friend) by which articles, your memorialift was bound, under 
a penalty of £. 1,000. o. o. not to prefer propofals to your Hon 15 for a future Contract, 
unlefs having firft obtained laid Bray’s confent thereto in writing; and in purl'uance of fueh 
partnerfliip, your memorialift gave up and withdrew himfelf from every other bufinefs, 
although, at that time, his trade was fuel) as enabled him to fupport with decency and 
credit a very numerous family ; and your memorialift during the three years of that Contract, 
devoted his entire time and attention (under the di regions and controul of laid John Bray) 
to the luperintendency of that bufinefs. 

That in coniequence of fines being adjudged by your ITon rs during that Contract, amount- 
ing to very nearly £. 3,000, your memorialift, at the expiration thereof, had the melan- 
choly experience of the lof's of at leaft £. Soo. after three years labour and attention, and 
having gone through fucli hardships and fatigue from being conllantly out at night for the 
courle of three years, as very materially injured the health and conftitution of your memo- 
rialift and who, by withdrawing himfelf from his bufinefs and the actual lofs by the Con tract, 
can bring fatisfaclory proofs to your Hou rs that he was a (offerer in a fum not lei's than 
£. 3,000. 

That on your Hon rs accepting the propofal of William Forge (for lighting the north fide 
of this city) who is a refident of London, and could not pofiibly execute the bufinefs con- 
tracted for, unlefs lie came to refide here, entered into partnerftiip with a perfon converfant 
in the bufinefs, or procured fome perfon of knowledge, activity, and integrity, to conduCt it 
for him. Mr. Forge, feeling his lituation, entered into treaty with your memorialift, and 
having declared his fettled averfion to any fort of partnerftiip, and likevvife his unwillingnefs 
to repoi'e fo great a confidence in any perlbn, as to leave with him the foie management of a 
biifinefs, where neglect, inattention, or error in judgment might fubject him to fevere 
penalties, did propole to give up to your memorialift his Contract with your Hon”, upon 
condition of your memorialift fecuring to him a certain fum annually during its continuance; 
and Mr. Forge having / as he alledged) communicated to your memorialift every information 
and calculation on the plan of conducting fucli bufinefs in London, and by which it appeared 
the bufinefs would leave a profit of £. 400 per arm. and having pro mi fed and affured your 
memorialift of every further information, advice, and alliftance in his power. Your memo- 
rialift relying thereon (and being thou withdrawn from every other bufinefs)’ was induced to 
chine to an agreement with him, and did, in coniequence,, purchafe from him the entire 
of his Contract, and gave him fufficienlfecurity for the payment of £. 200, per ann. during the 
continuance of the fame, and likevvife purchaled from him, and paid him for a quantity of 
oil, amounting to £. 1,000, Englifti. 

That your memorialift was induced to enter into fucli agreement from an expectation that 
lie would be able to conduCt the bufinefs in fucli manner as to obtain the approbation of 
your.Hon”, and from an humble hope, that your Hon” would take into your humane. confi- 
deratiou his fuft'erings and the fevere Ioffes he had fuftaihed by the former ContraCt. 

That your memorialift can produce la LislaCtory proof that he, has been much deceived by 
the calculations and informations received by him from Mr. Forge, and from whence he 
never fince received any further advice, information, or alliftance. 

That in confcquence of a combination of the lamplighters, your memorialift incurred an 
expence, and which to him was an actual lofs of. upwards £. 200. although your memorialift 
begs leave to remind your Hon” that the combination was not entered into originally by 'the 
lamplighters in his employment, nor was the combination intended againlt your memo-

The following is a Copy of the Form of the Contracts entered into between the 
Corporation for Paving, &c. and the refpeCtive Perlons con tracing for Cleanfmg 
the feveral Lots of the Streets of Dublin. 

Articles of Agreement indented, made, concluded, and agreed upon this twentieth day of 
November, in the year of our Lord one thoufand eight hundred and four, between the 
Directors and Commiffioners for Paving, Cleanfing, and Lighting the Streets of Dublin, of the 
one part, and Patrick Toole of Mabbot-ftreet, of the other parti Thel'e prefents witnefs, that 
in confideration of the payments and agreements hereinafter mentioned on the part and 
behalf. of the laid Directors and Commiffioners, or their liicceflors, to be made and performed, 
the faid Patrick Toole, for him felf, his Executors, Adminifirators, and Affigns, doth hereby 
covenant, contract, promile, and agree, to and with faid Directors and Commiffioners, and 
their fucceffors, that he the faid Patrick Toole, his Executors, Adminifirators, or Affigns, frail 
and will, for and daring the term and fpace of one year, to be computed from rhe firft day of 
November inftant at. his or their own proper coft and charges, well and effectually fweep and 
cleanfe, or cauf'e to be-well and effectually fwept and cleanfed, two days at the leaft in every 
week, or oftener, if the fame fhall be neceflary, during the laid term, all and every ftreet, 
fejuare, lane, alley, yard, court, quay, bridge, market, and paved paffage within the City, 
County of the City and County of Dublin, lying within tlie limits of the Circular Road, con- 
tained in lot N° 24, andmentioned in the .docket which is figned by the laid Patrick Toole,

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■and 15 hereto annexed, and the dirt, filth, and dung there found, with (launch and fufiijcient 
carts, bodes, and labourers, immediately remove, or eagle to be removed, and carried away to 
convenient places beyond the laid road, i'o that the fame lhall not be any annoyance or uui- 
i’nnee to tile public. And, that, he llie laid Patrick Toole, his Executors, Adminiftrators, or 
Aiftgns, fijk.lI.aod will during the term aforefaid, fweep and immediately carry away. Of caufe 
to be fwept and immediately parried awaytofueh places, two days at (lag leaft; in every week, 
or oftener if tjje fame (hall be necefiary, between the hours of eleven o’clock at night and 
fix o’clock in the ' morning, all the dull which, during the continuance of dry weather, may 
happen to he fn any of the laid llreets or other paflages ; and lhall and will, dining the laid 
term, clear, or caufe to be cleared, and kept clear, the leyeral grates which are placed over the 
1 ewers in the faid ftreets or other paflages, and alfo lliall and will clear, or eagle to be cleared, 
and kept clear of ice or know, the channels of the laid feveral llreets or paflages, in order that 
the water may have a free pafiage through them ; and further, that he or they lliall and will 
iu all things do or caufe to be done the faid work of a fcavenger, during the laid term, accord- 
ing to the true intent and meaning of thefe Prefents. And the laid Patrick Toole doth hereby 
for himfelf, his Exors, Adrnors, and Afligns covenant, promife, and agree to and with the 
laid Directors and Commiflioners, and their fuccefl’ors, that if he the faid his Exe- 

cutors, Adrnors, or Afligns, or the. perfon or perfons who lhall be employed by him or them, 
fiiall fweep or collect more dirt, dung, or dull than can be carried away diredlly, or lhall fail or 
negledl to fweep twice in every week the laid . Itreets and other places, and to carry away from 
thence foe filth, dirt, dung, and dull thereof, as foon as the fame lhall be fwept together, 
and- whflll the laid -filth and dirt is wet, or tp clear the channels of ice or l’now, and the 
fewer grates in faid ft reets an d paflages,. inTuch manner, and at foch time and times, and as 
often as the laid Directors and Commiflioners, or their fucceflors, or any four of them, lliall 
judge necefiary, or as is hereby direhled and agreed upon to be done, it fiiall and may be 
lawful to and for any- perl'on or perfons, to be authorized by the laid Directors and Commif- 
fioners, or tlieir-fuccefiors, or any four of them, to caufe the fame to be done, and to deduct 
out pf the wages which fiiall be due to the faid Patrick Toole, his Executors, Adrnors, pr 
Afligns, fucli lam orfums-of money as to the faid Direelors and Commiflioners, or to their 
fucceflors,- or any four of them, lliall feem meet, not exceeding the fum o'f five (hillings for 
each cart load of dirty clung, filth, or dull which fiiall be l'o carried away, and the like .fgiH 
•of five (hillings for .every clay in dry weather, and for each and every of the laid llreets or 
p.gjiages, in which the dull lhall he fwept together, and buffered to remain for any time, or 
lhall he curried away from thence (except between the hours of eleven o’clock at night, and 
fix o’clock in the moroingj-and the further lum of five fliillings per day for each of faid llreets 
of paflages, the- fewer grates, or channels of vVhieh (ball not be as aforefaid. And the faid 
Patrick Toole doth further covenant, promife, and agree to pay to the laid Direelors and Com- 
mifijbpers; or their fnccelfors, Inch lulu or funis 1 of money as'theyj or any four of thetTL 
lliall think meet, not exceeding five fliillings for each and every Ttyeefi or other public 
pafiage in laid -Lot N° 24 > and for each and every time that lie the laid Patrick Toole 
(hull fweep or clean le, or-caufe to he l'wept and cleanfed, any of faid' ftreets or public 
pafijigas, without having one or more cart or carts therein, which lhall take and carry 
away immediately after fweeping all the dirt or dull of fucli ftreet or public pafiage. 
And it is .hereby declared, by and between the parties aforefaid, to "be the true intent and 
meaning hereof, That if any Itreets and' other paved paflages, which are fituate within the 
limits of the laid lots, fliould happen not be mentioned in laid fill, that neverthelefs they 
fiiall he ponfidered and taken as annexed to and included therein, and fiiall be fwept and 
cleanfed by the faid Patrick Toole, his Exors, AdmSrs, or Afligns, as ‘well and effectually, in 
fueh manner, and under Inch penalties as are hereinbefore mentioned relative to the itreets 
and other paflages therein ^contained. And the laid Directors and Commiflioners, for them- 
leltyes and then- fucceflors, do-' hereby - authorize and empower the laid Patrick Toole, his 
Executors, Adminiftrators, or Afligns, and all perfons to be employed by him or them for 
that purpoie, to remove and carry away from time to time, during the laid term, all heaps 
of horfe-dung which fiiall he laid in any ftable-lane within the limits of this contraCl, and to 
•convert the lame to his or their ufe. And the faid Directors and Commiflioners, for them- 
1 elves and their liicceffors, do hereby covenant, promife, coutraCl, and agree, to and with the 
laid Patrick Toole, his Executors, Ad mors, and Afligns, that he or they duly keeping, exe- 
cuting, and performing all and every the articles, covenants, and agreements herein con- 
tained .on his or their part to be kept, executed, and performed, they the laid DireClois 
and Commiflioners, o.i their fucceflors, lliall well and truly pay or caufe to be paid to the 
laid Patrick Toole, 'tils Executors, Adminiftrators, or Afligns, during the continuance of this- 
Con tracl, the fum of one hundred and eighty pounds per annum, to be paid quarterly ; 
that is' to fay, on every firft day of February, 'firft day of May, firft day of Auguft, and firft 
day of November, in every year. . Provided always, and it is the true intent and meaning of 
thefe prefents, and of the parties hereto, that the faid Patrick Toole, his Executors, 
Adrnors or Afligns, fliafi not he entitled to receive any part of laid quarterly payments, 
if it (hall appear tp the laid Corporation, within ten days after the expiration of each 
quarter, by a certificate of the tjupervifor or other officer belonging to it, verified by affi- 
davit, that the fevei/al ftreets or other paflages comprifed or intended to he comprifed in 
this Contract, and the feveral .grates thereof are not in clean order and condition ; hut that 
in every fucli cale the faid payment (hall he poftponed, until the fame (frail be effe&ually 
deanlkl. And for tlie true performance of all and lingular the covenants, articles, and agree- 
ments hereinbefore mentioned and contained on the part and behalf of the faid Patrick 
Toole, his Executors, Adrnors, or Afilgus, aqd every of them, to fie .done, performed, ful- 
filled 
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filled,^ and kept, lie the Laid Patrick Toole doth hereby bind hinifelf, his Heirs, Executors, 
Admois, and Affigns, and- each and every of . them, to the faid Dire&ors, and Commiffioners,

.REPORT from the Committee appointed to enquire into the 
caufes of the prefent dangerous and negledted ftate of the Streets 
of this City. 



Luna, 22° die Martii 1784. 

Reported by the Right Honourable Sir John Blaquiere. 



Mr. ’Speaker, 

THE Committee appointed to enquire into the caufes of the prefent dangerous 
and negle&ed ftate of the Streets of this City having met according to order, and 
examined leyeral perfons on the fubject matter of the laid enquiry, in the mod: 
fotemn manner have directed me to make their Report; which is as.followeth : 

Alderman Hamilton examined, fays. That he is City Treafurer; he has been in office only 
a few months, therefore cannot give an account of the hues. The late Treafurer never 
made an entry of fines to his knowledge, only deducted them quarterly from contractors; 
confequently he thinks this account cannot be given. Fines generally paid three or four 
times a year only ; he defiled Supervifors to call on him again to-morrow, and that he would 
fettle with them. Has only paid l’ome lrnall fines fince lie came into office: has been an 
officer only fince Michaelmas laft. Believes it would be of ufe if the fines were paid as di- 
rected by the ACl of Parliament ; and believes it would prevent a great many abufes if the 
affidavit was made immediately, inftead of at the .end of a very long time. 

Mr. Gladwell, Secretary to the Paving Board, examined, lays, No fines paid fince the 
account furniflied by him. On receiving order, he applied to Supervifors to know what 
demands they had. The affidavits are fworn before two Commiffioners, and he enters an 
account of the amount of the carts, and cheques the account of the money received from his 
minute-book: amount unpaid fince Auguft laft of. 50. 5. It is the duty of Supervifors to 
overlee this department. The negleCt of payment of fines, the Supervifors tell him, has pre- 
vented more fines being incurred. The Paving Board at laft meeting iflued a fummons to Al- 
derman Hamilton, to appear, and account for fines not being paid. He underftands from the 
Supervifors, that they cannot get carts to cleanle the ftreets, for want of money. The City 
of Dublin contrad: with the Scavengers forcleanfing the ftreets; the Paving Board put forth 
an advertilement for other perlons to run carts, the City having negleCted their duty. The 
Paving Act points out the cleaning the footways before inhabitants doors to the Paving- 
Board, and their Supervifors. The late Lord Mayor was very aClive in this bufinefs. Appre- 
hends that this is the duty of the Supervifors, and that the Commiffioners are to enforce the 
Supervifors to do their duty. Believes it was in the late Lord Mayor’s power and inclina- 
tion to do every thing of this kind for the fervice of. the City. Being afked, whether the 
Commiffioners for Paving have done any thing effedhial to compel the Supervifors to do 
their duty, with refpedt to enforcing the laws for the cleaning the footways of the ftreets ? 
lays. He has known itiftances of the Board refuting to grant warrants for the payment of 
their falaries, though afterwards paid, becaufe of their negleiL They have frequently repri- 
manded them, and threatened them with difmiftion. 

Being aiked, whether any of thefe Supervifors have been called to an account fince 
Chriltmas by the Board for their neglect ? lays, That they have not. Says, that he cannot 
afcertain the time when the Supervifors were threatened with difmilfion, there being no entry 
of it on the books. Being afked, whether they have, done any thing more effectual? lavs, 
They refolved on the 15th of November laft that any Supervifor who was found negligentiu 
that part, of his duty, relative to the cleanfing the footways, lliould not receive any part of 
the fines levied on miifanees. Being allied alfo, whether they have done any tiling. more? 
fays, That they fined, on Friday 20th February laft, twenty-three perfons, for not cleanfing 
the footways. And being further allied, whether he thinks this was not done in conlequence 
of the proceedings of the Houle of Commons ? lays. It was a great while fince any perlons 
were fined for not cleaning the footways before, and the Parliamentary inquiry might have 
induced the Supervifors to be more attentive. It is the department of Supervifors to overlee 
the carriageways as well as the footways. The Supervifors were not rewarded this year for 
paying any attention to the cleanfing of the carriageways. 

Mr. Lambert, Town-clerk, examined, fays. He has a record of the contracts made with the 
Scavengers by the City. £. 2,801 expence of cleaning the City this year; and believes the 
two remaining lots would add £. 200 more. From Michaelmas 1779 they were let for two 
years, at £. 1,594. At D° 1782 they were fet for one year, at £. 2,776 ; and one lot unfet, 
at about £. 100 more. Prefent year they are let as above. This expence is paid by City 

Treafurer. 
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Treiifcrer. No fe|,arftt« account of this expence hept. ■ Has not been able to tern' eh fince he 
got the order ior ihe grant of tolls and cuftoin tolls and cnlioms were li t lalt Michaelmas 



tor •£.«>» per annum for three years, Metes the Cjlv have paid hitherto £.*& per 
anumn to the I aving Board, for paving certain parts of the City. There has been no direc- 
tions given tbefe tour years by tire Corporation of the City for levving the penalty on lire 
bonds or Scavengers ror negloci ot then- contraiSb, or any other mode riled to compel them 
to do their duty, fave that ot dedudting the 5 s. per cart line; and a Member of your Com- 
iruttee informed us, timl the 5s. pqr cart load penalty is deduced out of the amount of 
tile quarterly contra# of the Scavenger, when he is paid. Says, that the grants of the 
oiiftoms of the City was granted for the purpofe of pontage, murage, and paveage of the City, 
the tolls of the City granted for the fame purpofe; the former by era at, the latter by 
preicription : thele grants intended for cleaning the ftreets alfo. The City pays £ 200 a 
year to the Paving Committee. The funds are not fufficient for cleaning the City, with 
other neceflary ex pences. The tolls are now let for three years from laft Michaelmas for 
et. 4,050 a year. Expence of cleaning the ftreets this prelent year is upwards of £. 3,000 • 
for two years before, £. 1 , 5 oo a year each. Believes the Blue Coat Hofpital claimed fome 
toll on corn, on which 1 the City granted, by an a# ofaffembly, £.250 per annum in lieu 
of tins foil to the Blue Coat Hofpital. Being afked, why the Swordbearer has an allowance 
°V*.- ‘0° per anumn out of the tolls. and cuftoms, fays. He attends the Market-houfe at the 
linking the a fuze of bread, and it was confidered that all expences attending the Market- 
houle mould be deducted oiit of the tolls and cuftoms. 

Mr. Thorp, examined, fays. That the power originally lay in the Kings Bench, for en- 
forcing the cleanfing of the ftreets by the City, and the Corporation for Paving now ftand 
in their place. Has been prefent at the Paving Board when applications have been made 
by perfons who had taken away cart-loads of fcavengers dirt from different ftreets; and 
thole people having made the proper affidavits before two Commifiioners, and applied to the 
Commiliioners of Paving for payment, the Commifiioners have di reded that an application 
mould be ipade to the City Treaiurer to pay the fines. Sometimes the Comixiiflioners faid, 
it was better to wait; others were of opinion, that in this cafe they ought not to wait; and 
that if the City Treaiurer did not pay them immediately, the Commifiioners fhould give 
t uections that the City Treaiurer fhould be diftrained. That in compliment to the City 
-Ireafurer the Commiffioners of Paving waited fometimes. 

Mr. John Price King, Supervifor of Firft Divifion, examined, fays. Since his appearing 
the Committee he has endeavoured to clean the ftreets, and has been prevented. 

\ efterday at four o’clock left men cleaning the ftreets with a cart, and was informed by them 
that they were prevented from cleaning different ftreets by the Lord Mayor's men— means 
perfons employed by the City. This morning (26th February) went with two carts; was 
flopped by one M'Cabe, who has a lot of his own; and faid, that he fhould not fill ant' of 
the dirt of the ftreets in his carts. On Tuefday (the 24th February) Witnefs went to Alder- 
man Hamilton, who paid him ieventeen pounds, being a demand for fines run on Scavengers; 
and refuted to pay £.4. 15. more, alledging that, the men would petition to get the furti 
taken off. In September or October 1782, was elected a Supervifor, at £. 4 per annum, for 
attending Firft Divihon. He is put to a great inconvenience in depofiting dirt, being obliged 
to carry it beyond the lamps, and the Scavengers prevent him from laying it in the places 
neareft to the lamps. From 0 #ober 1782 to July 1783, he run £. 106 of tines on the Sca- 
vengers : the Board gave him ten guineas for his trouble. He hires a cart, with one horfe, 
for 4 f- a day, and more ; the Supervilors allowed to leave their dirt in a proper place, could 
run eight turns in a day. Says, that the quay-wall of Ormond Quay is down ; has been fo 
fince he came into office— reported it to the Board— Pembroke Quay wall, and other places 
in the fame place. The Board ordered him to give notice to the inhabitants to build thofe 
walls ; which notice he gave ; the inhabitants did not comply, and he fummoned them before 
the Board for the negledt. The inhabitants of CJfhersQuay faid, they were at law with the 
Grand Jury about their wall. Thole of Pembroke Quay faid, the feafon was late. Thofe 
walls remain in the lame way ftill. In 17S2 and 1783 Alderman Warren called on him, 
and encouraged him to cleanle the ftreets; and when the fines were fettled, had been paid 
immediately. Reafon they were not cleaned fince, their Divifion is poor, and had not money 
to .employ carts ; and the prefent City Treafurer frequently put him off as to the payment 
of the fines, alledging that the affidavits were too long’ delayed. Being alked, in what 
manner are the fines on the inhabitants levied for not cleaning their footways ? fays. By no- 
tice given to the inhabitants by the Supervifor* that the footways were not cleaned," and then, 
on their refuful to pay, fummoning them to the Board, and the Board granting warrants 
againlt them. Underltood that when Scavengers neglected cleaning the ftreets, it was his 
duty, under the direction of the Paving Board, to have the ftreets cleanfed ; in conlequence 
thereof, in winter 1782, he .employed feveral carts for this purpofe; Scavengers applied to 
him to defift, and leveral other perfons, and fome Aldermen for them ; he did not think it 
his duty notwithstanding to defift. When the Scavengers found every application in vain, 
they retorted to force, and endeavoured to prevent him from doing this part of his duty. 
He loaded his carts in N.ew Chureh-ftreet on Monday laft, and John M f Cabe threw the dirt 
out of one of his carts, faying, he hud cleanfed the ftreet on Friday, and that he had no right 
to cleanfe it on the Monday following; and in a part of Smithfield, where there was a heap 
of dirt, prevented his men from taking away the dirt by force. This is John M‘Cabe, againit 
whom he made a complaint about a fortnight ago. Yefterday he again prevented him in 
like manner, in Sm.ithlield, New Chureh-ftreet, Bow-ftreet, and Arran Quay ; prevents him 
*?• 3 M ’• by 
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py getting the penny boys of Sm-itbfield to aflift him and his brothers, and with them forcibly 
revent him from cleaning the ftreets, and carrying away the dirt. .. , 

Mr. Blackall, Supervifor of Second Divifion, examined, (ays, lie is Supervilor ot Second 
Divifion, in which are Capel, Bolton, and Dorfet fteeets, the Quays, Britam-ftreet, Henry* 

• ftreet, Mary’s-lireet, Jervis-ftreet, Stafford-ftreet, and Liiley-ftreet : is two years a Supervilor; 
£. 40 per annum his falary. Run a great many carts againft contractors in 1782, befides 
the divifiorial carl. Cannot fav their order for running carts ever cealed, but 1 avmg funds 
are fo reduced that he cannot get money to pay carts ; and the very great difficulty of get- 
ting fines from the City Trealurer (except for the fliort time Alderman Warren held that 
office') it beino- impofiible to get them without the ftrongeff interference ot the 1 avmg 
Board prevented his carrying' on that bufinefs this year. If tiie funds for cleaning the 
- (treats 'were veiled in the fame perfons the funds for paving them are, it would tend much to 
the advantage of the City, arid prefervation of the pavement. The perfons who have the 
cleanfing -of the ftreets, and the perfons who have the power of laying the pipes, have a 
iep a rate | OrifdMio n from the Paving Board, is a great lofs to the pavement ot the City I lie 
want of fewers is alfo a great lofs, by individuals making private eels-pools to their- houfes,

John M'Cabe examined ; fays, He is a Scavenger; is employed by the City at £. 100 per 
annum, for which lie is obliged to clean a certain number of ftreets'. Has no written con- 
tr-& with the City. Has lot" N° 3, North : it is left to his diferetion the number of horfes 
and carts he employs. Hears Mr. King is Supervifor of that Diftritt, under Paving Com-- 
miffioners. -Acfis under the Lord Mayor. Made his con trad laft Chriftmas with the Lord 
' Ivlavor. and (bine other gentlemen, for one year. Has been Scavenger three or four years : 
employs fometimes two and three carls. His brother and he have three horfe^carts, and 
four or five horfes. Has Teen lately fome carts run in his diftrid. Obfhuded Mr, King" 
vefterclav, when he \vas about fo take away the dirt. His own carts were not prelent at this 
time, but his men were. Oh Monday' laft had forty carts employed cleaning his lot. 

, Has been prevented bv Mr. King, who took laft year about £. 40 from him by fines. Laft 
. vetir he had two lots, arid reserved '£. 1 90. Gave up voluntarily one of the lots, as the 
City would hbtgivfe' him fufiici'cnt money. When he came in laft year, his lots had a great 
deal of coril-alhes, which he uiiderftood lie was 110't to take away ; and it was not for removing 
tliis dirt Mr, King finfecl him. The coritrads are made by aubiion. Says, that he thinks the 
. Supervilbrs had no right to clean the ftfeds, as he had cleaned them according to his agree- 
ment, mid therefore lie’ prevented the Supervifor. 

Arthur Dannelly examined, ‘fays,. That lie had a one-horfe cart, for the purpofe of cleaning 
the ftreets, to ruti again ft the City. That he is a fweeper before the carts for Mr. King. On 
Wednelclay laft had a hart-load in Henrietta-fireet fwept up, the City Carts came and pre- 
vented him by force from carrying' it away, and endeavoured to drive their tvvo-horfe carl' 
againft iiis cart,’ with a view, as he believes, to break it ; they then purlued him to two other 
ftreets, and prevented him from taking away any dirt- out of any of thole ftreets. 1 hat a fweeper 
belonging to one of the City 'carts' faid he would lofe liis life father than fufter him to take 
away one pound of dirt; that lie complained to a City Officer, Mr. Walker, who was pre-

King. 'YVas albngAvith the fft’eSper driving the 'cart on Wednefday laft. One of the Lord 
Mayor's men collated him, hind another endeavoured, as he beiieves, to drive his liorf'e over 
flie 'parapet into thb Liftcy; Says, 'that they took the (hovel from him, and prevented him 
Rom taking away any of the d:rt. 

James' M 00 re, Sri'pbfvifof of Third' Divifion, examined ; fays, Be is about a year and a 
half Supervilor, falary ’£'. 40: pci' annum. College-green, Dame-ftreet, Nallau-fireet, all 
round Stephen’s-green, &c. in his divifion, has fummoned inhabitants ahnbft every week on- 
account of dirtinefs of ! the' : fb6‘twriys ; lives in Trinity-ftreet ; found that (weeping footways 
during the f’roft, where they were of fnibolh (tones, made it dangerous to Walk, therefore 
prevented the inhabitants (weeping during the frott as much as in his power ; it the footways 
of all the ftreets had been fwept clean fo as to 'remain dry, it would have prevented this 
inconvenience. Has run carts againft the Scavengers. i lie fines finee M ichaelmas 
amounted to £.6 15. Found obftruiftion at firft in getting his money from City Trealurer, 
until the Paving Board fummoned him to appear this day (271I1 i-ebruary), in confcquence 
of which the Treafurer paid him ‘laft Tuel’day. When Alderman Warren was Lord Mayor, 
he defired that the different Supervifois fhould bring complaints before him for nui lances, 
and agaiiift the inhabitants for not keeping the footways clean, and he fined the people 
complained, againft immediately himfelf; Inch as did not pay he iftued warrants againft, and 
Cent his owirConftables to execute them. The prefect' Lord Mayor, he is informed, will not 
fign warrants for this purpofe, 1 vvhieh prevented Supervilbrs from bringing complaints before 
him. On the 20th February laft witnefs fummoned nioft of the inhabitants ot Grafton- 
ftreet, for not cleaning their footways, before the Paving Board, and moft of them were 
fined by the Board. Being afked if it would be of advantage to the pavement and cleanli- 
ftefs of the ftreets, if the laying the pipes, cleaning the ftreets, and paving the City was 
• vetted in the fame perfons, lays. He is clearly of opinion it would very much tend to the 
advantage of the pavement. ■ . .... . 

'Janies Gamble, Supervifor of Fourth Divifion, examined ; fays. That his divifion conlifts 
of Parliament-tireet, Caftie-ftrect, Skinner-row, part of Dame-tireet, See. ; has run fines to 

the 
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the amount £. 2. 5. fince July lafc again ft Scavengers of that divifion; could not get tho'b 
fines from City Treafurer till Tuefdav laft, though he fe-veral times applied for them before; 
has dil'continued running carts againll the Scavengers thefe two months paft, from the’diffi- 
culty he found in getting fines from City Treafurer. Is confident it would greatly advantage 
the pavement and cleanlincfs ot the ftreets, if the laying the pipes, cleaning the ltreets, and 
paving the ftreets, were veiled in the fame perfons. 

William Kennedy, Supervifor of the Fifth Divifion, examined ; fays, On Monday mornino- 
laft he let carts to work in Thomas-ltreet to take away the dirt, with a view to obtain the 
• 5 s - line - he took away one cart, and. on going to take away another, he was prevented 
by one William Johnllon, who is fon to George Johnllon, Scavenger, who l'eized the 
horfes- by the head, and would not let him go . to the place where the' dirt was. Witnels 
then took the horfes by the heads, upon which Jchnfton fvvore a great oath that he would 
throw him down and ^trample upon him. Witnefs was advifed to let the horfes go, which 
witnefs did in confequence. 

Arthur Donnelly, carter, being called upon, confirmed the preceding evidence. 

• Nicholas Morrifon, Efquire, Senefchal of Donore, being examined as to the account of 
claims on; the -Senefchal of the refpective Liberties, for fines on removing Scavengers dirt, 
fays. That the amount of fines on the Senefchal of Donore is £. 3 1 . 15. Says lie has no 
Treafurer in his diftriCt, and has no fund in his hands to difcharge fines. • Idas appointed 
days for cleaning the ftreets in his diftrict'; the law appoints two days in the week for cleaning 
the fifeet, but witnefs appoints only one day, as he would not be paid by the inhabitants. 

Counlellor Dwyer examined ; fays. He is Senefchal of -Saint Patrick’s Liberty; lias a 
power of appointing a Deputy, which he has done ; and can give no information as to the 
cleaning of the ftreets of that Liberty. 

Richard Baldwin Thomas, Efquire, examined: fays, He is Senefchal of Saint Patrick’s ' 
Liberty, which joins a great part of the City. If as' one Scavenger. At the time of the 
inftallatioh twenty guineas was given for the cleaning of this Liberty, being very dirty, which 
the inhabitants refilled to pay, alleging they had nine carts at work therein. Says lie has no 
fupds to pay fines for not cleaning the Liberty. The 'Officers who collected the ’cels failing, 
the Scavengers contract for cleaning the ftreets twice a week. 

Mr. Scriven being examined, fays. He is of opinion, that the power veiled in the Mr.- . 
gillrate by the old laws, lo oblige the inhabitants of Dublin to clean the footways before their • 
homes, was luperfeded, and .veiled in the Commillioners for Paving. The Lord Mayor told 
him he had confulterl Sir Samuel Brad (tree t, who was of fame opinion ; this palled upwards 
of a month fince;' on this the Lord Mayor wanted lo be further informed, and he framed a 
•ftaie of the calc, and furnilhed it on the 18th February, which was laid before the prelent 
Recorder. Says, he believes this cafe might he laid before the Recorder pretty much about 
-the time of the appointment of this Committee, but can be more exaCt on referring to his 
books ; and finds bv his books, that he. furnilhed it on the day before mentioned, from inftruc- 
tions he received feme few days before. Says, he knows of no fuit or pro cels whatever 
being commenced againll- the late Lord Mayor, for having obliged the inhabitants of Dublin 
•to clean the footways before their hotil'es. 

Right Honourable the Lord Mayor beingexamined ; fays, That the fteps he took 1 to have 
.the footways clean fed was by levying fines on the inhabitants who neglected to clean the foot- 
ways before their Hollies. Being a Iked how he came to difeontinue this, fays, Doubts arife in 
•his mind with rcfpeCt to his powers; and from Come obftruCtions which he met with (his Lord- 
Ihip produced fever® I receipts from the perfons to whom he paid the amount of thole fines, the 
firft dated 9th OiSlober 1783, and the 1 all 28th December following), his Lordlhip lavs, he 
iflued a proclamation with refpeCt to the cleaning the ftreets, dated the 1 otli October 1783. 
By applying to Mr. Lambert, Town Clerk, Mr. Scriven, Law Agent for the City, and the 
late Recorder,' he found he had no right to levy fines on inhabitants for negle&ing Uv 
clean the footways before their doors. Cannot fay exaCtly when the doubts firft-arole in his 
mind as to his powers, but apprehends it was about Chriftmas. Some time in January laft a 
Gentleman was fummoned by one of the SuperviVors of the Paving Board to appear before 
the Lord Mayor for having coal-allies or dirt before his door ; thinks the Gentleman called on 
him the day tliefummonS was to be heard, and brought an Abridgment of the Statutes with 
him, and The wed and explained a claufe in the A Cl to him, that it was the perfori who laid the 
dirt down, and not the occupier of the houfe before which the dirt was laid,- who was liable 
to be fined for the offence. Being alked by the Committee the Gentleman’s name, he fays it 
was : Counlellor More. Being allied,- whether, when he law the ftreets in the prefent neg- 
leClerl (Lite, he Las ever lent to t lie Supervifor to run carts againll the Scavengers on account 
of this negleCt, lays, He never did, but that he ordered the City carts to go into and clean fe 
thole ftreets, over whom he thought he had feme authority. Being further alked what kind 
of oppefition lie received to levy lines, lays, inhabitants telling him he had no right to 
diftrain, and fbme of them alleging they had on thole days (he perambulated) cleanfed their 
footways. And being further alked, whether he recolleCled that he told one of theSupervifors 
that he had no right to run on the Scavengers, lays. That in his lifetime he. never did ; on the 
contrary. Tie told a Supervifor now pre lent, on his applying to him, to run againll them by 
all means. 

r Samuel Jones, Overfeor of tire .City carts, fays, He fuperintends one lot; that he is em- 
ployed by the City of Dublin to overlee the Scavengers at 10s. per week; keeps three 
carts for that divifion/ of- two horfes each ; is- paid by the City. 

Samuel Bollan, Ovei'leer of another lot, examined ; fays. He overfees the carts of' the 
fecondlot; receives 10 s per week; keeps four carts. 

William 
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William Mylne, Engineer of the Pi pewater-works, examined ; fays> He has been En- 
gineer., of the Pipe water- vvprks ubopt fieyen years. When he firft' came into- this country,, 
found" the pipes in a irate of ruin, was obliged to lay clown new pipes and to break up the 
ftreets. Has fupplied ftreets where there never was any before, particularly has fupplied the 
quays on the South fide as far as the Marine (school, fupplied Townfend-ltreet as far as it is 
built at both fides, fupplied Merrron-ftjuare lb low down as Holles-itreet, fupplied Upper 
Memoii-ftieet, Ely -place, Stephen’s-green, and Leefon-ftreet as far as it is built, fupplied 
on the North fide as far as the Toli-houfe in Dorfet-ftreet, fupplied Granby-row, Palace- 
row, and Great George’s-ttreet, alfo Cavendilh-row, up Great Britain-ftreet as fiir as Marl- 
borough-ftreet, alfo Marlborougii-ilreet, Qloucefter-ftreet, Cumberland-ftreet, Mecklen- 
burghVftreet, and down the North Strand as far as Lime-ftreet. After he had laid down new. 
mains, they have often broke, which has occafioned his breaking up the ftreets ; and fre- 
quently the private branches are out of order, which has occafioned the ftreets alfo to be 
broke up. That he never did of his own accord, or by the order of the Pipewater Com- 
mittee, take np the pavement, but when absolutely necellary for the fupplying the City 
with water. Has been obliged to break up the pavement of new ftreets to lay down pipes, to 
extend the works in the manner before mentioned ; that the ufoal method of the Pipewater 
Committee was to pay fourpence halfpenny per yard to a perlon for paving over the pipes; 
that the Cpmmilfioners of the Paving Committee complained of the manner of the pave- 
ment, and the Pipewater Committee contracted with the Paving Committee to pay fixpence 
halfpenny per yard, and to leave it to the Paving Board. The Overfeer of the Pipe water- 
works gives notice, to the Supei vifor of the Paving Committee, of the intention of breaking 
up the ftreets after t he pipes are laid clown by the Pipewater Committee. The Supervifors of 
the Paving Committee of N® 2. and 3. frequently fuifer the ground over the pipes to remain 
uhpaved for weeks, inftead of being paved the next day. Notice was lerved on the 17th 
February. lull opposite to N" 84, Dame-iireet, and the ground not yet paved; this is in the 
the third divifion of the Paving Committee. In the lame divifion notice was lent on the 
14th January laft, of an opening in Coilege-green and College-ftreet, and which was not 
paved ufttil the 27th of February laft; and the fame neglect in Iecond divifion. Being 
alked whether he thinks that conduits or fountains. may be erected in the City without pre- 
judice to the ierving the pipe-water ; lays. That- it may be clone in ftreets where main-pipes 
run. Being further alkecl, whether lie can conjecture if there is water luffieient to eftablilft 
twenty in this City, fays. He apprehends there is : and being further afked, whether he thinks 
there will be any wafte of water in couiequence of thele conduits, lays, He apprehends there, 
will ;. fays, he cannot anfvver if the navigation is in full work and completed, whether there 
will be a 'Sufficiency of water to l’upply thole conduits, but that he is clearly of opinion there 
is as much vvalte of water in mauy houies in Dublin now as there may be at any one of thofe 
fconduits. Being alked, whether he apprehends thole conduits could be carried to or near 
the feveral markets in this City, fays, Me thinks they might, and that he could alfo carry 
water in this way to the northermoft end of Capel-ftreet ; if he went further northward, it. 
could be fupplied only every Iecond day, and to Barrack-ftreet every day ; could carry it to. 
the New Gaol every day, alfo to the middle of Francis-ftreet, near Plunket-ttreet, every 
day, to James’s-ftreet everyday, and to Patrick-ftreet everyday. Being clelired to ftate 
the expenee of erecting a coarfe (tone-work to lecure the cock let into the wall of any houle 
for the purpple of lurmlhing water by a conduit, fays. The expences will be under £. 10. 
And being further alked, what would be the expenee of a cittern to a conduit containing, 
about ode ton, the work to be luffieient, but no way ornamental, lays, The expenee may be- 
from £. 100. to £. 1,500. according to the manner of doing the work. Fie thinks thole con- 
duits might run the whole day, where the fervice is given every day. 

Mr. Glad well. Secretary to the Paving Board, being further examined, fays. He knows 
the ftate of the funds of the Paving Hoard. Being afked. Have not the Paving Board come 
to the following relblution l fays, They have ; viz. From the loregoing ftate of the funds, it 
is the opinion of this Board, That, unjets feme aid be granted by Parliament, the intention of 
the Paving A6 1 will be defeated, in the Fii 11 , Second, Third, and Sixth Divifions, the Second 
Divifion being unable to carry on any work for fifteen months to come ; the Sixth Divifion 
for betier than two years; and the F.rft and Third having not a fund luffieient to .toake the 
nece.flary repairs. This refolution was entered into 12m December 1783 by the Paving 
Board. Says, there is a conliderable arrear due on Paving Tax ; a great part df which, he 
believes, will never l.e collected. Part of the tax for paving is one '(hilling- per pound on 
value of houies, and another on places where there are dead walls, and wlieVe thfere is no 
diiirels, which makes this arrear frequently infolvent. Believes the palling of Abts of Par- 
liament has colt the Corporation above £ 2,opo; £. 1,380 the two tirfl Acts, and File third 
£. 594. Says, the grols produce of Paving Tax per annum is 7,333. 8. 8. on. an ave-* 
ram- of the tax and composition for d° from year 1774 to 17824 average off uaonFy deceived 
£■ 0,542. 12. Has been Secretary to the Board a long time. Imagines the fund of the 
Paving Board luffieient for the purpole of paving the liretts. Firft Corporation had 4 
pow er of borrowing money, which they cxerclled from time to time, to keep up a fund to 
an fuer the purpoles of paying and flagging the ftreets. Two ti ill y fears tot Corporation, 
£. 4.000 vvas borrowed from Mr. Latouehe; in 1776 £. 1 5,000” out of whieh Mr, 
Laiouche was paid; in 1777 £. 4,000 was borrowed; and i'o on till the debt ii about 
£ 36,' 'Oo, computed up to the 25th of this inftant March. Says, the expenee of keeping 
carriageways of Dublin in repair will be about £. 4 200 annually for three years, and about 
£-1,000 per annum for keeping footways in repair for three years ; net annual income of 
Paying Board, after paying interfile of debt, Hilaries of officers, and contingencies, ik about

Adi, would amount to £.77'., and the 'City compounded with the Paving Board for =£“.300 
per annum; thou Id fuppoie three-fourths of the City is already paved. 

Mr. Owen, Surveyor to the Paving Board, examined. Says, When he meafured the City 
of Dublin he divided the Paving into three eludes, greated wear. Id's, and lea it ; formed 
calculation for greateft at 351,885 yards, ledi 62,861, lead 47,890, making together 562,636, 
exclufive .of liable-lanes, courts, and alleys, &c. or lanes not being thoroughfares ; thinks 
nearly three-fourths of the whole is nearly formed. One hundred and fifty thouland yards of 
new pavement newly formed would 00ft about ninepence peryard, which amounts to £’.5,625 ; 
if the whole was repaired,, it might be kept in repair by contract-tor £. 3,500. per annum, for 
i’even years; thinks for this ium of £.5,625. the bed pebble-done pavement might be got'; 
ArkJow pavement might be got, he thinks (fuch as Eifex-bridge is paved with)," for 5 s\~6d. 
per .yard, if a ivy .quantity of this work was to be done.

If the footways, of the whole City \vero properly flagged now, he is 'of opinion it would 
■coft about £. Soo per year to keep them in repair; Arklow Pavement being done, it would 
cod no more than £. 1 per cent, to keep it in repair ; conceives the footways of the whole 
City to be: about 1 20,000 ; thinks near four-tilths of the footways have been done ; Tup poles 
about three fifths of this .ivork has been flagged with mountain done, which coft about 
6s. 9 d. peryard, the remainder curved and paved, and thinks it would take about. .£.12,060 
to complete the footways of the whole City with mountain done; thinks the Arklow done 
better than the Scotch. Thinks if fome regulations were made with relbedt to the Pipe-water 
Committee and Paving Board, there would be no occafion to coiifolidate the two Boards; 
there certainly have been a great many complaints made of the proceedings of the Pipe-water 
Committee to the Paving Board ; it is impollibie where the pavement is broke, up by the Pipe- 
water Committee, that it can after be made as good as before the fireet is broke up, but by break- 
ing up more than is abfolutely ucceifary for the putting down of the pipes, it may be nearly as 
well finifhed ; apprehends the cau'fe of the ftreets being hurt lb much by laying down pipes, is 
that there is not enough broke up to lay down the pipes; it would certainly take more money 
to repair tiwe breaches made bv the laying down pipes than is allowed for that purpolc. 
Mr. Owen being further examined, fays he is of opinion that large jfewers in the iireets 
would be of great lervice to the inhabitants, and would help to keep the d reefs clean; 
is of opinion that the inhabitants of large dreets would be willing to pay for the expense. of 
making thole lowers ; thinks they ought to be of the dimendons lufficiei.t at lead to admit 
a large wheelbarrow to pals through them ; fays that two divi lions of the City are contracted 
for, the.fjxth and leventh for 1‘eyen years, and are in good order now'; to make an imme- 
diate partial repair, lb as to put in order the dangerous parts of the City, it would coft 
£.18,000; means this f'ura to repair the ftreets, which are now in very bud order, but to put 
the whole in fuch repair that the pavement might band the enfuing winter, 2,700 ought to 
be laid out this dimmer on the ftreets not contracted for.

MifceUaveoas. onc y eal ; 3 believes laft Michaelmas, for tolls ; paid from £. 3,000 to £. 4,000 per year during 
v J ^ / laid period for them ; a few years after he had them, there was a difpute between the 

Corporation and the Millers, with refpect to the toll on flour, he therefore refuted to pay 
to the City the amount of his con tract ; the bufinefs was referred to an arbitration, which 
awarded, him £. 10.000, and in confequence thereof he received it; that afterwards, in 
the year 1782, he got an allowance of £. 1,500 for the like caufe ; believes it is a year lalt 
Michaelmas fince lie gave up the tolls. 

Mr. Scriven being further examined, fays. He has paid .feveral fums for oppoting Paving 
Ads of Parliament, that he has paid large fums. Being afked, whether lie knows of any 
fums of money paid bv the City of .Dublin to their Agents, for oppofing Paving Ads of 
Parliament before the Privy Council of England within thele laft ten years? lays. That he 
recolleds two initances, one in 1778, another laft Selfion, which both might amount to 
£■ 700, £.800, or £.qoo. Believes Agents- were appointed to oppole thole bills in 
England. 

Robert Thorp, Efquire, being further examined, fays. That he was a Commilfioner named 
in the firft Ad; that he undertook that very important public trull with a determined refo- 
lut.on to execute the fame to the belt of his ikill and knowledge, without favour to any 
perlon ; lays lie apprehended and verily believed that the caufes from whence lb enormous a 
I'um as near £. 1 00,000 was in fo (hort a time fquaudered away, and a debt of near £. 40,006 
contraded, was owing to fifteen Aldermen, fifteen Common-Couneilmen, and fixty other 
perfons called Commitlee-men, having taken upon tliemfelves the execution of the laid 
Ad, -and their employing Supervifors or Overfeers of the feveral works who were totally 
-unacquainted with the nature of fuel! bufinefs; the carrying on the works in many llreets at 
•once in the fame diviPion, was another caufe by which it was impoflible for any 011’e Super- 
vifor to be in feveral llreets in that divifion at one and the lame time; bad materials were 
•alio made ufe of, and no regard had to the Porting tiie Hones to one and the lame lize, or 
laying Iblid materials of Hone and gravel well bedded and rammed. About the 29th dav 
of June 1774, loon after the palling of the firft Ad, fixty-tvvo Coimniftioners met, of which 
thirty were Aidermeu and Common-Couneilmen ; the Lord Mayor, Recorder, two Sheriffs, 
and the two Reprelentatives for the City, met, and were fworn ; the lifteen Aldermen and 
fifteen Common-Couneilmen were cholen in ten clays after palling the. Ad, on the Lord 
Mayor’s convening an afl'embly for that purpofe, and defiling them by ballot, and the lixlv 
Committee-men were alfo elected within ten days after the paffing the Ad; by the Proteftaut 
-Pariflji oners of the feveral Parifhes at'.' the Veiny Room of the Parilli. In Pome few days 
after the Commifiioners were lworn, it was unanimoufly agreed to begin this great work by 
- carrying into execution two great lines, the one beginning at Dame-ftreet, from 1 hence to 

Eiiex-bridge, to Capel-ftrcet, Bolton-ftreet, and Dorfet-llreet, to the Turnpike at Drmn- 
condra, the great avenue for the convenience of our ftaple commodity, tiie Linen Manufac- 
"tbry, from the North, but this llefolution was rel’einded. The Committee of the lecond 
divifion, wherein Granby-row, Cavendifli-row, Palace-row, Gardiner’s-row, Dorfet-llreet, and 
Bolton-ftreet lie, were neglede.d, and the Committee of this lecond Divifion, which confided 
ot three Aidermeu, three Common-Couneilmen, and twelve Committee-men were ordered 
forthwith to contrad for flagging and paving Lower Ormond Quay, Jervis’s Quay, and the 
Bachelor’s Walk, being the, whole of the Quays from Ellex-bridge to Union -ftreet, and alfo 
Abbey-ll.eet front Capel-ftreet to the place called The Dry Dock, near the Strand, in which 
ftreets, quays, and place's, feveral Aldermen, Coininon-Counciimen, and Committee-men 
rclulcd, and thereby made convenient ways and paiiages to their own abodes, whilft the 
Squares, ftreets, and places, in which the nobility and gentlemen of fortune lived, were neg- 
lected ; fays that on or about the 2d Augull 1774, Mr. Latoiiche, who is ever attentive to 
promote the public good, agreed to advance to the Comrhiffioners £ 15,000, tliis is £'. 1 ,000 
for each of the five divifions, to enable them to proceed in the great work ; the finmmer 
feafon was aim oft gone, and the Commilfioaers, vvitiiout either Tkilful Snpervifor, Paviors, 
and proper materials, began to .flag and pave Dame-ftreet, Caftlc-ftreet, Skinner-row, Higb- 
ftreet, Ellex-bridge, and Capel-ftreet, which were not finilhed until the depth of winter, 
the confequence whereof was, the pavement was ftiddeply torn up, which occafioned a wafte 
of £.j2.ooo, for Dame-ftreet coll about £.400, Callis-ltreet and Skinner-row about 600, 
and Capel-ftreet £. 1,000, and in about two years and a half’s lime, (pent about ,£.50,1 29. 18. 
and contracted a debt of £. 15,546. 9. 4. “ It is necelfary to obferve here" that by~ the' 58th 
lection of the firft Act, a power is given to fourteen Coimniftioners to raife by mortgage a 
lum luffieient for each divifion for the purpoles.of tiie A fit, provided that the funds fo to be 
mortgaged fliould not in the whole exceed one-third part of the annual 1 income, which was 
about ,£.2,055, a fecuritv very infuffi-.ient for the payment of 15,546, .therefore thole 
Commiftioners and Committee-men who took upon tliemfelves the execution of this A6i, on 
or about the 3d day of November 1 775, appointed a Coinmitec to conlider what amend- 
ments were iiecefl.nry to be made in this Act, and reiblved -among oilier things, that there 
fhould be a eiawfe empowering the Commiftioners to borrow any Itnn not exceeding £. 10,060; 
•accordingly., on or about tiie 4th day of April 1776; they obtained a new A St for explaining 
and amending the former A&, in which -t-liei-e is aelaufey that any fourtc'Cn Commiifiotiers 
are empowered to borrow at interefi fuc-h fums as they dial I find neceflafy"; this anfwercd all 
their ends, for in a fliort dime they borrowed £. 1 5,000, that is, £. 3',ooo fur each divifion. 
and in the find feeond Adi there is alfo a claufe, that the Corpora turn of Dublin fhalL only 
pay the annual lum of £. 50 inflead of £ 166. 11. 4 w nidi it eoft to pave "round Stephen's 
Cireen, by which the Paving Fund was diminilhed ■£: ti6. if, 4.; as" foon as this A A 

palled 
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palled, the laid Cora mifli oners borrowed the faid £. 1 5,000, .and thereupon ordered about 
thirty ftreets, lanes, and alleys, to be paved in one divilion' and in the 1110ft mii'erable part of 
Dublin, befidcs feveral other ftre.ets in the other divifions. They were frequently defired to follow 
the example of the Commillioners in London and Weftminfter, who before any ftrcet is payed 
dirert their Surveyor to meafure it, and make an eftiiiiate of the colt and expence thereof, 
and afterwards defile their Treafurer to inform them if lie has a fund in his hands of the tax 
•of that llrcet, fufftcient to pay the expence of paving it, and if not, it is poliponed until 
•they have a fund fufficient, by which the neceflity of running in debt is avoided, but this 
prudent example our Commillioners defpifed and rejected. It is alfo necefiary to obferve 
here, that tliefe Commiflioners all'o borrowed afterwards atclifferenl limes £. 15,000 more, as 
•appears by the minutes of their proceeding and accounts laid before the Board ; it alfo 
appears, that the fund was put to the colt and ex pence of £. 014. 14. 3. in obtaining this 
iecond Art, which was paid out of the fund; it alfo appears by t lie minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of tliefe Commillioners, .that notwithftanding the great funis they have borrowed, 
-they thought fit ftill to carry on works in the different divilion s without money; on the. 
■motion of an Alderman, it was agreed that intereft at the fate of £. 5 per cent, which was 
afterwards iucreafed to £.6 per cent, was to be allowed to all Coil t radio rs upon all bills, for 
•work done and certified by the divifiona] Committee, by which proceedings they •from time 
•to time contracted a debt of upwards of £. 7,900 payable with intereft, and of which fum 
there ftill remains £■ 3,181. 10. 6. a debt intruded 0:1 the fund in the moft illegal manner, 
•for neither the firft or fecond Adi authorize the Commiflioners . to give intereft on bills for 
work done, never luppofing any fiich itep would be attempted, raid it, alio appears by the 
accounts laid before you, that there is likewife a debt of ,£. 4,715.. 11. 1. to be provided for 
befides, .and intereft of £. 1,333. 1 7 • lie. thinks it alfo necefiary to obferve, that the 
prefent Corporation have cop traded a debt of upwards of £. 2,700,. and mifapplied upwards 
of £. 500 of the fund, by paying part of the debt due by the former Corporation, contrary 
to the prelent Adi. Saith, it appears to him from the books, accounts, and papers. of both 
the late and prefent Commillioners, that tiie annuai tax, upon an average, is about 
.£.6,241. 12. tinit the intereft on the faid £.30,000 borrowed op debentures, is upwards of 
.£. 1,685, to which add the intereft of the illegal charge of intereft on the warrants for bills 
of work, is about £. 190. 17. 9. leaves for works about £.3,600 a year. It is necefiary to 
•obferve, that in the year 1778 the late Treafurer to the Corporation of Dublin, on his exa- 
mination before a Committee of the Houle of Commons, informed them that be had generally 
nnderfiood from the Recorder, that the conditions annexed to the grant of the Tolls and 
Cuftoms of the City of Dublin was, that they ft 10 11 Id pave all the great avenues, to the 
markets, and cleanfe all the ftreets in general, and believed the Corporation of Dublin were 
bound to expend the net produce of the tolls in fuch derailing and paving ; it is alfo necef- 
iary, he apprehends, to obferve, that though ‘the Corporation of Dublin has been called 
upon to produce the grant of thole tolls and cuftoms, yet they never have done il, but 
infill their title is by prelcription, yet have never let forth any que ellale, nor inform your 
Committee under whom they derive; fays, it appears by the evidence of the Town Clerk, 
that the Corporation of Dublin have lately let the tolls and cuftoms of the City for three 
years, at £ 4,050 a year, and that they have contracted for £. 3,000 a year for cleaufing the 
directs, fo that there is a redundancy of £.100 a year; lays he apprehends no perlbu or 
perfons would make himielf liable to fo great an annual lum, if he did not expert tobe a 
gainer of at lealt £. 1,000 a year; fays that the Corporation of Dublin lias laid before your 
Committee a copy of a Grant faid to be made on the 4th day of September in the 28th 
veaKof the reign of King Charles the Second to the Corporation of .Dublin, of the Cuftom 
of the Gates, for al! fuch things as ate brought into the laid City and Suburbs thereof there 
expoled to laic, and of fuch things as are carried out of the laid City for the pontage, 
murage, and paveage of the. laid City ; lays/ it appears by ah account lately laid before your 
Committee, that the Corporation of Dublin have received within tliefe lalt twenty years by 
the tolls and .cuftoms, no lei's a- Sum than "£. 75,281. 5. 3 \. raid it alfo appears by an 
account laid before the faid Houle of Commons in or about the year 1778, that the Corpo- 
ration of Dublin expended in ten years, from 1762 to 1772, in paving thole ftreets and places 
ufually paved by them, but £. 2/340. 6. 11.; fays after- three years being lpent by the 
Commillioners for Paving to get the Corporation of Dublin to fettle an account of the tax 
payable by them, which by the account furnilheft the Town Clerk, taken from the City 
Sinvevor’s mcafurement and from the meafurenieut of Surveyors, Supervifors, Coilertors, and 
other "perfons employed by the Commillioners, the annual charge for the laid tax amounted 
as by their accounts to £.jji. 16. which with £. 166. 11.4. charged for paving 9,974! 
yards round Stephen’s Green, made £938. 7. 6 . It is alfo necefiary to remark ttiat ou 
.the 1 2 th December i777,feven teen Commillioners met to fettle the charge again ft theCorpora- 
tion of Dublin for Paving, of which thirteen Commifhonersxvere either Aldermen or Common- 
•Councilmen, and but four of thole gentlemen particularly named in the Art, who reported 
That there was due to the Corporation of paving, for three years ending the 25th day of 
March 1777, the fum of £.733, 1. af. On -tile 27th of October in the year 1779, five 
■i.Coinmifliouers appointed in the Art, and fix Aldermen and Common-Cornu ilmen met, and 
"compounded with the Corporation of Dublin for three years, that is to lay, lor the year 
3778, 1770, and 1780, for £.300 a year, which was afterw.uds continued for the year 3781 ; 
but laid coinpolition is iiiice determined, and the Corporation for Paying have ordered their 
Secretarv to charge the Corporation of Dublin in the rent rolls of the Commillioners of 
Paving, the annual tax mentioned in the account furuiflied the Corporation ol Dublin as if 
no coinpolition had ever been made, and is informed the Corporation ol Dublin is accord-

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V. ingly charged, as the Rales and _A fie Aments are made every half year ; fays he thinks it 

MifceUaneom. neceifary to inform the Committee, that the Commiliioners of Paving have cauied meafure- 
y . meats to be made by fkilli.il Surveyors, of the watte ground and void fpaces of ground 

belonging to the Corporation of Dublin in the relpective divilions mentioned in the A61, 
that the rates of fuch wafte ground and void fpaces may be afeertained purfuaut to the A 61 , 
and that on the confideration of an amendment to the prefen t palling Acts an efleftual 
remedy may be given by the legillature for the recovery of the tax payable by the Corpora- 
tion of Dublin for paving for their wafte grounds and void fpaces; he alfo apprehends it will 
be abfolutely neeeflary in the framing any new law, to leave out the fixih and feventji divi- 
sions, they being the caufe of a conftant lofs to the funds, the produce of the rates in thefe 
two divilions- not being adequate to the colts and charges of paving and repairing the ievefal 
ftreeis, lanes, and alleys in that part of tlie liberties of Saint Patrick’s and Saint Sepulchre’s, 
the fixth divifion being, in debt £. 98. 1. 11. and the ieventh divifion ,£.104. 1. 4. which 
contributes very much in leafing the Paving Fund ; fays he has to the belt of his knowledge 
and belief, from a minute and particular inveitigation ol the leyeral proceedings, accounts, 
and papers belonging to the Gomniiflioners of Paving, let forth the belt information he 
could give to the Committee. 

Your Committee thereupon come to the following Refolntions; 

lit. Refolved, that it is the opinion of this Committee, That whatever funds are vetted in 
the Citv of Dublin for the purpofe of paving or - cleanling the ttreets, ought to be transferred 
to the Corporation for Paving. 

2d. Refolved, that it is the opinion of this Committee, That the Tolls and Cuttoms of the 
City of Dublin' are vetted in them for tire purpofe of paving and cleanling the ttreets. 

3d. Refolved, that it appears to this Committee, That the City of Dublin has paid 
for cleanling the ttreets, £. 2,700 for the lait year, and on an average for the latt ten years 
£. 2,013. ... 

4th. Refolved, that it is the opinion of this Committee, That paving that part of the 
ftreeis incumbent on the City of Dublin to repair, comes to £. 300 per annum, and 
upwards. 

5th. Refolved, that it appears to this Committee, That the cleaning of the laid ttreets has 
been moft fcandaloufly neglected. 

6th. Refolved, that, it Ts the opinion of this Committee, That a conlideralile part of the 
Tolls and Cuttoms of the City of Dublin lias been applied to purpoi'es for which they were 
not granted. 

7th. That the Committee, fearing there might not be fufficient time for inveftigating the 
lighting the ftreeis, looked into the Report of ihe 3d of April 1778, upon which they ground 
their opinion, that, the eftablifhment for the fame is very defective and infufficient. 

8th. Refolved, that it appears to this Committee, Tiiat if the ftreets of Dublin were pro- 
perly paved, it would require a fum of «£. 3,500 per annum to keep them in repair, and 
if. 800 per annum to keep the footways in repair, making together ,£.4,300, and that the 
net income of the Paving Tax is £■ 3,900 only. 

9th. Refolved, that it appears to this Committee, That it would be unnece/Tary for them 
to call any wi Indies before them with refpedt to the prelent fcandalous and dangerous ftate 
of the ftreets, the fame being obvious to every perfon who palles through them. 

10th. Refolved, that it is the opinion of this Committee, That the paving, lighting, and 
•cleanling of the ttreets ought to be executed by the fame Board.' 
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
